OPENING  SERVICE 

(Monday  Evening,  May  7,  19G2  —  7:45  P.M.) 

The  Opening  Service  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Eighth  Annual 
Convention  of  The  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina 
was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  Route  7,  Salisbury, 
North  Carolina,  the  Rev.  William  J.  Ridenhour,  Pastor,  on  Monday  eve- 
ning, May  7,  1962,  beginning  at  7:45  o'clock. 

The  Order  of  Service  of  the  new  Service  Book  and  Hymnal,  including 
the  Order  for  Public  Confession  and  the  Service  of  Holy  Communion,  was 
conducted  by  the  Rev.  Hoke  H.  Ritchie,  Statistical  Secretary;  the  Rev. 
Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  D.D.,  Assistant  to  the  President  of  Synod;  the 
Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  Superintendent  of  North  Carolina  Missions;  and 
the  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly,  MA.,  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Convention  sermon  was  delivered  by  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D., 
President  of  Synod,  on  the  theme,  "Being  Interpreted,"  based  on  the 
account  of  Philip  and  the  Ethopian,  as  recorded  in  Acts  8:26-39,  which 
he  read,  and  a  statement  from  the  Order  for  the  Installation  of  a  Pastor, 
which  reads,  "Will  you  receive  him,  and  show  him  the  love,  honor  and 
obedience  in  the  Lord  due  to  a  shepherd  and  guide  placed  over  you  by 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  Himself,  the  Chief  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of  souls?" 

Dr.  Conrad's  thesis,  "The  Bible  needs  to  be  explained  and  interpreted, 
so  that  God  will  be  given  the  glory,  and  not  man,"  like  a  ringing  refrain, 
was  kept  before  the  Convention.  The  chief  thing  that  needs  explain- 
ing, Dr.  Conrad  added,  is  the  one  and  only  way  of  salvation  through  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ. 

Deploring  the  condition  that  the  church  is  retreating  from  the  field 
of  battle  and  is  not  the  militant  church  that  it  is  pictured  to  be,  Dr. 
Conrad  asked  whether  the  Sword  of  the  Word  had  lost  its  sharpness,  or 
whether  the  church  had  lost  the  Sword? 

Dr.  Conrad  related  the  experiences  of  the  prodigal  boy  in  four  phases: 
"I  want  my  share;  I  want  my  way;  I  want;  I  am  wanted."  God  is  like 
the  father  of  the  prodigal  boy  who  wanted  him  in  his  fellowship  again, 
Dr.  Conrad  stated,  and  while  God's  love  is  beyond  comprehension,  it  is 
unmistakably  clear  that  God  wants  everybody.  He  wants  us  to  preach 
and  to  live  the  Gospel  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  This,  he  concluded, 
is  our  opportunity  and  challenge. 

The  offering  received  was  for  Lutheran  World  Action. 

Miss  Johnsie  Stafford  presided  at  the  organ  console. 
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FIRST  SESSION 

(Tuesday   Morning.   May   8,   1962  —  8:45   A.M.) 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  H.  E.  Baumgartner,  Jr.,  pastor 
of  Mt.  Olive  Church,  Hickory,  N.  C.  Pastor  Baumgartner  quoted  three 
passages  of  scripture  which  he  considered  basic  to  our  Christian  respon- 
sibility and  to  the  transaction  of  synod's  business,  as  follows: 

"Sir,  we  would  see  Jesus."  St.  John  12:21. 
"He  must  increase,  but  I  must  decrease."     St.  John  3:30. 
"By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  you  are  my  disciples  if  you  have 
love  one  for  another."  St.  John  13:35. 

Using  the  Order  for  the  Opening  of  Synods,  President  Conrad  offi- 
cially opened  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Eighth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  Cyrus  F.  Frazier,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials and  Enrollment,  reported  that  180  ministers  and  143  lay  delegates 
had  registered,  making  a  total  of  323  official  delegates  up  to  this  hour. 
Since  it  was  evident  that  a  majority  was  present,  the  Convention  was 
declared  open  for  business. 

One  change  was  made  in  the  program  and  provisional  order  of  busi- 
ness, namely,  that  Item  No.  9,  Report  of  Committee  on  N.  C.  Council  of 
Churches,  scheduled  for  Tuesday  afternoon  be  shifted  to  Thursday  after- 
noon and  be  made  Item  No.  2,  immediately  following  the  devotional 
period.  With  this  exception,  the  program  and  provisional  order  of  busi- 
ness as  printed  in  the  Convention  Bulletin  was  approved.

are  to  be  acted  on  by  the  Convention.  Copies  of  the  charter  as  it 
would  be  affected  by  the  proposed  amendments  are  contained  along 
with  the  proposed  new  Constitution  for  the  Synod  in  a  booklet  which 
has  been  mailed  to  each  minister  and  delegate  to  the  Convention  of 
Synod. 

Bar  of  Synod — The  three  back  pews  in  each  of  the  two  sections  of  the 
nave  were  ruled  outside  voting  privileges  and  were  reserved  for  the  vis- 
itors. All  other  pews  in  the  nave,  including  pews  in  the  transcepts  were 
ruled  within  the  bar  of  synod. 

Recognition  of  Visitors — The  following  were  recognized:  The  Rev.  Harold 
Haas,  Ph.D.,  official  representative  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church;  The 
Rev.  Paul  Rimmer,  President  of  the  Rowan  County  Lutheran  Ministerial 
Association;  The  Rev.  L.  P.  Boland,  ordained  61  years  ago;  The  Rev.  R. 
A.  Goodman,  D.D.,  former  professor  of  Newberry  College;  The  Rev.  John 
Hall,  D.D.,  former  Army  Chaplain. 

In  a  few  warm  words,  Pastor  Boland  stated  that  he  had  made  a  spe- 
cial effort  to  attend  this  convention  of  synod,  the  last  before  the  merger, 
and  that  he  had  "missed  the  brethren"  by  not  being  able  to  attend  con- 
ventions for  the  past  number  of  years. 

Commenting  on  his  activity,  Dr.  Hall  said  that  he  was  not  only  or- 
dained at  that  time,  but  his  ordination  carried  a  life  time  obligation, 

Recepton  of  New  Congregations 

The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Bernhardt,  a  member  of  tht  Committee  on  Ex- 
ecutive Committee's  Report,  substituting  for  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery,  who  was  absent  due  to  the  death  of 
his  father-in-law,  presented  that  part  of  the  report  concerning  reception 
of  new  congregations,  as  follows: 

Your  committee  makes  the  following  recommendations:

(3)  That  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Win- 
ston-Salem, having  made  application  for  membership  in  the 
Synod  and  having  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee 
(see  Supplement  II),  be  received  and  enrolled  by  the  Synod  at 
this  Convention. 

(4)  That  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  New  Covenant, 
High  Point,  having  made  application  for  membership  in  the 
Synod  and  having  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee 
(see  Supplement  II),  be  received  and  enrolled  by  the  Synod  at 
this  Convention. 

(5)  That  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Incarnation,  Char- 
lotte, having  made  application  for  membership  in  the  Synod 
and  having  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  (see 
Supplement  II),  be  received  and  enrolled  by  the  Synod  at  this 
Convention. 

Recommendations  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  were  unanimously  approved  and 
the  five  newly  organized  congregations  were  received  and  welcomed  as 
new  members  of  the  synod's  family  of  congregations,  and  their  delegates 
were  seated. 

President  Conrad  recognized  the  pastors  and  representatives  of  these 
new  congregations  by  calling  them  forward  and  receiving  them  officially, 
as  follows:

SPECIAL  GREETINGS 

President  Conrad  read  a  letter  of  fraternal  greetings  to  the  conven- 
tion from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  the  Pacific  Southwest  also 
in  convention  assembled  at  Berkeley,  California,  signed  by  its  President, 
the  Rev.  Carl  V.  Tambert,  D.D. 

Secretary  Lyerly  also  read  a  letter  conveying  the  fraternal  greet- 
ings from  the  Mississippi  Synod,  signed  by  the  synod's  secretary,  the  Rev. 
Donald  J.  Myers. 

Secretary  Lyerly  was  instructed  by  the  Convention  to  acknowledge 
these  good  letters  with  the  greetings  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  He 
was  also  instructed  to  send  the  good  wishes  of  the  synod  to  the  South 
Carolina  Synod  also  assembled  in  convention. 

President  Conrad  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Presi- 
dent's Report,  which  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  A.  James  Laughlin, 
chairman. 

The  Reports  of  the  President  and  the  Assistant  to  the  President,  as 
appearing  in  the  Convention  Bulletin,  Pages  9-34,  follow: 
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Presidenfs  Report 

Dear  Brethren  In  Christ: 

The  year  of  our  Lord,  1962,  will  be  remembered  as  another  his- 
torical landmark  in  the  growth  and  development  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America.  Previous  dates  of  outstanding  importance,  in- 
volving church  mergers,  have  marked  transitions  from  one  stage  of 
development  to  another.  But  the  specific  event  which  will  take  place 
in  Cobo  Hall,  Detroit  Michigan,  in  June  of  this  year,  will  be  the  end, 
death  and  appropriate  obsequies  of  the  old  church  bodies,  and  the  birth 
of  an  entirely  new  creature.  If  this  is  true  —  and  it  is  —  with  respect 
to  all  the  synods  involved,  including  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  then 
some   brief   reminiscences   should   be   in   order. 

Reliable  history  involves  dates,  facts  and  events.  Significant  dates 
in  North  Carolina  Lutheranism,  are  1743,  1773,  1803,  1863,  1918,  1921, 
and  now,  1962. 

The  first  German  immigrants  began  to  arrive  in  North  Carolina 
in  1743.  By  1747,  there  were  four  Lutheran  congregations  organized 
in  North  Carolina;  Friedens,  Guilford  County;  St.  John's  and  Zion 
(Organ)  in  Rowan;  and  St.  John's,  in  Cabarrus.  Historian  Conner  esti- 
mates that  in  1771  there  were  10,000  Lutherans  in  North  Carolina. 
Dr.  W.  T.  Whitsett  observes  that,  "Contrary  to  the  rule  with  certain 
other  denominations,  the  Lutherans  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  wait 
for  regular  ministers  in  order  to  begin  their  church  work;  they  set 
up  their  church  services  upon  arrival,  and  with  their  duly  elected 
deacons  and  elders  conducted  regular  religious  worship".  Conse- 
crated laymen  sponsored  these  worship  services  for  approximately 
thirty  (30)  years  before  ordained  ministers  were  on  the  field. 

In  1773,  Christopher  Rendleman  and  Christopher  Lyerly,  Lutheran 
laymen  of  Rowan  County,  returned  to  North  Carolina  from  their  trip 
to  Hannover,  Germany,  with  the  Reverend  Adolph  Nussmann  and  Mr, 
Gottfried  Arends,  a  school  teacher.  With  the  arrival  of  Nussmann  and 
Arends,  began  the  preaching  and  teaching  ministry  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  North  Carolina.  Contrary  to  the  claims  of  others  that  the 
Muhlenberg  influence  initiated  Lutheranism  in  North  Carolina,  the 
records  show  that  he  landed  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  September 
23,  1772,  visited  the  Salzsburgers  in  Georgia,  and  arrived  in  Phila- 
delphia November  25,  1772.  No  records,  during  those  two  months 
between  Ebenezer,.  Georgia,  and  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  show  that 
Muhlenberg  ever  set  foot  on  North  Carolina  soil.  While  Rendleman 
and  Lyerly  set  sail  to  Europe  from  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and 
returned  to  the  same  port  with  Nussman  and  Arends. 

During  Eastertide  of  1803  the  North  Carolina  Synod  was  organized 
with  four  pastors,  the  Reverend  J.  G.  Arends,  President;  the  Reverend 
Paul  Henkel;  the  Reverend  Carl  A.  Storch;  the  Reverend  R.  J.  Miller 
secretary,  and  fourteen  lay  delegates. 

Although  the  name,  "United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  the  South",  was  chosen  and  adopted  on  June  26,  1886,  in 
Roanoke,  Virginia  —  and  remained  unchanged  until  the  merger  of 
1918  —  nevertheless,  the  birth  date  of  this  general  body  in  the  south, 
was  May  20,  1863,  at  Concord,  North  Carolina,  with  delegates,  clerical 
and  lay,  from  the  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia,  West 
Virginia,   and   Georgia   Synods.     But   it  was  not  easy  for  those  men  to 
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select  an  acceptable  name  for  this  new  creature.  However,  the  meta- 
morphosis of  this  effort,  reads  this  way:  The  first  name  selected  in 
1863,  was  "The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  the  Confederate  States".  At  a  later  convention,  "Evangelical  Luth- 
eran General  Synod  in  North  America".  Again,  "Evangelical  Lutheran 
General    Synod    South",    and    "Evangelical    Lutheran    Diet". 

It  is  noteworthy,  that  the  word  "Evangelical"  was  incorporated 
in  each  attempted  title. 

"Evangelical"  was  Luther's  selection.  And  our  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  Progenitors  had  deep  convictions.  To  them  the  Church  of 
Christ  lives,  moves  and  conquers  the  world  by  its  commission  to 
make  disciples  for  Jesus  Christ,  by  preaching  the  Gospel,  the  Word  of 
God.  The  Word  of  God  alone  makes  disciples  for  Jesus.  The  Word  of 
God  alone  creates  congregations  and  brings  them  into  true  unity.  God's 
Word  alone  rules  the  church,  and  must  rule  organizations,  bureaus, 
office  and  officers.  The  Lord  gives  His  Church  diversified  gifts  and 
talents,  but  those  who  are  thus  blessed,  are  still  servants,  and  not 
lords  of  others.  The  church  is  built  up  from  the  congregation,  as  our 
ordinances  set  forth;  and  this  is  our  sole  defense  against  hierarchical 
rule.  The  effectiveness  of  the  Gospel  will  always  be  as  strong  as  the 
faith  of  the  congregation,  and  no  stronger,  regardless  of  the  material 
wealth  of  the  church  or  its  well-oiled  organizational  machinery. 

In  1918  the  "United  Lutheran  Church  in  America"  was  formed  in 
New  York  City,  by  the  merger  of  the  "General  Council",  "General  Synod", 
and  the  "United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the 
South". 

At  1:30  p.  m.  on  March  2,  1921,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Salisbury, 
"The  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina"  was  formed 
by  the  re-union  and  re-joining  of  hands  and  hearts  of  the  "North 
Carolina  Synod  and  Ministerium",  and  "The  Tennessee  Synod",  with  a 
total  of  96  ministers  and  88  lay  delegates. 

In  June  of  this  year,  1962,  in  Cobo  Hall,  Detroit,  Michigan,  the 
"Lutheran    Church    in    America"    will    be   formally   constituted. 

Our  Host  Church 

Saint  Paul's  congregation  was  organized  with  seventeen  members 
on  March  30,  1830,  by  the  Reverend  John  Lentz.  The  first  structure, 
a  frame  building,  was  erected  about  the  same  year,  and  used  by  other 
denominations,  also,  as  a  place  of  worship,  until  1866,  when  the  union 
arrangement  was  discontinued;  the  Lutherans  retaining  the  old  prop- 
erty, and  erecting  a  new  brick  edifice  in  1872.  The  present  building 
was  initiated  under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  Charles  E.  Riden- 
hour  in  1924,  and  dedicated,  free  of  debt,  in  1937,  by  Pastor  G.  H.  L 
Lingle.  The  new  educational  unit  was  constructed  in  1955,  during  the 
ministry  of  Pastor  L.  C.   Bumgarner,   at  a  cost  of  $110,000. 

For  the  fourth  time,  in  the  history  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod, 
the  convention  is  being  held  with  this  congregation.  The  previous 
dates  are  1873,  1892,  1915  and  now  in  1962.  And  we  desire  to  express 
the  gratitude  of  the  synod  to  Pastor  William  J.  Ridenhour,  and 
the  members  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  for  the  privilege  of  holding  this, 
the  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-Eighth  Annual  Convention  with  them.  We 
also  wish  for  them  grace,  mercy  and  strength  for  the  accomplishment 
of  those  greater  things  expected  of  our  Lord's  disciples. 
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1961  Benevolence 

In  stewardship  benevolence,  1961  was  a  most  blessed  year  for 
our  synod.  The  Lord  certainly  poured  out  His  beneficient  favors  upon 
us;  otherwise,  we  could  not  have  done  so  much.  Our  1961  records 
are  inspiring,  uplifting,  and  challenging. 

Although  the  budget  goal,  set  by  the  synod  at  its  1960  convention 
for  the  year  1961,  was  not  reached  100  per  cent,  yet  the  results  for 
1961  shattered  all  previous  ones,  and  all  those  who  helped  to  make 
them  possible  deserve  the  plaudits  of  the  entire  church.  Consequently, 
I  want  to  convey  to  each  pastor,  to  each  congregation,  and  each  mem- 
ber thereof,  my  personal  gratitude  for  the  faith  and  cooperation  which 
made  this  record  a  reality. 

Sometimes  it  is  rather  difficult  for  one  to  grasp  a  financial  pic- 
ture, when  displayed  in  totals  by  a  treasurer.  Consequently,  I  desire 
to  call  attention  to  certain  facts  and  figures  in  our  1961  record  which 
are  arresting. 

First,  the  North  Carolina  Synod  carried  a  home-work  program 
considerably  larger,  if  not  the  largest,  of  any  ULCA  Synod.  In  addi- 
tion to  our  support  of  global  church  causes,  we  are  a  vital  part  of 
many  institutions  at  home  and  nearby.  And  if  home-work,  in  a  cate- 
gory of  business,  is  neglected,  the  body  is  bound  to  suffer. 

Six  indispensable  institutions  are  involved  in  our  home-work  pro- 
gram, in  addition  to  synodical  needs.  Three  of  them,  the  Southern 
Seminary,  Lowman  Home  and  Children's  Home,  are  owned,  operated 
and  supported  by  the  six  Southern  Synods,  viz.,  Virginia,  North  Caro- 
lina, South  Carolina,  Georgia-Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Florida.  One, 
Lutheridge,  is  owned  and  operated  by  three  synods,  namely,  South 
Carolina,  North  Carolina,  and  Georgia-Alabama.  Two  institutions,  viz., 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  and  North  Carolina  Homes  for  the  Aged,  are 
dependent  on  the  North  Carolina  Synod  for  current  and  capital  support. 
And,   of  course,  the   new  headquarters  building   is  a   synodical   project. 

The  items  and  amounts  given  in  our  1961  record  are  as  follows:

For  the  current  support  of  the  five  institutions,  namely,  Southern 
Seminary,  Lowman  Home,  Children's  Home,  Lutheridge  and  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College,  the  North  Carolina  Synod  contributed  $5.5  per  com- 
municant member  in  1961.  This  is  much  higher  than  per  capita  giving 
for  Institutional  support  in   other  ULCA  Synods. 

The  Lord  has  really  blessed  us! 
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Ordination  Anniversaries 

This  year  marks  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  ordination  to  the 
Holy  Office  of  the  Gospel  Ministry  of  one  clerical  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  Synod,  the  Reverend  Edgar  C.  Cooper,  Ph.D.  Ten 
other  veterans  of  Gospel  preaching  and  teaching  have  ordination  dates 
going  back  to  more  than  fifty  years,  namely,  The  Reverend  Charles 
Krauth  Bell,  D.D.;  the  Reverend  L.  P.  Boland;  the  Reverend  Rubertus 
McLanchton  Carpenter;  the  Reverend  John  Fielding  Crigler,  D.D.;  the 
Reverend  Edward  Fulenwider,  D.D.;  the  Reverend  W.  H.  Little;  the 
Reverend  Charles  R.  Pless;  the  Reverend  A.  J.  Stirewalt,  D.D.;  the 
Reverend  W.  D.  Wise,  and  the  Reverend  John  Hall,  D.D. 

However,  we  have  lost  from  our  ministerial  roll  by  death  three 
members.  Namely,  the  Reverend  Robert  Lindsay  Fritz,  D.D.,  the  Rev- 
erend George  Henry  Lewis  Lingle,  and  the  Reverend  James  F.  Deal.

Communicant  Membership  Rises 

Stewardship  in  Evangelism  is  bearing  fruit.  Previous  losses  over 
the  years  gave  us  a  depressive  feeling.  But  our  efforts  in  Evangelism 
have  not  been  in  vain.  We  are  now  seeing  the  results  in  the  statistics. 
Last  year  we  had  a  3.31  percentage  increase  in  communicant  members. 
This  is  the  best  record  we  have  had  for  many  years.  This  record 
shows  that  we  are  doing  something  for  the  spiritual  enrichment  of 
our  people,  and  that  they  are  responding  eagerly.  May  the  Lord's 
Table  continue  to  be  the  most  imporant  place  for  the  assembling  of 
ourselves  together. 

Lutheran  Church  House  •  North  Carolina  Synod 

These  six  words,  together  with  the  emblem  of  Luther's  coat  of 
arms,  will  be  prominently  displayed  on  markers  at  the  entrance  to 
the  driveway  of  our  new  headquarters  building. 

Although  the  building  was  not  entirely  completed,  it  was  occupied 
on  January  20.  However,  the  official  opening  and  consecration  are 
scheduled  for  the  latter  part  of  April.  Responses  in  pledges  and  gifts 
for  the  construction  of  the  building  have  been  most  reassuring.  For, 
approximately  $75,000  were  received  by  the  Treasurer  in  1961  for  this 
purpose.     The  total   cost  will  be   about  $210,000.00. 

North  Carolina  Homes 

It  is  obvious  that  many  of  our  people  in  North  Carolina  were 
waiting  for  this  ministry  to  start.  Their  gift,  pledges  and  generous 
comments  are  a  testimony  thereto.  Director  Norris  reports  that  his 
daily  mail  bring  gifts  and  encouragement  to  the  cause.  And  cer- 
tainly, the  $125,000  received  during  1961  speak  volumes.  However,  the 
number  of  applications  already  received  for  admittance  into  the  Home 
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immediately  upon  opening,  and/or  in  the  foreseeable  future,  poses  a 
challenge  to  complete  this  first  unit  as  soon  as  possible,  and  start 
planning  for  the  second  one. 

Activities 

Official  acts,  including  installations,  dedications,  openings  and 
consecrations  of  new  church  edifices,  educational  units,  parsonages, 
ground  breakings,  cornerstone  layings,  addresses,  and  special  preach- 
ing appointments,  totaled,  71;  committee  meetings,  84;  conferences 
and  interviews,  91;  Boards  of  Institutions,  and  Committees  of  Boards,  20. 

Parishes 

In  1950,  the  Minutes  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  carried  the 
names  of  170  congregations,  and  128  parishes.  Three  parishes  were 
composed  of  four  congregations  each;  eight  of  3,  and  fifteen  of  2. 
The  1961  minutes  show  186  congregations;  seven  parishes  with  2  con- 
gregations, and  two  unassigned. 

The  reduction  in  multiple-congregation  parishes  has  come  about 
by  certain  congregations  becoming  self-sustaining,  and  mergers  in 
other  instances.  New  mission  organizations  account  for  the  addi- 
tional increases. 

The  Lutheran 

Our  people  are  loyal  supporters  and  diligent  readers  of  our  church 
papers.  North  Carolina  stands  sixth  among  all  the  synods  in  total 
subscriptions  to  THE  LUTHERAN  —  6,592.  The  five  synods  with  a  larger 
number  of  readers,  are,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
and  Illinois. 

The  circulation  manager  of  the  NORTH  CAROLINA  LUTHERAN 
also   reports   a   record    number  of   subscribers   to   our   synodical   paper.

Memorial  Funds  In  Trust 

The  Patterson,  Winecoff,  Hine  and  John  D.  Barrier  legacies,  and 
the  Michael  Braun  Fund,  are  held  in  trust,  and  the  income  distributed, 
by  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  according  to  directives  of  the  wills  in- 
volved. 

The  Patterson  legacy  income  is  restricted:  One  half  to  Home 
Missions,  and  the  other  half  to  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Winecoff  legacy  income  is  restricted  "to  aid  young  men  in 
their  study  for  the  ministry". 

The  Hine  legacy  income  is  unrestricted. 

The  John  D.  Barrier  legacy  income  is  unrestricted. 

The  Michael  Braun  Fund,  including  15  acres  of  land,  is  restricted 
"for  homes  for  retired  ministers",  and  was  established  in  1956  by 
Miss  Beulah  Lyerly. 

The  John  Crowe  Fund  income  is  restricted  "for  mission  work  among 
Negroes  in  North  Carolina". 

The  "Patterson  Memorial"  is  held  in  trust  by  the  Wachovia  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  of  Durham,  N.  C,  and  the  income  therefrom  is 
transmitted  through  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  to  "The  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  N.  C.  Synod  for  distribution".    This  "Memorial"  was 
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initiated  in  1949  in  loving  memory  of  "Ibsen  Frank  and  Maria  Lou  Pat- 
terson", by  their  children.  Professor  Karl  B.  Patterson,  Mrs.  Lula  P. 
Stevens,  Mrs.  Henderson  Miller.  Mrs.  Vivian  Clapp.  Mr.  Arthur  L.  Pat- 
terson. Mr.  Hubert  C.  Patterson,  and  a  granddaughter.  Mrs.  Ralph  P. 
Rogers.  In  the  establishment  of  the  "Patterson  Memorial",  each  one  of 
the  living  children  agreed  to  leave  by  will  whatever  seemed  good  and 
desirable  to  them  personally.  A  detailed  report  on  disbursements  of 
the  income  is  carried  annually  in  the  Minutes  of  the  N.  C.  Women's 
Missionary  Society. 

The  Pwichland  Church  Cemetery  Fund  was  placed  in  trust  with  the 
synod  in  1961.  to  be  dispersed  in  the  upkeep  and  care  of  that  burying 
ground  near  Liberty.  North  Carolina. 

The  "Michael  Peeler  Fund"  was  initiated  and  bequeathed  to  the 
North  Carolina  Lutheran  Synod  by  Mr.  John  Michael  Peeler,  to  be 
held  in  trust  by  the  synod,  and  the  income  to  be  distributed  as  directed 
by  his  will  as  follows:  "the  income  therefrom  is  to  be  used  by  the  Luth- 
eran Synod  of  North  Carolina  each  year  where  ever  it  is  needed  most 
for  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.'''  According  to  Mr.  Peeler's 
will,  one-half  of  his  estate  was  turned  over  to  the  synod  following  his 
death  —  after  ether  stipulations  had  been  satisfied  —  by  the  Executors. 
and  the  other  half  to  his  widow  for  her  life  interest.  After  her  death 
one-third  cf  the  remaining  half  is  to  be  added  to  the  "Michael  Peeler 
Fund."   held  in  trust  by  the  synod. 

In  1939  the  Executors  of  the  John  Michael  Peeler  estate  turned 
over  to  the  N.  C.  Synod  stocks  and  bonds  valued  at  approximately 
5380,743.23,  and  by  December  31.  1961.  the  total  approximate  value  of 
the  stocks  and  bonds  held  by  the  synod  was  S603. 784.22. 

In  recognition  of  the  devout  faith  of  John  Michael  Peeler  and  his 
most  generous  bequest  to  the  North  Carolina  Synod  "to  be  used  for 
the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God",  the  Chapel  in  the  new 
Lutheran  Church  House  will  be  known  as  the  "Michael  Peeler  Chapel".

Report  of  the  Assistant  to  the  President 

Dear  Brethren  In  Christ: 

Your  Assistant  to  the  President  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  his 
personal  appreciation  to  pastors  and  laymen  of  congregations  of  the  Synod 
for  their  splendid  response,  cooperation  and  support  in  the  task  of  pushing 
forward  the  work  of  the  church  in  the  fields  of  Stewardship  and  Evangelism. 
Each  time  the  call  went  out  for  pastors  and  laymen  to  participate  in  pro- 
grams for  area  meetings,  there  was  a  willing  acceptance.  Each  time  the 
invitation  was  extended  for  representatives  of  the  churches  to  attend  meet- 
ings in  the  various  sections  of  the  synod  to  discuss  opportunities  together 
through  offerings  for  Benevolences,  there  was  a  general  acceptance  that 
resulted  in  attendances  that  surpassed  all  expectations.  Each  time  con- 
gregational leaders  in  Evangelism  were  called  together  to  plan  area  mis- 
sions, the  response  was  nearly  100  per  cent. 

This  willing  and  cheerful  response  has  been  encouraging  and  hearten- 
ing to  the  Assistant  to  the  President,  who  has  been  assigned  the  responsi- 
bility of  directing,  coordinating  and  developing  programs  of  Stewardship 
and  Evangelism  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod.  This  splendid  spirit  of  team- 
work has  made  1961,  in  many  instances,  a  year  of  outrunning  past  achieve- 
ments and  accomplishments  in  both  of  these  areas  of  church  activity. 

In  Stewardship  our  congregations  made  a  commendable  increase  of 
18.43%  in  total  giving  for  Benevolences.  This  compares  with  a  1.8%  in- 
crease in  1960;  a  5.2%  increase  in  1959;  and  a  11.6%  increase  in  1958.  The 
increase  in  the  amount  given  for  Benevolences  in  1961  was  equivalent  to  the 
total  percentage  increases  of  the  past  three  years,  1958,  1959  and  1960. 
This  is  real  progress!  Also  in  1961  the  largest  percentage  on  record  of 
the  total  expenditures  of  the  congregations  went  for  Benevolences,  27.9%. 
This  great  advance  in  giving  for  the  world  mission  Christ  has  called  His 
congregations  to  assume  didn't  happen  by  chance.  It  is  the  result  of 
Stewardship  prodding,  promotion  and  education  throughout  the  years  on 
Synodical,  Conference  and  congregational  levels.  All  of  this  has  helped 
develop  a  growth  in  grace  and  faith  for  many  of  North  Carolina's  seventy 
thousand  Lutherans  and  its  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  U.L.C.A.  congre- 
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gations.    For  the  full  report  of  Stewardship  progress,  read  the  Report  of 
the  Stewardship  Committee  in  this  Bulletin. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  Evangelism  accomplishments  were  also 
outrunning  past  achievements.  Congregations  reported  the  largest  acces- 
sions on  record,  3,643.  The  largest  gain  in  recent  years  in  communing 
members  was  reported,  1,256.  Through  two  area  spiritual  life  missions  and 
five  new  life  missions,  congregations  had  made  a  determined  effort  to  re- 
claim inactive  members  for  Christ  and  His  Church.  The  1961  statistics  in- 
dicate the  worth-whileness  of  these  concerted  efforts.  A  complete  report 
of  the  Evangelism  activities  directed  by  the  Assistant  to  the  President  is 
given  in  the  report  of  the  Evangelism  Committee  elsewhere  in  this  Bulletin. 

The  Assistant  to  the  President  during  1961  devoted  approximately  40 
per  cent  of  his  time  to  Stewardship,  an  equal  percentage  to  Evangelism 
and  the  remaining  20  per  cent  to  the  general  duties  of  his  office. 

STEWARDSHIP 

Following  the  conviction  that  Stewardship  is  not  developed  through 
methods  of  pressure  or  coercion,  but  by  use  of  the  Word  of  God  which  pro- 
duces gratitude  in  the  believer's  heart,  the  Assistant  to  the  President, 
serving  as  chairman  of  the  Synod's  Stewardship  Committee,  has  endeavored 
to  guide  the  Synodical  Stewardship  Program.     Toward  this  end  he  has: 

1.   Edited  and  mailed  a  monthly  bulletin  to  the  pastor  and  five  lay- 
men in  each  congregation. 

2.  Edited  and  distributed  40,000  copies  of  a  two-color,  four-page  bro- 
chure depicting  the  1962  opportunities  of  North  Carolina  Synod  congrega- 
tions through  offerings  for  Benevolences. 

3.  Planned,  promoted  and  conducted  ten  area  workshops  to  challenge 
councilmen  of  congregations  giving  less  than  100  per  cent  of  minimum  as- 
signments for  Benevolences  to  increase  giving  so  that  minimum  assign- 
ments will  be  reached  and  exceeded. 

4.  Designed  Covenant  Cards  for  distribution  to  congregations  for  re- 
porting their  1962  pledges  for  the  World  Mission  of  Christ  through  the 
Synod  and  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

5.  Edited  monthly  column  in  The  North  Carolina  Lutheran  in  the  in- 
terest of  keeping  Stewardship  before  the  constituency  of  the  Synod. 

6.  Provided  regular  reports  to  congregations,  conferences  and  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  concerning  Stewardship  plans  and  progress. 

7.  Made  special  Stewardship  studies  to  point  up  areas  of  strength, 
problems  and  weaknesses  in  an  effort  to  further  improve  the  Synod's  Stew- 
ardship status. 

8.  Met  with  Councils  and  Stewardship  Committees  to  suggest  congre- 
gational Stewardship  programs,  and  conducted  Stewardship  Workshops  in 
congregations  to  train  Every  Member  Visit  Teams. 

9.  Given  Stewardship  addresses  in  connection  with  congregational 
Stewardship  dinners  and  given  Stewardship  emphasis  in  sermons  and  talks 
on  official  visits  to  congregations. 

10.  Prepared  agenda  and  studies  for  meetings  of  Synodical  Steward- 
ship Committee  and  its  three  sub-committees  on  Convention  Report,  Area 
Meetings,  and  Printed  Materials. 

11.  Attended  the  U.L. C.A.  Stewardship  Conference  in  Detroit,  Michigan 
February  20-22,  1962. 
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EVANGELISM 

During  1961  Evangelism  shared  equally  with  Stewardship  in  the  time 
budget  of  the  Assistant  to  the  President.  An  increasing  number  of  NEW 
LIFE  MISSIONS  in  the  Synod  in  1961  necessitated  a  greater  allotment  of 
time  for  Evangelism.  As  director  of  these  NEW  LIFE  MISSIONS  it  is 
estimated  that  from  ten  days  to  two  weeks  is  required  of  the  Assistant  to 
the  President's  time  in  guiding  a  congregation  through  the  NEW  LIFE 
MISSION  schedule  which  usually  covers  a  six  month's  period.  With  five 
such  missions  conducted  in  1961  at  least  two  months  were  spent  in 
acquainting  congregations  with  the  pattern,  analyzing  congregational  self- 
studies  in  evangelism,  consultations  and  workshops.  In  connection  with 
these  NEW  LIFE  MISSIONS  as  well  as  in  other  evangelism  activities  the 
Assistant  to  the  President  has  received  excellent  help  from  the  Synodical 
Evangelism  Chairman,  the  Rev.  John  A.  Pless,  and  the  seven  Evangelism 
Resource  Pastors. 

In  an  effort  to  encourage  and  help  congregations  strengthen  their  wit- 
ness to  Christ,  the  Assistant  to  the  President  during  1961  has : 

1.  Edited  and  distributed  the  Spiritual  Life  Mission  Manual  for  Area 
Evangelism  Missions  in  the  Synod. 

2.  Directed  Area  Evangelism  Missions  in  which  sixty-two  Western  and 
Northern  Conference  congregations  participated.  In  connection  with  these 
missions  he  planned  and  conducted  ten  area  meetings.  All  invitations  to 
Missioners  and  all  orders  for  materials  were  channeled  through  his  office. 

3.  Edited  a  monthly  column  on  Evangelism  in  the  North  Carolina  Lu- 
theran. 

4.  Directed  five  NEW  LIFE  MISSIONS.  In  connection  with  these 
five  missions  15  preparatory  meetings  were  held  and  five  three-day  work- 
shops conducted. 

5.  Edited  and  mailed  a  monthly  bulletin  to  the  pastor  and  five  key 
laymen  in  each  congregation. 

6.  Analyzed  synodical  statistics  to  depict  membership  growth,  and 
made  evangelism  studies  to  point  up  areas  of  weakness  and  problems  as 
well  as  strength. 

7.  Presented  reports  on  Evangelism  plans  and  progress  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  Synod. 

8.  Attended  U.L.C.A.  Evangelism  Conference  for  Synodical  Chairmen 
and  Staff,  January  23-25,   1962. 

GENERAL   WORK 

In  addition  to  these  activities  in  Stewardship  and  Evangelism,  many 
items  of  a  general  nature  have  crossed  the  desk  of  this  staff  worker  in 
connection  with  his  duties  as  administrative  assistant  to  the  president.  It 
has  been  a  privilege  and  a  joy  to  be  associated  with  our  synodical  presi- 
dent as  he  gives  himself  so  unselfishly  to  the  work  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  North  Carolina.  About  20  per  cent  of  the  Assistant  to  the  President's 
time  has  been  devoted  to  the  following. 

1.  Many  items  concerning  the  new  Church  House  were  referred  to  the 
Assistant  to  the  President  for  investigation,  study  and  report. 

2.  The  Assistant  has  served  as  secretary  of  the  synod's  little  J.C.L.U. 
Much  of  his  time  and  attention  was  devoted  to  preparing  the  Constitution 
for  printing  for  presentation  at  the  May  Convention  of  Synod. 
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3.  The  following  official  acts  were  conducted  by  the  Assistant  since  the 
1961  Convention  of  Synod : 

a.  Sixteen  Installation  Services. 

b.  Two  Consecration  Services  for  Parsonages. 

c.  Two  Dedication  Services  for  Educational  Buildings. 

d.  One  Service  of  Re-dedication  for  a  Church. 

e.  One  Ground-Breaking  Service  for  an  Educational  Building. 

f.  One  Service  of  Consecration  for  an  Educational  Building. 

4.  The  Assistant  to  the  President  has: 

a.  Attended  forty  committee  meetings. 

b.  Met  with  twenty-five  church  councils. 

c.  Preached  fifty-two  sermons. 

d.  Given  forty-one  addresses. 

e.  Conducted  twenty-five  workshops. 

CONCLUSION 

With  thanksgiving  to  God  who  has  led  us  to  greater  response,  accomp- 
lishments and  growth  in  1961,  and  with  appreciation  to  pastors,  laymen  and 
congregations  for  their  cooperation  in  the  promotion  of  the  great  causes  of 
the  church,  your  Assistant  to  the  President  renders  this,  his  seventh  report 
since  being  called  to  this  office  in  1955. 

Let  us  pray  and  work  together  that  the  Lord  may  lead  us  to  even 
greater  strides  of  progress  in  1962.

A  —  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  President's  Report 

The  dominant  note  in  the  report  of  our  President  is  gratitude.  Grati- 
tude for  the  past  as  evidenced  in  the  excellent  historical  survey  begin- 
ning his  report.  Gratitude  for  present  blessings  as  evidenced  in  growth 
in  stewardship  benevolence  and  Communicant  Membership  gains — 3.31 
per  cent  this  past  year.  But  also  gratitude  for  the  promises  of  God  which 
stretch  far  out  into  the  future — "I  will  never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake 
thee."     (Hebrews  13:5b) 

The  President  of  this  Synod  must  be  an  executive  of  exceptional 
ability,  for  the  administrative  work  of  the  Synod  is  equal  to  that  re- 
quired of  the  executives  of  many  large  business  corporations.  He  must 
be  a  skilled  personnel  director,  for  he  is  constantly  called  upon  for  coun- 
sel in  the  calling  of  pastors  and  the  selection  of  men  for  many  important 
positions.  He  must  be  a  good  pastor,  for  the  members  of  Synod  look  to 
him  for  all  the  varied  types  of  pastoral  services  required  of  a  pastor  from 
his  congregation.

He  also  called  attention  to  the  Memorial  Funds  held  in  trust  as 
listed  on  pages  13-14.  He  explained  that  the  Patterson  Legacy  and  the 
Patterson  Memorial  were  from  the  same  family,  so  zealously  intended 
in  promoting  the  work  of  the  Kingdom. 

B  —  On  Report  of  the  Assistant  to  the  President: 

Chairman  Laughlin  also  presented  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Assistant  to  the  President's  Report. 

The  recommendation  of  appreciation  to  Dr.  Misenheimer  was  ap- 
proved by  a  rising  vote. 

The  report,  appearing  on  pages  31-34  of  the  Convention  Bulletin, 
was  approved. 
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Report  of  the  Recording  Secretary 

Your  recording  secretary  would  like  to  outline  his  activities  in 
accounting  for  his  stewardship  entrusted  to  him  by  the  synod. 

The  secretary  of  the  synod  is  also  the  secretary  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Synod.  Minutes  of  each  of  the  seven  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  were  kept,  and  copies  were  mailed  to  each  member 
of  the  committee  for  review. 

All  matters  referred  to  the  committee  by  the  synod  are  listed  in 
the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  under  its  separate  headings. 
The  report  will  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  synod  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Executive  Committee's  Report. 

The  secretary  of  synod  also  served  as  secretary  of  the  Building 
Committee  of  the  new  Lutheran  Church  House  and  the  Committee  on 
Historical  Work. 

Elections  by  both  the  synod  and  the  Executive  Committee  were 
certified  by  the  secretary.  Letters  of  appreciation  were  written  accord- 
ing to  instructions  given.  Legal  documents  were  properly  signed  and 
notorized  when  authorized  to  do  so. 

An  official  report  of  the  1961  Convention  was  submitted  to  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  on  report  blanks  sup- 
plied by  that  office. 

Copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  1961  Convention  were  printed  by 
the  Press  Printing  Company,  of  Albemarle,  N.  C,  and  distributed  to 
the  congregations  of  the  synod.  Copies  were  also  mailed  to  officers 
of  the  constituent  synods  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church,  to  the  Boards 
and  Agencies  of  the  Church,  to  the  Libraries  of  ULCA  colleges  and 
seminaries,  and  to  the  Libraries  of  the  other  church  related  colleges 
and  universities  within  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  A  copy  was  also 
sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Copies  of  the  following  Resolution  were  sent  to  those  designated 
by  the  Resolution: 

"RESOLVE,  that  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  heartily  endorse  the  stand  taken  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States  in  his  expressed  opposition  to  the  use  of  public  funds  for  the 
support  of  parochial  schools  and  urge  him  to  use  all  the  influence  of 
his  high  office  to  continue  to  preserve  the  American  tradition  and 
constitutional  separation  of  church  and  state;   and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  a  copy  to  each  of  the  senators 
and  congressmen  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina."  Adopted  by  the 
1961  Convention. 

Replies  from  the  Resolution  expressed  appreciation  for  the  stand 
taken  by  the  Synod  in  the  Resolution,  and  expressed  agreement  with 
the  principle  advocated  by  the  Resolution. 

Five  Hundred  copies  of  the  1962  Pre-Convention  Bulletin  were 
distributed  to  pastors  and  lay  delegates  prior  to  this  Convention  of 
Synod. 

A  corrected  copy  of  the  1961  Proceedings  will  be  presented  to  the 
Archivist  as  the  official  and  corrected  copy  of  the  said  Convention.

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the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  of  their  very  favorable  response  to  the 
content  of  the  Resolution. 

The  report  was  approved. 

Report  of  the  Statistician 

As  your  Statistician,  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  all  who  returned 
their  Parochial  Reports  on  January  17,  1962,  and  especially  to  all  of 
those  who  completed  them  without  error!  After  repeated  correspondence 
and  some  telephone  calls,  we  managed  to  file  current  reports  from  all 
but  six  congregations  —  St.  Andrew,  Andrews;  Holy  Communion,  Boone; 
Mt.  Pleasant,  Burlington;  Holy  Trinity,  Deep  Gap;  St.  John,  Lenoir; 
Richland,  Liberty  (all  of  which  are  without  pastors  or  non-functioning). 

We  would  like  to  impress  upon  every  congregation  THAT  NO  CON- 
FERENCE TOTALS  CAN  BE  COMPUTED  UNTIL  EVERY  REPORT  IS  IN! 
Had  we  received  reports  from  Messiah,  Burlington,  and  Morning  Star, 
Matthews,  sooner  we  could  have  met  the  ULCA  deadline. 

We  commend  the  Pastors  and  lay  leaders  in  the  Central  and  Eastern 
Conferences  for  being  so  prompt  in  returning  their  reports  that  their 
summaries  could  be  completed  in  ample  time!  We  sincerely  urge 
all  Pastors  and  lay  leaders  to  endeavor  to  return  their  Parochial  Re- 
ports on  time  and  without  error!  ERRORS  AND  OMISSIONS  were 
found  on  almost  half  of  our  reports  again  this  past  year!  These  cause 
your  Statistician  many,  many  hours  of  extra  and  needless  work! 

"Coming  events  cast  their  shadows  before",  is  a  proverb  which 
appears  to  apply  in  part  to  the  parochial  statistics  reported  by  many 
of  our  congregations  for  1961.  The  losses  reported  in  baptized  and  con- 
firmed membership  reflect  a  trend  on  the  part  of  some  to  revise  con- 
gregational rolls  in  anticipation  of  the  forthcoming  merger.  As  most 
of  us  know,  in  the  new  Lutheran  Church  in  America  the  importance 
once  attached  to  the  communing  membershp  will  be  transferred  to 
confirmed  membership.  In  1963,  the  apportioned  benevolence  for  each 
congregation  will  be  determined  by  two  factors:  the  confirmed  mem- 
bership in  good  standing  and  current  expenses. 

As  a  result  of  this  tendency  to  revise  congregational  rolls  in  1961, 
the  synod's  net  gain  in  Baptized  members  was  only  249,  and  the  net 
gain  in  Confirmed  Members  was  only  521,  as  contrasted  with  an  in- 
crease of  1,254  Communing  Members!  In  1960,  we  experienced  a 
loss  of  279  Communing  Members!  Let's  hope  that  most  of  those  drop- 
ped from  our  congregational  rolls  can  be  reactivated  and  that  we 
can  keep  our  membership  statistics  up  to  date! 

On  March  1,  1962,  corrected  duplicate  reports  were  mailed  to  the 
Office  of  The  Secretary  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America, 
New  York  City. 

The  names  of  226  ordained  men  are  recorded  in  the  Roll  of  Synod 
as  of  December  31,  1961    They  are  classified  as  follows: 

161  are  serving  Parishes  2  are  Foreign   Missionaries 

5  are  Mission  Developers  30  are  Retired  or  Emeritus 

8  are  Chaplains — 5  Military,  2  are  Studying 

3  Institutional  2  are  in  Secular  Employment 

16  are  Professors,  Teachers, 
General  Workers 
There  were  on  December  31,  1961,  187  Congregations,  178  Parishes, 
and  7  Preaching  Places  (unorganized  congregations)  in  The  North  Carolina 
Synod.    Even  though  there  were  actually  4  new  congregations  (Messiah, 
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Burlington;  St.  Thomas,  Charlotte;  Holy  Cross,  Mocksville;  and  Gloria 
Dei,  Salisbury)  added  to  our  Syodical  roll  in  1961,  our  report  shows 
an  increase  of  only  1  because  the  last  three  were  pre- maturely  added 
to  the  roll  in  1960.  There  were  four  non-functioning  congregations 
listed  (Mt.  Pleasant,  Burlington;  Melanchthon,  Liberty;  Richland,  Lib- 
erty; and  St.  Matthew,  Mocksville).

He  reported  a  loss  of  139  in  ULCW  circles,  and  added,  "When  one 
begins  to  lose  women,  it  is  time  to  sit  up  and  take  notice." 

In  connection  with  this  report,  a  concern  was  expressed  by  Dr.  J. 
Frank  Davis,  Pastor  Karl  Dunn,  and  others  over  the  criteria  for  confirmed 
members  in  good  standing. 

President  Conrad  expressed  synod's  appreciation  to  Statistician  Ritch- 
ie for  his  good  work.

The  Rev.  B.  D.  Castor,  Business  Manager,  was  present  with  his  finan- 
cial records.  After  a  careful  examination  and  checking,  the  Committee 
found  the  financial  records  to  be  in  balance  and  well  kept. 

This  Committee  takes  this  opportunity  to  commend  Pastor  Castor  for 
his  faithfulness  and  efficiency  in  this  facet  of  the  Lord's  work. 

We  recommend  that  the  financial  report  of  the  Business  Manager  of 
the  NORTH  CAROLINA  LUTHERAN  be  approved.

The  Trustees  of  this  Trust  Fund,  created  by  the  Will  of  the  late 
John  Michael  Peeler  and  administered  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  said  Will,  are  charged  with  the  investment  of  the  Fund 
so  that  it  will  produce  the  largest  income  possible  consistent  with 
safety  of  the  corpus.  The  income  is  turned  over  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Synod  to  be  "used  by  the  synod  each  year  wherever  it 
is  needed  most  for  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God." 

The  net  income  paid  over  to  the  synod  for  the  year  1961  is  $27,- 
500.00.  This  is  a  substantial  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The 
item  shown  as  distributed  to  the  synod  in  the  following  statement  in- 
cludes $10,000.00  which  was  earned  the  previous  year  but  for  book- 
keeping reasons  was  not  paid  over  until  after  the  beginning  of  1961. 

Some  changes  in  holdings  were  made  during  the  year  that  should 
increase  the  income  as  the  full  returns  are  received. 

A  comparison  of  the  total  assets  shown  on  the  attached  statement 
with  that  of  last  year  will  show  an  increase  in  market  value  in  excess 
of  $59,000.00.  It  will  be  noted  that  some  of  the  assets  are  carried  at 
a  July  31,  1959  value. 

The  Auditor's  statement,  a  consolidated  balance  sheet  and  a  con- 
solidated Statement  of  Cash  Receipts  and  Disbursements  are  included 
in  this  report  for  your  information  and  the  record.  A  copy  of  the 
detailed  audit  has  been  furnished  the  President  of  Synod.

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The  Report  of  the  Michael  Peeler  Trust  Fund  was  presented  by  H. 
E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.  Dr.  Isenhour  reported  a  valuation  of  assets  in  the 
amount  of  $681,512.72,  as  of  December  31,  1961,  and  reported  further 
that  a  copy  of  the  balance  sheet  had  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  Synod.  Dr.  Isenhour  said  that  a  large  portion  of  the  fund  is  in- 
vested in  common  stocks,  and  that  the  values  fluctuate  with  the  market. 
He  said  further  that  the  trustees  feel  that  they  have  been  reasonably 
successful  in  handling  the  fund  due  to  the  increase  of  the  capital  fund. 
According  to  the  terms  of  the  will  only  the  income  is  spendable. 

The  auditor's  statement  on  Page  55  of  the  Convention  Bulletin  was 
approved. 

The  trustees,  Dr.  Isenhour,  Dr.  Frank  Efird,  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Fisher,  were 
recognized  for  their  leadership  in  managing  this  fund  of  the  synod. 

Dr.  Efird  called  attention  to  an  apparent  error  on  page  56  which 
shows  an  income  to  synod  in  amount  of  $37,500.00.  Dr.  Isenhour  was 
informed  by  Dr.  Misenheimer  that  $10,000  of  this  amount  was  a  carry 
over  from  last  year,  which  clarified  that  which  seemed  to  be  an  error. 
The  income  for  the  year  was  $27,500.00. 


Committee  on  Investment 

The  Committee  on  Investments  had  no  report  to  make,  since  the 
committee  had  not  met.  President  Conrad  stated  that  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  is  to  give  counsel  for  investments. 


Report  of  the  Little  JCLU 


The  Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Little  JCLU,  prefaced 
his  remarks  by  saying  that  it  was  in  order  to  tell  the  convention  what 
we  are,  what  we  have  done,  and  how  we  have  done  it.  The  Little  JCLU, 
or  the  Committee  on  Operational  Activities,  was  authorized  by  the  Char- 
lotte Convention.  Chairman  Yost  read  the  names  of  the  members  of  the 
committee.  His  request  that  members  of  the  committee,  not  delegates  to 
the  convention,  be  given  the  privilege  of  the  floor,  was  granted. 

Chairman  Yost  informed  the  convention  that  the  committee's  work 
was  threefold,  namely,  to  prepare  a  constitution,  prepare  nominations  for 
Committees  and  Boards,  and  submit  the  1963  budget,  all  of  which  is  to 
be  done  in  time  for  the  constituting  convention,  September  21-22.  Chair- 
man Yost  said  that  the  agenda  for  the  September  convention  would  be 
sent  by  the  Secretary  of  the  LCA,  and  that  the  newly  elected  president 
of  the  LCA  and  one  representative  would  attend,  and  that  one  of  them 
would  preside.  St.  John's,  Salisbury,  was  chosen  as  the  convention 
church,  because  of  its  central  location. 

Chairman  Yost  further  informed  the  convention  that  the  Rev.  J. 
White  Iddings,  D.D.,  had  been  appointed  chairman  of  the  sub-committee 
for  entertainment. 

Dr.  Iddings  was  recognized,  and  reported  that  full  particulars  of  the 
September  meeting  would  be  mailed  to  all  pastors. 

Re.  Delegation  to  September  Constituting  Convention: 

Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer,  Secretary  of  the  Little  JCLU,  submitted  the 
following  resolution: 

That  in  so  far  as  possible  the  congregations  send  their  lay  dele- 
gates  attending   this   convention   of   the   United   Evangelical   Lutheran 
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Synod  of  North  Carolina  to  the  constituting  convention  of  the  new  synod, 
September  21-22,  1962. 

The  resolution  was   adopted. 
Re.  Election  of  President: 

Chairman  Yost  stated  that  there  is  normally  before  us  the  election 
of  a  president  but  that  the  JCLU  for  LCA  suggested  that  officers  not  be 
elected  at  this  convention. 

The  Rev.  M.  R.  Farris,  a  member  of  the  committee,  and  chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Operational  Committee,  offered  the 
following  recommendation: 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Operational  Committee,  or  the 
"Little  JCLU"  recommends,  that  Synod  dispense  with  the  election  of  a 
President  at  this  time,  and  that  the  term  of  the  incumbent  be  continued 
until  his  successor  is  elected  at  the  Constituting  Convention  in  September 
and  assumes  office. 

President  Conrad  informed  the  convention  that  this  recommendation 
involved  a  by-law  governing  elections,  and  read  by-laws  7  and  16.  Ac- 
cording to  the  by-laws,  notice  of  one  day  must  be  given  to  suspend  the 
by-law  and  clear  the  way  for  the  adoption  of  the  above  recommendation 
postponing  the  election  of  officers. 

Notice  of  the  by-law  suspension  was  served  to  the  convention. 

Re.  Charter  Amendments: 

Chairman  Yost  informed  the  convention  that  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  synod  could  make  amendments  to  the  charter  by  the  merger 
agreement,  but  expressed  the  unwillingness  of  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  to  make  such  amendments  without  a  directive  from  the 
synod.  He  said  that  it  was  in  order  for  the  convention  to  pass  a  resolu- 
tion authorizing  the  Executive  Committee  to  make  the  necessary  changes 
in  the  charter.  As  far  as  the  constitution  is  concerned,  Chairman  Yost 
said  that  it  seemed  advisable  to  present  it  at  this  convention  so  as  to 
put  it  on  notice  for  action  at  the  September  meeting  in  order  to  meet 
a  constitutional  requirement  to  adopt  or  amend.  He  further  stated  that 
there  was  no  attempt  to  force  the  proposed  constitution  on  the  conven- 
tion, and  that  if  the  proposed  constitution  does  not  represent  the  think- 
ing or  the  will  of  the  convention  the  committee  is  willing  to  yield  to 
the  will  of  the  majority. 

Chairman  Yost  then  presented  to  the  convention  Attorney  B.  S. 
Brown,  Jr.,  a  member  of  the  committee,  who  presented  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolution    Authorizing    Amendment    to    Charter 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina,   in  regular  convention  assembled: 

That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  is  authorized  and  directed  to  apply  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  for  amendments  to  its 
Charter   in   the  following  respects: 

Section  1  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

A.  That  the  UNITED  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  SYNOD  OF  NORTH 

CAROLINA  is  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under 
the  aforesaid  name  and  style; 

B.  That  the  purpose  of  the  corporation  is  to  promote  the  Christian 
religion   according   to   the  tenets   of  the   faith   of   the  Lutheran 
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Church  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  corpo- 
ration and  in  the  territory  therein  described; 

C.  That  the  corporation  shall  have  power  to  receive,  purchase  and 
to  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  may  sup- 
port, operate  and  own  eleemosynary  institutions  and  educational 
institutions,  may  have  a  common  seal  and  perpetual  succession, 
and  have  such  rights,  privileges  and  powers  as  Lutheran  usages 
require  and  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  of 
America  and  the  State  of  North  Carolina  allow; 

D.  That  the  corporation  may  affiliate  itself  with  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America;  may  create  and  develop  agencies  to  carry 
on  all  departments  of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  boards,  com- 
mittees, and  agencies  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America;  and 
may  maintain  a  true  connection  and  relation  with  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  and  all  its  interests  and  obligations. 

Section  2  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

That  said  corporation  may  adopt  such  rules,  regulations,  constitu- 
tion, and  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  proper  for  the  govern- 
ment and  management  of  the  same,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  or  the  United  States  of  America,  and  may  enjoy 
and  erercise  all  of  the  rights  and  powers  set  forth  in  Chapter  55  (A)  of 
the  General  Statutes,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act. 

Section  2-A  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

That  all  of  the  corporate  rights  and  franchises  and  all  property 
rights,  titles  and  interest  vested  in  the  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN 
SYNOD  AND  MINISTERIUM  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  and  the  EVANGEL- 
ICAL LUTHERAN  TENNESSEE  SYNOD,  or  in  any  person,  persons  or  cor- 
porations, either  acting  as  trustee  or  otherwise  for  either  of  them,  be 
vested  in  this  corporation. 

Section  3  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

These  amendments  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  January  1,  1963. 

That  said  Executive  Committee  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute 
and  file  the  proper  documents  necessary  to  affect  such  amendments. 

Following  the  presentation  of  the  resolution,  Attorney  Brown  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  the  charter  as  the  governing  document  for 
the  synod,  and  upon  which  all  other  instruments  stand.  Attorney  Brown 
stated  further  that  enactments  contrary  to  the  charter  can  be  set  aside 
by  legal  action.  He  said  that  the  charter  was  first  granted  by  act  of  the 
State  Legislature  in  1887,  and  amended  by  the  General  Assembly  to 
provide  for  the  merger  of  the  two  synods  in  1921.  He  further  informed 
the  convention  that  no  changes  had  been  made  to  the  charter  since  1921. 

The  primary  issue  involved,  he  said,  is  the  status  of  the  church.  He 
referred  the  convention  to  the  charter  amendments  proposed  by  Mr.  H. 
Ober  Hess,  attorney  for  JCLU,  Page  99  of  the  proposed  constitution  and 
by-laws,  and  then  explained  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  synod's 
little  JCLU  to  the  charter,  as  listed  on  Page  101  of  this  document. 

Attorney  Brown  pointed  out  the  differences  between  the  original 
charter  and  the  amendments  proposed.  The  present  and  proposed  char- 
ters follow: 
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PRESENT  CHARTER  OF  THE   UNITED  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN 
SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Section   1 

That  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  is 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  the  name  and  style 
of  THE  UNITED  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  SYNOD  OF  NORTH  CARO- 
LINA, with  power  to  receive,  purchase  and  to  hold  real  and  personal 
estate,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with;  may  have  a  common  seal  and  perpetual  succession, 
and  have  such  rights  and  privileges  and  powers  as  Lutheran  usages  re- 
quire and  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  allow. 

Section  2 

The  said  corporation  may  adopt  such  rules,  regulations,  Constitution 
or  By-Laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  proper  for  the  government 
and  management  of  the  same,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
State  or  United  States,  and  may  enjoy  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
powers  set  forth  in  Chapter  Sixteen,  Volume  One,  of  The  Code,  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act. 

(The  amendatory  act  says:  "That  Section  Two  of  said  act  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  sub-section  thereto":  This  to  bring  into 
the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  all  the  proper- 
ty of  the  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee  Synods.) 

Section  2-A 

That  all  the  corporate  rights  and  franchises,  and  all  property  rights, 
titles  and  interests  vested  in  the  said  two  (2)  Synods  or  in  any  person, 
persons  or  corporations,  either  acting  as  trustee  or  otherwise  for  either  of 
them,  be  vested  in  this  corporation. 

Section  3 
That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  and  after  its  ratification. 
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AMENDMENTS   PROPOSED   BY  THE   SYNOD'S   LITTLE   JCLU 

TO  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  UNITED  EVANGELICAL 

LUTHERAN  SYNOD  OF   NORTH  CAROLINA 

Section  1  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

A.  That  the  UNITED  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN  SYNOD  OF  NORTH 
CAROLINA  is  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under 

the  aforesaid  name  and  style; 

B.  That  the  purpose  of  the  corporation  is  to  promote  the  Christian 
religion  according  to  the  tenets  of  the  faith  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  as  set  forth  in  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  corpora- 
tion and  in  the  territory  therein  described; 

C.  That  the  corporation  shall  have  power  to  receive,  purchase  and 
to  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  may  support, 
operate  and  own  eleemosynary  institutions  and  educational  insti- 
tutions; may  have  a  common  seal  and  perpetual  succession,  and 
have  such  rights,  privileges  and  powers  as  Lutheran  usages  re- 
quire and  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  of 
America  and  the  State  of  North  Carolina  allow. 

D.  That  the  corporation  may  affiliate  itself  with  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America;  may  create  and  develop  agencies  to  carry  on  all  de- 
partments of  work  in  cooperation  with  the  boards,  committees, 
and  agencies  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America;  and  may  main- 
tain a  true  connection  and  relation  with  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,  and  all  its  interests  and  obligations. 

Section  2 

Section  2  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

That  said  corporation  may  adopt  such  rules,  regulations,  constitu- 
tion, and  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  proper  for  the  gov- 
ernment and  management  of  the  same,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  or  the  United  States  of  America,  and  may 
enjoy  ana  exercise  all  of  the  rights  and  powers  set  forth  in  Chapter 
55  (A)  of  the  General  Statutes,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act. 

Section  2-A 

Section  2-A  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

That  all  of  the  corporate  rights  and  franchises  and  all  property 
rights,  titles  and  interest  vested  in  the  EVANGELICAL  LUTHERAN 
SYNOD  AND  MINISTERIUM  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  and  the  EVANGEL- 
ICAL LUTHERAN  TENNESSEE  SYNOD,  or  in  any  person,  persons  or  cor- 
porations, either  acting  as  trustee  or  otherwise  for  either  of  them,  be 
vested  in  this  corporation. 

Section  3  is  amended  to  read  in  full  as  follows: 

These  amendments  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  January  1,  1963. 
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In  a  discussion  of  the  amendments,  a  question  was  raised  about  the 
word  "the,"  which,  according  to  Mr.  Brown's  interpretation,  is  a  part  of 
the  title  or  name  of  the  Synod:  "The  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  North  Carolina." 

Mr.  Brown  explained  section  by  section  of  the  present  and  proposed 
charters.  He  stated  that  the  "purpose,"  not  spelled  out  in  the  present 
charter,  is  clearly  stated  in  the  proposed  charter  (Section  B).  He  further 
stated  that  the  proposed  charter  (Section  D)  makes  provision  for  the 
synod  to  affiliate  with  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  The  present 
charter  made  no  such  provision  for  affiliation,  he  said. 

Mr.   Brown   then    expressed   the    hope   that   he    had    explained    the 
amendments  to  the  charter  and  all  the  implications  involved. 
Re:  Name  for  Synod: 

It  was  stated  that  the  full  name  of  the  Synod  "The  United  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina"  had  been  retained  primarily  due 
to  legal  difficulties  in  case  the  name  was  changed.  Dr.  Isenhour  pointed 
out  that  since  the  synod  is  the  owner  of  properties  all  over  the  State,  a 
change  in  name  would  resuit  in  a  change-over  of  all  properties  involved, 
and  it  would  take  court  action  to  make  the  change. 

Others  of  the  convention  felt  that  a  simpler  name  would  be  far 
better.     The  Rev.  Jack  Smith  introduced  the  following  motion: 

Resolved,  that  under  Article  One,  Section  I,  the  words  "United  Evan- 
gelical" be  stricken  out  and  that  after  the  word  "Carolina"  the  words 
"of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America"  be  added,  so  that  the  amended  item 
would  read,  "the  name  of  the  Synod  functioning  under  this  constitution 
shall  be  the  "Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America." 

Those  favoring  the  amendment  to  change  the  name  of  the  synod 
were  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  more  in  keeping  with  the  name  of 
the  new  LCA,  and  felt  that  the  present  name  "United  Evangelical"  was 
not  necessary,  and  was  objectionable  in  that  it  calls  attention  to  a  for- 
mer division  between  the  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee  Synods  which 
should  be  forgotten. 

Leading  the  opposition  against  the  change  was  Dr.  John  L.  Yost, 
Sr.,  who  said,  "We  cannot  forget  the  fine  history  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  this  region  which  reaches  over  200  years  in  the  past."  He  further 
stated  that  it  was  a  great  day  in  1921  when  "we  stood  together  and 
adopted  the  word  "United."  "Under  no  circumstances,"  he  said  should 
the  word  "Evangelical"  be  eliminated,  in  referring  to  the  prevalence  of 
things  that  are  not  evangelical.  He  concluded  his  remarks  by  saying 
that  the  word  "evangelical"  identifies  us  with  the  spirit  and  purpose  of 
the  Gospel. 

Dr.  Harold  Haas  was  recognized  at  this  time  by  suggestion  of  the 
Rev.  Dwight  Conrad.  Dr.  Haas  said  that  the  synod  has  the  prerogative 
to  choose  its  own  name,  and  said  that  the  conception  of  the  church  in- 
volved in  a  name  is  more  important  than  other  considerations. 

Following  a  round  of  discussion  pro  and  con,  the  motion  was  put 
to  a  vote  and  failed  to  carry. 

The  vote  on  the  resolution  submitted  by  Attorney  Brown  was  deferred 
until  the  afternoon  session. 

The  President  declared  a  five  minute  recess,  after  which  the  Minis- 
terium  was  called  into  session. 
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The  Meeting  of  the  Ministerium 

The  Ministerium  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  met  in  the  nave  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  on 
May  8,  1962  at  12  o'clock  noon,  immediately  following  the  Morning  Ses- 
sion. 

The  Rev.  W.  P.  Gerberding,  D.D.,  opened  the  meeting  with  prayer. 

The  Report  of  the  Examining  Committee  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
George  W.  Lingle,  Secretary  of  the  committee,  as  follows: 


Report  of  the  Examining  Committee 
North  Carolina  Synod 

The  Examining  Committee  presents  its  report  under  two  headings: 
I.  Meetings  held  to  consider  and  take  action  on  transfers  from  other 
Synods. 

The  Examining  Committee  held  four  meetings  during  the  year  for 
the  purpose  stated  above;  June  27,  1961,  August  22,  1961,  October  12, 
1961  and  January  25,  1962.  In  these  several  meetings,  17  ordained  min- 
isters were  interviewed  and  recommended  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  Synod  for  enrollment  in  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina.  In  each  and  every  instance  a  regular  transfer  from 
another  Synod  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee.  Those  interviewed 
and  recommended  for  enrollment  are  as  follows:

cepted regular  calls,  we,  the  Examining  Committee  recommend  that  they 
be  ordained  by  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Caro- 
lina upon  the  completion  of  their  Seminary  Course,  and  that  the  time 
and  place  of  said  ordination  be  set  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  Synod.

Report  of  the  Ministerium 

The  Report  of  the  Ministerium  was  presented  by  Secretary  Lyerly. 

In  the  adoption  of  Section  I  of  the  report,  the  ministers  whose  names 
appeared  in  this  section  by  transfer  into  the  synod  were  called  to  the 
front,  and  welcomed  by  President  Conrad. 

By  vote  of  the  convention  they  were  received  into  the  synod. 

In  the  adoption  of  Section  II  of  the  report,  the  seminarians  whose 
names  appear  in  this  section  were  escorted  to  the  front  of  the  chancel 
by  the  Rev.  Q.  O.  Lyerly,  Chairman  of  the  Examining  Committee,  and 
were  presented  to  the  Convention.  They  were  informed  of  the  Ordina- 
tion Service  to  be  held  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Hickory,  on  Sunday, 
June  17,  at  3:30  o'clock. 

Section  II  was  adopted. 

Mrs.  R.  W.  Barringer,  Treasurer  of  the  ULCW  of  North  Carolina  pre- 
sented each  of  the  candidates  for  ordination  a  life  membership  in  the 
ULCW  of  the   ULCA. 

Mr.  George  Keck  expressed  appreciation  for  the  group. 

The  recommendation  by  the  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel 
to  return  to  the  morning  agenda  and  proceed  with  the  business  at  that 
point,  as  presented  by  the  Rev.  Earl  Loadholdt,  Chairman,  was  adopted. 

Dr.  B.  S.  Brown  presented  a  germane  motion,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Operational  Committee,  or  of 
the  Little  JCLU,  recommends  that  the  present  Mission  Committee  be  con- 
tinued until  a  similar  committee  is  constituted  following  the  convention 
in  September.

The  request  from  Mr.  M.  A.  Bolick  that  his  name  be  removed  from 
the  list  of  nominations  was  granted. 

Raymond   Bost's   name   was   removed   as   he   had   moved   from   the 
bounds  of  synod. 

The  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar  made  a  motion  that  the  committee  be 
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instructed  to  designate  on  the  ballot  by  asterisk  those  who  are  incum- 
bent members  of  the  various  Boards  and  Committees  as  a  matter  of  in- 
formation. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  nominations  were  then  closed,  and  the  committee  was  instructed 
to  prepare  its  ballot. 

The  convention  returned  to  a  further  consideration  of  the  resolution 
presented  by  Attorney  B.  S.  Brown,  Jr.,  authorizing  amendments  to  the 
charter. 

Dr.  Frank  Efird  asked  whether  the  charter  was  broad  enough  to 
cover  either  status,  or  both,  as  proposed  by  the  Big  JCLU  and  that  pro- 
posed by  the  Little  JCLU.  Attorney  Brown  replied  that  the  status  in 
Article  I,  Section  2,  as  proposed  by  the  synodical  committee  is  different 
from  that  which  is  stated  in  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  He  further  said  that  to  adopt  the 
charter  amendments  as  proposed  by  the  synodical  committee  would 
imply  the  adoption  of  the  Status,  Article  I,  Section  2,  as  proposed  by 
the  synodical  committee. 

Dr.  Efird  then  asked  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  resolve  the 
issue  on  the  "Status"  before  voting  on  the  charter.  Attorney  Brown  re- 
plied by  saying  that  a  vote  on  the  charter  would  mean  a  vote  on  the 
status. 

Dr.  Efird  took  the  floor  and  read  from  the  Approved  Constitution 
for  Synods  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  relating  to  the  place  of 
the  congregation  and  the  synod  in  the  merged  church.  In  commenting 
further,  he  said  that  since  the  delegates  had  voted  for  the  merger  at  the 
Atlantic  City  Convention  of  the  ULCA  and  since  the  synod  at  its  last 
convention  had  approved  the  Agreement  of  Consolidation,  he  felt  that 
the  charter  amendments  as  proposed  by  the  synodical  committee  were 
inconsistent  with  such  prior  actions. 

Then  Dr.  Efird  proceeded  to  make  a  substitute  motion  in  submitting 
to  the  Convention  the  charter  amendments  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  Ober 
Hess  for  JCLU,  Page  99  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America  and  proposed  adaptation  for  Constitution  of 
The  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour  spoke  against  the  substitute  by  saying  that  the 
charter  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Hess  is  based  on  the  premise  that  all  author- 
ity comes  from  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

Pastor  John  Yost,  Jr.,  agreed  that  the  synod  should  have  spoken 
louder  earlier,  and  remarked  further  that  the  loudest  voice  outside  the 
congregation  is  the  synod,  and  that  "to  tie  the  hands  of  the  synod"  is 
dangerous. 

Pastor  Sam  Sox  likened  the  merger  to  a  marriage,  and  said  that  in 
such  a  case  the  parties  of  the  marriage  surrender  certain  rights  and 
privileges  for  the  welfare  of  the  new  union.  Pastor  Sox  then  asked 
whether  the  pastors  had  access  to  the  documents  setting  forth  the  policy 
of  the  new  church  prior  to  the  vote  on  Agreement  of  Consolidation.  The 
answer  was  "yes." 

Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer  stated  that  since  it  had  been  brought  to  light 
that  the  charter  amendments  were  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
Approved  Constitution  for  Synods  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  he 
felt  compelled  to  join  the  issue  and  reach  a  decision.     The  question  at 
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issue  is  whether  the  church  is  a  federation  of  synods  or  whether  it  shall 
be  a  coming  together  of  congregations  in  a  meaningful  central  church. 
He  further  stated  that  if  we  enter  into  any  kind  of  a  common  effort  we 
delegate  some  of  our  privileges  and  rights  to  the  common  agencies,  and 
in  the  LCA  we  are  spelling  out  where  the  LCA  has  authority  and  where 
the  Synod  has  its  authority.  He  felt  that  the  synod  should  have  faced  the 
issue  more  squarely  before  ratifying  the  Agreement  of  Consolidation. 

President  Conrad  said  that  Dr.  Cromer  had  stated  the  difficulty,  and 
asked:  Will  the  local  congregation  maintain  its  autonomy?  Will  the 
synod  maintain  its  autonomy?  Will  the  auxiliaries  maintain  their  au- 
tonomy? 

Pastor  K.  Y.  Huddle  offered  a  motion  that  both  the  resolution  author- 
izing charter  amendments  and  the  substitute  be  re-committed  to  the 
Little  JCLU  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Cromer  and  Dr.  Efird.  The  motion 
was  lost. 

Attorney  B.  S.  Brown  requested  a  count  of  votes  to  meet  a  require- 
ment by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  substitute  motion  was  then  presented  to  the  convention,  and  was 
defeated. 

The  Resolution  authorizing  the  charter  amendments  as  proposed  by 
the  synodical  committee  prevailed  by  a  vote  of  208  to  64. 


Report  of  the  Evangelism  Committee 

Evangelism  has  been  defined  by  the  Lutheran  Church  as  "the  activity 
of  the  church  which  has  as  its  purpose;  deepening  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
believer,  and  leading  the  non-believer  into  the  church  by  the  power  of  the 
living  Word."   (Hannover  1952) 

Evangelism  is  more  than  a  program,  it  is  the  total  witness  of  the 
Church  and  of  each  individual  member  of  the  Church.  All  that  the  church 
does  is  relative  to  evangelism  and  to  the  Church's  witness  to  the  world 
around  it.     There  can  be  no  Christianity  apart  from  evangelism. 

The  witness  of  our  Synod  in  1961  did  bear  statistics  of  deepening  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  believer.  This  fact  is  evidenced  by  an  increase  of  1,254 
over  the  previous  year  in  communing  membership.  This  was  a  gain  of 
3.31%  which  is  the  largest  gain  in  communing  membership  in  recent  years. 
The  Committee  would  like  to  think  that  God  used  the  witness  made  through 
the  Spiritual  Life  Missions  to  bring  about  some  of  this  gain,  since  more 
than  half  of  it  was  recorded  in  the  two  Conferences  which  used  Spiritual 
Life  Missions. 

While  the  evangelism  thrust  and  Spiritual  Life  Missions  were  designed 
in  1961  "to  deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  believer,"  our  Synod  did  not 
show  as  large  a  gain  in  Confirmed  and  Baptized  membership  as  it  did  the 
preceeding  year.  Thus  while  we  try  to  emphasize  one  part  of  the  church's 
ministry,  we  tend  to  neglect  another  part.  Therefore  in  1962  may  it  be 
the  earnest  prayer  and  the  evangelical  effort  of  every  congregation  of  the 
Synod  to  try  and  fulfill  the  Lutheran  Church's  full  definition  of  evange- 
lism which  is:  "the  activity  of  the  church  which  has  as  its  purpose:  deep- 
ening the  spiritual  life  of  the  believer,  and  leading  the  non-believer  into  the 
church  by  the  power  of  the  living  Word." 
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I.  Progress  —  Membership  Growth

Nineteen  hundred  and  sixty-one  was  a  year  of  membership  gains  in  the 
N.  C.  Synod  Congregations.  There  were  small  gains  in  Baptized  and  Con- 
firmed members,  but  a  very  substantial  gain  in  communing  members. 

In  the  Baptized  members  department,  1,569  children  were  baptized  and 
933  were  received  otherwise  for  total  accessions  of  2,502.  However,  from 
the  Baptized  rolls  1,104  were  removed  by  confirmation,  13  by  death,  880  by 
certificate  and  787  otherwise  for  a  total  of  2,784.  This  reduced  the  net 
gain  in  Baptized  members  to  249.  There  are  70,316  Baptized  Lutherans 
in  N.  C.  Synod  Congregations. 

In  the  confirmed  member  department  the  largest  number  of  accessions 
on  record  was  reported,  3,643;  227  by  Adult  Baptism,  1,387  by  Confirma- 
tion, 1,708  by  certificate;  and  321  by  restoration.  There  were  3,122  losses; 
448  by  death,  1,660  by  certificate,  and  1,014  otherwise  for  a  net  gain  of  521. 
The  Synod's  confirmed  membership  is  51,501. 

The   communing  membership  gain  of  1,254  is  the  largest  since   1956. 

Western  and  Northern  Conference  Congregations  account  for  656  of 
the  1,254  increase.  Since  the  congregations  in  these  two  conferences  par- 
ticipated in  Area  Spiritual  Life  Missions  designed  to  reach  the  inactive 
member,  the  Synodical  Evangelism  Committee  believes  that  the  Area  mis- 
sion emphasis  on  awakening  the  concern  of  the  active  members  for  the  in- 
active has  made  a  valuable  contribution  to  the  1961  communing  member- 
ship increase. 

The  1,254  increase  pushes  the  Synod's  Communing  Membership  to  39,- 
035.  However,  there  are  12,466  North  Carolina  Lutherans  who  did  not 
commune  in  1961,  and  7,873  who  have  not  communed  or  contributed  in 
three  years. 

The  congregations  report  43,628  Confirmed  Members  in  good  standing 
who  have  communed  or  contributed  in  a  three  year  period.  This  number  is 
7,873  less  than  the  confirmed  members  reported  and  4,593  more  than  the 
communing  membership. 

II.  Program  —  Evangelism  Activities  Since  1961  Convention  of  Synod 

A.  NEW  LIFE  MISSIONS :  Five  New  Life  Missions  were  conducted  in 
the  North  Carolina  Synod  during  1961.  This  program  in  depth  Evangelism 
has  enabled  the  five  congregations  through  self  study,  consultation  and 
workshop  to  evaluate  their  Evangelism  program,  discover  weaknesses,  and 
develop  a  plan  of  procedure  geared  to  meet  the  needs  in  each  particular 
situation.     The  following   comments   from   Evangelism   leaders   in   N-L-M 
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congregations    indicate    something    of   the   value    of    this    Evangelism   self- 
study  and  workshop: 

"I  am  a  charter  member  of  St.  Andrew's,  New  Bern  and  have  seen  us 
engage  in  many  programs  and  activities  during  our  12  year  history,  but 
the  NEW  LIFE  MISSION  has  meant  more  to  our  congregation  than  any- 
thing we  have  ever  participated  in." 

"The  New  Life  Mission  has  exceeded  our  fondest  expectations  at  St. 
Paul's,  Hamlet.  When  we  began  this  project  we  didn't  dream  that  it  would 
be  so  tailored  to  fit  our  needs." 

The  New  Life  Missions  have  been  directed  by  the  Assistant  to  the 
President.  The  Synod's  seven  resource  pastors  in  evangelism  have  partici- 
pated in  workshop  programs.  The  following  congregations  have  conducted 
New  Life  Missions  since  the  last  convention  of  Synod. 

1.  St.  Andrew's,  New  Bern April  28-30,  1961 

2.  Bethel,  Salisbury June  16-18,  1961 

3.  St.  Paul's,  Newton August  18-20,  1961 

4.  St.  Paul's,  Hamlet September  7-10,  1961 

5.  Mt.  Hebron,  Hildebran December  1-3,  1961 

B.  TWO  AREA  MISSIONS:  Sixty-two  congregations  in  the  Northern 
and  Western  Conferences  participated  in  Area  Spiritual  Life  Evangelism 
Missions  during  September  1961.  The  Synodical  Committee  developed  the 
pattern  for  the  Spiritual  Life  Mission.  Manuals  were  prepared  for  distribu- 
tion to  congregational  committees.  The  purpose  of  the  Spiritual  Life  Mis- 
sions is  to  place  emphasis  upon  Word  and  Sacraments;  to  awaken  the  con- 
cern of  the  active  members  for  the  inactive,  lapsed  and  prospective  mem- 
bers; and  to  bring  the  lapsed  into  active  participation  in  the  work  of  the 
church.  The  Spiritual  Life  Mission  is  recommended  as  the  area  mission 
pattern  to  be  used  in  all  conferences  through  1963. 

Congregations  prepare  for  the  Spiritual  Life  Missions  through : 

1.  Congregational  self-study  in  evangelism. 

2.  Special  study  programs  in  auxiliaries,  council  and  evangelism  com- 
mittee. 

3.  Neighborhood  group  meetings. 

4.  Visits  on  Inactive  and  Prospective  Members. 

During  the  Mission  Week  the  following  activities  are  featured: 

1.  Educational  Moment  conducted  by  missioner  in  which  he  discusses 
assigned  topics. 

2.  Visits  by  Pastor  and  Missioner  on  sick  and  shut-in  with  private  com- 
munion administered  on  request. 

3.  Baptismal  service  for  unbaptized  children  in  parish  scheduled  for 
Thursday  Mission  service. 

4.  Follow  up  visits  on  prospects  and  inactives. 

5.  Holy  Communion  administered  on  Sunday  following  Mission  Week 
with  effort  made  to  commune  each  resident  member. 

"This  was  our  best  area  mission  yet,"  was  the  consensus  of  pastors 
at  the  Western  and  Northern  Conference  evaluation  sessions.

D.  WORKSHOP  FOR  NEW  PASTORS:  The  Evangelism  Committee 
in  cooperation  with  three  other  committees  of  Synod  and  the  auxiliaries 
conducted  a  two  day  workshop  for  new  pastors,  June  26-27,  1961  at  St. 
Mark's  and  Lutheran  Chapel,  China  Grove,  N.  C. 

E.  THE  STEWARDSHIP  EVANGELISM  BULLETIN  was  mailed 
monthly  to  six  persons  in  each  congregation  keeping  them  informed  as  to 
evangelism  plans,  programs,  and  progress. 

F.  YEARLY  REPORTS :  A  section  of  the  President's  Questionnaire  was 
devoted  to  evangelism.  Questionnaires  were  returned  by  149  congrega- 
tions giving  the  following  interesting  information: 

1.  Congregation  conducting  individual  mission  27. 

2.  Congregations  reporting  year  round  evangelism  programs  114. 

3.  Congregations  sending  out  visitation  teams: 

Weekly   19;    Bi-weekly  5;   Monthly  41;   Quarterly  9;   Special  Oc- 
casions 55. 

4.  Reporting   Congregations   have   1,064    on   their   Evangelism   Com- 
mittee for  an  average  of  7  per  committee. 

5.  Of  the  149  congregations  reporting  68  have  organized  Evangelism 
Committees  into  sub-committees  as  suggested  in  Resource  Book. 

6.  2,988  people  are  engaged  in  Lay  Visitation  Evangelism. 

7.  These  lay  visitors  made  11,479  visits  during  the  year  for  an  average 
of  8  visits  per  team  of  2  for  1961. 

8.  The  149  congregations  reported  5,987  prospective  members  for  an 
average  of  40  per  congregation. 

9.  258  Pastors'  Classes  were  held  during  the  year. 

10.  143  congregations  reported  the  Evangelism  Resource  Book  was 
available  to  committeemen. 

11.  17  congregations  are  considering  the  New  Life  Mission  in  1962. 

12.  Sunday  Vespers  are  conducted  by  7  congregations  the  year  round; 
108  Lent  only;  16  Fall;  6  Winter  and  Spring;  2  Advent;  1  Twice  a 
Month;  1  First  Sunday  each  month. 
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III.   The  Organization  for  Evangelism  in  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 

A.  ON  LUTHERAN  CHURCH  IN  AMERICA  LEVEL:  There  will  be 
a  Commission  on  Evangelism  in  the  L.CA.  composed  of  twenty  ministers 
and  laymen  in  proper  proportion.  The  Evangelism  Staff  will  include  10  full 
time  workers  as  follows:  One  director,  three  associates,  five  regional  di- 
rectors and  one  for  specialized  work  in  geographic  areas.  It  is  hoped  that 
soon  the  staff  can  be  enlarged  to  12  with  one  staff  worker  assigned  to  Re- 
search and  Study,  one  to  Program  Development,  and  one  to  maintain  liai- 
son with  the  Synods.  The  policy  of  L.CA.  puts  responsibility  for  evange- 
lism squarely  upon  Synods  and  congregations. 

B.  ON  SYNODICAL  LEVEL:  The  task  of  the  Synodical  Evangelism 
Committee,  one  of  six  operational  committees,  is  outlined  in  the  Approved 
Constitution  for  Synods  as  follows : 

1.  Committee  on  Evangelism 

a.  This  committee  shall  stimulate  evangelism  in  the  congregations 
of  the  Synod  by  such  measures  as  the  following: 

1.  Encourage  a  year-around  emphasis  upon  evangelism  in  each 
congregation. 

2.  Giving  leadership  to  special  evangelism  efforts  within  areas  or 
single  parishes. 

3.  Seeking  the  appointment  of,  and  doing  all  within  its  power  to 
invigorate  congregational  committees  on  evangelism. 

4.  Recruiting  and  training  resource  leaders. 

5.  Publishing  and  distributing  special  evangelism  bulletins,  fold- 
ers, and  brochures. 

b.  In  relation  to  the  Department  of  Evangelism  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America  the  committee  shall: 

1.  Maintain  a  close  liaison  with  the  department  and  seek  its 
counsel  and  guidance. 

2.  Look  to  the  department  as  the  primary  source  of  plans  and 
materials. 

4.  Co-operate  in  concerted,  church-wide  programs. 

3.  Transmit,  in  return,  ideas,  proposals  and  periodic  reports. 

5.  Make  request  for  assistance  as  needed. 

2.  Each  district  shall  elect  one  pastor  and  one  layman  for  a  3  year 
term  to  serve  on  the  district  cabinet  in  the  interest  of  evangelism. 
This  pastor  and  layman  shall  serve  on  the  Synodical  Evangelism 
Committee.  Consequently  the  N.  C.  Synod  Evangelism  Committee 
will  be  composed  of  ten  persons  elected  by  the  six  districts,  6  pastors 
and  6  laymen.  In  addition  the  President  of  Synod  will  be  a  member 
of  the  committee.  The  committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman  and 
secretary.  No  district  representative  shall  serve  on  the  committee 
for  more  than  six  years  consecutively. 

C.  ON  CONGREGATIONAL  LEVEL:  The  approved  constitution  for 
congregations,  Section  5,  Article  X  describes  the  work  of  the  congregation- 
al committee  as  follows : 

1.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Evangelism.  This  committee  shall 
stimulate  and  lead  all  members  of  the  congregation  in  continuous 
and,  from  time  to  time,  concerted  endeavors  to  reawaken  the  spirit- 
ually indifferent  and  to  reach  others,  who  are  as  yet  unwon,  with 
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the  Gospel  and  attach  them  to  Christ's  Church.  To  this  end,  the 
committee  shall  devote  itself  to  deepening  spiritual  life  and  shall 
periodically  study  the  congregation  in  the  context  of  its  surround- 
ing community. 

2.  Also  in  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods,  Article  Ten,  Section 
1,  Item  3  the  relation  between  the  congregation  and  the  Synodical 
Evangelism  Committee  is  pointed  out. 

"Each  congregation  shall  further  appoint  a  lay  person  to  represent 
it  in  each  of  the  several  areas  of  work  in  the  district  as  the  Synod 
may  require.  Such  representatives  for  each  area  of  work  shall  meet 
at  least  once  a  year  with  a  staff  official  or  other  appointee  of  the 
appropriate  operational  committee  or  with  their  district  chairman." 

IV.  U.L.C.A.  Evangelism  Conference,  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  Jan.  23-25,  1962 

The  Rev.  John  Pless,  Synodical  Evangelism  Chairman,  and  Dr.  Ernest 
L.  Misenheimer,  Synodical  Evangelism  Director,  attended  the  sixth  annual 
U.L.C.A.  Evangelism  Conference  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  January  23-25,  1962. 
The  conference  for  Synodical  Evangelism  Chairmen  and  staff  featured  dis- 
cussion of  such  topics  as,  "Centrality  of  Word  and  Sacrament  in  Evange- 
lism," "Evangelism  in  Neutral  Territory,"  "Evangelism  and  Contemporary 
Culture,"  "Churches  Without  Walls,"  "Witnessing  in  Daily  Life,"  "Impli- 
cation of  LCA  Structure  for  Synodical  Committees"  and  a  Synodical  Shar- 
ing Session. 

V.  Plans   for   Evangelism   in   1962 

A.  Every  congregation  using  the  Resource  Book  For  Evangelism  to 
strengthen  its  present  program  and  to  make  long-range  plans  for  the  fu- 
ture. 

B.  A  New  Life  Mission  is  scheduled  for  Grace,  Newton  with  others 
in  prospect. 

C.  Two  Area  Spiritual  Life  Evangelism  Missions  are  scheduled  for 
1962: 

1.  Central  Conference— September  23-27,  1962. 

2.  Southern    Conference — September    30-October   4,    1962 

D.  Workshop  for  New  Pastors. 

E.  Individual  Missions  in  Congregations  of  Western,  Eastern,  and 
Northern  Conferences. 

F.  Pilot  Project  in  "Witnessing  in  Daily  Life"  at  Grace,  Newton. 

G.  Counselling  service  in  evangelism  on  request  from  congregations 
through  evangelism  staff  and  resource  pastors. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  Congregational  Evangelism  Committees  emphasize  the  oppor- 
tunity and  the  importance  of  spontaneous,  personal  witnessing  in  daily  life 
on  the  part  of  each  church  member. 

2.  That  congregations  continue  to  give  consideration  to  the  New  Life 
Mission  as  a  means  toward  the  renewal  of  the  congregation  for  its  task  in 
evangelism. 

3.  That  all  Central  and  Southern  Conference  Congregations  participate 
in  the  Area  Spiritual  Life  Evangelism  Missions  being  planned  for  those 
conferences  in  the  fall  of  1962. 
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4.  That  congregations  in  conferences  where  area  missions  are  not 
scheduled  this  year  conduct  an  individual  mission  during  1962. 

5.  That  every  congregational  evangelism  committee  make  good  use  of 
the  Resource  Book  For  Evangelism  to  strengthen  its  present  program  and 
to  make  long-range  plans. 

6.  That  congregations  desiring  the  counsel  of  the  Synod's  evangelism 
staff,  committee,  and  resource  pastors  request  such  help  through  the  office 
of  the  Assistant  to  the  President  or  the  Synodical  Evangelism  Chairman.

The  Report  of  the  Evangelism  Committee  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
John  A.  Pless,  Chairman. 

Chairman  Pless  stressed  the  importance  of  using  the  materials  and 
tools  that  are  provided  for  effective  evangelism  in  the  congregation.  An 
effective  witness  for  daily  life  is  the  ideal  kind  of  evangelism,  Chairman 
Pless  stated.  To  be  effective,  he  said,  evangelism  must  become  a  part 
of  the  total  life  of  the  church. 

The  purpose  of  evangelism,  he  added,  is  to  deepen  the  spiritual  life 
of  the  congregation. 

Chairman  Pless  called  attention  to  the  statistical  part  of  the  report, 
and  outlined  the  organizational  set  up  under  LCA  on  congregational 
and  synodical  levels.     Further,  he  outlined  Evangelism  plans  for  1962. 

Chairman  Pless  called  on  Dr.  Harold  Haas,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Social  Missions,  to  speak  in  connection  with  the  report.  Dr. 
Haas  spoke  on  the  wide  range  of  programs  and  resources  that  are  avail- 
able in  the  area  of  evangelism. 

The  recommendations  appearing  in  the  report  were  adopted  as  infor- 
mation. 

President  Conrad  thanked  Chairman  Pless  for  "a  most  excellent 
job." 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  United 
Lutheran  Church  Women 

The  Seventy-Sixth  Annual  Convention  of  United  Lutheran  Church 
Women  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  was 
held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Hickory,  N.  C,  on  August  26,  27,  and  28, 
1961.  The  Convention  theme  was,  "First  Things  First."  The  Convention 
Hymn  was,  "Give  of  Your  Best  to  the  Master."  Both  the  theme,  and  the 
hymn  were  emphasized  throughout  the  Convention  in  the  meditations,  and 
in  the  addresses. 

Officers  elected  for  the  following  year  were:  President,  Mrs.  Paul  Stout; 
Vice-President,  Mrs.  John  W.  Cobb;  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  Fred  M. 
Ramseur,  Jr.;  Statistical  Secretary,  Mrs.  Robern  N.  Peery;  and  Treasurer, 
Mrs.  R.  W.  Barringer. 

Some  actions  and  interesting  facts  gleaned  from  the  Convention  pro- 
ceedings are  listed  below : 

1.  The  Convention  pledged  anew  its  loyal  support  to  the  merging 
churches,  soon  to  be  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  to  its  women's 
auxiliary,  Lutheran  Church  Women. 

2.  Approved  naming  the  U.L.C.W.  room  in  the  new  Synodical  Head- 
quarters Building  the  Clara  Sullivan  room. 

3.  Approved  a  recommendation  that  funds  be  taken  from  the  Adminis- 
trative Fund  to  complete  the  cost,  including  the  furnishings,  of  the  U.L.C.W. 
room  in  the  new  Synodical  Headquarters  Building. 

4.  Pledged  nine  units  for  the  support  of  Women  Workers. 

5.  Pledged  a  gift  of  $10,000.00  to  St.  Thomas  Lutheran  Church,  Char- 
lotte, N.  C,  as  funds  are  available.  (This  pledge  was  paid  in  full  as  of

We  note  also  these  additional  facts  reported  to  the  Convention : 

1.  Five  new  organizations  were  formed  during  the  year,  making  a  total 
of  183  organizations  with  a  membership  of  11,028,  as  of  June  30,  1961. 

2.  The  total  receipts  for  the  year  were  $96,774.95.  Of  this  amount 
$73,371.16  was  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  U.L.C.W.;  $10,000.00 
was  given  to  Christ  Lutheran  Church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C;  and  $3,614.15 
was  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  for  the  U.L.C.W.  room  in  the 
Synodical  Headquarters  Building. 

3.  The  total  registration  of  Executive  Committee  members,  delegates, 
and  visitors  at  the  Convention  was  767. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  United  Lutheran  Church  Women 
serves  as  the  Synod's  representative  to  the  Synodical  U.L.C.W.  In  this 
capacity  he  has  attended  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
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U.L.C.W.  since  the  last  Convention  of  the  Synod.  He  also  attended  all  ses- 
sions of  the  Synodical  U.L.C.W.  Convention,  which  were  held  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College,  Hickory,  N.  C,  August  26-28,  1961,  and  served  as  the  litur- 
gist  for  the  Service  of  Worship  on  Sunday  morning.  In  all  of  their  meet- 
ings the  women  of  our  Synod  have  manifested  a  keen  interest  in  all  phases 
of  the  work  of  the  church.  They  give  generously  of  their  time,  talents,  anft 
money  in  promoting  the  whole  program  of  the  whole  church.  Therefore 
your  Committee  recommends : 

1.  That  this  Convention  of  our  synod  express  its  sincere  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  the  Synodical  U.L.C.W.  for  their  loyal  support  and  faithful 
service  to  the  church,  by  a  standing  vote. 

2.  That  the  Synodical  U.L.C.W.  President,  Mrs.  Paul  Stout,  be  given 
the  privilege  of  addressing  the  Convention  of  Synod  during  the  consideration 
of  this  report.

Mrs.  R.  W.  Barringer,  treasurer  of  the  ULCW  of  North  Carolina,  rep- 
resenting the  ULCW  in  the  absence  of  its  President,  Mrs.  Paul  Stout, 
brought  greetings  from  11,000  women  of  the  ULCW,  and  expressed  ap- 
preciation to  pastors,  husbands,  and  friends  for  their  support. 

Mrs.  G.  R.  Patterson,  former  president,  was  recognized  and  given  the 
privilege  of  the  floor.  Mrs.  Karriker,  a  loyal  supporter  of  ULCW  work, 
was  also  recognized. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Luther  League

These  are  the  persons  who  lead,  inspire  and  direct  the  work  of  the 
Luther  League  of  North  Carolina.  Remember  their  names,  for  among  them 
you  will  find  a  large  share  of  the  future  leadership  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  North  Carolina.  For  this  is  one  vital  purpose  of  the  League :  to  serve 
as  one  channel  through  which  God's  call  comes  to  our  young  people — a  call 
to  dedicated  obedience  to  Christ  Jesus,  and  a  call  to  service  within  the  Lu- 
theran Church. 

In  the  immediate  future  the  League  of  our  synod  will  offer  leadership 
for  our  young  people  in  some  of  the  following  ways : 

1.  Publication  of  a  quarterly  newsletter  for  distribution  to  each 
Leaguer,  to  improve  the  lines  of  communication. 

2.  The  annual  convention  to  be  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  July 
25-28,  with  the  theme,  "The  People  of  God."  The  four-day  schedule,  which 
has  proven  successful,  will  be  followed,  while  workshops  and  Bible  study 
groups  are  combined  for  a  more  relaxed  schedule. 

3.  The  League  Training  School  to  be  held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  July  8-14, 
for  selected  young  people  with  no  more  than  two  from  any  congregation. 
The  cost  for  this  school  is  $32.00  per  person  for  the  week,  with  registrations 
sent  to  the  chairman  of  this  committee.  Registrants  must  be  at  least 
fifteen  years  of  age. 

4.  The  "Big  Brother"  program,  in  which  members  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  League  have  been  assigned  to  assist  with  each  congrega- 
tional League,  to  help  solve  problems,  relay  information  and  create  interest. 

5.  Work  camps,  in  the  synod  and  nationally,  in  which  youth  serve  God 
with  "dirty  hands"  in  mission  areas,  changing  neighborhoods  and  other  key 
points. 

6.  A  Caravan  program  with  youth  from  our  synod  going  to  other  areas 
of  the  church  while  their  youth  come  to  our  congregations. 

Such  a  list  could  be  extended  to  great  length,  indicating  the  scope  and 
intensity  of  the  young  people's  auxiliary  of  our  synod.  Its  representatives 
will  travel  to  San  Francisco  in  August  to  help  form  the  Luther  League 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  They  will  transmit  money  for  the 
mission  project  from  our  youth  to  Christ  Church  in  Durham. 

These  activities  will  continue  the  fine  record  of  the  past  year.  During 
this  year  more  than  one  hundred  fifty  items  came  to  the  attention  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Luther  League.  These  covered  the  convention 
of  last  summer  which  saw  a  record  number  present  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  for  a 
discussion  of  the  stewardship  theme,  "In  Step  with  Time."     An  activities 
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calendar  was  prepared  and  published  for  use  in  congregational  Leagues.  A 
Presidents'  Conference  was  held  at  First  Church,  Greensboro,  to  help  train 
local  presidents. 

On  the  national  level,  our  young  people  provided  money  and  leadership. 
In  giving  100%  of  their  assignment  of  $5,896  to  the  Luther  League  of 
America,  our  youth  provided  the  largest  contribution  of  any  synodical  unit 
in  the  LLA.  In  leadership  we  provided  Miss  Ruth  Whittecar,  secretary  of 
the  Luther  League  of  America;  Miss  Ethelyn  Smith,  chairman  of  the  evan- 
gelism committee;  Eddie  Ricks,  member-at-large;  and  Miss  Margaret 
Whittecar  and  Miss  Karen  Rawling,  members  of  committees  of  the  LLA. 

Our  Leaguers  collected  249,000  pennies  ($2,490.00)  for  its  "Penny  Pa- 
rade" to  provide  furnishings  for  the  N.  C.  Lutheran  Home  in  Hickory,  and 
to  equip  a  proposed  Luther  League  office  in  the  synod  headquarters.  Ninety- 
six  journeyed  to  the  University  of  Illinois  in  August  of  1961  for  the  last  con- 
vention of  the  present  Luther  League  of  America. 

Such  dry  facts  and  figures  cannot  convey  the  spirit  of  loyalty  and 
dedication  to  our  Lord  demonstrated  by  our  young  people.  They 
cannot  indicate  the  experience  of  Christian  living  shared  by  youth  in 
the  program  of  the  Luther  League.  They  cannot  adequately  predict 
the  future  dividend  to  our  synod  of  its  investment  in  our  youth. 

The  Committee  on  the  Luther  League  has  tried  to  assist  in  this  out- 
standing program.  Again  it  has  functioned  primarily  through  its  chairman 
who  has  served  as  a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  League. 
In  addition  he  has  been  on  the  following  state  League  committees:  admin- 
istration, finance,  efficiency  and  job  analyses,  personnel  and  nominations. 
This  work  has  received  great  assistance  from  the  many  pastors  and  lay 
people  of  the  Synod  who  have  given  time  and  energy  to  the  program  of 
the  Luther  League.  Special  thanks  must  be  expressed  to  the  president  of 
the  Synod  of  North  Carolina  for  his  guidance  and  loyal  support  in  the 
League  program,  and  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Synod  for  several 
instances  of  financial  support. 

The  following  suggestions  are  offered  for  the  consideration  of  our  con- 
gregations: 

a.  That  scholarships  be  granted  to  one  boy  and  one  girl  for  the  League 
Training  School  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  July  8-14,  as  an  investment  in 
the  youth  work  of  the  congregation; 

b.  That  subscriptions  to  the  League  magazine,  Time  Out,  be  presented 
to  confirmands  for  at  least  one  year; 

c.  That  congregations  consider  paying  the  expenses  of  one  delegate 
each  to  the  Merger  Convention  in  San  Francisco  since  the  cost  per  dele- 
gate will  be  more  than  $200. 

We  have  one  recommendation :  that  Miss  Linda  Lockard,  president  of 
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the  Luther  League  of  North  Carolina,  and  Miss  Ruth  Whittecar,  secretary 
of  the  Luther  League  of  America,  be  heard  in  connection  with  this  report.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Luther  League  work  was  introduced 
by  the  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  Jr.,  synod's  representative  to  the  Luther 
League.  Pastor  Faggart  then  presented  Miss  Linda  Lockard,  President 
of  the  State  Luther  League. 

Miss  Lockard  gave  a  new  view  of  twist,  spelling  out  the  word  with 
League  dedication  and  work,  as  follows:  T  is  for  training;  W  is  for  work; 
I  should  be  first  personal  plural,  she  said,  in  speaking  on  the  big  brother 
plan  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  League;  S  is  for  service;  and 
the  last  T  is  for  thank  you,  a  big  thank  you  to  the  synod  for  its  support. 

The  recommendations  were  received  as  information. 

The  ballots  for  General  Elections  were  distributed.  The  first  ballot 
was  cast. 

Lutheran  World  Relief 

The  Rev.  Donald  Deal,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Lutheran 
World  Relief,  reported  another  good  year  for  Lutheran  World  Relief,  and 
expressed  appreciation  for  transportation  provided  by  Carolina  Freight 
Company. 

The  Rev.  John  A.  Nasstrom,  representative  of  Lutheran  World  Relief 
in  Brazil,  gave  a  very  interesting  and  informing  presentation  of  work  in 
Brazil  and  Latin  America.  Lutheran  World  Action  has  many  facets,  he 
said,  namely,  aid  to  younger  churches,  service  to  military  personnel,  and 
Lutheran  World  Relief. 

Pastor  Nasstrom  described  Northwest  Brazil  as  the  focus  of  atten- 
tion       i  pictured  the  serious  situation  that  exists  there. 

Pastor  Nasstrom  outlined  the  threefold  thrust  of  Lutheran  World 
Relief,  the  material  aid  program,  congresses  and  conferences,  and  pilot 
projects  in  community  building. 

The  afternoon  session  closed  with  the  benediction  by  Pastor  Schone- 
berg  Setzer,  Chaplain  for  the  afternoon. 
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THIRD  SESSION 

(Tuesday    Evening,   May   8,    1962  —  7:30    P.M.) 

Evening  Suffrages  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  L.  A.  Thomas,  D.D.  Dr. 
Thomas  expressed  the  regrets  of  Pastor  Fred  M.  Ramseur,  Jr.,  who  was 
absent  due  to  illness. 

The  Scripture  Lesson  was  St.  Matthew  16:13. 

The  third  session  was  devoted  to  the  annual  presentation  of  the 
work  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church. 

Dr.  Thomas  presented  the  Rev.  Harold  Haas,  Ph.D.,  the  official  rep- 
resentative of  the  church,  and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Social  Missions,  to  the  convention. 

Dr.  Haas  made  a  very  pleasing  and  practical  presentation  of  the 
mission  and  ministry  of  the  Boards  and  Agencies  of  the  United  Lutheran 
Church. 

Dr.  Haas  prefaced  his  remarks  by  saying  that  the  task  of  the  ULCA 
representative  is  almost  impossible,  because  he  is  supposed  to  represent 
at  least  21  agencies  of  the  church,  which  pictures  the  tremendous  scope 
of  the  work  of  the  church. 

Dr.  Haas  described  the  agencies  of  the  church  as  giving  expression 
to  the  mission  and  ministry  of  the  church,  making  the  ministry  of  the 
church  relevant  to  the  needs  of  mankind  in  today's  world. 

He  said  that  the  most  important  question  is  not  how  do  you  get 
there,  but  what  do  you  do  once  you  get  there?  How  can  we  give  ex- 
pression to  the  mission  and  ministry  of  the  church? 

His  towering  theme  was  that  the  effectiveness  of  the  church's  min- 
istry depends  upon  its  relevancy  to  human  need.  The  mission  is  en- 
compassed   in   ministry. 

For  example,  he  said,  the  Foreign  Mission  enterprise  is  no  longer  a 
geographical  task,  but  what  do  we  do  once  we  get  there? 

The  effectiveness  and  success  of  home  missions  lies  not  in  jrely 
moving  into  new  areas,  but  what  is  done  once  the  church  moves  irf. 

Dr.  Haas  described  the  outreach  of  the  church  as  it  gives  expression 
to  mission  and  ministry  in  the  strategic  areas  of  Social  Missions.  He 
catalogued  the  areas  of  concern  as  follows:  the  faith  and  life  institutes; 
institutional  chaplaincy  service,  since  some  30,000,000  spend  some  time 
each  year  in  an  institution;  care  for  the  blind  and  deaf;  and  the  aging. 
It  is  crucially  important,  he  said,  for  the  church  to  reach  out. 

The  educational  agencies  are  concerned  not  only  with  buildings,  but 
also  with  the  nature  of  the  content  of  education  which  will  make  it  rele- 
vant, is  the  chief  concern  of  Parish  Education  and  higher  education,  he 
said. 

Then  there  are  strengthening  agencies,  Dr.  Haas  continued,  agencies 
that  are  designed  to  strengthen  our  mission  and  ministry.  He  listed 
them  as  follows:  the  Board  of  Publication  and  all  of  its  services;  the 
Board  of  Pensions,  which  gives  a  sense  of  security;  Press,  Radio,  Tele- 
vision service;  Department  of  Church  Architecture;  Department  of  Wor-

ship;  Public  Relations;  the  auxiliaries;  Department  of  Stewardship, 
which  undergirds  the  whole  of  life.  He  mentioned  religious  drama  which 
has   an  impact  for  the   Gospel. 

Speaking  on  the  American  Bible  Society  and  the  production  of  Bibles, 
he  said,  that  a  political  or  revolutionary  tension  increases  the  demand 
for  Bibles. 

Dr.  Haas  had  an  urgent  word  to  say  about  the  Dowry  Gift.  It  is 
greatly  needed  or  else  the  new  church  will  be  in  serious  trouble  at  the 
beginning  of  its  life. 

Dr.  Haas  reported  seeing  in  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  the  words, 
"merger  is  in  the  air."  Speaking  of  the  merger  he  said,  it  is  not  only  a 
''great  thing"  but  a  "necessary  thing,"  in  order  to  have  a  most  efficient 
and  effective  organization  to  discover  new  forms  of  expressing  the  mis- 
sion and  ministry  of  the  church. 

President  Conrad  thanked  Dr.  Haas  for  his  most  excellent  presenta- 
tion. 

A  question  and  answer  period  followed. 

The  Rev.  Walter  N,  Yount,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Group 
Insurance,  led  in  a  series  of  questions  concerning  the  church-wide  hos- 
pitalization of  the  LCA. 

Dr.  Haas  answered  that  those  ministers  enrolled  in  the  pension  plan 
of  the  ULCA  as  of  January  1,  1963  would  be  covered.  The  minister  him- 
self will  be  covered,  but  it  will  not  cover  his  dependent  or  dependents. 
The  fee  for  coverage  of  dependents  will  be  $145  per  year,  regardless  of 
the  number. 

Asked  whether  there  was  a  deductible  item,  Dr.  Haas  replied  by  say- 
ing that  there  is  a  deductible  item  for  out-of-hospital  care,  but  none  for 
in-hospital  care.  (This  was  later  corrected  by  Dr.  Haas  who  pointed  out 
that  the  individual  will  be  responsible  for  20  per  cent  of  the  first  $500  of 
hospital  costs). 

The  plan   covers  pre-existent  ailments,   Dr.   Haas  answered. 

The  cost,  Pastor  Yount  said,  is  not  too  far  out  of  line  if  the  insured 
had  to  pay  his  full  premiums  now.  But  the  difference  is  that  the  synod 
now  pays  one-half  of  the  premiums. 

Asked  about  the  restrictions  on  showing  "Question  7"  to  what 
theological  basis  there  is  for  legislating  Christian  love,  Dr.  Haas  replied 
that  there  is  no  theological  justification  for  legislating  Christian  love. 
But  Christians,  he  added,  are  given  choices  as  to  strategy  when  we  must 
weigh  one  course  of  action  over  against  another  course  of  action.  This 
is  the  issue,  he  concluded  in  this  case. 
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Lutheran  Laymen's  Breakfast 

The  annual  breakfast  sponsored  by  the  Lutheran  Laymen's  Move- 
ment for  Stewardship  was  held  in  Faith  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
Faith,  the  Rev.  Earl  McCombs,  pastor,  on  Wednesday,  May  9,  at  7  a.m. 

The  ladies  of  Faith  Church  served  the  breakfast. 

The  Rev.  Earl  McCombs  offered  the  Invocation. 

Mr.  Harry  M.  Arndt,  former  president  of  the  ULCM  of  North  Carolina, 
served  as  toastmaster. 

H.  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.,  reported  that  in  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
there  are  75  LLM  members,  representing  35  congregations  of  the  Synod, 
and  urged  a  greater  support  of  this  movement. 

Mr.  Alfred  Klimesz,  field  representative  of  LLM,  was  introduced  and 
spoke  to  the  group.  Calling  attention  to  a  leaflet,  "For  Men  Who  Think 
Big,"  Mr.  Klimesz  said  that  this  was  one  of  the  basic  concepts  of  LLM. 
He  said  that  it  is  a  "unique  pleasure  to  be  committed." 

He  reported  a  membership  of  2,954,  and  total  contributions  in  the 
amount  of  $321,000.00.  He  said  that  not  only  dollars  were  raised,  but 
sights  were  raised  too,  referring  to  the  men  who  were  led  to  a  deeper 
committment  to  Christ  and  His  Church.  He  also  listed  the  services 
which  are  available  through  LLM,  with  an  accent  on  the  capital  fund 
raising  department  of  LLM. 

Special  greetings  were  brought  to  the  assembled  group  by  the  Rev. 
F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D.,  president  of  synod,  and  Mr.  Paul  Ritchie,  president 
of  the  ULCM  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Harold  Haas,  representative  of  the  ULCA,  was  the  chief  speaker. 
Dr.  Haas  testified  to  the  dedication  of  the  men  in  the  stewardship  office, 
and  listed  the  contributions  of  the  LLM  as  follows: 

1.  It  has  helped  us  to  realize  that  money  is  a  respectable  thing  in 
kingdom  service; 

2.  It  has  helped  us  to  think  big,  that  when  the  church  does  some- 
thing, it  does  it  well; 

3.  It  has  helped  us  by  giving  us  tools  to  work  with.     He  described 
such  tools  as  God's  tools. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McCombs  pronounced  the  benediction. 
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FOURTH  SESSION 

(Wednesday,   May   9,   1962  —  8:45-12:30) 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  C.  J.  Martin,  Pastor  of  Bethany 
Church,  Kannapolis. 

The  theme  "God  Is  Love,"  was  based  on  the  Scripture  Lesson  from 
I  John  4:7-11. 

The  greatest  single  statement  in  the  Bible  is  "God  is  Love,"  Pastor 
Martin  said.  Why  did  God  create  a  world  that  would  give  Him  so  much 
trouble?  The  answer  is  love,  and  it  is  the  answer  to  many  other  of  our 
questions  and  problems.  Pastor  Martin  closed  his  meditation  by  say- 
ing "If  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought  to  love  one  another." 

Re.  Elections:  The  question  was  raised  about  elections  for  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes.  The  Convention's  atten- 
tion was  directed  to  the  adoption  of  By-Law  8-A  governing  said  elections 
(1961  Minutes,  Pages  315-316). 

Asked  whether  the  highest  number  didn't  rule  in  this  case,  Attorney 
B.  S.  Brown,  Jr.,  answered  by  saying  that  the  by-law  requiring  a  ma- 
jority vote  takes  priority.    By-Law  8-A  provides  for  staggered  elections. 

The  Rev.  R.  Paul  Counts,  Chairman  of  the  Tellers  Committee  on 
General  Elections,  reported  on  the  first  balloting,  and  President  Conrad 
declared  the  following  duly  elected.

The  following  brethren  were  recognized:  Dr.  F.  Eppling  Reinartz, 
President  of  the  Southern  Seminary;  The  Rev.  William  Richard  Fritz, 
of  the  faculty  of  the  Southern  Seminary;  and  Mr.  Fred  T.  Prufer,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lutheran  Children's  Home. 

Report  of  Little  JCLU  Continued:  The  Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  Chair- 
man of  the  little  JCLU,  was  recognized  to  continue  the  report  of  that 
committee.  Pastor  Yost  called  on  Pastor  M.  R.  Farris  to  present  the 
recommendation  concerning  the  postponement  of  the  election  of  a  Presi- 
dent.   Pastor  Farris  presented  the  following  recommendation: 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  of  the  Operational  Committee  recom- 
mends that  Synod  dispense  with  the  election  of  a  president  at  this  time, 
and  that  the  term  of  the  incumbent  be  continued  until  his  successor  is 
elected  at  the  constituting  convention  in  September  and  assumes  office. 

Since  the  president  was  involved  in  the  recommendation,  Secretary 
Lyerly  presided  over  this  matter.  The  motion  made  by  the  Rev.  George 
R.  Whittecar  that  by-law  7  be  suspended  prevailed.  The  suspension  of 
the  by-law  cleared  the  way  for  consideration  of  the  recommendation 
proposed  by  Pastor  Farris. 

The  recommendation  to  continue  the  president  in  office  until  his 
successor  ds  elected  at  the  September  constituting  convention  was  adopt- 
ed, and  Secretary  Lyerly  declared  President  Conrad  continued  in  office. 

President  Conrad  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  vote,  and  al- 
though he  stated  that  he  had  made  plans  otherwise,  he  was  willing  to 
continue  in  his  office. 

Chairman  John  Yost,  Jr.,  outlined  the  procedure  of  presenting  the 
proposed  constitution  and  by-laws.  He  informed  the  convention  that 
Dr.  Isenhour  would  present  the  articles  of  the  constitution,  and  Dr.  Ern- 
est Misenheimer  would  present  the  by-laws.  Assuming  that  the  con- 
vention delegates  had  read  the  documents,  Chairman  Yost  said  that  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  read  the  proposed  constitution  article  by 
article  unless  it  was  called  for. 

Dr.  Isenhour  took  the  floor,  and  began  to  proceed  when  Dr.  Frank 
Efird  asked  the  question:  If  we  do  not  protest  an  article,  does  it  mean 
that  we  are  for  it?    Dr.  Isenhour  answered  "no." 

President  Conrad  called  on  Chairman  Yost  to  state  the  purpose  of 
presenting  the  proposed  constitution,  including  by-laws.  Chairman  Yost 
stated  that  the  constitution  required  a  notice  being  served  before  it  could 
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be  amended,  and  that  the  purpose  of  presenting  it  now  is  to  serve  notice 
to  the  convention  as  to  what  will  be  before  the  constituting  convention 
in  September. 

Dr.  Efird  asked  again  whether  one  could  make  a  substitute  at  the 
September  meeting  as  well  as  at  this  convention.  The  reply  was  that 
a  substitute  could  be  made  at  the  September  meeting.  Dr.  Albert  Keck 
stated  that  it  was  his  impression  that  amendments  had  to  be  proposed 
at  this  Convention  reading  from  a  letter  accompanying  the  documents. 
Dr.  Misenheimer  replied  that  if  the  synod  is  not  satisfied  it  would  be  in 
order  to  make  amendments  at  this  convention. 

Attorney  Brown  felt  that  legally  amendments  should  be  made  at 
this  convention  to  serve  notice  to  be  acted  on  at  the  September  meeting. 
Attorney  Harry  E.  Faggart,  Jr.,  shared  the  same  feeling. 

Dr.  Voigt  Cromer  felt  that  the  delegates  could  exercise  a  greater  free- 
dom at  the  constituting  convention  if  no  official  action  was  taken  at  this 
convention.  He  said  that  it  could  be  accepted  as  a  notice  of  what  will  be 
presented  at  the  September  meeting,  or  as  information.  Dr.  Cromer  an- 
ticipated no  legal  difficulties  in  waiting  until  the  constituting  conven- 
tion to  offer  amendments. 

Attorneys  Brown  and  Faggart  shared  the  view  that  it  is  necessary  to 
follow  constitutional  requirements  by  serving  notice  now  to  amend  in 
September.  Attorney  Brown  quoted  Dr.  Fry  in  saying  that  the  new 
church  will  be  a  new  ecclesiastical  body  but  not  a  new  legal  entity. 

President  Conrad  confronted  the  convention  with  the  question:  Do 
we  want  to  know  what  the  committee  is  thinking  now,  or  do  you  want 
to  wait  until  later? 

Chairman  Yost  felt  that  if  this  convention  is  not  satisfied  with  the 
document,  now  is  the  time  to  make  the  change,  so  that  the  product  would 
be  as  complete  as  possible  to  deliver  in  September. 

President  Conrad  ruled  the  debate  closed  at  this  time  since  the  hour 
for  consideration  had  expired. 

The  Rev.  William  Hall,  Chairman  of  committee  on  Nominations  for 
General  Elections,  submitted  the  second  ballot.  The  second  ballot  was 
cast. 

President  Conrad  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Committee's  Report,  which  was  presented  by  the  Reverend  Robert  N. 
Peery,  Chairman.

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina  held  seven  meetings  since  the  last  Convention 
of  Synod  on  the  following  dates:  May  8,  1961;  July  6,  1961;  Septem- 
ber 18,  1961;  October  25,  1961;  December  11,  1961;  January  3,  1962; 
March  8,  1962.  Six  of  the  meetings  were  held  in  the  Old  Church  House, 
at  115  South  Ellis  Street,  Salisbury,  N.  C.  The  meeting  on  March  8, 
1962  was  held  in  the  New  Lutheran  Church  House,  Klumac  Road, 
Salisbury,  N.  C.  The  Joint  Meeting  with  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  United  Lutheran  Church  Men  held  at  the  Yadkin  Hotel,  Salisbury, 
N.  C,  is  reported  under  a  separate  heading  of  this  report. 

The  Executive  Committee,  being  the  official  governing  committee 
of  the  synod,  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  transacting  items 
of  business  for  the  synod  between  conventions,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  synod  at  its  Annual  Convention. 

A  few  items  of  the  report  are  listed  for  the  sake  of  information,  so 
that  the  synod  may  be  fully  acquainted  with  all  of  the  workings  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Every  item  of  business  that  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  was  carefully  and  prayerfully  transacted  to  the  best  of  its 
judgment.  The  Committee  discharged  its  responsibility  during  the 
interim  in  the  various  phases  and  facets  of  sy nodical  work  as  listed 
under  the  separate  headings  of  this  report,  as  follows: 

I  —  Items  Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by  the  Synod: 

A  —  Ordinations:  Pursuant  to  a  directive  of  the  1961  Convention  of 
the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  nine 
young  men  were  ordained  to  the  Holy  Office  of  the  Gospel  Ministry 
on  Sunday  Afternoon,  June  11,  1961,  at  3:30  o'clock,  in  Holy  Trinity 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory,  N.  C,  the  Reverend  John  L. 
Yost,  Jr.,  pastor,  as  reported  by  President  Conrad  in  Section  I  of  this 
report. 

B  —  Investments  Committee:     In   compliance  with   previous   actions   of 

the  synod  concerning  elections   to  the  Committee   on   Investments, 
D.  Miles  Aderholdt,  LL.D.  and  Mr.  Ray  W.  Cline  were  re-elected  to  the 
membership  of  the  Investments  Committee,  terms  expiring  with  the  1962 
constituting  convention  of  the  synod. 
C  —  Recommendation  of  Auditing   Committee:      Recommendation   No.   6 

of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Audits,  calling  for  a  consolida- 
tion of  the  office  of  the  treasurer's  bookkeeper  with  that  of  the  office 
of  Business  Manager  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran,  was  referred  by 
the  synod  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  further  study.  (1961  Minutes 
of  Synod,  p.  174). 

The  Executive  Committee  referred  this  matter  to  the  Committee 
on  North  Carolina  Lutheran  for  study.  This  committee  thought  it  ad- 
visable to  continue  the  office  as  separate  offices  and  did  not  look  with 
favor  upon  consolidation  of  the  offices.  The  Executive  Committee  con- 
curred in  this  judgment. 
D  —  Re.  Office  of  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions:     In  compliance  with 

a  directive  of  the  synod  creating  the  office  of  Superintendent  of 
Home  Missions,  as  stated  in  the  following  motion: 

"That    synod    instruct   the    Executive    Committee    and    the   Mission 
Committee  to  elect  a  synodical  superintendent  of  home  missions, 
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and  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  responsible  for  making  pro- 
visions for  salary,  expenses  and  a  job  analysis,"  (1961  Minutes  of 
Synod,  p.  263). 

President  Conrad  was  authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  appoint 
a  sub -committee  from  the  Executive  Committee  to  meet  with  a  like 
committee  from  the  Mission  Committee  to  take  the  directive  under 
advisement,  and  to  report  back  to  the  Executive  Committee  at  a  later 
date.  It  was  felt  that  the  joint  committee  should  make  a  job  analysis 
prior  to  consideration  of  a  man  for  the  office. 

The  Special  Committee  submitted  its  report  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  held  July  6,  1961.  The  Executive  Committee 
adopted  the  job  analysis  and  recommendations  for  calling  a  superin- 
tendent of  home  missions  as  follows: 

JOB  ANALYSIS  FOR  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  HOME   MISSIONS 
A  —  The  Office 

1— There  shall  be  an  office  in  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod 
of  North  Carolina  to  direct,  promote,  implement  and  coordinate  the 
work  of  Home  Missions  in  the  synod. 

2 — The  title  of  this  office  shall  be  "Superintendent  of  North  Carolina 
Missions". 

3 — This  office  may  be  filled  by  an  ordained  or  by  a  lay  person. 

4 — This  Superintendent  shall  be  elected  and  called  by  the  Executive 
Committee  of  Synod  in  consultation  with  the  Mission  Committee. 

5 — The  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  shall  work  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  President  of  Synod  and  be  responsible  to  the  Executive 
Committee. 

6 — The  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  shall  serve  as  staff  worker 
to  implement  and  promote  the  plans  and  programs  of  the  Mission 
Committee  and  the  Board  of  American  Missions.  He  shall  be  avail- 
able to  represent  the  synod  on  special  occasions  and  for  other  duties 
or  responsibilities  assigned  to  him  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

7 — The  Superintendent  of  Home  Missions  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member 
of  the  Mission  Committee. 

8 — The  term  of  employment,  salary  and  other  financial  remuneration, 
and  job  analysis  for  this  office  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  subject  to  annual  review. 

B  —  Job  Analysis 

1 — The  salary  and  travel  expenses  plus  pension  and  family  protection 
plan  or  social  security  shall  be  provided  for  the  Superintendent  of 
Home  Missions.  There  shall  be  a  four  weeks'  vacation  period  in  each 
twelve  months. 

2 — An  annual  report  shall  be  made  to  the  synod  and  reports  may  be 
made  at  each  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

3 — Field  of  duties  shall  include: 

(a) — Implementing  the  plans  and  program  of  the  Mission  Committee; 

(b) — Seeking  new  mission  fields  in  consultation  with   neighboring 
congregations; 
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(c) — Conducting  surveys  of  new  mission  fields  in  co-operation  with 
the  Board  of  American  Missions; 

(d) — Selecting  mission  properties  for  parsonage  and  church  sites  in 
cooperation  with  mission  groups  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mission  Committee  and  the  Board  of  American  Missions,  and 
handling  matters  pertaining  to  the  purchase  of  the  same; 

(e) — Supervising   all   Church   Extension   Programs; 

(f) — Maintaining  watchful  care  over  all  missions  of  the  synod; 

(g) — Providing  mission  developers  with  information,  counsel  and  en- 
couragement for  their  task; 

(h) — Consulting  annually  with  the  Secretary  of  English  Missions  of 
the  Board  of  American  Missions  concerning  salary  aid  for  the 
mission  congregations  of  synod,  and  recommending  salary 
schedule  to  Mission  Committee. 

(i) — Assisting  congregations  with  all  plans  preparatory  to  a  build- 
ing program  including  the  employment  of  an  architect; 

(j) — Reviewing  all  plans  for  a  building  program  and  outlining 
proper  procedure  for  mission  congregations  to  follow  when  apply- 
ing for  loans,  and  in  planning  capital  fund  appeals; 

(k) — Keeping  the  congregations,  auxiliaries  and  pastors  of  the  synod 
aware  of  the  need  for  planting  missions  on  the  territory  of  the 
Carolina  Synod. 

( 1) — Working  with  U.L.C.M.  leaders  in  the  promotion  of  the  N.  C. 
Synod's  Loan  and  Gift  Fund; 

(m) — Consulting  with  U.L.C.W.  and  Luther  League  leaders  in  con- 
nection with  the  Home  Mission  Aid  Programs  of  these  auxiliaries. 

Re.    Calling    Superintendent    of    North    Carolina    Missions 

The  Special  Committee  recommended  that  the  Rev.  David  F.  John- 
son, pastor  of  Kimball  Memorial  Church,  Kannapolis,  and  a  member 
of  the  Mission  Committee,  be  called  as  Superintendent  of  North  Carolina 
Missions. 

The  recommendation  was  unanimously  approved,  and  the  Officers 
of  the  synod  were  authorized  to  issue  the  Call  in  behalf  of  the 
said  Committee  to  Pastor  David  F.  Johnson  as  Superintendent  of  North 
Carolina  Missions. 

Re.  Salary  and  Expenses  of  Superintendent  of  North  Carolina  Missions: 

Approved  salary  in  amount  of  $6,000  per  annum,  plus  $1,500  for 
housing  allowance  and  travel  expenses. 

Re.    Effective  Date  of  Call: 

Approved  September  1,  1961  as  the  effective  date  of  Call,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  is  possible  for  Pastor  Johnson  to  assume  his  duties. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  held  September  18, 
1961,  President  Conrad  read  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson 
accepting  the  Call  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  become  Superintendent 
of  North  Carolina  Missions. 

Pastor  Johnson  was  present  at  the  above  meeting  and  voiced  his 
appreciation  for  the  vote  of  confidence  as  expressed  in  the  Call.  He 
spoke  of  the  mission  horizon  as  becoming  bigger  and  bigger  in  view 
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of  the  increasing  opportunities  for  mission  development,   and  pledged 
his  support  to  promote  the  mission  program  of  the  synod. 

Pastor  Johnson  informed  the  committee  that  the  effective  date  of 
the  Call  was  October  1,  1961. 

E  —  Re.     Funds  for  Publication  of  Biographical  Data  of  Ministers:  Rec- 
ommendations Nos.  5  and  6  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work 
were   referred   to   the   Executive   Committee   with   power   to   act:  (1961 
Minutes  of  Synod,  p.  327). 

Recommendation  No.  5:     "That  synod  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten 

thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)   to  cover  expenses  for  preparation  of 

material  for  the  biographical  history  proposed  for  publication  in 
1963." 

Recommendation  No.  5  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Recommendation  No.  G.  "That  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work 
be  authorized  to  secure  one  or  more  persons  to  prepare  such  mate- 
rial for  publication  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee. 

Recommendation  No.  6  was  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

II  —  Items  Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by  the  Mission  Committee: 

A  —  Andrews,  St.  Andrew's:     Approved  supply  salary  aid  for  Mr.  Fred 

Archer,  ministerial  student,  for  July  and  August,  1961,  as  follows: 

St.  Andrew's  to  pay  $200  per  month;  synod  to  pay  $50  per  month,  total 
salary,  $250  per  month. 

B  —  Asheville,  Skyland-Arden-Fletcher  Area:  Superintendent  Johnson  re- 
ported on  a  visit  to  this  field  and  his  meeting  with  interested  Luth- 
erans. He  further  reported  that  there  are  47  Lutheran  families  known 
to  be  living  in  the  area.  The  housing  development  in  this  area,  the 
potential  in  leadership  and  support,  the  number  of  prospective  sites, 
contribute  toward  the  early  beginning  of  services  in  this  field.  Ac- 
cording to  information  furnished,  the  field  has  been  approved  for  oc- 
cupancy by  the  Piedmont  Regional  Council. 

(1) — Approved  that  this  field  be  occupied  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
following  the  approval  of  Dr.  Karl  S.  Henry,  for  the  Board  of 
American  Missions. 

(2) — Approved  Call  for  mission  developer  by  the  Board  of  American 
Missions. 

(3) — Approved  salary  schedule  as  follows:  Board  of  American  Mis- 
sions to  pay  $5,100. 

(4) — Approved  grant  of  $40.00  per  month  to  the  mission  developer  for 
promotional  materials,  printing,  postage,  and  literature,  in  con- 
nection with  the  survey  and  service  work  in  this  area  and  that 
this  grant  begin  at  date  of  entrance  into  the  field  and  continue 
until  three  months  after  the  mission  group  begins  holding  services. 

(5) — Approved  purchase  of  church  building  site  and  parsonage  when 
desirable  property  and  housing  become  available,  and  that  synod 
furnish  the  interim  financing: 

C  —  Atlantic  Beach  —  Morehead  City: 

(1) — Approved  Seminarian  to  work  in  this  area  during  the  summer 
months  of  June,  July,  and  August,  1962,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Reverend  David  Nelson. 
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(2) — Approved  salary  of  $250  per  month  for  the  three  months'  period. 

(3) — Approved  purchase  of  25  New  Service  Book  and  Hymnals  for  use 
in  this  work. 

(4) — Approved  grant  of  $100  for  signs,  posters,  printing,  and  mailing 
in  this  work. 

(5) — Approved  that  all  offerings  received  during  Services  be  placed  in 
a  fund  for  future  developments  in  this  area  and  that  due  notice 
of  this  fact  be  included  in  the  Sunday  Bulletin  for  the  summer 
services. 

D  —  Boger  City,  Holy  Cross:     Approved  grant  of  $3,400  for  architectural 
services  for  this  congregation  to  satisfy  a  prior  committal  by  synod 
prior  to  enactment  of  present  policy  regarding  payments  for  architectural 
services. 

Mr.  E.  W.  Wagoner  informed  the  Committee  that  all  papers  from  the 
Board  of  American  Missions  had  been  cleared  for  the  construction  of 
the  first  unit  of  this  church.  The  Committee  authorized  the  signing  of 
contract  and  all  papers  and  documents  pertaining  to  the  construction  of 
this  building. 

E —  Boone,   Holy   Communion: 

(1) — Approved  Mr.  Clyde  Haas,  student  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  for 
supply  services  on  the  first  and  third  Sundays  of  each  month, 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Wade  Hook. 

(2) — Approved  salary  schedule,  effective  February  1,  1962,  as  follows: 
Holy  Communion  to  pay  $60.00  per  month,  and  Synod  to  pay  $50.00 
per  month,  total  $110.00  per  month. 

F  —  Brevard,  Good  Shepherd:  Quoting  from  the  Minutes  of  Synod, 
1959  1960,  1961,  Superintendent  Johnson  informed  the  Committee 
that  $25,000  was  expended  from  the  Home  Mission  items  of  the  synodical 
budget  —  $16,500  for  the  new  church  site,  and  $8,500  for  the  Fisher  prop- 
erty—  and  these  stated  amounts  from  the  Home  Mission  item  budget 
have  not  yet  been  executed  into  a  first  mortgage  with  the  Home  Mission 
foundation.  He  also  informed  the  Committee  that  $25,000  was  expended 
by  synod  for  the  construction  loan,  a  demand  note  from  the  Synod 
to  the  Home  Mission  Foundation.  In  view  of  the  above  conditions,  the 
following  recommendations  were  approved: 

1 — That  the  necessary  papers  be  executed  to  transfer  the  above  $50,000 
to  the  Congregation  of  Good  Shepherd,  Brevard. 

2 — That  the  $25,000  expended  for  Brevard  and  other  similar  situations 
in  past  years  (from  Mission  Budget  Item)  be  ingathered  as  soon 
as  possible  and  that  these  funds  be  used  to  discharge  prior  com- 
mittals that  were  obligated  during  the  time  the  above  funds  were 
expended. 

3 — That  the  following  items  of  prior  commital  be  paid  from  the  above 
funds  as  soon  as  they  are  available: 

(a)— Jacksonville,  Our  Saviour $10,000.00 

(b)— Boger  City,  Holy  Cross $  3,400.00 

Architect's  Fee 

(c) — Monroe,  St.  Luke's $  1,500.00 

Grant  during  construction  year 
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(d)— Lenoir,  St.  John's  -  St.  Mark's $     500.00 

Parsonage  expansion 

(e)— Lewisville,  Shilo  $     228.80 

Designer's  Fee 

(f)— Statesville,  Mt.  Hermon $     155.83 

Designer's  Fee 

4 — That  any  interest  that  may  have  accrued  on  these  prior  committals 
and  interim  financing  be  paid  from  the  above  recommended  funds. 

5 — That  the  balance  of  the  above  funds  (Item  2)  be  held  in  reserve 
to  meet  other  prior  committals  and  interim  financing  that  may  not 
be  included  in  the  above  Item  3. 

G  —  Burlington,  Messiah:  Approved  recommendation  that  the  Congre- 
gation be  allowed  to  dispose  of  approximately  4/5  acre  of  land 
at  the  opposite  end  of  the  property  from  Sellars  Mill  Road  and  that 
all  necessary  steps  including  the  purchase  of  lot  and  house,  develop- 
ment of  access,  and  disposition  of  property  be  authorized  and  con- 
summated by  the  synod  in  co-operation  with  the  Congregation. 

Superintendent  Johnson  called  this  a  "most  unusual  situation", 
and  presented  to  the  Committee  a  diagram  of  the  proposed  develop- 
ment of  this  property  for  disposition.  Superintendent  Johnson  described 
this  property  as  "undesirable"  for  the  Congregation,  and  said  that 
the  property  could  be  divided  into  a  sub-division  of  7  or  8  lots,  and 
felt  reasonably  sure  that  the  disposition  of  the  property  in  such  a 
manner  would  net  some  $5,000,  plus  a  parsonage  lot. 

H  —  Burlington,  St.  Paul's: 

(1) — Approved  Call  to  Theological  Student,  Gaither  Blackwelder,  as 
pastor  of  this  parish. 

(2) — Approved  salary  schedule,  as  follows:  Congregation  to  pay  $4,100, 
synod  to  pay  $400,  total,  $4,500. 

I  —  Charlotte,  Pineville  Area: 

(1) — Approved  purchase  by  synod  of  residence  at  1900  Edgewater  Drive, 
Charlotte,  at  cost  of  $19,000  to  be  used  as  parsonage  for  Pastor 
Claude  V.  Deal,  mission  developer  of  the  Pineville  Area.

(2) — Approved  salary  schedule,  effective  June  1,  1962,  as  follows:  Board 
of  American  Missions  to  pay  $4,200;  synod  to  pay  for  utilities, 
$360,  total,  $4,500. 

(3) — Approved  grant  of  $40.00  per  month  to  Mr.  Robert  Kepley  for  pro-

Festival  offerings,  according  to  Dr.  Misen- 
heimer, were  earmarked  for  baptismal  fonts  or  other  appropriate  fur- 
nishings  for   new   mission   churches. 

Dr.  Misenheimer  then  proceeded  to  offer  a  recommendation  of  a 
gift  of  $2,000  from  the  above  fund  in  view  of  the  plight  of  the  Kinston 
Church.  He  stated  that  in  view  of  the  rapid  transfer  of  families  by 
Dupont,  the  congregation  needs  financial  assistance.  "They  have  lost 
too  many  too  fast",  he  said,  "and  have  had  to  rebuild  the  congregation." 
"This  gift,"  he  continued,  "will  help  the  congregation  to  reach  its 
$7,500  budget,  of  which  $5,000  has  been  pledged  by  the  congregation."

AW  —  Re.  Synod's  Prior  Committals:  At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  held  January  3,  1962,  Superintendent  David  F.  Johnson 
outlined  the  immediate  needs  of  the  synod  relating  to  its  home  mis- 
sion program.  He  said  that  some  provision  should  be  made  to  satisfy 
the  "prior  committals"  by  the  synod,  since  only  $30,000.00  was  written 
into  the  1962  budget  for  home  mission  development  and  establishment.

He  also 
spoke  of  the  need  for  a  revolving  interim  financing  fund  which  would 
save  the  Synod  thousands  of  dollars  in  interest  money,  and  urged  the 
Committee  to  look  forward  to  designating  certain  funds  for  interim 
financing. 

The  Committee  voted  to  use  the  amount  over  and  above  $20,000.00 
from  the  Michael  Peeler  income  for  1961  toward  retiring  synod's  indebted- 
ness to  the  Home  Mission  Foundation.  The  estimated  amount  was  said 
to  be  approximately  $7,500.

V  —  Items  Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by  the  Building 
Committee  of  the  New  Lutheran  Church  House: 

A  —  Re.  Special  Progress  Report:  At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  held  September  18,  1961,  a  progress  report  of  the 
new  synodical  headquarters  building,  now  called  the  LUTHERAN 
CHURCH  HOUSE  —  North  Carolina  Synod,  was  presented  by  D.  Miles 
Aderholdt,  LL.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee. 

Dr.  Aderholdt  gave  reasons  for  using  terrazzo  in  the  chapel-confer- 
ence combination  room  instead  of  vinyl  or  carpet.  He  said  that  the 
terrazzo  is  more  practical  from  the  staindpoint  of  maintenance  and  use. 

Dr.  Aderholdt  said  that  according  to  the  contractor's  working  sched- 
ule the  building  should  be  completed  in  late  December,  1961. 

It  was  thought  advisable  that  a  progress  report  of  the  new  building 
be  sent  to  the  congregations  of  synod  in  late  September  or  early  Oc- 
tober, 1961,  informing  them  of  the  work  which  had  been  done,  the 
work  that  remained  to  be  done,  the  anticipated  date  of  completion  and 
occupancy,  the  status  of  the  building  fund,  including  the  congregation's 
quota  —  the  amount  paid  and  amount  due.  The  motion  prevailed  that 
such  a  report  be  prepared  and  distributed  to  the  congregations  of  synod. 

Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer,  Stewardship  Chairman,  and  Mr.  Charles 
S.  Heilig,  Treasurer,  were  instructed  to  prepare  the  statistical  data  for 
the  progress  report. 

B  —  Re.  Furnishings:  Dr.  Aderholdt  informed  the  Committee  that  a 
schedule  of  furnishings  had  been  submitted  by  Earle's  Office  Sup- 
plies, Salisbury,  N.  C,  and  said  that  the  officers  of  synod,  constituting 
a  sub-committee,  had  been  authorized  to  make  the  final  selections. 
He  said  that  it  was  advisable  to  see  the  furnishings  and  that  it  was  far 
more  feasible  for  a  sub-committee  to  see  them  and  make  the  final 
selections. 

Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer,  chairman  of  the  sub-committee,  reported 
on  a  trip  to  the  Paramount  Furniture  Company,  High  Point,  N.  C,  to 
look  over  the  furnishings  which  had  been  recommended  for  the  head- 
quarters building.  Dr.  Misenheimer  reported  that  a  few  changes  were 
made  in  the  choice  of  furnishings,  which  had  been  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  officers  of  synod,  and  that  an  order  had  been  placed  with 
the  Earle's  Office  Supplies,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  for  furnishings  and 
equipment.  He  further  said  that  the  furnishings  would  be  ready  by 
December. 
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C  —  Re.  Identification  Marker:  The  Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  a  member  of  the 
Building  Committee,   brought  a   drawing  from   Robert  L.   Clemmer, 
Architect,    showing    the    lettering    for    the    identification    marker    to    be 
fastened  to  the  blue  blaze  tile  base  at  the  entrance  of  the  drive. 

The  Building  Committee  had  selected  6"  letters  for  the  top  line 
and  4"  letters  for  the  second  line,  mounted  tightly  against  a  porcelain 
background  panel.  The  drawings  included  two  appropriate  symbols, 
which  the  Building  Committee  had  discussed  at  a  previous  meeting: 
namely,  Luther's  Coat  of  Arms;  and  the  new  LCA  emblem.  It  was 
stated  that  the  symbol  would  be  back  to  back,  a  two-faced  symbol  show- 
ing on  either  side  of  the  marker. 

Submitting  to  the  Committee  information  concerning  costs,  Pastor 
Yost  said  that  the  cost  of  the  sign,  including  symbol,  was  $415.00,  or 
some  $200.00  higher  than  the  contract  allowance  for  the  sign.  He 
informed  the  Committee  that  Luther's  Coat  of  Arms  was  $20.00  higher 
than  the  LCA  emblem.  The  symbol,  he  said,  would  be  of  the  flat 
enamel  type,  but  said  that  some  depth  giving  it  a  third  dimension 
might  be  more  attractive  and  desirable,  but  would  cost  an  extra 
$100.00.  The  symbol  would  project  some  2"  above  the  width  of  the 
porcelain  panel. 

The  motion  prevailed  that  the  symbol,  Luther's  Coat  of  Arms,  in 
the  third  dimension,  be  added  to  the  identification  marker. 

D  —  Re.  Plaques:  The  contract  included  an  item  of  $250.00  for  a  large 
plaque  containing  the  name  of  the  building  and  the  date  of  com- 
pletion. It  was  felt  that  perhaps  two  other  plaques  were  necessary 
as  memorials  to  Michael  Peeler  and  Clara  Sullivan  since  rooms  in  the 
building  will  be  dedicated  to  their  memories. 

A  Committee  on  Plaques  was  authorized,  and  President  Conrad 
appointed  the  following  committee:  The  Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  Chair- 
man, D.  Miles  Aderholdt,  LL.D.,  and  Professor  G.  R.  Patterson.  The 
committee  was  instructed  to  work  in  consultation  with  Architect  Robert 
L.  Clemmer. 

Re.  Plaque  for  President  Conrad:  The  Plaque  Committee  reported 
to  the  Executive  Committee  at  its  meeting,  held  December  11,  1961. 

The  Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Plaques 
for  the  new  Lutheran  Church  House,  presented  a  matter  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  for  the  Plaque  Committee.  Speaking  generally  on 
plaques  for  the  new  building,  Pastor  Yost  informed  the  Committee 
that  there  would  be  a  number  of  plaques  for  various  parts  of  the 
building,  namely,  a  plaque  right  inside  the  entrance  with  the  name 
of  the  building  and  date  of  construction  to  take  the  place  of  the  corner- 
stone; a  plaque  for  the  chapel  in  memory  of  Mr.  Michael  Peeler;  and 
door  plaques  for  various  rooms  in  the  building. 

Speaking  specifically  on  the  matter  at  hand,  Pastor  Yost  stated  that 
the  Committee  had  strong  feelings  that  some  part  of  the  building, 
preferably  the  Executive  Board  room,  should  be  designated  and  dedicated 
to  the  honor  of  the  Synod's  president,  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D.,  who 
has  served  the  Synod  as  its  president  since  1949.  He  further  stated 
that  the  Committee  felt  that  some  statement  of  Dr.  Conrad's  "zealous 
services"  should  be  prepared  for  the  plaque,  and  that  a  tinted  portrait 
of  Dr.  Conrad  be  also  placed  in  the  Executive  Board  room. 

A  motion  was  made,  and  unanimously  passed,  that  a  plaque  be 
prepared  and  placed  in  the  Executive  Board  room  in  honor  of  Dr.  F. 
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L.  Conrad,  and  in  recognition  of  his  services  to  the  synod,  and  that 
a  tinted  portrait  of  Dr.  Conrad  grace  the  room  to  be  dedicated  to  his 
honor. 

E  —  Re.  Name  of  New  Synod  Headquarters  Building:  A  motion  pre- 
vailed that  the  wording  on  the  proposed  identification  marker  for 
the  new  synod  building  be  changed  from  "LUTHERAN  HEADQUAR- 
TERS, N.  C.  Synod"  to  "LUTHERAN  CHURCH  HOUSE,  North  Carolina 
Synod". 

F  —  Re.  Grading  in  Front  of  the  Building:  Chairman  Aderholdt  stated 
that  he  had  talked  with  Landscape  Architect  James  B.  Godwin 
about  additional  grading  in  front  of  the  building,  since  the  building 
seemed  to  be  on  a  lower  level  than  the  committee  had  anticipated. 
Chairman  Aderholdt  reported  that  it  was  Mr.  Godwin's  judgment  that 
additional  grading  would  improve  the  looks  of  the  building  and  give 
it  a  more  prominent  view  from  Klumac  Road. 

The  cost  of  cutting  some  2x/2'  in  front  of  the  building,  topsoiling  and 
seeding  the  graded  area,  was  cited  at  $860.00.  Chairman  Aderholdt  as- 
sumed the  cost  of  the  additional  grading.  A  vote  of  appreciation  was 
given  to  Dr.  Aderholdt  for  his  generous  offer. 

At  a  later  meeting,  Chairman  Aderholdt  reported  that  some  1W 
of  grading  had  been  done  and  that  it  seemed  to  give  the  desired  effect. 

G  —  Re.    Installation  of  Vapor  Light:     The  Committe  authorized  the  in- 
stallation of  a  mercury  or  vapor  light  in  the  parking  area  behind 
the  building.    This  would   be  a  protection  against  prowlers  at  night. 

Mr.  Charles  Heilig,  a  member  of  the  Building  Committee,  was  in- 
structed to  confer  with  the  Duke  Power  Company  about  the  installation 
of  the  light. 

H  —  Re.    Insurance  for  New  Lutheran  Church  House:     President  Conrad 
presented   H.  E.   Isenhour,   LL.D.,  who  outlined  an   insurance  pro- 
gram for  the  new  Lutheran  Church  House  which  is  nearing  completion. 

Recommending  the  new  special  office  building  policy,  Dr.  Isenhour 
said  that  such  a  policy  woud  cover  the  insurance  needs,  as  follows:  fire 
and  extended  coverage;  liability,  with  optional  medical  coverage;  and 
optional  office  burglary  and  theft. 

Dr.  Isenhour  further  stated  that  a  "package  deal"  with  the  above 
coverages  would  be  quite  a  saving  to  the  synod. 

Following  a  round  of  discussion  on  all  phases  of  insurance  needs, 
the  following  insurance  program  was  adopted: 

That  the  following  amounts  be  put  in  force  upon  the  immediate 
release  of  the  new  Lutheran  Church  House  by  the  contractors,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  insurance  on  the  present  church  house,  at  115 
South  Ellis  Street,  be  cancelled  at  the  same  time: 

(1) — The  basic  80%  of  the  cost  of  the  building; 

(2)— The  basic  80%  of  the  contents  of  the  building,  up  to  $20,000; 
(3) — Comprehensive  liability  of  $50,000,  with  $1,000  medical  pay- 
ments; 
(4)— $3,000  on  office  equipment; 
(5) — $1,000  on  each  of  the  two  vault  doors; 
(6) — Sufficient  glass  coverage. 
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I  —  Re.    Sale  of   the   Ellis   Street   Church  House: 

(1) — Authorized  Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour  to  deliver  deed  and  collect  the 
sale  price  for  the  old  church  house,  located  at  115  South 
Ellis  Street. 

(2) — Authorized  the  Officers  of  Synod  to  proceed  with  the  consum- 
mation of  the  sale  of  the  Ellis  Street  headquarters  properties. 

(3) — Approved  that  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Ellis  Street 
headquarters  be  used  toward  the  construction  costs  of  the  new 
Lutheran  Church  House. 

J  —  Re.  Jcmitorial  Supplies  and  Services:  Dr.  Misenheimer  informed 
the  Committee  that  he  had  received  bids  from  several  janitorial 
supply  agents,  and  stated  further  that  some  provision  should  be  made 
for  janitorial  services  as  well  as  janitorial  supplies,  due  to  the  early 
occupancy  of  the  building,  and  asked  whether  these  matters  could  best 
be  handled  by  a  special  committee. 

Dr.  B.  S.  Brown  moved  that  these  matters  pertaining  to  janitorial 
supplies  and  services,  including  upkeep  of  the  grounds,  be  referred 
to  the  Property  Committee  for  investigation  and  study,  and  that  the 
Property  Committee  report  its  findings  and  recommendations  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  final  disposition  of  these  matters. 

The  motion  by  Dr.  Brown  was  approved,  and  the  Property  Com- 
mittee was  instructed  and  empowered  to  act  in  caring  for  the  immediate 
needs  of  the  building  until  the  findings  and  recommendations  of  the 
Property  Committee  were  made  known  to  the  Executive  Committee  at 
a  later  meeting. 

K  —  Re.  Acceptance  of  the  Building:  The  Building  Committee  met  on 
January  17,  1962  to  inspect  the  building.  Present  for  the  meeting 
in  addition  to  the  members  of  the  Building  Committee  were:  Robert  L. 
Clemmer,  Architect,  B.  B.  Cloninger,  inspector  for  Clemmer  and  Hor- 
ton,  Wallace  Davis,  consulting  engineer,  J.  R.  Lingle,  general  foreman 
on  the  job,  Kenneth  Wagoner,  of  the  Wagoner  Construction  Company, 
general  contractor,  Bill  Cohen,  of  the  Cohen  Sheet  Metal  Works,  Hugh 
W.  Bost,  of  the  Rockwell  Radio  and  Electric  Company,  and  Lester  J. 
Brwon,  of  the  Lester  J.  Brown  Nursery. 

Although  the  building  was  not  completely  finished,  it  was  far 
enough  along  for  the  contractors  to  release  the  building  to  the  synod. 
A  general  contractor's  check  list  was  compiled  from  inspections  on  Janu- 
ary 12  by  the  Architect,  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  committee  on 
January  17. 

The  Building  Committee  voted  to  accept  the  building,  subject  to 
the  completion  of  all  items  listed  on  the  master  check  list,  and  to  the 
conditions  and  provisions  of  the  general  contract  covering  the  warranty 
period. 

The  officers  of  the  synod  moved  into  the  building  on  January 
19,  1962. 

A  consecration  service  will  be  held  in  early  spring,  the  time  to 
be  announced  later. 

Members  of  the  Building  Committee  are:  D.  Miles  Aderholdt, 
LL.D.,  Chairman,  the  Rev.  George  W.  Lingle,  the  Rev.  Claude  V.  Deal, 
the  Rev.  John  L.  Yost,  Jr.,  Mr.  Charles  S.  Heilig,  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad, 
Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer,  and  the  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly,  Secretary. 
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VI  — Items  Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by  the  Committee  on 
College  and,  University  Work: 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  College  and  University  Student 
Work  was  presented  as  follows: 

A  —  The  committee  adopted  the  following  requests  for  funds  for  1963 
to  be  presented  to  the  synod  in  connection  with  the  adoption  of 
its  budget:

Durham $  2,000.00 

Greenville  $  1,500.00

B  — Action  was  taken  by  the  committee  as  follows: 

First,  Whereas,  the  congregation  at  Chapel  Hill  is  in  need  of 
additional  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  the  congregation  has  proposed  as  a  first  step  in  a  realiza- 
tion of  these  needs  the  remodeling  of  the  present  parsonage  as  a 
student  center  and  the  purchase  of  a  new  parsonage,  and 

Whereas,  the  Division  of  College  and  University  Work  of  the  Na- 
tional Lutheran  Council  is  in  the  position  to  allocate  $20,000  from 
the  third  phase  of  the  Student  Center  Fund,  and 

Whereas,  the  $20,000.00  allocated  is  based  on  the  assumption  that 
forty  percent  (40%)  of  the  amount  will  be  provided  in  the  territory 
where  the  institution  is  located, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  North  Carolina  Synod  give  its 
approval  to  this  allocation  and  commit  itself  to  providing  its  share 
of  the  $20,000.00. 

C  —  The  Rev.  Terry  Agner  presented  a  summary  of  the  situation  as 
it  is  developing  at  Greenville  and  of  the  student  work  in  connection 
with  East  Carolina  College.  He  reported  that  plans  are  almost  com- 
plete for  the  first  unit,  estimated  to  cost,  $68,000.00.  Of  this  amount, 
$27,000.00  will  be  available  from  the  Home  Mission  Foundation;  $23,- 
000.00  from  the  Board  of  American  Missions;  and  the  congregation  has 
pledged  $18,000.00.  Pastor  Agner  pointed  out  that  there  were  seventy- 
five  (75)  Lutheran  students  at  E.  C.  C.  this  year  and  that  129  individuals 
of  his  congregation  are  college  related.  He  also  pointed  out  that  ad- 
ditional seating  capacity  for  the  first  unit  of  the  worship  area  was 
included  in  order  that  this  additional  responsibility  to  the  students 
might  be  met.  After  lengthy  discussions,  the  committee  took  the  fol- 
lowing action:     That  synod  be  requested  to  grant  $10,000.00  from  funds 
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earmarked    for    Home    Missions    in    the    synod    to    provide    additional 
facilities  for  student  work  at  Greenville. 

D  —  A  motion  was  made  that  we  request  the  North  Carolina  Synod 

to  schedule  a  capital  funds  campaign  for  $500,000.00  in  1964  for 

student  ministry  facilities  on  non-Lutheran  campuses  in  North  Carolina.

Committee  on  College  and  University  Work 

The  report  was  supplemented  by  remarks  from  Mr.  Alfred  M. 
Brown,  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  College  and  University  Work, 
and  answered  questions  which  were  asked  by  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  concerning  the  recommendations. 

Mr.  Brown  informed  the  Committee  that  according  to  word  from 
Dr.  Henry  A.  Hetland,  Executive  Secretary,  Division  of  College  and 
University  Work  of  the  National  Lutheran  Council,  three  field  men  were 
being  added  to  the  staff,  and  that  one  of  these  field  representatives 
would  be  working  in  the  Durham-Raleigh  area,  and  that  he  would 
be  in  the  field  by  July  of  the  current  year. 

The  Committee  was  also  informed  that  there  are  approximately 
1,300  Lutheran  students  in  non-Lutheran  institutions  in  North  Carolina. 

Asked  how  the  committee  arrived  at  $500,000.00  and  what  it  would 
be  used  for,  Mr.  Brown  said  that  it  was  not  a  figure  pulled  out  of 
the  air  but  based  on  anticipated  needs  at  the  leading  educational 
centers,  and  that  it  would  be  used  to  add  student  centers  and  to 
enlarge  present  facilities,  but  no  staff  workers. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  we  must  be  realistic  in  the  fact  that  Luth- 
eran students  are  going  and  will  continue  to  go  to  non-Lutheran 
schools,  and  that  the  church  should  provide  a  ministry  commensurate 
to  their  needs. 

Regarding  the  date  for  the  appeal,  it  was  felt  that  due  to  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  appeal  scheduled  for  1963,  it  would  be  ill  timing 
to  call  for  the  appeal  in  1964.  Pastor  Paul  Morgan  expressed  his 
feeling  that  there  would  be  a  more  favorable  response  if  the  appeal 
was  presented  in  1965. 

Mr.  Brown  felt  strongly  that  the  appeal  should  be  presented  to 
synod  before  the  old  synod  dies  to  get  it  into  the  thinking  of  the  synod, 
even  though  it  would  have  to  be  renewed  when  the  new  synod  is 
formed  under  the  LCA  set  up,  and  that  the  Committee  on  College 
and  University  Work  would  be  in  a  position  to  present  the  challenge  at 
the  Convention  of  Synod  this  year. 

Action  was  taken  on  the  above  recommendations  as  follows: 

Recommendation  A  was  adopted. 

Recommendations  B  and  C  were  referred  to  the  Mission  Committee 
for  study  and  action. 

Recommendation  D  was  amended  to  read  "in  1965"  instead  of 
"in  1964". 

Recommendation  D  was  adopted  as  amended,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  Committee  of  College  and  University  Work  would  present 
the  challenge  of  the  appeal  to  the  synod. 
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VII  —  Item  Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by  the 

Conference  Presidents: 

With  the  aid  of  a  map,  Dr.  Misenheimer  showed  the  boundaries  for 
the  proposed  districts  of  synod.  The  six  districts  proposed  for  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  are  as  follows:  Central,  with  37  congregations;  Eastern, 
with  16  congregations;  Northern,  with  36  congregations;  Northwestern, 
with  38  congregations;  Southern,  with  31  congregations;  and  Southwes- 
tern, with  31  congregations. 

The  matter  of  the  districts  was  presented  at  each  of  the  Conference 
meetings.  Referring  to  the  discussions  at  some  of  the  meetings,  Pastor 
Claude  Deal  asked  whether  the  requests  from  certain  congregations 
are  to  be  honored. 

It  was  felt  that  Montgomery  and  Richmond  Counties  should  be  a 
part  of  the  Southern  District,  which  would  bring  St.  Paul's,  Hamlet,  into 
the  same  District. 

Motion:  A  motion  prevailed  that  the  District  boundaries  as  recom- 
mended by  the  Conference  Presidents  be  approved,  with 
the  amendment  that  Montgomery  and  Richmond  Counties 
be  included  in  the  Southern  District,  and  that  this  division 
of  districts  be  recommended  to  the  synod  for  approval. 

The  Recommendation  was  adopted  as  amended. 

In  a  consideration  of  the  recommendation  it  was  felt  that  the  aux- 
iliaries should  conform  to  the  district  boundaries  of  the  synod,  with 
the  privilege  of  sub-dividing  for  meeting  purposes. 

VIII  —  Items  Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by  the  Committee  on 

Group  Insurance: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  held  March  8,  1962,  the 
Rev.  Walter  N.  Yount,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance, 
presented  a  check  from  the  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Virginia  in 
the  amount  of  $5,517.78,  accruing  from  cash  dividends  and  premium 
reductions. 

Chairman  Yount  then  proceeded  to  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendations for  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GROUP  INSURANCE 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance  held  February 
20,  1962,  the  following  recommendations  were  approved: 

A  —  That  the  dividend  check  in  the  amount  of  $5,517.78  received  from 
The  Life  Insurance  Company  of  Virginia  be  placed  in  a  reserve 
fund  designated  for  "Group  Insurance"  and  be  held  against  any  pos- 
sible unfavorable  developments  in  the  future. 

B  —  That  due  to  the  fact  that  a  church-wide  insurance  program  for 
pastors  and  lay  workers  will  be  offered  sometime  following  the 
formation  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  and  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  do  not  know  what  this  will  be  nor  when  we  as  a  synod  may 
become  a  part  of  it,  and  since  the  administration  of  the  Group  Insur- 
ance Plan  demands  a  working  knowledge  of  insurance  matters,  and 
since  the  setting  up  of  a  system  for  handling  of  claims  and  adminis- 
tering the  plan  would  be  expensive  and  likely  temporary,  we  recom-

mend  that  the  administration  of  our  Group  Insurance  be  continued  in 
the  hands  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  instead  of  placing  it  in 
the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  as  recommended  by  the  chairman 
of  the  Auditing  Committee  at  the  1961  Convention  of  Synod.

Speaking  to  Recommendation  No.  1,  Chairman  Yount  said  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  divide  up  the  dividend  check  since  so  many 
pastors  and  congregations  were  involved,  that  if  put  into  a  reserve 
fund  it  could  be  designated  for  use  later  when  insurance  matters  in 
the  new  LCA  were  more  sure  and  certain,  and  therefore  felt  that  a 
quick  disposition  of  the  fund  would  be  unwise. 

It  was  agreed  that  since  so  many  persons  and  congregations  are 
involved,  the  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  synod  for  instructions 
on  final  disposition  of  the  check. 

At  the  request  of  President  Conrad,  Chairman  Walter  Yount  was 
dismissed  for  consideration  of  a  personal  matter.  President  Conrad 
paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  Pastor  Yount  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Group  Insurance,  and  stated  that  the  rebate  check  is  largely  due 
to  his  untiring  efforts,  and  that  he  deserves  much  credit  for  the  bene- 
fits which  the  synod  now  receives  from  the  insurance  plan,  and  that 
in  light  of  these  evidences  of  fine  and  faithful  services  felt  that  it 
would  be  in  order  to  consider  an  honorarium  for  Chairman  Yount  from 
the  dividend  check. 

Motion:  A  motion  was  made  that  the  Executive  Committee  re- 
ceive the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance,  and 
recommended  to  the  synod  that  $500.00  of  the  dividend 
check  of  $5,517.78  be  designated  as  an  honorarium  to 
Chairman  Walter  N.  Yount  for  past  performances  and  in- 
cluding the  current  year  (1962),  and  that  the  remaining 
portion  of  $5,017.78  be  held  in  a  reserve  fund  pending 
further  action  by  the  synod.     The  motion  prevailed. 

Speaking  to  Recommendation  No.  2,  of  the  committee's  report, 
Chairman  Yount  felt  that  it  would  be  rather  foolish  to  set  up  a  new 
system  for  handling  claims  for  some  six  or  eight  months,  or  until  the 
new  LCA  insurance  program  goes  into  effect. 

Recommendation  B  was  adopted  with  the  understanding  that  the 
present  method  of  administration  of  the  insurance  program  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance  be  only  temporary, 
since  this  is  a  reversal  of  the  action  taken  by  the  1961  Convention 
authorizing  the  administration  of  the  insurance  program  as  a  part  of 
the  treasurer's  office  in  the  new  Lutheran  Church  House. 

IX  —  Items  Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  by 
the  Stewardship  Committee: 

A  —  Re.    Special  Effort  for  Dowry  Gift: 

The   Rev.   Ernest   Misenheimer,   D.D.,   presented  the   Resolution  re- 
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garding  the  special  effort  for  the  Dowry  Gift  from  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  United  Lutheran  Church,  as  follows: 

(1) — "That  the  Executive  Board  authorize  the  Stewardship  Department 
to  undertake  a  special  effort  to  deepen  the  sense  of  involvment  of 
church  members  in  merger  proceedings  and  to  make  arrangements, 
in  behalf  of  the  "Dowry  Gift"  portion  of  the  1962  ULCA  Budget, 
for  a  church-wide  offering  to  provide  the  new  Lutheran  Church 
in  America  with  needed  working  capital  to  enable  it  to  meet  new 
responsibilities  and  opportunities  from  a  position  of  strength  and 
confidence." 

Features  of  the  effort  shall  be: 

(a) — Distribution  of  inspirational  and  informational  materials 
for  use  in  congregations  during  the  months  of  June  and  July. 

(b) — Distribution  of  "Dowry  Gift"  offering  envelopes  and  other 
necessary  printed  helps  for  a  special  day  of  giving,  Trinity 
Sunday,  June  17.  A  suggestion  will  be  made  to  church  mem- 
bers that  they  contribute  a  sum  equal  at  least  to  their  regu- 
lar Sunday  giving.  In  order  to  be  faithful  to  the  intentions 
of  the  givers,  synods  are  requested  to  designate  the  receipts 
of  the  special  offering  for  the  purpose  of  the  "Dowry  Gift". 

(2) — That  the  ULCA  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  open  a  "Dowry  Gift" 
account  in  which  designated  receipts  shall  be  placed  and  to  which 
shall  be  added  the  excess  over  100%  of  the  ULCA  apportionment 
receipts  which  are  applicable  to  the  budget. 

(3) — That  provision  be  made  by  the  Executive  Board  at  its  next  meeting 
for  the  financing  of  this  undertaking. 

Dr.  Misenheimer  proceedsd  to  give  an  explanation  of  the  Dowry 
Gift  as  follows: 

ULCA  Core  Budget  $13,212,800,     Synod's  part  is  $406,020 

Dowry  Gift  added  2,642,560,    Synod's  part  is      81,204 

TOTAL $15,855,360,    Synod's  part  is  $487,224 

The  Dowry  Gift  provided  for  the  following: 
(a)— Carry  over  from  1962-1963 

(b) — Emergency  and  Venture  funds  for  allocations  commission 
(c) — Financing  of  Church  Wide  Program  or  campaign 
(d) — Retirement  of  $300,000  ULCA  indebtedness  on  inter-church  cen- 
ter in  New  York 
In  view  of  the  above  Resolution,  the  Executive  Committee  approved 
the  following  recommendation  of  the  Stewardship  Committee: 

"That  the  Stewardship  Committee  go  on  record  favoring  the  action 
of  the  ULCA  Stewardship  Department  in  asking  the  congregations 
of  the  ULCA  to  receive  a  special  offering  for  the  Dowry  Gift  on 
Trinity  Sunday,  June  17,  1962,  and  that  the  Stewardship  Committee 
recommend  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Synod  that  N.  C. 
Congregations  be  encouraged  to  participate  in  this  special  effort 
on  June  17  and  that  this  offering  be  designated  for  the  "Dowry  Gift", 
to  be  over  and  above  the  regular  $406,020  ULCA  apportionment." 

B  —  Re.    Amount  of  Carry  Over: 

Approved  that  a  cash  balance  of  $5,000  be  retained  as  a  carry  over 
into  1962  and  that  all  additional  funds  (excluding  miscellaneous  and 
specials)  in  the  N.  C.  Synod  treasury  be  applied  to  synod's  U.  L.  C.  A. 
Apportionment  for  1961. 
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X  —  Items  of  Miscellaneous  Character: 

A  —  Dates  of  1962  Convention: 

Approved  May  7,  8,  9,  and  10,  1962  as  the  dates  for  the  1962  Conven- 
tion of  Synod.  By  previous  action,  the  synod  will  meet  at  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Salisbury. 

B  —  Re.    Program  and  Provisional  Order  of  Business: 

Approved  Program  and  Provisional  Order  of  Business  for  the  1962 
Convention  of  Synod  as  printed  in  the  Pre- Convention  Bulletin. 

C  —  Re.     Publication  of  Paper  Prepared  by  Dr.  Wade  Hook: 

Approved  appointment  of  a  committee  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  publishing  a  paper  prepared  and  read  by  Dr.  Wade  Hook  on  "The 
Church's  Social  Responsibility"  at  the  spring  conference  meetings.  This 
action  was  precipitated  by  memorials  from  each  of  the  conferences 
requesting  that  the  Executive  Committee  investigate  the  possibility 
of  publishing  the  paper.  The  following  committee  was  appointed:  The 
Rev.  B.  S.  Brown,  D.D.,  The  Rev.  Paul  L.  Morgan,  and  Mr.  Charles  S. 
Heilig.  The  committee  is  to  explore  the  possibility  of  the  paper's  pub- 
lication with  the  Board  of  Social  Missions. 

D  —  Re.    Office  Equipment  for  Church  House: 

(1) — Off -set  Printing  Equipment: 

Approved  purchase  of  off-set  printing  equipment  totaling  $1,500 
and  a  photocopier  at  cost  of  $225  for  the  new  Church  House  as  a 
part  of  the  furishings  to  be  paid  for  from  the  Headquarters  Ap- 
peal Funds. 

(2) — Office  Typewriter: 

Approved  trading  one  of  synod's  office  typewriters  at  a  cost  of 
$179.47,  and  instructed  the  Property  Committee  to  handle  the  trade. 

(3) — Envelope  Sealer  and  Postage  Meter: 

Approved  purchase  of  an  envelope  sealer  at  a  cost  of  $210.00, 
and  a  postage  meter  at  a  rental  of  $86.00  per  year. 

E  —  Re.     Camera  for  Mission  Superintendent: 

Authorized  the  purchase  of  a  Poloroid  Camera  for  the  Superintendent 
of  North  Carolina  Missions  and  synodical  use.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
the  Board  requires  pictures  of  church  sites  and  parsonages. 

F  —  Re.     Expenses  for  Various  Causes: 

(1) — Re.     Committee  Expenses: 

The  question  was  raised  about  committee  expenses,  referring  spe- 
cifically to  members  of  committees  who  had  some  distance  to  travel 
to  attend  meetings.  It  was  pointed  out  that  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  synod  to  defray  expenses  of  any  member  of  any 
committee  engaged  in  synodical  work  in  the  amount  of  6c  per 
mile,  plus  other  travel  expenses  incurred  in  attending  meetings. 

A  motion  carried  that  the  present  practice  of  defraying  expenses  of 
synodical  committee  be  re-affirmed,  with  the  amendment  that 
such  expenses  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  synod  within  sixty 
days  after  they  have  been  incurred. 

(2) — Re.     Expense  Accounts  from  Board  Funds: 

Voted  to  direct  Boards,  Committees,  and  Agencies  of  the  Synod  to 
handle  expense  accounts  from  funds  allocated  to  them. 
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(3) — Re.     Expenses  of  Committee  on  Rural  Work: 

Approved  expenses  in  amount  of  $100.00  for  Committee  on  Rural 
Work  to  attend  Conference  at  Blue  Ridge,  Black  Mountain,  N.  C, 
May  15-17,  1961. 

(4) — Re.    Travel  Expenses  for  Pastor  Claude  V.  Deal: 

Approved  travel  expenses  in  amount  of  $86.66  for  Pastor  Claude 
V.  Deal,  who  was  flown  to  New  York  for  an  interview  with  the 
Board  of  American  Missions  relative  to  doing  mission  work  in 
the  Starmount  Area  of  Charlotte. 

(5) — Re.    Expenses  of  Luther  League  Delegates  to  Merger  Convention: 

Approved  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Luther  League 
of  North  Carolina  for  grant  in  amount  of  $1,000  to  defray  approxi- 
mately one-half  of  expenses  of  N.  C.  Luther  League  delegation 
(11  delegates)  to  merger  convention,  to  be  held  in  August,  1962, 
in  San  Francisco,  California. 

(6) — Re.     Washington  Institute: 

Approved  payment  of  expenses  for  the  Rev.  George  T.  Moore,  Chair- 
man of  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Conrad, 
D.D.,  for  the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education,  to  attend  Wash- 
ington Conferences  which  were  held  November  8-10,  1961,  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. 

(7) — Re.     Expense  Allowance  for  ULCA  and  LCA  Delegates: 

Approved  a  flat  expense  allowance  of  $150.00  per  delegate  to  ULCA 
and  LCA  Conventions. 

G  —  Re.     Ordination  Services:

Mark's  Church,  Charlotte,  for  the  1962  Ordination  Service  in  favor 
of  an  invitation  extended  by  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  in  behalf 
of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Hickory,  N.  C. 
June  17,  1962,  at  3:30  o'clock  was  set  for  the  Ordination  Service.

Accepted  invitation  from  Bethany  Church,  Hickory,  to  hold  1963 
Ordination  Service  in  this  church,  the  Rev.  G.  Dwight  Conrad, 
pastor.

I  —  Re.     Richland  Church  Cemetery  Fund: 

Negotiations  with  Mr.  Troy  Smith,  Trustee  of  the  Richland  Church 
Cemetery  Fund,  resulted  in  a  transfer  of  the  said  Fund  to  the  synod 
for  maintenance  of  the  cemetery,  the  purpose  for  which  the  fund  was 
set  up. 

The  Richland  Church  was  one  of  the  three  churches  in  the  Liberty 
parish  which  has  not  functioned  for  some  ten  or  twelve  years.    Presi- 
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dent  Conrad  reported  that  the  property,  with  a  building  on  it,  has  gone 
down,  that  encroachments  have  been  made  upon  it,  and  that  the  ceme- 
tery needed  cleaning.  The  Executive  Committee  authorized  payment 
for  cleaning  the  cemetery. 

Reading  from  the  Deed,  there  were  two  grants  of  land  from  the 
State  to  the  church,  and  possibly  a  third  grant.  Some  12  acres  were 
sold  years  ago,  leaving  approximately  5%  acres  in  the  present  tract. 

The  Cemetery  Fund  transferred  to  the  synod  was  in  the  amount  of 
$949.30.  It  was  not  certain  as  to  the  amount  of  the  corpus  or  the 
amount  of  accumulated  interest.  It  was  felt  that  only  the  interest 
should  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  cemetery  unless  the  interest 
was  insufficient  for  this  purpose.  It  was  felt  that  it  would  be  advisable 
to  put  the  corpus  on  deposit  and  have  the  interest  sent  to  the  synod. 
President  Conrad  reported  later  that  $200  had  been  added  to  the  corpus 
of  this  Fund. 

J  —  Elections:

The  Rev.  Claude  V.  Deal  was  elected  to  the  Executive  Committee 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Rev.  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  who 
resigned  from  the  Executive  Committee  in  order  to  remain  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

(2) — Lenoir  Rhyne  College  (Board  of  Trustees): 

Malcolm  M.  Palmer,  LL.D.,  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Chauncey  Bly, 
M.  D.,  Ph.D.,  who  was  elected  president  of  Thiel  College,  Greenville, 
Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  J.  White  Iddings,  D.D.,  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  filling  the  vacancy  created  by  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Ray  R.  Fisher,  D.D.,  who  chose  to  remain 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lutheran  Theological  Southern 
Seminary. 

Mr.  J.  Frank  Lipe,  of  Landis,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Hickory,  N.  C,  to  fill  the  un- 
expired term  of  Malcolm  M.  Palmer,  LL.D.,  who  resigned  upon 
election  by  the  Executive  Committee  on  May  8,  1961.  The  election 
of  Mr.  Lipe  was  for  the  unexpired  term  of  Chauncey  Bly,  M.  D.,  Ph.D., 
whose  resignation  became  necessary  in  assuming  the  presidency 
of  Thiel  College,   Greenville,  Pennsylvania. 

Mr.  Herbert  N.  Thomas,  member  of  Augsburg  Church,  Winston- 
Salem,  was  elected  to  the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  filling  the  vacancy  left  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Joe  Lineberger,  with  term  expiring  with  the  1962  Convention. 

(3) — Lowman  Home  (Board  of  Trustees): 

The  Rev.  George  T.  Moore  was  elected  to  the  membership  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lowman  Home  to  fill  the  vacancy  created 
by  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Fisher,  Jr.  upon  moving  to  the  South  Carolina 
Synod,  with  term  expiring  with  the  1963  Convention  of  Synod.

Mr.  Wallace  W.  Gee,  a  member  of  Macedonia  Church,  Burlington, 
was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran 
Homes  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Attorney  B.  S.  Brown,  Jr., 
who  resigned  from  the  Board  to  accept  his  election  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Synod. 

(6) — Mission  Committee: 

Harry  Faggart,  Jr.,  Charlotte  Attorney,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Mission  Committee  of  Synod  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
Mr.  Joe  C.  Ridenhour,  who  resigned  from  the  Committee  due  to 
other  pressing  duties. 

The  Rev.  M.  R.  Farris,  pastor  of  First  Church,  Lexington,  was  elected 
to  the  membership  of  the  Mission  Committee  filling  the  vacancy 
due  to  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  as  Superin- 
tendent of  North  Carolina  Missions. 

(7) — Committee  on  Ministerial  Education: 

The  Rev.  S.  W.  Hahn,  D.D.,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Ministerial  Education  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Rev, 
John  K.  Lasley,  who  resigned  in  order  to  retain  his  membership 
on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes. 

(8) — Investments  Committee: 

D.  Miles  Aderholdt,  LL.D.   and  Mr.  Ray  W.  Cline  were  re-elected 

to  the  membership  of  the  Investments  Committee. 

NOTE:     All  terms  will  expire  in  1962  when  the  North  Carolina  Synod 

will   be    constituted   a    part   of   the   Lutheran   Church   in 

America. 

K  —  Re.    Luther  League  Constitution: 

President  F.  L.  Conrad  stated  that  the  Luther  League  had  asked 
permission  to  present  certain  constitutional  matters  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  but  felt  that  it  was  preferable  to  refer  such  matters  to  a 
committee  for  study.  President  Conrad  referred  the  matter  to  the 
original  committee  that  was  named  to  work  with  the  Luther  League 
of  North  Carolina  relative  to  its  relationship  to  the  United  Christian 
Youth  Movement  of  North  Carolina,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Claude  V. 
Deal  and  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar.  (See  1958  Minutes,  Item  XIII-B, 
page  103). 

L  —  Re.     Special  Motion: 

A  motion  carried  that  the  Officers  of  the  Synod  be  authorized  to 
execute  such  instruments  as  are  necessary  to  release  the  property  at 
Hickory  conveyed  to  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  by  the  synod  from 
the  condition  relating  to  the  letting  of  contracts  prior  to  April  1,  1961, 
as  stipulated  by  the  donar. 

M  —  Re.    Selection  of  Auditor: 

The  matter  of  selecting  an  auditor  was  considered  seriously  by 
the  Committee.  It  was  felt  that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the 
synod  for  the  Executive  Committee  to  appoint  the  auditor  which  would 
audit  the  treasurer's  books  and  possibly  the  records  of  other  organiza- 
tions   of   the   synod.    At    least   this   presented    itself   as   a   possibility. 
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It  was  pointed  out  that  Sherrill  and  Smith,  of  Salisbury,  N.  C,  succes- 
sors to  Frank  P.  Buck  Company,  had  done  the  auditing  for  some  twenty 
years  or  more. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  Executive  Committee  appoint  the 
auditor.    The  firm  of  Sherrill  and  Smith,  of  Salisbury,  N.  C,  was  approved. 

N  —  Re.    Letter  from  Henry  F.  Lineberger: 

President  Conrad  read  a  letter  from  Henry  F.  Lineberger  demitting 
the  Lutheran  Ministry,  and  requesting  that  this  withdrawal  from  the 
Synod  be  approved. 

Mr.  Lineberger's  request  was  granted,  and  the  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  remove  his  name  from  the  clerical  roll  of  the  Synod. 

XI  —  Joint  Meeting  with  Executive  Committee  of  U.  L.  C.  M.: 

The  annual  Joint  Dinner  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  Men  of  North 
Carolina  was  held  January  3,  1962,  at  6:30  o'clock,  at  the  Yadkin  Hotel, 
Salisbury,  N.  C. 

The  Rev.  B.  S.  Brown,  D.D.,  offered  the  Invocation. 

Following  the  dinner,  President  F.  L.  Conrad  stated  the  purpose 
of  the  meeting,  namely,  to  elect  a  director  to  the  Home  Mission  Founda- 
tion, as  set  forth  in  the  Charter  of  the  Foundation.  (For  full  information 
of  the  Charter,  see  1953  Minutes  of  Synod,  pages  91-96). 

The  Foundation  has  twelve  directors,  and  two  ex-officio  members, 
namely,  the  President  of  Synod  and  the  President  of  the  ULCM.  One 
director  is  elected  each  year,  since  the  term  of  one  director  expires  each 
year.  The  term  is  for  twelve  years.  This  year,  it  was  Mr.  Robert  R. 
Isenhour,  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  whose  term  expired. 

Mr.  Isenhour  was  one  of  the  original  directors,  elected  in  1953, 
and  served  a  term  of  eight  years.  Mr.  Isenhour  requested  that  he  be 
not  considered  for  renomination. 

Quizzed  on  the  purpose  of  the  Foundation  by  President  Conrad, 
Mr.  Joe  Ridenhour  answered  by  saying  that  the  purpose  of  the  Founda- 
tion is  to  "safeguard  and  administer  home  mission  funds".  "It  was 
chartered  in  1953  as  a  non-profit  organization  and  approved  by  both 
the  Synod  and  the  Brotherhood."  He  further  stated  that  the  Founda- 
tion has  $400,000  out  on  loans,  and  made  reference  to  the  estate  of 
Mr.  Hillary  Fry  of  something  over  $100,000  which  will  soon  come  into 
the  possession  of  the  Foundation.  Mr.  Ridenhour  concluded  by  saying 
that  under  the  Charter  the  Foundation  is  authorized  to  handle 
bequests  for  educational  and  religious  purposes,  and  other  designated 
funds,  but  that  all  the  money  so  far  has  been  designated  for  home 
missions. 

Mr.  Ridenhour  presented  the  nominations  from  the  Foundation 
as  follows: 

Mr.  Wallace   Gee,   Burlington 

Mr.  Ike  Kearney,  Lexington 

Mr.  W.  M.  Lockrow,  Winston-Salem 

Mr.  Ridenhour  said  that  the  nominations  were  all  from  the  Northern 
Conference,  since  Mr.  Isenhour,  the  retiring  director,  hailed  from  that 
Conference. 
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The  nominees  were  properly  introduced:  Mr.  Wallace  Gee,  by 
the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson;  Mr.  Ike  H.  Kearney,  by  Mr.  Ridenhour;  and 
Mr.  W.  R.  Lockrow,  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad. 

The  ballots  were  distributed. 

Mr.  Wallace  Gee  was  declared  elected  a  director  of  the  Home  Mis- 
sion Foundation  for  a  term  of  12  years. 

President  Conrad  presented  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  Superin- 
tendent of  North  Carolina  Missions,  who  gave  a  running  resume  of  the 
mission  activities  and  opportunities  in  the  synod. 

Superintendent  Johnson  said  that  five  first  unit  buildings  should  be 
constructed  during  1962,  and  that  $125,000  would  be  needed  for  first 
mortgages.  He  also  stated  that  both  Committees  had  approved  appli- 
cations to  the  Piedmont  Regional  Committee  of  the  National  Lutheran 
Council  for  green  lights  into  twelve  new  fields.  He  spoke  of  the  need 
for  $800,000  in  the  revolving  fund. 

The  Joint  Committee  adjourned  for  separate  meetings: 

XII  —  Items  of  Information: 

A  —  Re.  Nominations  for  LCA  Elections:  Attorney  B.  S.  Brown,  Jr.  called 
the  Committee's  attention  to  the  deadline  date,  July  1,  1961,  ac- 
cording to  information  secured  from  The  Lutheran,  May  3,  1961,  p.  48, 
for  nominations  for  elections  at  the  constituting  convention  of  the 
Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

A  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  delegation  was  held  on 
May  30,  1961,  at  the  Old  Church  House,  at  115  South  Ellis  Street,  Salis- 
bury, N.  C,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  suggestions  for  nominations 
for  LCA  elections.  A  list  of  suggested  nominations,  including  bio- 
graphical data  for  each  suggested  nominee,  was  submitted  by  Secretary 
Lyerly  to  Dr.  George  F.  Harkins,  Secretary  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church. 

B  —  Re.  Estimated  Gifts  for  Income  Tax  Returns:  President  Conrad 
informed  the  Committee  about  certain  tax  authorities  not  allowing 
for  estimated  Sunday  School  gifts  for  income  tax  returns.  "Consequent- 
ly", he  said,  "we  are  losing  contributions  from  the  Sunday  School."  He 
stated  that  he  had  written  Congressman  Hugh  Alexander  about  this 
concern,  and  that  Representative  Alexander  had  assured  him  that  he 
would  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee. 

C  —  Re.    Michael  Peeler  Estate:     President  Conrad  stated  that  he  had 
received  a  complete  report  by  the  Executors  of  the  Michael  Peeler 
Estate.    The  report  is  on  file  in  the  synodical  office. 

D  —  Re.  Memorial  from  Eastern  Conference:  Approved  complying  with 
a  memorial  from  the  Eastern  Conference  requesting  the  Executive 
Committee  to  ask  proper  authorities  to  remove  restrictions  limiting  the 
showing  of  "Question  7".  There  is  a  ban  on  showing  the  picture  to 
segregated  audiences.  Secretary  Lyerly  was  instructed  to  pen  a  letter 
to  Henry  Endress,  Litt.  D.,  Executive  Director  of  the  Stewardship  De- 
partment, expressing  the  feelings  that  prompted  the  memorial. 

E  —  Re.    Bequests  to  Children's  Home:    President  Conrad  also  informed 

the  committee  that  he  had  a  complete  listing  of  bequests  made  to 

the  Children's  Home,  Salem,  Virginia,  from  1939  to  1961,  in  the  amount 
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of  $306,495.     Of   the   amount,   he   said   that   $138,935,   or   approximately 
43%  came  from  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

Dr.  Conrad  informed  the  Committee  that  he  had  received  a  call 
from  Mr.  Fred  Prufer,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lutheran 
Children's  Home,  about  the  estate  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cansler,  which 
according  to  the  will,  one-third  will  go  to  the  Children's  Home. 

The  matter  was  presented  and  received  as  information. 

F  —  Re.    Lay  Reader's  Proposal:     Dr.  Ernest  Misenheimer  read  a  letter 
former  Pastor  David  F.  Johnson  relative  to  lay  readers  in  Lutheran 
Churches. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the 
President,  consisting  of  the  following:  Dr.  B.  S.  Brown,  Chairman,  the 
Rev.  Hoke  H.  Ritchie,  and  Professor  G.  R.  Patterson. 

G  —  Re.     Letter   of    Appreciation:     Conrad    B.   Wessel,   Jr.    asked    for    a 
point  of  personal  privilege. 

Mr.  Wessel  informed  the  group  that  Chaplain  (Lt.  Col.)  Martin 
Luther  Shaner,  of  the  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base,  Goldsboro,  N.  C, 
had  rendered  a  distinctive  contribution  to  the  Good  Shepherd  Church, 
Goldsboro,  by  conducting  special  Lenten  Services,  during  the  pastoral 
vacancy  of  the  congregation,  thus  enabling  the  congregation  to  have 
Lenten  services,  which  otherwise  would  have  been  impossible. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  pen  a  letter  of  appreciation  to  Chap- 
lain (Lt.  Col.)  Martin  Luther  Shaner  for  his  services  to  the  Goldsboro 
Church. 

H  —  Re.  Gifts  to  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes:  Regarding  gifts 
sent  directly  to  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  Attorney  B. 
S.  Brown,  Jr.  asked  whether  there  was  any  way  of  reporting  gifts 
sent  directly  to  the  Home.  In  answer  to  that  question,  Mr.  Heilig 
slated  that  such  gifts  could  not  be  reported  by  him  unless  the  money 
was  channelled  through  his  office.  Only  money  deposited  in  the 
Treasurer's  name  is  shown  in  the  report. 

I — Ordination,  1961:     Officers  of  Synod  were  named  the  Liturgists  for 

the  Ordination  Service,  held  June  11,  1961,  in  Holy  Trinity  Church, 
Hickory,  N.  C.  The  preacher  for  the  occasion  was  the  Rev.  J.  Frank 
Davis,  D.D.,  pastor  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Wilmington. 

J — Re.     Information  from  Historical   Committee: 

Speaking  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work,  Dr.  B.  S. 
Brown,  a  member  of  the  Committee,  reported  that  valuable  historical 
materials  had  been  turned  over  to  the  Synod  from  the  Dr.  J.  L.  Morgan 
home. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  synod  give  the  Morgan  family  the 
three  steel  filing  cabinets  which  Dr.  Morgan  had  used  in  storing  his- 
torical information. 

Dr.  Brown  reported  further  that  the  book  which  Christopher  Layerly 
used  to  enter  events  on  his  trip  to  Europe  to  secure  assistance  for  North 
Carolina  Lutherans  was  in  the  process  of  being  released  to  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  It  was  Dr.  Morgan's  personal  property  and  it  had 
been  his  feeling  that  the  book  should  be  placed  in  the  library  at  the 
University. 

Two  possibilities  were  suggested  so  that  this  information  might 
be  preserved  in  the  synod's  archives:

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Report  of  Committee  on  Executive 
Committee's  Report 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  United  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  reveals  that  seven  meetings  have 
been  held  since  the  1961  Convention  of  Synod.  In  addition  to  these  seven 
regular  meetings  there  was  one  joint  meeting  with  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  Men  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 
The  report  reflects  that  the  committee  has  been  diligent  in  conducting 
the  work  of  the  Synod  and  reports  its  actions  under  the  following  12 
general  classifications:

radically  within  recent  years.

Dr.  Misenheimer  said  that  when  the  con- 
stitution is  adopted,  provision  is  made  for  this  kind  of  arrangement,  and 
the  adoption  of  the  constitution  would  take  care  of  this  matter.

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Report  of  the  Necrologist 

Since  our  1961  convention  five  of  our  clerical  members  have  been 
called  to  the  higher  realm  of  the  Communion  of  Saints.  We  express  our 
gratitude  to  the  Lord  of  the  Church  for  their  lives  of  devotion  to  Christ  in 
the  Gospel  Ministry,  and  we  pay  loving  tribute  to  their  memory.  May 
God  bless  richly  their  labors  in  the  many  fields  in  which  the  worked. 

The  Reverend  George  Herman  Cooper,  A.B.,  B.D.,  S.T.M.,  67,  died  on 
May  15,  1961  in  a  Salisbury  hospital  after  several  months  of  illness.  Pas- 
tor Cooper  for  forty  years  had  served  parishes,  first  in  our  Synod,  and 
later  in  the  Illinois  Synod,  with  a  break  from  1941  to  1947  for  service  as  a 
chaplain  in  the  United  States  Army,  work  with  the  National  Council  of 
the  Churches  of  Christ,  and  graduate  study.  Retiring  in  1960,  he  had  come 
back  to  North  Carolina  to  live,  but  had  not  yet  been  enrolled  again  as 
a  member  of  Synod. 

The  Reverend  Robert  Lindsay  Fritz,  A.B.,  M.A.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  92,  died 
at  his  home  in  Hickory  on  October  6,  1961.  Dr.  Fritz's  ministry  was  spent 
chiefly  in  executive  and  teaching  service  at  Lenoir  College  and  its  succes- 
sor, Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  from  1901  to  his  retirement  in  1947  as  head  of 
the  department  of  Mathematics.  Of  the  eleven  children  born  to  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Fritz,  ten  are  living,  and  of  the  six  sons,  three  are  doctors  of  medi- 
cine and  two  are  doctors  of  dental  surgery. 

The  Reverend  George  Henry  Lewis  Lingle,  A.B.,  83,  died  at  the  home 
of  his  son,  Mr.  John  M.  Lingle,  Salisbury,  on  January  11,  1962.  Pastor 
Lingle's  ministry  was  exercised  in  eight  parishes  in  piedmont  North  Caro- 
lina over  a  fifty  year  period,  with  four  additional  years  of  supply  preaching 
after  his  retirement  in  1954.  For  six  years  he  served  as  secretary  of  the 
Synod,  and  was  a  member  and  secretary  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  mer- 
ger of  the  North  Carolina  and  the  Tennessee  Synods,  which  was  consum- 
mated in  1921. 

The  Reverend  James  F.  Deal,  A.B.,  M.A.,  84,  died  at  his  home  in  St. 
Petersburg,  Florida,  on  February  19,  1962  after  a  brief  illness.  Pastor  Deal 
ministered  from  1899  to  1917  in  seven  parishes  of  the  former  Tennessee 
Synod  of  its  three  conferences  in  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  and  Vir- 
ginia. From  the  time  of  the  merger  of  the  Tennessee  and  North  Carolina 
Synods  in  1921  he  held  clerical  membership  in  our  Synod.  He  retired  in 
1918,  and  made  his  home  in  Landis. 

The  Reverend  Edward  Fulenwider,  A.B.,  D.D.,  85,  died  at  Union, 
South  Carolina,  May  1,  1962.  Dr.  Fulenwider  for  45  years,  from  1902, 
served  five  parishes  of  our  Synod  and  one  in  Newberry,  S.  C.  Early  in 
his  ministry  he  organized  First  Lutheran  Church  in  Lexington.  While 
in  Newberry  he  served  as  president  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod.  After 
retiring  in  1947,  while  residing  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  he  supplied  Mt.  Gilead 
Church  for  several  years.

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THE    REVEREND   GEORGE    HERMAN   COOPER 

The  Reverend  George  Herman  Cooper,  A.B.,  B.D.,  S.T.M.,  67,  died  in  a 
Salisbury  hospital  on  May  15,  1961,  after  several  months  of  illness.  He  was 
born  in  China  Grove,  N.  C,  on  February  17,  1894,  son  of  John  F.  and  Mary 
Jane   (Page)   Cooper. 

Pastor  Cooper  was  educated  in  the  Rowan  County  schools,  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  graduating  with  the  A.B.  degree  in  1916,  and  the  Lutheran 
Theological  Southern  Seminary  in  1920,  from  which  he  received  the  B.D.  de- 
gree a  few  years  later  when  the  seminary  began  conferring  the  degree.  While 
a  pastor  in  the  Illinois  Synod,  he  received  the  S.T.M.  degree  in  1929  from  the 
Chicago  Lutheran  Seminary. 

On  September  25,  1924,  Pastor  Cooper  was  married  to  Doris  Victoria 
Ritchie  of  Richfield,  N.  C,  in  Haven  Church,  Salisbury,  with  his  brother-in- 
law,  the  Reverend  Floyd  B.  Lingle,  officiating.  Two  daughters  were  born  to 
them:  Doris  Jean  (Mrs.  Dennis  Barnes)  of  Roanoke,  Va.,  and  Ruth  Victoria 
(Mrs.    Frank   C.    Gloss)    of   Buffalo,   New   York. 

Pastor  Cooper  was  ordained  on  3Iay  12,  1920,  by  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
in  his  home  church,  St.  JIark's,  China  Grove,  along  with  the  Reverend  Oscar 
Fisher  Blackwelder,  D.D.,  with  Dr.  J.  L.  Morgan,  president  of  Synod,  of- 
ficiating, and  Dr.  M.  L.  Stirewalt,   Sr.,  preaching  the  sermon. 

His  ministry  was  exercised  in  the  following  parishes :  St.  Matthew's-St. 
Peter's,  Salisbury,  1920-1923;  Haven,  Salisbury,  1923-1926;  Wicker  Park,  Chi- 
cago, 111.,  assistant  to  Dr.  Simon  Peter  Long,  1926-1928;  St.  John's,  Joliet, 
111.,  1928-1941;  and  St.  Paul's,  Wheaton,  111.,  1947-1960,  retiring  to  become 
pastor  emeritus.  During  his  ministry  at  Wheaton  under  his  leadership  a  new 
church  edifice,  costing  $250,000,   was  erected. 

From  1941  to  1946,  Pastor  Cooper  served  in  the  chaplaincy  of  the  United 
States  Army  in  a  number  of  installations  in  this  country  and  service  in  Europe 
in  1945,  winning  one  battle  star.  He  retired  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel 
in  the  reserves,  and  while  in  the  reserves  served  as  President  of  the  National 
Chaplain's  Association.  During  1946  and  1947  he  worked  with  the  National 
Council  of   Churches  and   pursued   graduate  studies. 

His  last  pastorate  was  at  St.  Paul's,  Wheaton,  111.,  from  which  he  re- 
tired in  September  1960,  returning  to  his  home  county,  Rowan,  to  reside  in 
Salisbury. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  his  home  church,  St.  Mark's,  China  Grove, 
on  May  17,  1961,  at  4:00  p.m.,  by  the  Reverend  Brady  Y.  Faggart,  Jr., 
pastor,  assisted  by  Dr.  Frank  K.  Kfird  and  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad,  President  of 
Synod.     Interment   was    made    in    Greenlawn   Cemetery,    China    Grove. 
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THE  REVEREND  ROBERT  LINDSAY  FRITZ 

The  Reverend  Robert  Lindsay  Fritz,  A.B.,  M.A.,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  92,  died 
at  his  home  in  Hickory  on  October  6,  1961.  The  son  of  William  and  Lucretia 
Bowers  Fritz,  he  was  born  in  Davidson  County,  North  Carolina,  on  Feb- 
ruary 2,    1869. 

On  April  30,  1896,  he  was  married  to  Ora  Huit,  daughter  of  Abel  and  Sara 
Sigmon  Huit  of  Claremont,  the  Reverend  W.  P.  Cline  performing  the  ceremony. 

To  their  marriage  were  born  six  sons  and  five  daughters  as  follows: 
Robert  Lindsay  Fritz,  Jr.,  Beaufort,  N.  C,  Herbert  Huit  Fritz,  M.D.,  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  Ruth  Katharine  Fritz  Aderholdt  Lugn,  Lincoln,  Neb.,  Ora  Louise 
Fritz  McGievert,  Hickory,  Mary  Lucretia  Fritz,  Hickory,  William  Abel  Fritz, 
M.D.,  Hickory,  Jacob  Luther  Fritz,  M.D.,  Asheboro,  John  Richard  Fritz, 
D.D.S.,  Hickory,  Dorothy  Esther  Fritz  Adcox,  Salisbury,  Lula  Elizabeth  Fritz 
Rowe    (deceased),   and   Conrad   Bowers  Fritz,   D.D.S.,   Hickory. 

Dr.  Fritz  received  his  education  In  the  Davidson  County  schools  and  in 
Lenoir  College,  Hickory,  receiving  the  A.B.  degree  in  1892  and  the  M.A. 
degree  in  1895.  After  pursuing  theological  studies  for  two  years  under  Pro- 
fessor A.  L.  Crouse  and  other  teachers  at  Lenoir  College,  he  was  recommended 
by  the  examining  committee  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  for  ordination  to  the 
Gospel  ministry.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Tennessee  Synod  in  1894  at  its 
convention   in   St.   John's   Lutheran   Church,    Chapin,   South   Carolina. 

His  service  as  a  pastor  was  on  an  Interim  or  supply  basis  to  churches 
in    or    near   Hickory,    along    with    his    professional    work. 

His  ministry  was  chiefly  an  educational  one,  as  indicated  in  the  follow- 
ing quotation :  "Dr.  Fritz  was  officially  connected  with  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege from  the  date  of  its  founding  in  1891  until  the  date  of  his  death,  with 
the  exception  of  four  years,  1897-1901,  when  he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of 
Elizabeth  College  in  Charlotte,  N.  C.  From  1891  to  1897  he  was  a  member 
of  the  faculty;  from  1901  to  1920  he  was  President,  continuing  to  teach  dur- 
ing his  administration;  from  1920  to  1947  he  was  Professor  and  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Mathematics ;  upon  retirement  in  1947  he  was  named  Professor 
Emeritus  of  Mathematics  and  continued  to  be  intimately  identified  with  the 
institution  through  his  presence,  his  interest,  his  loyalty,  his  participation 
in  college  activities  and  his  fellowship  with  members  of  the  college  family." 
(Report   of   College   Trustees,    1962   Synod   Convention.) 

Dr.  Fritz  did  graduate  study  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  1889-1900, 
Roanoke  College  1901,  and  Johns  Hopkins  University  1892-1893.  He  was  a 
member  of  Mu  Sigma  Epsilon  and  Chi  Beta  Phi  fraternities,  the  North  Caro- 
lina Academy  of  Science,  the  Mathematics  Association  of  America,  Who's  Who 
in  America,   and  a   life   member  of   the   National   Education  Association. 

The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  on  him  by  Le- 
noir College  in  1913  and  of  Doctor  of  Legal  Laws  by  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 
in    1941. 

He   was  a  scholarly,   resourceful,   and   gifted  teacher. 

The  funeral  service  was  conducted  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Hickory,  on 
October  8,  1961,  at  3:00  p.m.,  with  the  Reverends  Albert  H.  Keck,  D.D.,  pastor, 
Voigt  R.  Cromer,  D.D.,  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  and  F.  L.  Conrad, 
D.D.,  President  of  the  Synod,  participating.  Interment  was  made  in  Oak- 
wood    Cemetery,    Hickory. 
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THE   REVEREND  GEORGE   HENRY  LEWIS   LINGLE 


The  Reverend  George  Henry  Lewis  Lingle,  A.B.,  83,  died  at  the  home 
of  his  son,  John  M.  Lingle,  Salisbury,  N.  C,  January  11,  1962.  Pastor 
Lingle  was  born  in  Rowan  County,  near  Salisbury,  June  4,  1878,  the 
son   of   L.   R.    and   Polly   Peeler   Lingle. 

He  was  educated  in  the  Rowan  County  schools,  Crescent  Academy, 
North  Carolina  College,  graduating  in  1901  with  the  A.B.  degree,  and  the 
Lutheran    Theological    Seminary,    Mt.    Pleasant,    S.    C,    in    1904. 

On  May  3,  1905,  he  was  married  to  Ruhama  Kime,  daughter  of 
William  M,  and  Rebecca  Hine  Kime  of  Liberty,  N.  C.  Pastor  Lingle  is 
survived  by  one  daughter  and  three  sons:  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lingle  Farris, 
Lexington,  William  R.  Lingle,  Woodland,  the  Reverend  George  W.  Lingle, 
Gastonia,    and   John    M.    Lingle,    Salisbury.     Mrs.    Lingle   died    in  July    1937. 

In  June  1904,  Pastor  Lingle  was  ordained  by  the  North  Carolina 
Synod   in   his   home   church,    Christiana,   Granite   Quarry. 

Over  a  period  of  more  than  fifty  years  he  served  the  following  parishes 
in  Piedmont  North  Carolina:  Frieden's,  Gibsonville,  June  1904-July  1906; 
Davidson,  Lexington,  July  1906-Mav  1910;  St.  Stephen's-Mt.  Olive,  Gold 
Hill,  May  1910-Feb.  1914;  Haven,  Salisbury,  Feb.  1914-Nov.  1922;  St.  Mark's, 
Mooresville,  Dec.  1922-Jan.  1927;  Zion-Jerusalem-Bethlehem,  Hickory,  Feb. 
1927-June  1931;  St.  Paul's  Salisbury,  July  1931-Dec.  1939;  and  Bethel,  Rowan 
County,  Jan.  1940-Dec.  1954.  He  did  supply  work  for  four  years  after  re- 
tiring in   1954. 

His  general  service  for  the  church  included  the  following:  Secretary 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  for  six  years;  member  at  times  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  Southern  Seminary,  and  of  the 
Synod's  examining  and  other  committees.  He  had  a  significant  part  in  the 
merging  of  the  Synods  of  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  consummated 
in  1921,  as  a  member  and  the  secretary  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  the 
merger. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  Christiana  Church,  Granite  Quarry, 
on  January  13,  1962,  at  11:00  a.m.,  by  the  Rev.  L.  Franklin  Dorton,  pas- 
tor, and  President  F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D.,  of  the  Synod.  Interment  was  made 
in  the  church   cemetery. 
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THE  REVEREND  JAMES  F.  DEAL 

The  Reverend  James  F.  Deal,  A.B.,  M.A.,  84,  died  at  his  home  in  St. 
Petersburg,  Florida,  on  February  19,  1962,  after  a  brief  illness.  He  was 
born  in  Landis,  N.  C,  on  December  18,  1877,  the  son  of  C.  J.  and  Sarah 
Coleman    Deal. 

Pastor  Deal  received  his  education  in  the  Rowan  County  schools,  Le- 
noir College,  graduating  in  1896,  and  Mt.  Airy  Seminary,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,    graduating    in    1899. 

He  was  married  on  July  7,  1909  to  Kate  Virginia  Peterson.  To  this 
marriage  were  born:  James  F.  Deal,  Jr.,  Charles  Calvin  Deal  (deceased), 
Elizabeth  Deal  (Mrs.  Jephtha  McKnight),  and  Sarah  Deal  (deceased). 
Mrs.  Deal  died  on  October  22,  1917,  and  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of 
Christ   Lutheran   Church,    Stanley. 

In  1923  Pastor  Deal  was  married  to  Myrtle  Hoyt  Lowe  of  Ohio.  She 
died    in    1935   and   was   buried   in  Toledo,   Ohio. 

On  December  25,  1937,  Pastor  Deal  was  married  to  Nina  E.  White 
of  Albemarle,  who  survives  him  and  continues  to  reside  in  St.  Peters- 
burg,   Florida. 

Pastor  Deal  was  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry  by  the  Tennessee  Synod 
in   1899   in   Solomon's   Church,   Forestville,    Va. 

He  served  pastorates  from  1899  to  1917  in  the  three  conferences  of 
the  Tennessee  Synod,  as  follows:  St.  Jacob's,  Chapin,  S.  C,  1899-1901; 
(the  next  four  in  North  Carolina)  :  St.  Martin's,  Cabarrus  County,  1901- 
1905;  Trinitv,  Lincoln  County,  1905-1907;  Holly  Grove,  Lexington,  1907-1909; 
and  St.  Stephen's,  Lenoir,  1909-1911;  Bland  Parish,  Ceres,  Va.,  1911-1914;  and 
Giles  Parish,  Giles  County,  Va.,  1914-1917.  He  retired  from  the  active  min- 
istry   in    1918,    and    made    his    home    until    recent    years    in    Landis. 

Pastor  Deal  served  as  secretary  of  the  Tennessee  Synod  and  treasurer 
of  Conference,  and  also  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Lenoir 
College. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  Mt.  Moriah  Lutheran  Church, 
China  Grove,  on  February  22,  1962,  at  3:00  p.m.,  by  the  Reverends  E.  Ray 
Trexler  and  Hiram  Davis,  and  interment  was  made  in  the  church  cemetery. 
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THE  REVEREND  EDWARD  FULENWIDER 


The  Reverend  Edward  Fulenwider,  A.B.,  D.D.,  85.  died  at  Union,  South 
Carolina,  May  1,  1962.  Dr.  Fulenwider  was  born  in  Salisbury,  North  Caro- 
lina, on  November  29,  1876,  the  son  of  G.  O.  and  Millie  Catherine  (Earn- 
hardt)   Fulenwider. 

He  was  educated  in  the  schools  oi  Rowan  County,  North  Carolina  Col- 
lege, Mt.  Pleasant,  graduating  with  the  A.B.  degree  in  1899,  and  the  Luth- 
eran   Theological    Seminary,    Mt.    Pleasant,    S.    C,    graduating    in    1902. 

On  May  6,  1903,  he  was  married  to  Minnie  Venora  Blackwelder  of  Mt. 
Pleasant,  N.  C.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow  and  three  sons,  Paul  E., 
George,  and  Edward,  Jr.  A  daughter,  Mary,  died  at  the  age  of  eight 
years. 

On  June  24,  1902,  Dr.  Fulenwider  was  ordained  to  the  Gospel  min- 
istry by  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  China  Grove, 
the  Reverend  R.   C.   Holland,   D.D.,   president,   being  officiant. 

He  served  five  parishes  over  a  period  of  forty-five  years  in  our  Synod 
and  one  in  Newberry,  S.  C,  as  follows:  St.  Andrew's-Mt.  Hermon,  Con- 
cord, 1902-1904,  First,  Lexington,  which  he  organized,  1905-1908,  Redeem- 
er, Newberry,  S.  C,  1908-1920,  St.  John's,  Salisbury,  1920-1930,  Mace- 
donia, Burlington,  1930-1940,  and  Holy  Trinity,  Troutman,  1940-1947.  Dur- 
ing his  pastorate  at  St.  John's,  Salisbury,  the  congregation  relocated 
from  North  Main  Street  and  built  the  edifice  on  West  Innes  Street.  And 
in  1924  the  triennial  convention  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  of 
the  United  Lutheran  Church  was  held  in  St.  John's.  After  retiring  in  1947, 
for  several  years  while  residing  in  Mt.  Pleasant,  Dr.  Fulenwider  supplied 
Mt.    Gilead    Church. 

In   the  church's    general    work,    Dr.    Fulenwider   served   as   President   of 

the    South  Carolina    Synod,    president    of    several    conferences,    member    of 

the    Board  of    Trustees    of    Newberry    College,    and    field    secretary    of    our 
Synod. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  Redeemer  Church,  Newberry,  South 
Carolina,  on  May  3,  1962,  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad,  President  of  Synod,  assist- 
ed by  the  Reverends  Karl  W.  Kinard,  D.D.,  President  of  the  South  Caro- 
lina Synod,  N.  D.  Yount,  Jack  Davis,  and  Henry  McCullough,  Pastor  of 
Redeemer  Church.    Burial  was  in  Rosemont  Cemetery,  Newberry,  S.  C.

MEMORIAL  ADDRESS 

By 
Dr.  D.  P.  Rudisill 

This  service  has  been  designed  to  celebrate  the  lives  of  five  noble 
souls  who  have  given  themselves  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word  and  Sacra- 
ments with  unstinted  devotion.  Undoubtedly  the  majority  present  at 
this  service  recall  manifold  demonstrations  of  their  faithfulness  to  our 
Lord  and  His  church.  As  the  variety  of  these  demonstrations  is  surveyed, 
a  composite  characterization  of  their  lives  takes  on  a  very  definite  moral 
posture.  For  this  ability  to  reminisce  we  are  grateful  to  God,  who  has 
caused  memory  to  be  one  of  His  greatest  gifts  to  man. 

Memory,  however,  for  the  Christian  can  never  be  mere  recall.  Recall 
is  inseparably  related  to  anticipation.  Mere  recall,  that  is  to  say,  recall 
without  anticipation  may  be  anguishing  experience.  It  would  incline  the 
heart  to  yearn  for  a  return  of  the  past  which  is  forever  unattainable.  It 
is  the  empty  longing  for  auld  lang  syne,  a  nostalgia  that  annoys  because 
it  cannot  reclaim  that  which  has  irretrievably  vanished.  It  might  well 
evoke  the  plaint  of  the  poet:  "Oh  for  the  touch  of  the  vanished  hand  and 
the  sound  of  the  voice  that  is  stiD." 

Memory  is  more  than  mere  recall.  Memory  is  the  material  for  the 
creative  acts  of  the  mind.  God  has  given  to  man  the  great  gift  of  mem- 
ory and  the  ability  to  unite  the  distinct  parts  of  memory  so  that  new 
ideas  are  evoked  or  judgements  formed.  Today  as  we  focus  our  atten- 
tion upon  the  lives  of  those  for  whom  this  service  has  been  designed,  we 
find  that  our  memory  of  their  activities  enables  us  to  see  more  clearly 
the  areas  of  our  service  to  our  Lord  and  evaluate  our  activities  in  the 
light  of  their  contributions. 

The  direction  of  memory  is  not  merely  toward  the  past.  The  Chris- 
tian sees  memory  and  expectation  so  indissolubly  connected  that  he  can- 
not view  one  without  the  other.  He  cannot  recall  the  words  and  the 
acts  and  the  death  and  the  resurrection  and  the  ascension  of  our  Lord 
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without  projecting  all  of  these  into  his  own  future.  By  recalling  he  an- 
ticipates. Recall  without  anticipation  is  empty  and  anticipation  without 
memory  would  be  blind. 

The  past  is  temporarily  gone  but  it  can  never  be  removed  from  our 
present  inheritance.  It  may  be  that  Toynbee  is  right  in  urging  that 
history  is  irreversible.  However,  many  historians  overlook  one  im- 
portant factor  in  the  making  of  history.  Namely,  time  does  not  remove 
the  fact  that  a  life  has  appeared  in  history  and  that  this  fact  can  never 
be  extracted  from  the  interpenetrating  influences  of  person  upon  person. 
We  sing  probably  with  more  fervor  than  insight: 

Time,   like    an   ever-rolling    stream, 

Bears  all  its  sons  away; 
They  fly,  forgotten  as  a  dream 
Dies  at  the  opening  day. 
Do  they?    Do  they  fly  forgotten  as  a  dream  dies?    The  effectiveness  of  a 
life  is  not  dependent  upon  the  genius  of  his  biographer,  nor  upon  the 
permanent  recording  of  the  specific  acts  and  words  of  persons  in  the 
annals  of  mankind.     The  world  can  never  forget  that  these  five  noble 
souls  have  lived.     Their  names  may  be  forgotten  within  a  few  genera- 
tions and  those  of  us  who  personally  knew  them  will  soon  join  them  in 
the  memory  of  history,  but  the  world  can  never  forget  that  they  and  we 
have  lived. 

Death  comes  to  God's  servants.  God  buries  His  dead,  but  carries  on 
their  work.  Death  does  not  signify  finality  to  a  life.  Death  too  is  in 
God's  hands  and  has  been  vanquished  by  Him.  With  a  kind  of  glee- 
fulness  Nietzsche  proclaims  his  atheism:  God  is  dead  and  the  world 
doesn't  know  it.  What  if  God  be  dead!  Among  some  existential  phil- 
osophers this  is  the  anguish  of  living.  Death,  if  there  be  no  God  is 
death  indeed  and  the  thought  of  personal  annihilation  and  oblivion  is 
unbearable.  What  futility  all  our  striving,  what  vanity  all  our  hopes, 
what  meaninglessness  all  our  suffering!  BUT  GOD  IS  NOT  DEAD. 
Death  is  dead. 

At  the  graveside,  where  death  seems  to  speak  with  finality,  the  voices 
of  these  men  have  risen  above  the  seeming  finality  to  life  and  said: 
I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord;  he  that 
believeth  in  Me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live;   and 
whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Me,  shall  never  die. 
Defiant  is  the  mood  of  the  Christian  toward  death.     The  words  of 
John  Donne  express  this  attitude: 

Death,  be  not  proud,  though  some  have  called  thee 
Mighty  and  dreadful,  for  thou  are  not  so; 
For  those  whom  thou  think'st  thou  dost  overthrow 
Die  not,  poor  Death,  nor  yet  canst  thou  kill  me  .  .  . 
One  short  sleep  pass'd,  we  wake  eternally, 
And  death  shall  be  no  more.    Death,  thou  shalt  die. 
Christ's  death  has  passed  the  sentence  of  death  upon  death.     The 
verdict  is  everlasting  life. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  afternoon  business  session,  Dr.  Frank  Davis 
introduced   Dr.   Henry  J.   Pflum,   former  pastor  of  St.  John's  Lutheran 
Church,  Allentown,  Pa.,  now  in  retirement  in  Wilmington,  who  was  wel- 
comed by  President  Conrad  as  a  visitor. 
The  order  for  the  afternoon  followed. 

President  Conrad  recognized  the  Rev.  John  Y.  Yoder,  Jr.,  for  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Church  Institutions. 
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Report  of  Board  of  Trustees 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College 

This  report  covers  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1961,  and  some  in- 
formation on  the  academic  year  1961-1962. 

BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES :  Regular  meetings  were  held  March  17,  1961, 
and  a  two-day  meeting  October  26  and  27,  1961.  Called  meetings  were  held 
January  17,  1961,  and  October  10,  1961.  The  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Board  met  three  times.  The  Buildings  and  Grounds  Committee  held  fre- 
quent meetings  reviewing  the  plans  for  the  College  Center.  Other  stand- 
ing and  special  committees  of  the  Board  met  as  matters  required  their  at- 
tention. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  are:  Harry  E.  Isenhour,  LL.D.,  Chairman; 
The  Reverend  FranK  K.  Efird,  D.D.,  Vice  Chairman;  The  Reverend  J. 
White  Iddings,  D.D.,  Secretary;  and  Carl  V.  Cline,  LL.D.,  Treasurer. 

The  following  were  re-elected  to  the  Board  for  a  three  year  term  at  the 
1961  Convention  of  Synod:  The  Reverend  Albert  H.  Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.;  The 
Reverend  George  F.  Schott,  Jr.,  D.D.;  D.  Miles  Aderholdt,  LL.D.;  Robert  R. 
Rhyne;  Carl  V.  Cline,  LL.D.;  L.  Dean  Minges;  and  William  K.  Mauney,  LLD. 
The  Rev.  J.  White  Iddings,  D.D.,  was  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Ray  R.  Fisher. 

Mr.  Herbert  N.  Thomas  was  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
Synod  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Line- 
berger.  Mr.  J.  Frank  Lipe  also  was  elected  by  the  Executive  Committee 
to  fill  a  vacancy. 

The  terms  of  the  following  expire  with  this  convention  of  synod:  The 
Reverend  J.  Frank  Davis,  D.D.;  The  Reverend  Harry  D.  Hawthorne;  The 
Reverend  George  R.  Whittecar;  Mrs.  Thad  L.  Harrison;  Glenn  R.  Frye, 
M.D.,  LL.D.;  Glenn  E.  Ketner;  Ray  W.  Cline;  and  Herbert  N.  Thomas. 

CURRENT  OPERATION:  A  total  of  242  students  were  graduated 
with  the  bachelor's  degree  during  1961.  Of  this  total,  180  received  their 
degrees  at  the  regular  commencement,  June  5,  and  62  at  the  summer  com- 
mencement, August  25.  There  were  also  31  who  received  certificates  for 
secretarial  courses  completed. 

The  student  enrollment  for  the  first  semester  of  the  current  year  was 
990.  The  enrollment  for  the  second  semester  is  970.  The  1961  Summer 
Session  enrolled  646  in  the  first  term  and  523  in  the  second  term,  giving  a 
combined  registration  of  752  students,   eliminating  duplicates. 

The  current  operation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1961,  shows 
an  income  of  $1,135,826.88  and  total  expenditures  of  $1,132,567.03,  result- 
ing in  a  net  gain  of  $3,259.85  in  the  current  fund  for  the  year.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  cost  of  routine  repairs,  the  expenditures  include  a  substantial 
item  for  the  replacement  of  kitchen  equipment  and  dormitory  furniture. 
Major  upgrading  was  done  in  Schaeffer  and  Mauney  Halls  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1961  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  project  can  be  completed  in  1962.  The 
improvements  include  such  items  as  intercom  systems,  fire  alarm  systems, 
built-in  furniture,  and  new  beds,  mattresses,  study  lamps  and  chairs.  Tile 
floors  have  been  laid  in  Mauney  Hall  and  extensive  renovation  and  reloca- 
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tion  of  plumbing  has  been  accomplished.     Some  of  the  improvements  had 
been  urgently  needed  for  a  number  of  years. 

FACULTY  AND  STAFF:  The  death  of  the  Reverend  Robert  Lindsay 
Fritz,  A.B.,  M.A..  D.D.,  LL.D.,  on  October  6,  1961,  is  recorded  with  profound 
recognition  of  the  unique  and  immeasurable  contribution  he  made  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College.  The  funeral  service  was  conducted  in  St.  Andrew's  Lu- 
theran Church  at  3:00  p.m.  on  Sunday,  October  8,  by  Pastor  Albert  H. 
Keck,  Jr.,  D.D.,  assisted  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad,  President  of  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  and  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer, 
President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Dr.  Fritz  was  officially  connected  with  Lenoir  Rhyne  from  the  date  of 
its  founding  in  1891  until  the  date  of  his  death,  with  the  exception  of  four 
years,  1897-1901,  when  he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Elizabeth  College 
in  Charlotte,  N.  C.  From  1891  to  1897  he  was  a  member  of  the  faculty; 
from  1901  to  1920  he  was  President,  continuing  to  teach  during  his  admin- 
istration; from  1920  to  1947  he  was  Professor  and  Head  of  the  Department 
of  Mathematics;  upon  retirement  in  1947  he  was  named  Professor  Emeritus 
of  Mathematics  and  continued  to  be  intimately  identified  with  the  institu- 
tion through  his  presence,  his  interest,  his  loyalty,  his  participation  in  col- 
lege activities,  and  his  fellowship  with  members  of  the  college  family.  In- 
stead of  a  paragraph,  a  volume  would  be  required  to  relate  what  Dr.  Fritz 
has  meant  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  and  the  cause  of  Christian  Education.  For 
many  years  Dr.  Fritz,  more  than  any  other,  was  the  living  personification 
of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  was  the  last  surviving  link  with  her  original 
faculty  and  her  first  graduating  class. 

The  resignations  of  the  following  instructors  became  effective  at  the 
close  of  the  1960-1961  session:  Mrs.  C.  B.  Fetner,  Instructor  in  Piano  and 
Voice;  Miss  Mary  M.  Greenlee,  Instructor  in  Education;  Bruce  D.  Rolloff, 
Associate  Professor  of  Physical  Education;  John  A.  Sneden,  Instructor  in 
English  and  Dramatics;  and  Mrs.  Alfred  E.  Cooke,  Instructor  in  Spanish. 

New  members  of  the  faculty  for  the  1961-1962  session  are:  Edward  J. 
Lucke,  B.S.,  M.A.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Physical  Education;  Miss  Patsy 
Montague,  A.B.,  M.A.,  Associate  Professor  of  Education;  William  H.  Shu- 
ford,  A.B.,  M.A.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Spanish;  Mrs.  Claudia  Von  Canon, 
Instructor  in  Piano  and  Voice;  and  Richard  C.  Zimmermann,  B.A.,  M.S., 
Instructor  in  English  and  Dramatics. 

Mr.  Earl  L.  Aiken  resigned  his  position  as  Alumni  Secretary  and  Di- 
rector of  Public  Relations,  effective  September  30,  1961.  The  vacancy  has 
been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Jeff  Norris  who  previously  held  the 
position  of  Assistant  Registrar  and  has  served  on  the  staff  in  the  Registrar's 
office  since  1952. 

Mr.  Clarence  Stasavich,  Director  of  Athletics  and  Head  Football  Coach, 
resigned  his  position  effective  December  31,  1961.  Under  his  direction  the 
athletic  program  of  the  college  established  an  enviable  record  and  gained 
wide  recognition.  The  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Hanley  H.  Painter  who  has  been  on  the  faculty  and  the  coaching  staff  since 
1954. 

The  recently  established  position  of  Chaplain  has  been  filled  by  the 
Reverend  Robert  G.  Walker  who  began  his  ministry  on  the  campus  August 
15,  1961.  The  function  of  this  new  office  is  still  in  the  formative  stage,  but 
the  Chaplain  finds  abundant  opportunity  for  service.  The  following  are 
some  of  the  main  categories  of  his  work :  general  oversight  of  all  religious 
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organizations  and  activities  on  the  campus,  advisor  to  Religious  Council 
and  Lutheran  Student  Association,  personal  counseling,  supervision  of  dor- 
mitory devotions,  visitation  in  dormitories,  planning  chapel  services  and 
conducting  many  of  them,  teaching  the  students'  class  in  Sunday  Church 
School,  and  serving  as  liaison  for  the  college  with  church  boards  and  com- 
mittees in  the  recruitment  for  church  vocations. 

Several  changes  and  adjustments  have  been  made  in  part-time  in- 
structorships  and  other  additions  have  been  made  in  staff  personnel.  The 
college  continues  to  be  fortunate  in  the  low  percentage  of  turnover  caused 
by  resignations. 

ENDOWMENT  AND  SPECIAL  FUNDS:  The  major  part  of  the  En- 
dowment Fund  and  the  Ford  Foundation  Fund  has  continued  under  the 
Managing  Agency  Agreement  with  the  Trust  Department  of  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Catawba  County  using  the  advisory  services  of  Standard  and 
Poor's  Corporation,  Investment  Counselors.  This  arrangement  has  proved 
satisfactory.  Certain  real  estate  holdings  and  local  stocks  are  not  under 
the  agreement.  These  are  supervised  by  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  In- 
vestment of  the  Board.  The  Martin  Luther  Stevens  Memorial  Fund  is  un- 
der the  management  of  the  Trust  Department  of  the  Wachovia  Bank  and 
Trust  Company.    This  fund  is  in  excess  of  $220,000.00. 

The  attached  three-year  tabulation  of  the  performance  of  the  con- 
solidated accounts  under  the  management  agreement  shows  the  progress 
made  with  those  funds.  The  entire  performance  is  reflected  in  the  consoli- 
dated balance  sheet  and  reports  included  in  this  report. 

For  the  past  fiscal  year  the  income  from  funds  serving  as  endowment 
was  $48,482.29  from  General  Endowment,  $7,313.58  from  FF  Endowment, 
and  $8,000.00  from  the  Martin  Luther  Stevens  Memorial  Fund. 

COLLEGE  CENTER:  Contracts  were  awarded  by  the  Board  October 
10,  1961,  to  the  low  bidders  for  the  construction  of  the  College  Center  and 
the  ground-breaking  was  held  on  October  27,  1961.  The  total  cost  of  this 
facility  will  be  approximately  $859,000.00,  variation  depending  upon  cer- 
tain changes  and  adjustments  to  be  made  as  the  work  progresses.  The  cost 
of  this  building  is  being  financed  with  a  $400,000.00,  3%%  loan  from  the 
Housing  and  Home  Finance  Agency,  payable  1964-1991,  and  from  college 
funds.     The  completion  date  for  the  building  is  December  15,  1962. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  desiring  to  recognize  the  leadership  and  de- 
voted contribution  of  President  Cromer  in  the  cause  of  Christian  Higher 
Education,  and  especially  his  services  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  voted  unani- 
mously to  name  the  new  facility  "The  Voigt  R.  Cromer  College  Center." 
Announcement  of  this  action  was  made  at  the  ground-breaking. 

The  new  College  Center  is  being  constructed  around  the  old  dining 
hall.     The  architect  and  contractors  advised  the  Board  that  to  continue  to 

use  the  dining  hall  during  the  construction  would  add  at  least  10%  to  the 
cost,  due  to  necessary  protective  measures  against  dust  and  dirt.  No  other 
adequate,  satisfactory  facility  was  available  for  use  as  a  dining  hall  by  the 
students  for  the  1961-62  academic  year. 

It  was  found  that  the  old  Brown  Mill  property  across  the  street  from 
the  Mauney  Music  Building  could  be  purchased  for  $25,000.00.    The  property 
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fronts  182  feet  on  the  street  and  is  330  feet  deep.  On  it  is  an  old  frame 
mill  building  and  a  small  residence.  Investigation  showed  that  the  mill 
building  could  be  adapted  to  dining  hall  use  at  a  fairly  reasonable  cost. 
The  property  was  purchased,  and  necessary  improvements  were  made  at  a 
cost  of  $12,927.53.  Some  old  equipment  from  the  previous  kitchen  and 
some  of  the  new  equipment  purchased  for  the  new  kitchen  was  installed. 
A  very  satisfactory  temporary  dining  facility  with  cafeteria  service  is  be- 
ing used.  The  net  result  will  be  that  the  property  will  belong  to  the  college 
and  some  additional  money  will  be  saved  as  compared  to  the  extra  cost 
involved  in  the  continued  use  of  the  old  dining  hall. 

1963  APPEAL:  The  Board  took  a  significant  step  in  the  preparation 
for  the  forthcoming  $2,000,000  appeal  by  appointing  a  Directing  Committee 
in  May  1961.  The  following  persons  compose  this  committee:  Malcolm  M. 
Palmer,  LL.D.;  The  Reverend  John  W.  Cobb;  The  Reverend  Frank  K.  Efird, 
D.D.;  O.  Leonard  Moretz;  Grover  Ritchie;  J.  Frank  Lipe;  Glenn  E.  Ketner; 
The  Reverend  C.  Marion  Starr;  Henry  Von  Oesen;  Carl  F.  Mauney;  Wallace 
Gee;  and  Herbert  N.  Thomas.  Ex  Officio  members  are  Harry  E.  Isenhour, 
LL.D.;  F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D.;  and  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  D.D.,  LL.D. 

Mr.  Glenn  E.  Ketner  has  accepted  the  position  of  general  chairman  of 
the  campaign,  following  a  unanimous  appointment  by  the  Directing  Com- 
mittee and  the  Board.  After  interviewing  several  professional  firms,  the 
committee  has  engaged  Ketchum,  Inc.,  to  direct  the  appeal.  Progress  is 
being  made  by  the  Directing  Committee  in  other  phases  of  the  preparation 
for  this  major  action  of  the  Synod  for  the  continued  development  and 
strengthening  of  Lenoir  Rhyne. 

INSTITUTIONAL  SELF-STUDY:  In  March  of  1960  the  college  initi- 
ated a  comprehensive  self-study  under  the  auspices  of  the  Southern  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  Board  of  Trustees,  adminis- 
tration, faculty,  students  and  alumni  have  participated  in  this  intensive 
program.  The  results  of  the  study  which  included  all  segments  of  the  pro- 
gram of  the  institution  were  consolidated  in  a  168-page  report  which  was 
completed  in  September  1961.  On  October  26  the  Board  spent  an  entire 
day  of  its  fall  meeting  in  a  review  and  discussion  of  the  self-study  report. 

The  final  phase  of  the  project  was  a  four-day  visitation  in  November 
1961  by  a  committee  from  the  Southern  Association.  The  Visitation  Com- 
mittee included  the  President  of  Longwood  College,  the  Director  of  Admin- 
istration of  Furman  University,  the  Dean  of  Students  of  Emory  University, 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Agnes  Scott  College,  and  the  Director  of  the 
Library  of  Huntington  College.  This  committee  had  examined  the  self- 
study  report  for  several  weeks  prior  to  the  visit,  and  the  members  spent 
the  time  on  campus  interviewing  students,  faculty,  administration,  alumni 
and  trustees,  in  addition  to  examining  records  and  curriculum. 

The  report  of  the  Visitation  Committee  has  been  submitted  to  the  col- 
lege and  to  the  Southern  Association.  College  officials  are  encouraged  by 
the  reactions  of  the  committee  during  the  visit  and  in  the  official  report. 
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The  project  has  been  a  stimulating  experience  for  all  involved  and  has 
produced  proposals  and  recommendations  which  should  be  helpful  in  future 
plans  and  efforts  to  render  maximum  service.  The  Southern  Association 
recently  adopted  a  program  which  includes  this  type  of  self-study  by  all 
member  institutions  on  a  ten-year  cycle,  aimed  to  give  greater  emphasis  to 
qualitative  measurements  in  institutional  evaluation. 

The  Board  and  the  college  officials  recognize,  the  indispensable  role  of 
the  members  of  the  synod,  the  alumni  and  other  supporters  in  the  past 
achievements,  the  present  operation,  and  the  future  progress  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College.  In  addition  to  the  contribution  of  capital  funds  and  oper- 
ating grants,  this  support  includes  personal  interest,  service,  suggestions 
and  other  participation  by  all  who  manifest  a  deep  concern  for  the  educa- 
tional mission  of  the  church. 

With  gratitude  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  Lenoir  Rhyne's  develop- 
ment and  service,  and  with  confidence  that  such  support  will  be  adequate 
to  meet  future  needs,  this  report  is

Report  on  Examination  of  Accounts 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  College, 
Hickory,  North  Carolina,  as  of  June  30,  1961  and  the  related  statement  of 
income  and  expenditures,  and  changes  in  fund  balances  for  the  year  then 
ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the  accounting 
records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in 
the  circumstances. 

In  accordance  with  practices  followed  by  nonprofit  educational  insti- 
tutions, no  provision  has  been  made  for  depreciation  of  educational  plant 
nor  has  accrued  interest  receivable  on  investments  or  prepaid  expenses  been 
given  effect  in  the  accounts. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  statements  present  fairly  the  finan- 
cial position  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  at  June  30,  1961  and  the  results  of 
its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  accounting  prac- 
tices generally  followed  by  educational  institutions  applied  on  a  basis  con- 
sistent with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

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Report  of  Board  of  Trustees 
Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary 

God's  blessings  were  multiplied  to  our  theological  seminary  in  many 
ways  during  1961.  Besides  the  marvelous  ordinary  benefits  we  have  from 
God's  never  shortened  hand  day  by  day,  He  brought  us  some  extraordinary 
providences  for  which  we  eagerly  thank  Him  and  His  Church.  These  are 
so  numerous  that  in  the  brief  annual  review  we  can  merely  mention  them. 

Enrollment:     Undergraduate  and  Graduate 

A  substantial  class  of  26  members  entered  in  September.  With  them 
came  seven  new  special  students.  The  tabulation  below  indicates  that  some 
outreach  of  the  seminary's  student  enrollment  beyond  our  southeastern 
synods  is  taking  place.

The  Graduate  School  had  a  total  of  at  least  75  students  in  its  Spring, 
Summer  and  Fall  sessions.  The  1962  Summer  session  is  scheduled  for  May 
28  to  June  15.  Hope  is  to  offer  courses  in  three  fields :  Biblical,  practical 
and  historical-systematic.  Prof.  Hugh  George  Anderson  is  now  the  Direc- 
tor of  Graduate  Studies. 

Faculty 

The  faculty  Committee  on  Curriculum  is  making  a  thorough  study  of 
the  courses  offered  by  the  several  departments,  in  preparation  for  partici- 
pation in  joint  curriculum  planning  with  the  other  seminaries  of  the  nascent 
Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the  ULCA,  fa- 
culty members  are  perfecting  a  plan  for  phychological  testing  of  students  in 
their  pre-theological  and  seminary  years.  Southern  Seminary  has  been 
pioneering  in  this  area. 

By  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  October  10,  1961  Prof.  John 
Benjamin  Bedenbaugh  was  made  head  of  the  Department  of  New  Testa- 
ment. 

At  the  1961  celebration  of  the  Ascension  of  Our  Lord,  the  Rev.  William 
Richard  Fritz,  seminary  librarian,  was  installed  as  a  member  of  the  facul- 
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ty.     The  Rev.  Carl  A.  Honeycutt,  D.D.,  was  the  preacher  on  this  occasion. 
The  Rev.  Harold  Franklin  Park  began  his  services  as  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Christian  Education  at  the  start  of  the  new  school  year.     His  in- 
stallation took  place  at  the  Seminary's  Opening  Service,  September  5,  1961. 

Library 

Through  the  good  offices  of  the  American  Association  of  Theological  Li- 
braries, the  Selantic  Fund,  Inc.,  is  making  available  to  some  80  approved 
seminary  libraries  (ours  is  one  such)  a  total  grant  of  $875,000  in  1961-63. 
These  funds  are  offered  on  a  matching  money  basis.  A  given  seminary  may 
secure  up  to  $6,000  in  each  of  3  years  (in  units  of  $250)  if  it  can  raise  the 
equivalent  of  that  amount  over  and  above  a  required  $3,200  basic  annual 
expenditure  for  books  and  periodicals.  It  is  hoped  that  our  participation 
in  this  undertaking  can  result  in  a  significant  strengthening  of  our  library. 

Special  Projects 

A  pilot  project  "Pastors'  Institute"  was  conducted  in  the  early  summer 
of  1961  in  cooperation  with  the  ULCA's  Board  of  Higher  Education.  A 
second  such  institute  is  scheduled  for  June  17-22  this  year.  Purpose  of  these 
institutes  is  to  sustain  and  increase  pastors'  interest  in  theological  studies 
throughout  their  ministries. 

What  in  August  1962  will  come  to  be  known  as  "Southern  Seminary 
Seminars  on  Theology  in  Life"  will  be  conducted  at  Lutheridge  for  12  care- 
fully chosen  younger  ministers.  The  first  of  these  seminars  was  held  in 
1961  under  the  guidance  of  Professors  George  Frederick  Schott  and  James 
Obert  Kempson.  Here  the  purpose  is  strongly  to  demonstrate  the  relevance 
of  doctrine  to  daily  living. 

"Open  House"  for  the  citizens  of  Columbia  was  held  on  October  6,  1961 
in  collaboration  with  the  Greater  Columbia  Chamber  of  Commerce.  A  fea- 
ture of  this  event  was  a  faculty-student  art  exhibit  which  drew  lively  ap- 
proval from  more  than  300  visitors. 

Another  attraction  to  th.?  Seminary  was  its  "Chrismon  Tree"  whose 
skilfully  wrought  ornaments  exclusively  symbolic  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
were  the  highly  thankworthy  gift  of  Ascension  Lutheran  Church,  Danville, 
Virginia.  The  tree  illuminated  with  300  small  clear  lights,  was  erected  in 
the  new  Campus  Union.  Faculty  and  student  guides  led  some  600  visitors 
into  the  deeper  meanings  of  the  ancient  and  modern  symbols  of  Christ. 

There  are  186  persons  (103  men  and  83  women)  enrolled  in  the  new 
"Columbia  School  of  Theology  for  the  Christian  Laity"  being  held  on  the 
Southern  Seminary  campus.  In  the  first  six  weeks  term  starting  January 
23,  1962,  four  courses  were  offered  at  this  Tuesday  evening  school.  Two  of 
the  subjects  were  taught  by  our  own  professors,  Richard  Carl  Hoefler  and 
Hugh  George  Anderson.  Joining  in  the  sponsorship  are  Episcopal,  Lutheran, 
Methodist  and  Presbyterian  congregations. 

Events 

The  1961  Commencement  was  made  notable  by  the  dedication  of  five 
new  buildings  by  the  then  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Rev.  Dr. 
William  Edward  Eisenberg.  They  are  the  John  Lewis  Yost  Administration 
Building,  the  Campus  Union,  two  eight-unit  apartment  buildings  for  married 
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students  and  the  president's  residence.  The  last-named  is  a  gift  to  the 
Seminary  from  the  Lineberger  Foundation,  Inc.,  of  Belmont,  North  Caro- 
lina. 

In  commencement  week  the  Twentieth  Anniversary  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  was  fittingly  celebrated.  Board  President  Luther  Boyd  Hamm, 
D.D.,  was  the  featured  speaker  at  the  festively  appointed  anniversary  ban- 
quet in  the  Campus  Union. 

The  enthusiastically  received  special  lectures  at  commencement  time 
were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Robert  E.  Van  Deusen,  Washington  Secre- 
tary of  the  National  Lutheran  Council's  Division  of  Public  Relations. 

Renovation  and   Construction 

The  extensive  renovation  of  the  fifty-one  year  old  dormitory  was  con- 
tinued last  summer.  It  included  a  completely  new  electrical  wiring  system 
and  fixtures,  painting  throughout  the  interior  and  the  installation  of  mod- 
ern toilet  facilities.  In  the  summer  of  1962  the  floors  in  the  dormitory 
rooms  will  be  covered  with  composition  tile,  and  an  exterior  ornamental 
steel  fire  escape  tower  will  be  built  on  the  northwest  side  of  the  building. 

Appeal  Fund  and  New  Chapel 

Excitement  and  thanksgiving  came  to  the  officers  of  the  Seminary's 
Board  of  Trustees,  its  administration  and  the  Appeal  Director,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Abel  Kenneth  Hewitt,  when  the  aggregate  receipts  of  the  Appeal  Fund 
passed  the  million  dollar  mark  on  December  31.  This  meant,  among  other 
good  things,  that  early  construction  of  the  new  chapel  is  now,  God  willing, 
assured.  An  accounting  of  the  Appeal  Fund  receipts  and  expenditures  to 
December  31,  1961  is  given  below.

We  counted  cash  on  hand,  confirmed  bank  balances  by  certificates 
from  the  bankers,  inspected  the  bonds,  stocks  and  mortgages  on  hand, 
and  satisfied  ourselves  concerning  the  other  assets  and  liabilities  as  well 
as  income  accounts  by  .direct  confirmations  or  by  application  of  other 
auditing  techniques. 

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  Statement  of  Assets,  Liabilities 
and  Funds  and  the  related  Income  Statements  present  fairly  the  finan- 
cial position  of  the  Seminary  at  December  31,  1961,  and  the  results  of

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lutheridge  held  two  important  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year  1961.  The  annual  meeting  was  held  May  2,  1961  at  Lutheridge 
Assembly  Grounds  at  Arden,  North  Carolina.  There  was  one  member  of 
the  Board  absent  at  this  meeting.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Church  Institutions 

The  reports  of  the  Church  Institutions  are  printed  in  the  Bulletin  on 
pages  115-134. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Institutions  recommends  that  representa- 
tives of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  the  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Sem- 
inary and  Lutheridge  be  given  the  opportunity  to  speak  in  connection 
with  their  reports. 

I.  Lenoir  Rhyne   College    (Bulletin   pages  115-126). 

The  committee  has  reviewed  with  pride  the  report  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
College.  We,  as  a  synod,  are  indebted  to  the  faculty,  the  staff  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  efficient  management  of  the  college.  For  the 
second  year  in  succession  Lenoir  Rhyne  has  operated  within  her  budget. 

We  are  pleased  that  the  college  is  making  the  best  use  of  her  facili- 
ties with  a  total  enrollment  of  990.  A  combined  registration  of  752  stu- 
dents were  registered  in  the  two  semesters  of  Summer  School  in  1961. 

It  is  with  regrets  that  we  note  the  death  of  Dr.  Robert  Lindsay 
Fritz  on  October  6,  1961.  The  North  Carolina  Synod  will  long  remember 
this  dedicated  man,  pastor,  president,  professor  and  friend. 

The  report  would  not  be  complete  without  mentioning  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Clarence  Stasavich  who  brought  wide  recognition  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  with  his  excellent  athletic  program.  His  position  as  Di- 
rector of  Athletics  and  head  football  coach  has  been  placed  in  the 
capable  hands  of  Mr.  Hanley  H.  Painter. 

We  are  pleased  that  Mr.  Jeff  Norris  was  selected  as  Alumni  Secre- 
tary and  Director  of  Public  Relations  after  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Earl 
Aiken. 

The  position  of  Chaplain  was  filled  on  August  15,  1961  by  the  Rev- 
erend Robert  G.  Walker. 

The  Voigt  R.  Cromer  College  Center  is  under  construction  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $869,000.00.  The  center  has  been  named  by  the  board 
after  our  able  president  for  his  contribution  to  the  cause  of  Christian 
Higher  Education  and  his  services  to  Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Steps  have  been  taken  by  the  board  in  view  of  the  1963  appeal  for 
$2,000,000  to  improve  the  facilities  of  the  college.  We  commend  the 
board  for  the  choice  of  Mr.  Glenn  E.  Ketner  as  general  chairman  and 
the  committee. 

We  would  like  to  present  Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Recommendations:   Your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  we  express  our  appreciation  to  Dr.  Cromer,  the  staff  of  the 
college  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  faith- 
ful work  in  our  college  during  the  past  year. 

2.  That  as  pastors,  laymen  and  congregations  we  resolve  to  sup- 
port the  1963  Appeal  for  $2,000,000  to  its  completion  and  success. 

3.  That  we  promote  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in  our  congregations, 
especially  among  our  youth. 
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4.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  pages  115-126  be 
printed  in  the  minutes. 

II.  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary  (Bulletin  pages  127- 
133). 

The  committee  noted  in  reviewing  the  report  of  the  Lutheran  Theo- 
logical Southern  Seminary  that  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Dr.  F. 
Eppling  Reinartz  the  seminary  has  moved  forward  in  rapid  improve- 
ments. 

The  school  has  made  a  thorough  study  of  its  courses  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  It  has  pioneered  in  the  area 
of  psychological  testing  of  students  in  their  pre-theological  and  seminary 
years.  Professor  John  Benjamin  Bedenbaugh  has  been  made  head  of  the 
Department  of  New  Testament.  The  Reverend  William  Richard  Fritz 
was  installed  as  a  member  of  the  faculty.  The  Reverend  Harold  Frank- 
lin Park  has  been  added  to  the  faculty  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Chris- 
tian Education.  A  Pilot  project  "Pastor's  Institute"  was  conducted  to 
interest  pastors  in  theological  studies  in  their  ministry. 

Five  new  buildings  have  been  dedicated  on  the  campus.  They  are 
the  John  Lewis  Yost  Administration  Building,  the  Campus  Union  Build- 
ing, two,  eight-unit  apartments  for  married  students  and  the  president's 
home.  An  extensive  renovation  program  has  been  completed  in  the  old 
dormitory. 

On  December  31,  1961  the  Appeal  Fund  for  the  Seminary  passed  the 
million  dollar  mark.  We  note  with  pride  that  this  will  mean  an  early 
construction   of  the  new  chapel. 

The  committee  commends  the  churches  and  members  of  the  North 
Carolina  Synod  for  their  contributions  of  $482,373.21  to  date  to  the  Ap- 
peal Fund. 

Recommendations:  Your  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Isorth  Carolina  Synod  express  our  gratitude  and  appre- 
ciation to  Dr.  Reinartz  for  his  skillful  and  dedicated  leadership  at 
the  seminary. 

2.  That  the  churches  and  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
continue  to  meet  their  pledges  to  the  Appeal  Fund  until  the  semi- 
nary has  secured  all  its  needed  facilities. 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  furnish  the  North  Carolina  Synod  an 
auditor's  certificate  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes. 

4.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  seminary  be 
printed  in  the  minutes.   (Pages  127-133). 

Ill   Lutheridge    (Bulletin— Pages  134-138). 

The  committee  notes  with  interest  the  improvements  which  con- 
tinue to  be  made  at  Lutheridge.  During  the  year  a  large  cottage  was 
completed,  sections  of  the  road  were  paved,  the  Children's  Activity 
Building  was  completed,  a  new  Boy  Scout  Area  was  started,  property  was 
purchased  and  bids  for  the  swimming  pool  were  let. 

1961  was  a  financially  good  year. 

Recommendations:    The  committee  recommends: 

1.  That  Dr.  Thornburg  receive  an  expression  of  our  appreciation 
for  his  thorough  management  of  Lutheridge  and  his  excellent 
program  of  leadership  for  the  synods  of  the  South. 
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2.  That  each  congregation  encourage  all  its  members  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  the  excellent  program  and  facilities  of  Lutheridge. 

3.  That  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  printed  in  the  min- 
utes of  Synod.     (Pages  134-138).

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Institutions  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  John  Y.  Yoder,  Jr.,  Chairman.  Pastor  Yoder  read  the  full 
report,  and  then  it  was  considered  seriatim. 

I.  Lenoir  Rhyne  College 

Recommendations  Nos.  1  and  2  were  adopted. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour,  Chairman  of  the  Board,  was  heard.  Dr.  Isenhour 
paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  and  said  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  had  voted  unanimously  to  name  the  new  College  Center  after 
its  President,  honoring  him  for  his  outstanding  service  to  the  synod,  to 
the  college,  and  his  leadership  in  the  cause  of  Christian  higher  educa- 
tion. 

Dr.  Isenhour  then  called  on  Dr.  Cromer  to  take  the  floor.  Dr.  Cro- 
mer expressed  his  appreciation  and  commendation  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  its  loyal  services,  and  to  the  synod  for  its  support.  He  re- 
ported that  970  students  were  enrolled  in  the  second  semester  and  990 
enrolled  in  the  first  semester. 

He  further  reported  that  47  per  cent  of  the  total  enrollment  is  Lu- 
theran, the  highest  Lutheran  percentage  since  World  War  II. 

Dr.  Cromer  expressed  his  delight  in  the  interest  of  the  students  in 
the  Convocation.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  the  faculty,  and  said  that 
the  turnover  in  teaching  personnel  has  been  relatively  low.  He  made 
reference  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Fritz  and  described  him  as  "that  grand  old 
man  of  the  college."  He  said  that  it  would  be  quite  revealing  to  know 
how  many  in  the  convention  had  come  under  his  tutelage. 

He  said  that  Chaplain  Walker  had  already  won  his  way  into  the 
hearts  of  both  students  and  faculty,  and  could  already  see  the  impact 
of  his  presence  and  ministry.  Dr.  Cromer  described  the  facilities  to  be 
contained  in  the  new  college  center.  All  the  major  needs  of  the  college 
have  not  yet  been  met,  he  stated,  and  then  proceeded  to  list  some  of 
them,  as  follows:  building  the  endowment,  dormitory  accommodations 
for  women,  additional  administrative  offices,  revealing  the  urgency  of 
the  $2,000,000  appeal. 

Recommendations  Nos.  3  and  4  were  adopted. 

Both  Chaplain  Walker  and  Mr.  Jeff  Norris,  new  Public  Relations 
Director,  were  recognized. 

II.  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary. 

Recommendations  Nos.  1  and  2  were  adopted. 

Dr.  F.  Eppling   Reinartz  was  recognized   as  having  a  two-fold   re- 
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sponsibility  in  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Rein- 
artz  spoke  of  the  scope  of  seminary  work.  He  began  by  explaining  that 
the  auditor's  certificate  is  not  issued  until  after  April  15,  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  treasurer  has  to  wait  until  the  wave  of  income  tax  returns 
has  calmed  down  before  he  can  get  to  the  books,  but  said  that  it  would 
be  sent  in  time  to  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  synod.  He  ex- 
pressed appreciation  to  President  Conrad  for  being  at  the  head  of  the 
committee  that  interviews  ministerial  students.  He  spoke  of  the  new 
set  up  under  LCA.  He  commended  the  post  graduate  school  to  the  synod, 
and  listed  the  seminary  as  occupying  a  central  place  in  the  life  of  the 
community.  He  expressed  his  delight  in  the  school  of  theology  for  lay- 
men, all  of  which  adds  up  to  the  opportunity  of  the  seminary  to  be 
seminal. 

Speaking  of  Dr.  S.  W.  Hahn  as  the  "great  adornment  of  this  synod," 
he  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  him  for  the  work  in  the  seminary,  with  a 
special  reference  to  the  assignment  of  students  for  supply  services.  He 
informed  the  convention  that  Dr.  Hahn  had  been  chosen  as  the  com- 
mencement preacher. 

The  chapel,  he  said,  is  more  than  a  dream  now.  It  will  soon  be  a 
reality,  as  plans  are  being  completed. 

He  closed  his  remarks  by  conveying  greetings  to  the  synod  from 
President  Karl  Kinard  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod. 

Recommendations  Nos.  3  and  4  were  adopted. 

Pastor  John  Yost,  Jr.,  asked  for  a  personal  privilege  which  was 
granted.  Dr.  Reinartz,  who  had  attended  a  luncheon  to  discuss  the  is- 
sues and  problems  of  the  proposed  constitution,  consented  to  report  to 
the  convention  on  what  the  special  group  had  done  and  to  inform  the 
convention  as  to  what  to  expect.  Dr.  Reinartz  described  the  situation 
as  a  crisis  decision  for  the  synod  to  make.  Parliamentary  procedure  and 
the  democratic  process  have  shown  the  wisdom  of  constitution  and  by- 
law notice.  It  would  seem  advisable  to  make  what  changes  the  synod 
would  like  to  make,  and  then  let  them  alone  until  the  September  meet- 
ing. Substantive  changes,  as  well  as  editorial,  can  be  entertained  and 
remain  inoperative  until  a  year  hence.  Dr.  Reinartz  threw  some  light 
on  where  the  synod  stands  now  in  relation  to  the  new  church  to  be.  All 
of  the  synods  have  now  unreservedly  committed  themselves  to  JCLU  in 
a  unity  that  cannot  be  fractured,  unless  a  synod  says,  this  is  not  for 
us,  and  then  become  schismatic  or  divisive.  The  strongest  cohesiveness, 
Dr.  Reinartz  said,  results  from  a  free  and  willing  mind  and  heart.  There 
are  those  who  believe  that  the  flow  of  power  and  authority  is  from  the 
congregation  upward,  that  the  real  energizing  of  the  Spirit  is  in  the 
congregation,  and  there  are  those  who  believe  that  the  flow  of  that 
power  is  from  a  central  agency  downward,  that  the  power  resides  in  a 
larger  body. 

Dr,  Reinartz  said  that  synods  can  always  send  resolutions  to  and 
memorialize  the  church  in  convention  to  express  their  desire  and  mind. 

He  advised  the  synod  to  come  up  with  the  best  instrument  possible 
and  serve  notice,  after  which  it  will  go  to  the  Executive  Council  for  rati- 
fication. Dr.  Reinartz  closed  his  remarks  with  a  very  appropriate  and 
impressive  prayer. 

The  last  ballot  was  cast  for  general  elections. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Institutions  was  resumed. 
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III.  Lutheridge 

Recommendations   Nos.   1    and  2   were   adopted. 

The  Rev.  L.  C.  Bumgarner,  a  member  of  the  Board,  was  recognized. 
Pastor  Bumgarner  yielded  the  floor  to  the  Rev.  J.  Lewis  Thornburg,  D.D., 
Executive   Director. 

Dr.  Thornburg  prefaced  his  report  by  stressing  the  importance  of  a 
close  relationship  between  Lutheridge  and  the  congregations  supporting 
it.  Lutheridge  ministers  to  the  whole  family  of  the  church,  Dr.  Thorn- 
burg said,  the  children,  the  youth,  the  adult,  and  the  senior  citizen,  and 
its  programs  are  geared  to  develop  leadership  in  every  area  of  the 
church's  ministry. 

Dr.  Thornburg  said  that  the  registrations  are  up  to  former  years. 
Seventy-two  boys  can  be  taken  care  of  in  the  pioneer  camp  and  80  girls 
can  be  cared  for.  Every  space  should  be  filled  he  said.  Dr.  Thornburg 
expressed  appreciation  for  serving  at  Lutheridge  for  13  years. 

Recommendation  No.  3  was  adopted. 

President  Conrad  informed  the  convention  that  the  recommendations 
of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of  the  Southern  Synods  regarding  ap- 
portionments to  church  institutions  which  normally  constituted  a  part 
of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Institutions  would  not  be 
presented  at  this  convention,  but  rather,  would  be  presented  at  the  con- 
stituting convention  in  September  in  consideration  of  the  1963  budget 
of  synod,  after  being  submitted  to  the  Little  JCLU. 


Report  of  Committee  on  Social  Missions 

PART  I 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  synod,  the  Social  Missions  Committee,  has 
held  two  formal  meetings  to  discuss  matters  relating  to  this  committee,  and 
to  make  plans  for  the  furtherance  of  the  social  ministry  among  our  people. 

Due  to  the  many  facets  of  social  concern,  individual  members  of  the 
committee  were  appointed  to  study  particular  social  areas.  Among  these 
special  fields  were:  Family  Life,  Retarded  Children,  The  Aged,  Alcoholism, 
Human  Relations  and  World  Affairs.  Members  of  the  committee  are  using 
as  study  guides,  packets  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Social  Missions  of  the 
ULCA. 

The  committee  would  call  your  attention  to  the  packets  and  strongly 
advise  each  congregation  to  purchase  them.  They  contain  excellent  ma- 
terials for  use  in  church  study  courses.  Packets  are  available  on  the  fol- 
lowing subjects :  aging,  blind,  deaf,  family  life,  human  relations,  handicap- 
ped, juvenile  delinquency,  mental  health,  retarded,  world  affairs  and  al- 
coholism. The  packets  sell  for  $1.00  each,  except  the  one  on  world  affairs 
which  sells  for  $1.50,  and  may  be  ordered  from  the  Board  of  Social  Mis- 
sions, 231  Madison  Avenue,  New  York  16,  N.  Y.  You  will  find  a  sample 
of  these  on  the  Social  Missions  display  table. 

Under  the  direction  of  your  Committee,  the  fall  conference  meetings 
presented  the  topic  "Christian  Social  Responsibility."  In  all  conferences 
the  specific  theme  of  Human  Relations  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Wade 
F.  Hook,  Ph.D.,  Professor  of  Sociology  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College.  Dr.  Hook 
made  an  outstanding  presentation.     A  request,   by   the   Conferences,   was 
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made  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  Synod,  that  Dr.  Hook's  presentation 
be  printed  so  that  copies  will  be  made  available  to  our  churches. 

The  Committee  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  social  revolution 
is  taking  place  in  almost  every  area  of  life,  and  that  the  world  is  in  great 
need  of  counsel  from  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  social  implications 
of  the  Gospel  are  obvious.  Therefore  we  urge  our  church  teachers  and 
pastors  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  make  social  applications 
of  the  Gospel  as  a  part  of  their  God-given  duty. 

Your  committee  would  hope  that  the  next  Area  Evangelism  Mission 
might  have  a  social  emphasis  and  deal  with  the  practice  of  the  Christian 
faith  in  everyday  life. 

The  committee  notes  with  appreciation  that  a  Senior  Citizens  Week  is 
included  again  this  year  in  the  Lutheridge  program  for  August  26  to  Sep- 
tember 4.  We  highly  commend  this  program  to  our  churches  and  suggest 
that  special  encouragement  be  given  to  elderly  members  to  spend  this 
week  at  Lutheridge,  and  that  financial  assistance  be  offered  where  at- 
tendance is  possible  only  with  such  aid. 

Your  Social  Missions  Committee  stands  ready  to  help  any  congrega- 
tion in  their  social  missions  program.  We  would  also  appreciate  the  shar- 
ing of  any  ideas,  or  experiences  which  other  congregations  might  have,  with 
our  Committee.     We  cherish  your  prayers. 

Finally,  the  committee  would  like  to  commend  our  people  for  the  prog- 
ress they  have  made  in  the  Social  Ministry.  Wherever  a  need  has  been 
realized  by  our  people,  definite  action  has  followed.  The  conception  of 
Lutheran  Homes  for  the  Aged  and  Infirmed,  and  the  tremendous  response 
to  Lutheran  World  Action  and  to  our  other  church  institutions  is  ample 
proof  of  this  fact.  It  it  our  prayer  and  hope  that  we  will  continue  to  grow 
in  grace  as  the  Lord  gives  us  light. 

Reports  on  the  Children's  Home,  Lowman  Home,  The  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  Homes,  and  Sipe's  Orchard  Home  will  be  presented  in  a  supple- 
mentary report. 

The  committee  recommends:  That  Part  I  of  the  report  be  received  as 
information.

The  personal  statement  of  the  Rev.  Floyd  C.  Trexler  was  ordered 
printed  in  the  Minutes. 

"Brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ,  what  I  am  about  to  say  I  say  with 
fear  and  trembling — I  am  not  a  brave  man.  I  have  spent  much  time  in 
prayer  and   meditation   over  the  matter   I   am   about   to   present. 

Yesterday  we  heard  much  discussion  over  the  words  'Evangelical' 
and  'United.'  We  talked  about  retaining  these  words  to  show  the  true 
nature  of  the  Church.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  it 
takes  more  than  a  name  to  make  a  group  either  Evangelical  or  United. 
What  one  is  in  practice  is  far  more  important  than  what  one  is  in  name. 

Yesterday  we  also  heard  our  Evangelism  Chairman  say  that  we 
should  study  the  Scriptures  more  in  order  that  we  might  be  taught  of 
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God  the  matter  of  Evangelism.    I  would  call  our  attention  to  the  fact  that 
we  have  not  heeded  the  truth  we  already  know. 

Our  blessed  living  Lord,  who  hung  dead  upon  a  cross  and  rose 
again  the  third  day,  commanded  His  Church  before  His  ascension,  "Go 
ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that 
believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall 
be  damned." 

These  were  His  marching  orders — 'preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture.' We  have  set  out  to  obey  this  command.  All  the  order  of  busi- 
ness at  this  church  meeting  or  any  other  for  that  matter,  should  be  to- 
ward this  end.  We  organize  churches  all  about  us.  We  send  preachers 
of  the  good  news  to  Liberia  and  South  America.  We  have  our  evangelism 
programs.  But  in  all  this  there  is  a  glaring  and  obvious  omission.  The 
Negro  people  of  our  own  communities  we  have  omitted. 

I  have  been  in  the  ministry  nine  years  this  June,  and  during  that 
time  I  have  allowed  souls  more  precious  than  all  the  goods  of  earth  to 
die  separated  from  God  because  they  were  wrapped  in  black  skins.  I 
pray  that  God  will  be  more  merciful  to  me  than  I  have  been  toward  the 
Negro  race. 

I  am  neither  a  segregationalist  nor  an  integrationalist — I  am  a 
Minister  of  the  Gospel.  I  speak  neither  for  the  N.A.A.C.P.  nor  the  White 
Citizens  Council  but  on  behalf  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  Who  said,  'Go 
ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.' 

Beloved,  I  am  well  aware  that  this  is  not  a  popular  subject  because 
our  customs  run  counter  to  the  commands  of  Christ.  Few  of  us  like  to 
be  controversial.  None  of  us  relish  the  prospect  of  losing  our  jobs  or  our 
friends  in  an  unpopular  cause. 

But  the  thing  that  keeps  haunting  me  is  the  coming  judgment  when 
I  shall  stand  before  my  Lord  and  report  on  how  well  I  have  followed 
His  Command.  I  seem  to  be  caught  between  the  friendship  of  man  and 
the  friendship  of  God.  Christian  brothers  and  sisters,  which  way  shall 
I  turn?     Which  way  will  you  turn? 

I  have  no  motions  to  make.  It  seems  sacreligious  to  vote  on  the 
great  commission — to  see  if  every  creature  includes  the  Negroes  of  North 
Carolina. 

Evangelical!     United!     These  are  more  than  words."

1961  SYNOD  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  administration  of  the  Lutheran  Chil- 
dren's Home  of  the  South  wish  to  express  deep  appreciation  for  the  sincere 
interest  you  have  manifested  in  our  children  through  the  wonderful  sup- 
port you  have  given  during  the  past  year.  We  will  state  briefly  some  of 
the  major  accomplishments  completed  with  your  help,  and  will  outline  our 
major  plans  based  on  faith  in  your  continued  interest  and  in  Almighty  God 
to  sustain  us  all. 

Plans  for  remodeling  the  first  of  our  four  cottages  have  been  completed 
and  the  contracts  with  the  architect  and  contractor  signed,  with  the  work 
scheduled  to  begin  in  February  of  1962.  A  multiple-function  macadam 
athletic  area  has  been  constructed,  other  recreation  facilities  improved, 
and  a  year-round  recreation  program  initiated  under  the  guidance  of  our 
Assistant  Superintendent.  Other  improvements,  including  complete  re- 
furnishing of  the  dining  room,  were  completed. 

From  the  viewpoint  of  child  care,  a  major  step  forward  was  accomp- 
lished in  securing  houseparent  couples  for  both  boys'  cottages.  Intensifi- 
cation of  our  special  teaching  program  and  associated  activities  will,  we 
hope,  benefit  some  of  our  children.  Farming  operations  have  been  sharply 
curtailed,  though  we  still  operate  a  large  truck  garden,  raise  chickens  for 
laying  and  for  consumption,  and  maintain  a  beef  herd.  Our  surplus  land, 
which  lies  across  a  main  highway  and  which  we  hope  to  sell,  is  being  share- 
cropped  by  a  neighboring  farmer;  however,  our  boys  and  male  staff  have  a 
pleasant  mixture  of  work  and  fun  helping  to  harvest  the  crops. 

Of  the  several  items  and  steps  contained  in  an  overall  Planning  and 
Development  program  adopted  by  our  Board  of  Trustees,  possibly  the  most 
meaningful  to  our  constituency  is  the  plan  for  development  of  casework 
services,  initially  on  a  local  basis,  and  then  in  other  synodical  areas  as 
funds  and  staff  become  available.  Toward  this  end  a  caseworker  has  been 
authorized  for  1962,  and  we  expect  to  place  a  number  of  our  most  needful 
children  with  Christian  foster  families  during  the  year.  Until  additional 
casework  is  available  for  the  more  distant  areas,  we  will  continue  to  ful- 
fill to  the  best  of  our  ability  the  calls  from  our  pastors  and  families  for 
consultation  and  aid  on  child-related  problems  in  all  areas  served  by  the 
Home. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  during  1961  the  Home  served 
102  children  in  residence,  7  in  foster  home  care,  and  6  through  mother's  aid. 
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As  the  policy  and  program  of  the  Home  are  altered  it  behooves  our 
pastors  to  keep  themselves  fully  informed  so  that  they  can  accurately 
counsel  and  guide  the  families  who  inquire  about  our  services.  A  personal 
visit  by  you  and  your  people  will  immeasurably  enhance  both  your  knowl- 
edge of  and  interest  in  our  Home  and  children.  Visit  us,  bring  your  youth 
and  adult  groups.  If  a  visit  is  not  possible  show  your  groups  our  film  and 
slides. 

We  would  like  to  say  a  special  "thank  you  and  God  bless  you"  to  our 
United  Lutheran  Church  Women  who  have  helped  us  in  so  many  ways.

We  have  examined  the  accounts  and  records  of  The  Lutheran  Chil- 
dren's Home  of  the  South  and  prepared  the  consolidated  statement  of  finan- 
cial condition  at  December  31,  1961  and  the  related  condensed  statement 
of  income  and  expenses  for  the  year  ended  that  date.  Our  examination 
was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  pro- 
cedures as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances,  except  that  out- 
side confirmation  of  contributions  and  board  of  children  was  not  attempted. 
The  internal  control  over  income  from  these  sources  is  considered  adequate. 

In  our  opinion,  subject  to  the  above  exception  regarding  contributions 
and  board  of  children,  the  accompanying  statement  of  financial  condition 
at  December  31,  1961,  and  related  income  and  expense  statement  for  the 
year  ended  that  date,  present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  various 
funds  and  their  operation,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  account- 
ing principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.

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Report  of  the  Lowman  Home 

It  is  regarded  as  a  genuine  privilege  to  report  to  the  constituent  synods 
of  the  stewardship  of  their  institution  of  mercy — caring  for  the  aged  and 
infirm.  To  you  who  have  supported  us  and  enabled  us  to  be  your  serving 
hands,  we  offer  our  heart-felt  gratitude.  Lowman  Home  is  your  child — 
yet  rendering  a  man-size  job  in  this  specialized  ministry.  It  is  to  our 
Loving  Father  and  His  Compassionate  Son  Who  inspire  so  many  friends 
throughout  the  Southeast  to  share  toward  our  needs  that  our  hearts  "over- 
flow with  thanksgivings." 

After  a  very  "shaky"  Fall,  by  God's  grace  and  your  liberality,  we  com- 
pleted the  year  of  1961  with  a  balance  in  the  regular  operating  fund  of 
slightly  more  than  $5,520.00;  and,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Infirmary 
Fund  had  increased  to  above  $97,650.00.  These  figures  alone  do  not  tell  the 
whole  story  of  your  benevolent  spirit  toward  this  fine  and  deserving  in- 
stitution; however,  they  indicate  your  desire  to  share  in  the  promotion  and 
futherance  of  Lowman  Home's  ministry  of  Christian  love  and  mercy.  Please, 
under  God's  bounties,  let  it  continue! 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  on  June  1  at  the 
Home.  The  following  were  elected  to  serve  as  officers  for  the  year :  Presi- 
dent, Rev.  C.  K.  Derrick,  D.D.;  Vice  President,  Rev.  J.  Edgar  Stockman; 
Secretary,  Rev.  C.  P.  Fisher,  Jr.;  Treasurer,  Mr.  Deems  Haltiwanger. 
Elected  also  at  this  meeting  to  succeed  the  Rev.  Leroy  E.  Blackwelder,  D.D., 
as  Superintendent,  was  the  Rev.  J.  Kenneth  Webb,  Pastor  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  of  the  Transfiguration,  Cayce,  S.  C.  Meetings  of  the  Executive, 
Finance,  and  Admissions  Committees  were  held  on  May  31  and  December 
7th.  Mr.  Harold  D.  Cromer  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  was  elected  Treasurer  at 
the  December  meeting  to  succeed  Mr.  Deems  Haltiwanger  who  retired  after 
a  long  tenure  of  service  to  the  Board  and  Home. 

The  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  Home,  1911-1961,  was  observed  on 
Septmber  16.  Appropriate  services  were  conducted  in  Bethel  Lutheran 
Church,  with  approximately  500  friends  of  the  Home  present.  A  most 
eloquent  sermon  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  Luther  Mauney,  President  of 
the  Virginia  Synod.  Participating  also  in  the  service  were:  Dr.  Karl  W. 
Kinard,  President  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod;  Dr.  Raymond  D.  Wood, 
President  of  the  Georgia- Alabama  Synod;  Dr.  C.  K.  Derrick,  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  the  Rev.  C.  P.  Fisher,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Included  in  the  program  was  the  Installation  of  the 
Rev.  J.  Kenneth  Webb  as  Superintendent,  and  the  honoring  of  Dr.  Leroy 
E.  Blackwelder  as  retiring  Superintendent.  Following  the  services  a 
delicious  barbecue  dinner  was  served  the  guests. 

At  the  end  of  1961,  there  was  a  total  of  110  guests  receiving  care  of 
Lowman  Home,  with  the  women  out-numbering  the  men — 75  to  35.  These 
persons  range  in  age  from  32  to  94,  with  the  average  at  73.8  years.  The 
following  are  grouped  by  age  as  a  point  of  interest:  90  or  over — five  guests; 
80  to  90— fifty-two  guests;  70  to  80— thirty  guests;  60  to  70— fifteen  guests; 
50  to  60 — nine  guests;  40  to  50 — eleven  guests;  and,  32  to  40 — two  guests. 
Forty-one  percent  of  the  guests  are  in  the  semi  or  total  invalid  category. 
With  such  a  varying  family,  there  are  few  dull  moments  for  all  members 
of  the  staff!  Yet,  remunerations  in  varying  forms  come  to  those  who  share 
in  these  positions  of  service.  During  1961,  thirteen  guests  were  admitted 
to  the  Home:  2  from  Georgia-Alabama;  2  from  Florida;  2  from  North  Caro- 
lina; 5  from  South  Carolina;  1  from  Virginia;  and  one  non-Lutheran.  The 
Home  experienced  a  loss  of  twelve  during  1961:  Florida — 1,  Georgia-Ala- 
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bama — 1,  North  Carolina — 1,  South  Carolina — 7,  and  Virginia — 2.  There 
was  a  total  of  124  guests  served  during  the  year:  Florida— 5,  Georgia-Ala- 
bama— 13,  North  Carolina — 34,  South  Carolina — 52,  Virginia — 10,  and  10 
non-Lutherans. 

Members  of  our  Supervisory  Staff  are:  Head  Nurse,  Mrs.  Dorothea 
Holmes,  R.N.,  and  Assistant  Head  Nurse,  Mrs.  Cary  Cruse,  R.N.;  Home 
Supervisor,  Mrs.  Hannah  Sistare;  Dining-Kitchen,  Mrs.  Margaret  Cromer; 
Laundry,  Mrs.  Eva  Swittenberg;  and,  Farm  Manager — Home  Mechanic,  J. 
Earle  Cromer.  Caring  for  the  guests  in  our  seven  dormitories  are  21  ma- 
trons and  one  male  orderly;  assisting  in  the  preparation  and  serving  of  the 
meals  are  10  dining-kitchen  workers;  giving  Lowman  Home  the  reputation 
of  being  one  of  the  cleanest  institutions  of  its  kind  are  6  maids  and  3  work- 
ers in  the  laundry.  Still  yet  there  is  1  general  worker  and  two  assistants  on 
the  farm.    The  monthly  payroll  alone  comes  to  approximately  $8,000.00. 

Doctors  Harriette  and  Carroll  Pinner  requested  to  be  relieved  of  their 
official  duties  as  Home  physicians  as  of  November  1st.  For  their  loyal  and 
efficient  service  over  the  years  we  are  deeply  grateful;  and,  they  are  con- 
tinuing to  care  for  a  few  special  cases.  Serving  the  Home  on  a  regular 
basis  at  the  present  time  are  Doctors  James  C.  Steele  and  Albert  P.  Thomas 
of  Lexington.  We  feel  indeed  fortunate  to  have  secured  the  efficient  ser- 
vices of  these  two  fine  young  physicions,  who  come  regularly  each  week  and 
on  emergency  calls  to  the  Home. 

Lowman  Home  boasts  an  unconditional  license  granted  by  the  South 
Carolina  State  Board  of  Health  through  its  regular  inspections. 

The  number  is  growing  of  those  who  graciously  remember  Lowman  in 
their  wills.

In  our  opinion,  the  accompanying  statement  of  assets,  liabilities  and 
fund  principals  (Exhibit  A)  and  the  related  statement  of  current  fund  re- 
ceipts, disbursements  and  balance  (Exhibit  B)  and  statement  of  fund  prin- 
cipals (Exhibit  C)  present  fairly  the  assets,  liabilities  and  fund  balances 
resulting  from  cash  transactions  of  the  Lowman  Home  for  the  Aged  and 
Helpless  as  of  December  31,  1961,  (adjusted  to  include  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements applicable  to  the  period  which  were  handled  by  the  Treasurer 
through  January  19,  1962)  and  the  recorded  cash  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  period  then  ended,  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  (see  Note  3  in  Exhibit  AA  as  to  appraisal  values  of  plant 
properties).

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Report  of  Sipe's  Orchard  Home 

The  twentieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  in  the 
Home,  November  14,  1961. 

The  superintendent,  Mr.  John  G.  Odem,  in  a  detailed  report  to  the 
Board,  revealed  an  excellent  year  for  the  institution.  Forty  children  were 
cared  for  during  the  year.  Five  new  boys  were  admitted  and  seven  were 
dismissed.  The  cost  per  day  per  child  increased  only  3c;  the  figure  now 
stands  at  $3.41. 

Two  seniors  from  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  were  employed  as  tutors  for 
some  of  the  boys.  Vast  improvement  was  shown  in  the  school  work  by  the 
boys  receiving  this  special  tutorage. 

Three  major  changes  and  developments  have  taken  place  at  the  Home. 
(1)  The  parsonage  formerly  occupied  by  the  Pastor  of  Mt.  Zion  Lutheran 
Church  was  purchased  and  moved  across  the  highway  to  be  used  as  a  dor- 
mitory for  the  boys.  (2)  A  campaign  was  launched  for  the  amount  of  $60,- 
000.00  for  a  new  dormitory.  At  the  time  of  this  report  $57,000.00  has  been 
pledged  and  assurance  of  the  additional  $3,000.00  is  reasonably  sure.  Proper 
division  for  the  housing  of  the  boys,  according  to  age,  will  be  made  when 
the  latter  building  is  constructed.  (3)  Disposition  of  the  dairy  herd  was 
made  and  the  farm  restocked  with  beef  cattle. 

Mr.  Odem's  report  was  concluded  with  the  following  paragraph:  "Our 
deepest  appreciation  is  hereby  given  the  many  friends  of  the  Home  for  their 
interest  and  support;  and  especially  do  we  thank  the  Board  of  Directors 
whose  cooperation  and  interest  are  so  generously  given."

Cash,  $13,163.02:  Cash  in  Banks,  Savings  Accounts  and  Cash  on 
Hand  was  verified  from  the  records  or  by  direct  confirmation.  No  excep- 
tions were  found. 

Contributions,  $36,302.77:  Contributions  from  all  sources  amounting 
to  $36,302.77  were  traced  from  the  receipts  journal  into  the  bank  accounts. 
Contributions  from  Counties — Municipal  and  U.  S.  Treasury  were  con- 
firmed from  check  stub  and  other  documents  in  the  files.  Direct  confir- 
mation was  received  on  Community  Chest  contributions  and  a  major  por- 
tion of  contributions  received  from  firms. 

Expenses:  Invoices  and  other  supporting  documents  for  all  of  the 
expenses  of  the  home,  service  store,  orchard,  dairy  and  farm  were  examined 
and  traced  into  the  disbursement  journal. 

We  found  the  records  of  Sipe's  Orchard  Home  to  be  well  kept.  The 
files  containing  paid  invoices  and  other  documents  were  complete  and  we 
were  able  to  locate  the  information  needed  in  connection  with  our  exami- 
nation.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  North 
Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 

With  the  1962  Convention  of  the  United  Evangelical  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  members  of  the  initial  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lu- 
theran Homes,  conclude  their  terms  of  office.  The  nine-member  Board  has 
carried  out  the  directives  of  the  Synod  given  at  the  time  of  its  creation  in 
1959.  The  program  for  the  institutional  care  of  the  aging  and  dependent 
has  been  advanced  to  the  point  where  the  larger  board  of  18  members, 
provided  for  in  the  By-laws,  is  essential  to  the  expanding  requirements 
involved.    This  is  evident  in  the  following  report. 

Officers  of  the  Board  serving  the  past  year  are:  President,  Rev.  A.  W. 
Lippard,  D.D.,  of  Morganton;  Vice  President,  John  A.  Pless  of  Lexington; 
Secretary,  Ray  A.  Cline  of  Concord;  Treasurer,  Dr.  John  C.  Herion  of 
Chapel  Hill.  Other  members  of  the  Board  are  Wallace  W.  Gee  of  Burling- 
ton, Rev.  John  K.  Lasley  of  Statesville,  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Lingle  of  Gastonia, 
Rev.  John  L.  Morgan,  D.D.,  of  Rockwell,  and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Plonk  of  Hickory. 

Four  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod. 
At  the  first  meeting,  June  15,  1961,  bids  for  the  construction  of  the  Hickory 
unit  were  opened.  The  total  low  bids  amounted  to  $293,256.00.  The  Board 
considered  this  amount  too  high  and  authorized  the  Executive  Director 
and  Architect  to  discuss  with  the  low  bidders  possibilities  of  reducing  con- 
struction costs;  and  that  the  Building  Committee  consider  the  suggestions 
and  report  its  recommendations  to  the  Board. 

The  report  of  the  Building  Committee  was  the  first  and  chief  order  of 
business  at  the  second  Board  meeting  on  July  6,  1961.  The  Committee  re- 
ported that  building  cost  deductions  in  the  amount  of  $43,441.47  could  be 
made,  reducing  the  construction  of  the  Hickory  unit  to  $249,964.00.  The 
contract  was  awarded  at  this  figure  to  the  following  firms : 

Yount  Lumber  Company,  general  contract  $168,951.00 

Miller-Smyre  Plumbing  and  Heating,  plumbing  29,762.65 

Hickory  Plumbing  and  Heating,  heating  32,869.88 

City  Electrical  Company,  electrical  19,931.00 

The  date  for  the  Ground-breaking  for  the  Hickory  unit  was  set  for 
July  23,  1961.  It  was  held  on  that  date  with  the  address  delivered  by  Dr. 
V.  R.  Cromer,  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  and  the  ground-break- 
ing service  led  by  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad. 

In  order  to  remove  any  question  of  right-to-title  on  the  property  given 
for  the  Hickory  unit,  a  new  deed  was  drawn  and  signed  by  the  donor,  Mr. 
A.  D.  Eckard.  In  this  instrument  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes 
was  released  from  any  liability  that  might  have  resulted  from  failure  to  let 
the  contract  for  a  building  by  April  1,  as  stipulated  in  the  original  deed  of 
transfer.  It  also  enabled  the  Board  to  execute  a  deed  of  trust  acceptable 
to  the  First  National  Bank  of  Catawba  County  with  which  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  a  constructions  loan  up  to  $150,000.00. 

Building  progress — As  of  February  1,  1962,  the  North  and  South  Wings, 
approximately  two-thirds  of  the  Hickory  unit,  are  under  cover.  Most  of  the 
cement  floors  have  been  poured,  and  partition  walls,  with  plumbing  and 
electrical  installations,  erected  between  most  of  the  rooms.    The  completion 
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date,  specified  in  the  contract,  is  June  1,  1962.     The  builders  consider  the 
work  slightly  behind  schedule,  but  hope  to  finish  near  the  specified  date. 

Financial  support  from  churches  and  individuals  of  synod  has  been 
very  encouraging.  Contributions  have  been  received  from  162  of  the  186 
congregations  in  the  synod.  Two  hundred  eighty-five  individuals  have 
contributed  memorials  for  137  persons  and  a  large  number  of  undesignated 
gifts,  supplementing  the  support  by  congregations.  The  largest  of  these 
undersigned  gifts  were  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Eckard  who,  with  the  donated  building 
site,  has  given  $30,000;  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  C.  Bost  who  have  contributed 
$29,479.95. 

Thirty-one  organizations  have  contributed  substantially  to  the  Luther- 
an Homes  cause.  These  include  the  Synodical  ULCM  and  Luther  League; 
three  conferences — Central,  Eastern  and  Southern;  The  Piedmont  and 
Southern  Districts  of  ULCM;  the  Western  District  Luther  League;  18 
ULCM  groups;  15  Sunday  School  classes  and  departments;  1  Lutheran  Min- 
isters Association — Cabarrus. 

Outstanding  pledges  reported  by  congregations,  as  of  February  1,  1962, 
amount  to  approximately  $17,767.00.  Other  pertinent  information  regard- 
ing finances  are  contained  in  the  Treasurer's  Report  attached  as  a  part  of 
this  report. 

In  returning  to  the  Synod  the  charge  entrusted  to  us,  we  express  grati- 
tude to  God,  the  source  of  all  wisdom,  grace  and  strength,  for  His  sustain- 
ing presence.  We  tender  sincere  thanks  to  Synod  for  the  privilege  of  serving 
as  members  of  the  first  Board  of  a  new,  worthy,  and  challenging  cause  of 
mercy.  We  hereby  express  our  appreciation  to  the  officers  of  Synod  and 
the  conferences,  officials  and  members  of  auxiliaries,  and  to  pastors  and 
members  of  their  congregations  for  their  words  of  encouragement,  their 
acts  of  assistance,  and  their  generous  financial  support  of  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  Homes. 

Finally  we  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following 
recommendations : 

1.  We  recommend  that  an  item  in  the  amount  of  $29,256.00  be  included 
in  the  Synodical  budget  for  1963  for  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  generally  observed 
as  "Mother's  Day,"  be  observed  in  the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Synod  as  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  Day  and  that  those  observing  the 
day  be  encouraged  to  receive  offerings  for  the  Homes. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Director  be  heard  in  connection 
with  consideration  of  this  report.

Cash  in  Bank — Central  Carolina  Bank  &  Trust  Co.  Cash  balance  in 
the  amount  of  $3,798.81  added  to  $4,614.86  cash  balance  held  at  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Catawba  County,  both  reconciled  as  of  December,  1961, 
composes  the  cash  in  bank  amount. 

Savings  Accounts  —  Four  separate  savings  accounts  were  opened  during 
the  year.

Office  Equipment  —  One  used  adding  machine  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$100.00,  for  which  a  special  contribution  was  made. 
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Real  Estate  —  Approximately  5%   acres,  with  frontage  on  21st.  Street, 

N.  E.  of  436  feet  and  a  frontage  on  13th  Avenue,  N.  E.  of  550  feet. 

Appraisal  certificate  furnished  by  Pitt  &  Cooke  Realty  Co.,  Hickory,  N.  C. 

Hickory  Unit  —  The  value  of  $107,308.39  is  the  amount  of  building  costs 
to  date,  of  which  $3,925  was  disbursed  in  1960,  $90,231.91  was  dis- 
bursed in  1961  and  $13,151.48  of  year-end  invoices  to  be  paid  in  future  year, 
or  1962. 

Current  Liabilities  —  are  accounts  payable  due  contractors  for  comple- 
tion of  work  to  December  31,  1961  and  are  payable  at  earliest  date 
possible  usually  within  ten  days. 

Long  Term  Liability/  or  the  construction  loan  was  aquired  at  this  point 
to  avoid  withdrawal  from  savings  accounts,  and  loss  of  4%  for  six 
months,  to  meet  current  construction  obligations.  The  cost  of  the  loan 
is  at  a  rate  of  5%  per  annum  and  was  made  on  a  demand  basis  on  Decem- 
ber 16,  1961.  "The  borrowing  of  funds,  both  on  short-term  and  long-term 
loans,  in  the  amount  necessary  to  finance  the  construction  of  the  North 
Carolina  Lutheran  Homes'  Unit  at  Hickory  up  to,  but  not  in  excess  of  the 
sum  total  of  $150,000  .  .  ."  was  adopted  on  April  20,  1961  at  the  eighth 
session  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty-seventh  annual  convention  of  the 
United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod,  North  Carolina.  This  source  is  to  be 
used  only  if  others  fail  to  provide,  adequately,  the  funds  needed.  The  funds 
are,  however,  available  as  to  a  short-term  notice  due  to  completion  of  bor- 
rowing arrangements  with  the  bank. 

Liabilities  not  noted  on  the  Balance  Sheet  are  noteworthy  none-the-less. 
Construction  contracts  have  been  awarded  in  the  amount  of  $251,- 
464.53.  To  date  costs  have  amounted  to  $90,449.86,  or  a  balance  due  of 
$161,014.67  as  of  this  report.  This  does  not  include  either,  the  cost  of 
Architects'  Fees  or  Plans  or  $11,700  which  has  been  paid,  or  the  Architects' 
Fees  for  Construction  Supervision  calculated  at  1%%  of  construction  costs, 
estimated  to  amount  to  $3,800  of  which  $1,200  has  been  paid.  This  amount 
is  variable,  but  considered  a  reasonable  guide  at  this  time.

The  staff  of  our  Children's  Home  is  to  be  commended  for  the  fine 
work  done  during  the  past  year. 

We  note  some  of  the  year's  outstanding  accomplishments: 

1.  Remodeling  of  four  cottages  begun. 

2.  Athletic  area  constructed,  other  recreational  facilities  improved, 
and  year-round  recreation  program  initiated. 

3.  Refurnishing  of  dining  room  completed. 

4.  Securing  of  houseparent  couples  for  both  boys  cottages. 

5.  Intensification  of  special  teaching  program. 

6.  Caseworker  authorized  for  1962. 

Your  Committee  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  Christian  foster 
family  program  and  the  projected  caseworker  service  beyond  the  local 
area  of  the  Children's  home.

II.  THE  LOWMAN  HOME  FOR  THE  AGED  AND  HELPLESS  (Bul- 
letin, pp.  143-146). 

The  Committee  would  call  your  attention  to  another  fine  year  of 
service  rendered  by  the  Lowman  Home  to  our  aged  and  helpless.  The 
size  of  the  job  can  be  seen  in  part  by  the  figures  listed  in  paragraph 
four  of  their  report. 

Our  Synod  is  deeply  indebted  to  the  Rev.  Leroy  E.  Blackwelder,  D.D., 
who  has  retired  as  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  for  the  many  years  of 
faithful  and  fruitful  service  rendered.  The  name  Leroy  Blackwelder  has 
become  almost  a  synonym  for  Lowman  Home  over  the  years.

We  call  your  attention  to  the  contributions  given  to  the  Home  by  way 
of  wills  during  1961.    This  is  a  good  practice. 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  the  Convention  express,  by  a  standing  vote,  appreciation  to 
the  Rev.  Leroy  Blackwelder,  D.D.,  for  his  long  and  efficient  service  in 

the  Lowman  Home. 

2.  That  a  representative  of  Lowman  Home  be  heard  in  connection 
with  this  report. 
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3.  That  the  Financial  Statement  (pp.  145,  146)  and  the  concluding 
paragraph  regarding  the  Audit  be  received  as  information. 

III.  SIPE'S  ORCHARD  HOME  (Bulletin,  pp.  147-149). 

The  Sipe's  Orchard  Home  is  to  be  commended  for  another  very  fruit- 
ful year  of  operation. 

The  Committee  would  call  your  attention  to  the  three  major  changes 
and  developments  at  the  Home  during  the  year: 

1.  Purchase  of  a  house  to  be  used  as  a  dormitory. 

2.  A  campaign  launched  for  the  amount  of  $60,000  for  a  new  dormi- 
tory. 

3.  Farm  restocked  with  beef  cattle.

IV.  NORTH   CAROLINA   LUTHERAN   HOMES    (pp.   150-155). 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  and  the 
Executive  Director,  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Norris,  D.D.,  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  faithful  service  during  the  year.  They  have  worked  diligently 
to  bring  a  dream  into  reality — the  establishment  of  a  home  for  the  aged 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  nine  board  members  who  have  laid  the 
ground  work  during  their  term  of  office,  and  have  set  the  pace  for  the 
18  member  board  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

Your  Committee  would  call  your  attention  to  the  following  items  in 
the  report: 

1.  Awarding  of  the  building  contract  for  the  Hickory  Unit  at  the  cost 
of    $249,963.53. 

2.  Ground-breaking  for  the  Hickory  Unit  on  July  23,  1961. 

3.  Building  to  be  concluded  on  or  about  June  1,  1962. 

4.  Financial  support  from  churches  and  individuals  of  synod  has 
been  very  encouraging. 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  the  Executive  Director  for  their  outstanding  service  to  the 
Synod  in  pioneering  our  first  local  Church  Home  for  the  aged. 

2.  That  the  Financial  Statement  (pp.  152-154)  and  the  Auditor's  re- 
port be  received  as  information. 

The  Committee  moves  the  adoption  of  recommendations  1,  2  and  3 
contained  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran  Homes. 

"1.  We  recommend  that  an  item  in  the  amount  of  $29,256.00  be  in- 
cluded in  the  Synodical  budget  for  1963  for  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran   Homes. 
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"2.  We  recommend  that  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  generally  ob- 
served as  'Mother's  Day,'  be  observed  in  the  churches  and  Sun- 
day schools  of  the  synod  as  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes  Day 
and  that  those  observing  the  day  be  encouraged  to  receive  offer- 
ings for  the  Homes. 

"3.  We  recommend  that  the  Executive  Director  be  heard  in  con- 
nection with  consideration  of  this  report." 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Social  Missions,  consisting  of  two 
parts,  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Floyd  C.  Trexler,  Chairman.  In  the 
presentation  of  Part  I,  appearing  in  the  Bulletin,  pages  139-140,  Chair- 
man Trexler  read  a  personal  statement  on  the  true  brotherhood  of  man, 
as  it  relates  to  the  church's  responsibility  to  the  Negro  race. 

Part  I  was  received  as  information.  Part  II,  relating  to  the  insti- 
tutions, was  then  presented. 

I— The  Lutheran  Children's  Home  of  the  South: 

Mr.  Fred  Prufer,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was  heard  in 
connection  with  the  Children's  Home.  Mr.  Prufer  began  by  saying,  "we 
live  within  our  income."  He  expressed  hope  that  the  Whisnant  Fund 
could  be  more  relaxed  for  immediate  help. 

Mr.  Prufer 's  remarks  were  chiefly  concerned  with  the  question:  "Why 
are  more  of  our  children  not  interested  in  going  to  college?,"  and  cited 
a  few  facts  and  figures  pointing  up  the  question.  Of  the  children  in  the 
Home,  22  have  graduated  from  high  school,  and  out  of  seven  enrolled  in 
college,  only  three  have  graduated.  Referring  to  a  special  study  regard- 
ing this  lack  of  interest  in  college  training,  Mr.  Prufer  reported  that 
74  per  cent  of  the  children  are  from  broken  homes,  and  24  per  cent  are 
either  orphaned  or  half-orphaned.  "This,"  he  said,  "answers  the  ques- 
tion," and  added,  "one  of  the  greatest  fears  of  the  Home  is  what  will 
happen  to  the  children  when  they  leave." 

Mr.  Prufer  informed  the  convention  delegates  that  a  plan  is  being 
effected  for  a  synod's  withdrawal  from  the  Home  because  of  the  mer- 
ger, and  stated  further  that  attempts  are  being  made  to  establish  the 
equity  in  case  of  complete  dissolution,  although  he  did  not  predict  this 
to  happen. 

In  answer  to  a  question  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour  referring  to  a  listing 
of  assets  as  to  whether  the  Home  has  a  special  endowment  or  trust  fund, 
Mr.  Prufer  answered  that  it  did.  In  answer  to  Dr.  Isenhour's  second 
question  as  to  the  use  of  undesignated  funds,  Mr.  Prufer  replied  by  say- 
ing that  they  are  not  put  in  the  endowment  fund,  but  are  used  as  the 
needs  of  the  Home  arise. 

Mr.  Brittain,  a  counselor  of  the  Home,  was  introduced  to  the  con- 
vention. 

Recommendations  1  and  2  were  adopted. 

Re.  Elections:  Chairman  Counts,  of  the  Teller's  Committee,  reported 
that  the  Rev.  C.  R.  Patterson  and  Mr.  H.  D.  Fry,  Sr.,  were  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  The  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  and  President 
Conrad  declared  them  duly  elected.  This  completed  the  general  elec- 
tions. 

II — The  Lowman  Home  For  the  Aged  and  Helpless: 

The  Rev.  C.  K.  Derrick,  D.D.,  new  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
succeeding  the   late  Dr.  Wynne  C.  Boliek,  spoke  to  the  convention  in 
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behalf  of  the  Home,  expressing  his  delight  in  the  work  of  the  home.  He 
described  the  past  year  at  the  Home  as  being  one  for  "rethinking,"  in 
referring  to  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Home.  He  then  presented 
the  Rev.  J.  Kenneth  Webb,  new  superintendent  of  the  Home,  succeeding 
Dr.  L.  E.  Blackwelder. 

Superintendent  Webb  expressed  appreciation  to  the  synod  for  its 
support  of  the  Home.  A  few  corrections  were  made  in  the  report.  Re- 
ferring to  the  Infirmary  Fund,  he  said  that  over  $100,000.00  had  been 
received,  and  that  plans  were  being  developed  for  consideration  at  the 
next  Board  meeting. 

In  answer  to  a  question  by  Mr.  R.  W.  Graeber  regarding  the  farm 
income  as  reported  in  the  financial  report  on  summary  of  operations  as 
to  whether  the  farm  paid  for  itself,  Superintendent  Webb  said  that  this 
was  a  condensed  form,  and  that  in  the  composite  report  the  full  amount 
from  farm  income  is  shown. 

Recommendations  1,  2,  and  3  were  adopted.

(Wednesday  Evening,  May  9,  1962  —  7:30-10:00  o'clock) 

Held  in  the  Sunday  School  Assembly  Room 

Devotions  were  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  E.  Goins,  pastor  of 
Good  Shepherd  Church,  Goldsboro. 

The  topic,  "The  Reward  of  Discipleship"  was  based  on  the  Scripture 
Lesson  from  St.  Mark  10:28-30.  Pastor  Goins  spoke  of  the  new  rela- 
tionship with  Jesus  Christ  as  the  special  reward  of  discipleship,  a  joy 
that  is  a  hundred  times  greater  than  anything  that  any  person  can  fore- 
go for  the  cause  of  the  Gospel. 
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Report  of  the  Mission  Committee 

This  Report  covers  the  calendar  year  of  1961. 

Six  regular  meetings  were  conducted  during  the  year  and  many  meet- 
ings of  the  sub-committees  were  also  conducted  in  order  to  more  efficiently 
carry  out  the  mission  program  within  the  synod. 

All  matters  involving  allocation  of  funds  will  be  found  in  the  Report 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Synod;  these  were  first  considered  and 
recommended  by  the  Mission  Committee. 

In  1960  the  Mission  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  recommend  to  the 
Executive  Committee  and  Budget  Committee  that  the  office  of  "Mission 
Superintendent"  be  created  and  that  a  competent  person  be  obtained  for 
that  office. 

At  the  1960  Convention  of  Synod,  the  Reverend  Dwight  Conrad,  a 
member  of  the  Mission  Committee,  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  above  recommendation  by  the  following  motion: 

"That  Synod  instruct  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Mission  Com- 
mittee to  elect  a  synodical  superintendent  of  home  missions,  and  that  the 
Executive  Committee  be  responsible  for  making  provisions  for  salary  ex- 
penses and  job  analysis." 

This  motion  was  adopted  by  the  convention  and  later  in  the  year  a 
special  committee  appointed  from  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Mis- 
sion Committee  prepared  a  job  analysis,  salary  schedule,  and  recommended 
that  the  Reverend  David  F.  Johnson  be  extended  a  call  to  this  office. 

The  recommendations  of  this  committee  were  approved  by  the  Mission 
Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee  and  a  call  extended.  After  due 
consideration,  Pastor  Johnson  accepted  the  call  and  assumed  the  duties  of 
this  office  on  October  1,  1961. 

The  above  actions  have  made  it  possible  to  give  very  close  attention 
to  our  present  missions  and  to  enlarge  our  vision  of  future  expansion  in  the 
Mission  Program  of  our  Synod. 

Progress  made  in  some  of  our  very  challenging  fields  is  reported  below: 

1.  Boger  City  —  Holy  Cross 

This  congregation  having  met  all  Board  of  American  Missions  require- 
ments began  construction  of  their  First  Unit  on  November  1,  1961,  and 
are  expected  to  complete  their  building  early  in  1962. 

2.  Burlington  —  Messiah 

This  congregation  has  had  their  Preliminary  Study  Proposal  approved, 
have  conducted  a  successful  Capital  Fund  Effort,  and  employed  an  archi- 
tect.    They  should  begin  construction  of  their  first  unit  in  1962. 

3.  Charlotte  —  St.  Thomas 

This  congregation  employed  an  architect  early  in  1960.  Their  Ultimate 
Building  Plot  Plan  Study  is  now  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Church 
Architecture  for  approval.  Construction  on  the  first  unit  should  begin  in 
late  spring  of  1962. 

4.  Charlotte  —  Starmount  Area 

The  Reverend  Claude  V.  Deal  entered  this  field  as  Developer  on  Oc- 
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tober  1,  1961;  he  has  made  excellent  progress  in  survey  work  and  the  sur- 
vey shows  that  there  is  an  excellent  potential  for  a  congregation.  There 
are  almost  5,000  homes  in  the  area  assigned  to  this  Mission,  most  of  them 
having  been  built  in  the  past  2-4  years. 

A  Steering  Committee  has  been  organized  and  this  group  will  begin 
conducting  services  early  in  1962,  with  organization  to  also  come  in  the 
early  months  of  1962.  A  parsonage  has  been  purchased  with  Synod  furn- 
ishing interim  financing  until  a  loan  is  secured  from  the  Board  of  Ameri- 
can Missions. 

5.  Durham  —  Christ 

This  congregation  is  again  on  the  move  after  a  dormant  period  during 
a  pastoral  vacancy. 

They  have  conducted  a  successful  Second  Funding  Effort,  employed  an 
architect  and  their  Ultimate  Building  Plans  should  be  submitted  at  an 
early  date.  They  should  begin  construction  of  their  first  unit  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1962. 

6.  Elkin  —  Christ 

The  Reverend  C.  N.  Yount  has  served  as  mission  developer.  This  group 
has  secured  property  for  a  building  site  (Synod  has  purchased  the  property 
and  a  loan  from  the  Board  of  American  Missions  has  been  requested).  Ar- 
rangements are  being  made  to  purchase  a  parsonage  and  the  Board  of 
American  Missions  will  call  a  developer  to  this  field  early  in  1962. 

7.  Fayetteville  —  West  Area 

A  new  field  with  a  very  promising  potential  has  been  approved  in  this 
area.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Board  of  American  Missions  will  call  a 
developer  for  this  field  in  1962. 

8.  Greensboro  —  Our  Father 

This  congregation  was  organized  on  May  21,  1961,  by  Pastor  Carl 
Ritchie.  A  church  building  site  has  been  acquired  and  a  parsonage  pur- 
chased with  Synod  assisting  in  the  financing  until  a  Board  of  American 
Missions  loan  is  granted.  This  congregation  has  conducted  a  successful 
First  Funding  Effort  and  are  presently  considering  an  architect.  They 
should  begin  their  first  unit  in  1962. 

9.  Greenville  —  Our  Redeemer 

This  congregation  has  employed  an  architect  and  their  Ultimate  Build- 
ing Plot  Plan  Study  has  been  approved.  They  are  now  in  the  process  of 
developing  Preliminary  and  Working  Drawings.  The  first  unit  should  be 
begun  in  the  Spring  of  1962.  This  Mission  sought  permission  to  enlarge 
their  first  unit  in  order  to  serve  the  Lutheran  students  at  East  Carolina. 
They  are  assuming  additional  indebtedness  in  order  to  perform  this  min- 
istry. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  congregation  is  striving  to  serve  a 
group  of  Lutheran  students  that  is  larger  in  number  than  their  own  mem- 
bership. 

10.  Havelock  —  St.  Timothy 

This  congregation  under  the  leadership  of  Pastor  David  Nelson  is  mak- 
ing excellent  progress.  However,  it  must  be  noted  that  the  work  of  this 
congregation  covers  a  wide  area,  serving  not  only  Havelock,  but  the  Cherry 
Point  Marine  Base,  Morehead  City,  and  the  surrounding  territory. 

This  is  a  Mission  with  a  mission,  for  Pastor  David  Nelson  and  Pastor 
William  Jennings  conducted  Lutheran  Services  in  the  City  Hall  of  Atlantic 
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Beach  during  the  three  summer  months.  There  was  an  excellent  response 
to  these  services  and  permission  has  already  been  granted  by  Mayor  Cooper 
and  the  Town  Council  to  again  conduct  services  this  summer. 

11.  High  Point  —  Archdale 

The  Reverend  Charles  Huggins  entered  this  field  as  developer  on  June 
1,  1961.  Under  his  direction  the  local  group  has  made  excellent  progress 
and  should  organize  early  in  1961. 

This  group  has  purchased  a  parsonage,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
with  a  gift  from  Emmanuel,  High  Point,  of  $2,500.00,  a  gift  from  the 
Children's  Fund  of  $2,000.00,  the  local  group  raised  the  remaining  $2,000.00 
of  the  down  payment.  This  means  that  they  have  a  building  and  loan  mort- 
gage, but  did  not  have  to  secure  a  second  mortgage  from  the  Board  of 
American  Missions  for  the  down  payment. 

12.  Mocksville- — Holy  Cross 

This  congregation  has  their  first  unit  almost  completed.  They  should 
have  their  Service  of  Consecration  early  in  1962.  Plans  are  now  being  de- 
veloped for  their  next  Funding  Effort. 

13.  Raleigh  —  East  Area 

A  new  field  has  been  approved  in  this  area  and  indicates  a  very  prom- 
ising potential.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Board  of  American  Missions  will 
call  a  developer  for  this  field  early  in  1962. 

14.  Raleigh  —  West  Area  and  Gary 

A  new  field  with  very  fine  potential  has  been  approved  in  this  area.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  Board  of  American  Missions  will  call  a  developer 
for  this  field  in  early  1962. 

15.  Salisbury  —  Gloria  Dei 

This  congregation  is  now  being  served  by  Pastor  Ronald  Weinelt  and 
is  making  excellent  progress. 

They  have  purchased  a  parsonage  with  interim  bank  financing  and  are 
awaiting  a  Board  of  American  Missions  loan. 

16.  SOUTHERN  PINES 

The  work  in  this  area  is  progressing  in  a  very  fine  manner.  Dr.  L.  E. 
Blackwelder  and  the  Reverend  J.  Schoneberg  Setzer  are  presently  supply- 
ing the  congregation  as  they  await  the  arrival  of  a  Board  of  American 
Missions  developer. 

Seminarian  Jack  Deal  worked  in  the  area  during  the  summer  and  se- 
cured 59  charter  members.  Shortly  after  Mr.  Deal  returned  to  the  Semi- 
nary the  Charter  Roll  was  submitted  with  62  adults,  a  large  number  of 
children  and  an  excellent  prospect  list.  This  congregation  should  organize 
very  soon  after  the  arrival  of  a  developer.  A  church  building  site  has  been 
approved  and  is  under  option.  Negotiations  are  also  under  way  for  a 
parsonage. 

17.  Skyland  —  Arden  —  Fletcher 

A  new  field  has  been  approved  in  this  area  and  shows  an  excellent 
potential.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Board  of  American  Missions  will  call 
a  developer  for  this  field  early  in  1962. 

18.  Wilson  —  Ascension 

Is  presently  worshipping  in  a  House  Chapel  formerly  used  by  another 
denomination.  A  church  building  site  is  being  negotiated  and  preparations 
are  being  made  for  their  First  Capital  Fund  Effort. 
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19.  Winston-  Sol  em  —  Northwest  Area 

The  Reverend  John  Y.  Yoder  entered  this  field  on  November  1,  1962, 
as  Board  of  American  Missions  developer.  The  potential  in  this  field  is 
truly  remarkable. 

A  Steering  Committee  has  been  organized  and  this  congregation  will 
begin  conducting  services  on  the  second  Sunday  in  January.  They  plan  to 
organize  on  March  18th  and  should  have  at  least  100  adults  on  their  charter 
roll. 

The  other  missions  of  our  synod  are  making  excellent  progress  and 
several  of  them  are  already  beginning  to  consider  a  second  unit  of  con- 
struction. For  example,  Redeemer,  Charlotte,  has  even  prepaid  their  Sec- 
ond Mortgage  in  a  substantial  manner  and  is  already  making  plans  for  a 
Capital  Fund  Effort  for  a  second  unit  of  construction. 

The  Mission  Committee  hereby  expresses  its  thanks  and  deep  appre- 
ciation for  the  substantial  aid  rendered  by  the  Auxiliaries  of  the  Church, 
and  strongly  urges  that  such  aid  be  continued  and  increased  in  the  future, 
to  God's  Greater  Glory. 

The  Mission  Committee  would  also  like  to  give  special  commendation 
to  congregations  throughout  the  synod,  who  have  in  a  very  special  manner 
given  aid  and  impetus  to  our  Mission  Program.  Their  "Mother  Church" 
relation  has  been  a  blessing  and  inspiration  to  their  "children."

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  North 
Carolina  Missions 

Dear  Brethren  in  Christ : 

It  was  with  a  deep  sense  of  humility  and  a  feeling  of  high  privilege 
that  I  received  a  call  from  the  Executive  Committee  to  assume  the  Office 
of  Superintendent  of  N.  C.  Missions  of  our  Synod.  This  call  was  extended 
in  July  of  1961. 

It  was  with  prayer  and  careful  consideration  that  I  gave  attention  to 
this  call  and  the  sincere  conviction  of  my  heart  is  that  the  Holy  Spirit  led 
me  in  my  acceptance.  My  resignation  as  Pastor  of  Kimball  Memorial  Lu- 
theran Church  was  effective  as  of  September  31,  1961,  and  I  began  the 
duties  of  the  Office  of  Superintendent  of  N,  C.  Missions  on  October  1,  1961. 

The  Job  Analysis  of  this  Office  as  prepared  by  the  Committee  charged 
with  this  responsibility  are  summarized  as  follows: 

IN  GENERAL 

1.  The  office  of  Superintendent  of  N.  C.  Missions  was  authorized  at 
the  1961  Convention  of  The  United  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of 
North  Carolina  to  direct,  promote,  implement  and  co-ordinate  the 
work  of  Home  Missions  in  the  Synod. 

2.  The  Superintendent  of  N.  C.  Missions  works  under  the  supervision 
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of  the  President  of  Synod  and  is  responsible  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Synod. 

3.  The  Superintendent  shall  serve  as  staff  worker  to  implement  and 
promote  the  plans  and  program  of  the  Mission  Committee  of  Synod 
and  the  Board  of  American  Missions.  He  shall  be  available  to 
represent  the  Synod  on  special  occasions  and  for  other  duties  or 
responsibilities  assigned  to  him  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  The  Superintendent  shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Mission 
Committee. 

IN  SPECIFIC 

1.  Implementing  the  plans  and  program  of  the  Mission  Committee 
of  the  Synod  and  the  Board  of  American  Missions. 

2.  Seeking  new  mission  fields  and  securing  approval  of  the  same. 

3.  Conducting  surveys  of  new  mission  fields  in  co-operation  with  the 
Board  of  American  Missions. 

4.  Selecting  mission  properties  for  parsonages  and  church  sites  sub- 
ject to  approval  of  the  Mission  Committee  and  the  Board  of 
American  Missions. 

5.  Handling  matters  pertaining  to  the  purchase  of  property  and 
church  construction. 

6.  Supervising  all  Church  Extension  Programs. 

7.  Maintaining  watchful  care  over  all  missions  of  the  synod. 

8.  Providing  mission  developers  with  information,  counsel,  and  en- 
couragement for  their  task. 

9.  Consulting  annually  with  the  Secretary  of  English  Missions  of 
Board  of  American  Missions  concerning  salary  aid  for  the  mission 
congregations  of  Synod  and  recommending  salary  schedule  to  the 
Mission  Committee. 

10.  Assisting  congregations  with  all  plans  preparatory  to  their  building 
program,  including  the  employment  of  an  architect. 

11.  Reviewing  all  plans  for  a  building  program,  prior  to  their  sub- 
mission to  the  Board  of  American  Missions. 

12.  Assisting  congregations  in  the  preparation  of  Study  Proposals, 
Loan  Applications,  Capital  Fund  Efforts,  and  all  other  similar  ap- 
plications and  efforts. 

13.  Keeping  the  congregations,  auxiliaries,  and  pastors  of  the  Synod 
aware  of  the  need  for  planting  missions  on  the  territory  of  the  N.  C. 
Synod. 

14.  Working  with  the  U.L.C.M.  leaders  in  the  promotion  of  the  N.  C. 
Synod's  Loan  and  Gift  Fund. 

15.  Consulting  with  U.L.C.W.  and  Luther  League  leaders  in  connection 
with  the  Home  Mission  Programs  and  aid  of  these  auxiliaries. 

16.  An  annual  report  shall  be  made  to  the  Synod  and  reports  may  be 
made  at  each  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

This  analysis  I  have  carefully  studied  and  with  God's  help  have  tried 
to  discharge  these  responsibilities  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

A  summary  of  my  efforts  during  the  first  three  months  of  my  service 
(Oct.-Nov.-Dec.)   as  Superintendent  are  as  follows: 
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1.  In  addition  to  office  work,  over  7,000  miles  was  driven  as  your  Su- 
perintendent traveled  over  the  state  to  attend  to  the  Mission  Pro- 
gram and  its  needs. 

2.  Delivered  16  sermons. 

3.  Delivered  9  addresses  at  various  meetings  and  conventions. 

4.  Conducted  three  services  of  installation  for  pastors. 

5.  Attended  and  conducted  business  at  17  church  council  meetings. 

6.  Attended  and  gave  advice  and  counsel  at  11  meetings  of  Building 
Committees  and  architects. 

7.  Conducted  nine  meetings  in  various  phases  of  training  for  Capital 
Fund  Efforts. 

8.  Have  had  16  consultations  with  pastors  concerning  various  phases 
of  their  program. 

9.  Attended  the  Fall  Conventions  of  the  Five  Conferences  of  Synod 
and  reported  concerning  our  mission  program. 

10.  Attended  9  committee  meetings  (Mission  Committee,  Executive 
Committee,  U.L.C.M.,  Loan   and  Gift,   etc.) 

11.  Have  made  field  trips  over  7  new  fields  and  have  submitted  ap- 
plications, pictures,  and  other  necessary  data  preparatory  to  their 
approval. 

12.  Negotiated  the  purchase  of  a  parsonage  for  a  new  field  in  Star- 
mount,  Charlotte. 

13.  Negotiated  the  purchase  of  a  parsonage  for  a  new  field  in  North- 
west Winston-Salem. 

14.  Negotiated  the  purchase  of  a  church  building  site  for  Northwest 
Winston-Salem. 

15.  Negotiated  the  purchase  of  a  parsonage  for  Archdale,  High  Point. 

16.  Negotiated  the  purchase  of  a  church  building  site  for  Elkin. 

17.  Am  presently  negotiating  the  following  purchases  of  parsonages 
and  church  building  sites : 

a)  A  parsonage  for  Elkin 

b)  A  parsonage  for  Skyland-Arden 

c)  A  church  building  site  for  Skyland-Arden 

d)  A  church  building  site  for  Starmount,  Charlotte 

e)  A  church  building  site  for  Archdale,  High  Point 

f)  A  parsonage  for  Southern  Pines 

g)  A  church  building  site  for  Southern  Pines 
h)   A  parsonage  for  East  Raleigh 

i)   A  church  building  site  for  East  Raleigh 
j)  A  church  building  site  for  Wilson 

18.  All  procedures  for  approval,  purchase,  application  for  loans  and 
other  matters  pertaining  to  the  above  property  acquisitions  have 
been  either  submitted,  or  are  being  processed. 

19.  Your  Superintendent  has  received  and  serviced  Quarterly  Reports 
and  Salary  Aid  applications  as  submitted  by  our  various  missions. 
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20.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Board  of  American  Missions  your  Super- 
intendent attended  the  Staff  Meeting  and  the  Board  Meeting  in 
Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  on  December  3-7,  1961. 

It  is  presently  anticipated  that  7  new  first  unit  buildings  will  be  con- 
structed in  1962  and  that  9  new  congregations  will  be  organized.  In  addi- 
tion, 14  other  fields  are  presently  assigned  to  our  Synod  by  the  National 
Lutheran  Council  and  other  opportunities  are  constantly  opening  to  us. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  three  months  of  service  in  this  office,  your  Su- 
perintendent would  like  to  express  his  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Presi- 
dent, Assistant  to  the  President,  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  the  Mission 
Committee  and  the  Executive  Committee  for  their  splendid  co-operation, 
guidance,  and  assistance.  A  special  word  of  commendation  is  also  offered 
to  our  pastors  and  congregations,  who  have  been  most  receptive  and  co- 
operative as  we  have  labored  together  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom. 

It  has  been  my  joy  and  privilege  to  serve  as  your  Superintendent  of 
N.  C.  Missions.  May  God  continue  to  strengthen  us  and  guide  us  in  the 
great  challenge  that  is  before  us.

The  Report  of  the  Mission  Committee  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Hugh 
Moretz,  Secretary  of  the  Committee.  Mr.  Moretz  referred  to  the  new 
office  of  Superintendent  of  North  Carolina  Missions  as  a  "wise  move," 
and  paid  tribute  to  Superintendent  David  F.  Johnson  for  the  most  favor- 
able impression  that  he  has  made  in  his  new  office.  He  also  paid  tribute 
to  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund,  to  the  auxiliaries,  and  to  the  mother  church- 
es for  their  support  of  new  missions  in  their  areas.  He  described  the 
mission  work  in  the  synod  not  only  as  "big  business"  but  as  "good  busi- 
ness." Mr.  Moretz  then  presented  Superintendent  Johnson  to  the  con- 
vention. 

Superintendent  Johnson  prefaced  his  remarks  by  saying  "never 
have  I  been  busier  in  my  ministry,  and  never  have  I  had  such  a  sense  of 
accomplishment."  Superintendent  Johnson  called  the  roll  of  mission 
churches,  including  the  self -supporting,  but  with  outstanding  loans; 
those  of  mission  status,  and  certain  sustentation  points  which  have 
come  under  the  mission  development  program  of  the  synod,  and  as  the 
churches  were  called  representatives  from  each  of  the  churches  as- 
sembled in  front  of  the  Sunday  School  auditorium  and  were  recognized 
as  the  mission  family  of  the  synod.  The  size  of  the  mission  family 
showed  the  scope  of  the  mission  work  in  the  synod.  Members  of  the 
Mission  Committee  were  also  called  forward  for  recognition  and  as 
being  a  part  of  the  mission  family. 

Superintendent  Johnson  stated  that  52  congregations  of  the  synod 
have  a  relationship  to  the  mission  development  program  of  the  synod. 

A  filmstrip,  prepared  by  Superintendent  Johnson,  showing  the 
necessary  steps  in  the  development  of  a  mission  congregation,  was 
shown  with  interest  and  profit  to  the  convention. 

The  Report  of  the  Mission  Committee  appearing  in  the  Bulletin  was 
adopted. 
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Report  of  the  Stewardship  Committee 

The  task  of  a  Stewardship  Committee  whether  it  be  on  a  Synodical, 
Conference,  or  Congregational  level  is  to  constantly  remind  the  church  of 
what  it  is.  The  church  is  where  the  Word  of  God  is  proclaimed  and  where 
WORD  BECOMES  DEED  IN  THE  LIFE  OF  CHRISTIANS.  The  function 
of  the  Stewardship  Committee  is  to  prod,  to  push,  to  awaken  out  of  com- 
placency, for  to  sleep  on  may  be  to  sleep  the  sleep  of  death. 

Luther  declared  "the  church  never  is.  It  is  always  becoming."  God 
asks  us  to  become  members  of  his  family,  branches  of  his  vine,  sheep  of  his 
flock,  a  part  of  the  body  of  Christ.  He  calls  us  to  be  His  disciples.  The 
realization  of  what  discipleship  means  finds  expression  in  Christian  Stew- 
ardship. As  church  members  we  are  a  group  in  fellowship  with  Jesus 
Christ  bringing  God's  love  to  people;  making  the  love  of  God  visible  in 
the  world.  In  order  to  do  this,  Stewardship  Committees  must  diligently 
teach  and  encourage  church  members  to  use  God's  gifts  in  relation  to  God's 
purpose.  To  this  end  your  Synodical  Stewardship  Committee  has  directed 
its  efforts. 

I.    THE  COMMITTEE'S  ACTIVITIES 

1.  Ten  Area  Stewardship  Workshops  were  planned  and  conducted  to 
confront  congregations  giving  less  than  100%  of  their  minimum  assignment 
with  the  challenge  for  a  larger  response  for  Christ's  World  Mission.  Council- 
men  and  Pastors  from  80  congregations  were  invited  to  attend.  Five 
hundred  people  representing  64  of  the  80  invited  congregations  attended  the 
10  area  workshops.  The  spirit  of  the  councilmen  at  these  workshops  was 
excellent  and  the  Stewardship  Committee  believes  that  a  greater  response 
for  Benevolences  will  result  from  these  workshops.  Each  Conference  Stew- 
ardship Committee  assisted  in  the  workshops  on  its   territory. 

2.  Forty  thousand  copies  of  a  two  color  brochure,  "God's  Family  Given 
God's  Opportunities,"  were  produced  and  distributed  to  N.  C.  Synod  Con- 
gregations for  use  in  connection  with  their  Stewardship  promotion  in  the 
fall  of  1961.  The  brochure  depicts  the  congregation's  opportunities  to  re- 
spond to  God's  love  in  1962  through  the  U.L.C.A.,  L.W.A.,  the  Institutions, 
and  the  Synod. 

3.  Congregations  of  the  Synod  were  kept  informed  as  to  Stewardship 
program,  plans  and  progress  through  a  monthly  Stewardship  Evangelism 
Bulletin  mailed  to  the  pastor  and  five  key  laymen  in  each  church. 

4.  In  cooperation  with  other  Synodical  Committees  the  Seventh  An- 
nual Workshop  for  New  Pastors  and  their  wives  was  conducted  June  26-27, 
1961. 

5.  A  column  of  Stewardship  news  has  been  prepared  by  the  chairman 
month  by  month  for  publication  in  the  N.  C.  Lutheran.  In  addition,  four 
issues  of  the  N.  C.  Lutheran  carried  benevolence  tables  showing  assign- 
ments, amounts  given,  and  percentage  of  assignment  given  for  the  189 
congregations  of  the  Synod. 

6.  Through  visits  to  congregations  and  meetings  with  councils  and  con- 
gregational stewardship  committees,  the  causes  of  the  church  have  been 
kept  constantly  before  our  constituency. 

7.  Liaison  has  been  maintained  between  the  Synodical  Committee  and 
the  five  conferences  through  the  Conference  Stewardship  Chairmen. 

8.  Covenant  cards  were  provided  for  congregations  to  use  in  report- 
ing their  1962  pledges  for  benevolences. 
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9.  Various  Stewardship  studies  were  prepared  by  the  Stewardship 
Chairman  at  intervals  throughout  the  year  and  presented  to  the  Executive 
Committee  and  to  congregational  leaders  through  the  monthly  bulletin. 

II.    1961    GIVING   BREAKS   ALL    PREVIOUS   RECORDS 
FOR  BENEVOLENCES 

Covenant  receipts  of  $752,901.98  for  1961  plus  designated  gifts  of 
$13,278.85  for  causes  in  Synod's  budget;  plus  repayment  of  an  $8,444.97 
mission  loan  brought  the  total  provided  for  the  U.L.C.A.,  L.W.A.,  the  In- 
stitutions and  the  Synod  to  a  record  high  of  $774,625.80. 

This  amount  is  $75,027.58  or  10.7%  more  than  was  remitted  for  the 
same  causes  in  1960.  However,  the  record  giving  provided  only  89%  of 
the  Synod's  $870,357  budget  leaving  a  deficit  of  $95,731.20  which  caused 
postponement  and  delay  of  the  church's  work  in  many  vital  areas  of  its 
ministry,  particularly  in  U.L.C.A.  causes. 

Helping  to  achieve  this  record  in  receipts  for  Benevolences  41  of  the 
Synod's  189  congregations  gave  more  than  $10,000  beyond  their  minimum 
assignments. 

Forty-five  congregations  gave  an  amount  equal  to  their  assignment. 
One  hundred  and  three  congregations  gave  less  than  their  assignment. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  congregations  in  the  various 
categories  of  percentage  of  assignment  given  and  compares  1961  with  1960.

As  the  103  congregations  below  the  100%  level  climb  higher  in  the 
percentage  of  assignment  given,  we  can  reach  greater  goals  and  take  ad- 
vantage of  more  of  the  opportunities  with  which  God  confronts  us  in  the 
ministry  which  we  share  together  through  the  Synod. 

The  $774,625.80  provided  during  1961  was  divided  among  the  eight 
budgeted  causes  according  to  the  ratio  of  division  of  funds  adopted  by  the 
1960  Convention  of  Synod.  Some  causes  received  a  larger  percentage  be- 
cause of  designated  gifts.

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The  biggest  blot  on  the  1961  Stewardship  record  was  that  receipts  failed 
by  $78,597.02  to  provide  the  synod's  full  U.L.C.A.  Apportionment.  This  is 
the  fourth  consecutive  year  that  the  N.  C.  Synod  has  fallen  below  the 
100%  mark  for  the  U.L.C.A.  For  five  years,  from  1953  through  1957,  the 
U.L.C.A.  Apportionment  was  given  in  full.  However,  since  1958,  double 
apportionment  year,  the  synod  has  not  been  able  to  provide  its  full  assign- 
ment. The  amount  given  for  U.L.C.A.  causes  in  1961  was  $33,222.20  or 
10.3%  more  than  was  provided  in  1960.  North  Carolina  ranks  19th  among 
the  32  synods  with  81.7%  of  its  1961  U.L.C.A.  Apportionment  given.  In  1961 
the  U.L.C.A.  received  81.6%  of  its  $14,216,400  Budget. 

III.    THE  1961  OVER-ALL  RESPONSE 

While  North  Carolina  Lutherans  were  breaking  records  in  giving 
through  regular  channels  for  Benevolences,  many  special  causes  received 
second  mile  giving  during  1961.  Total  giving  for  Benevolences  through 
the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  is  reflected  in  the  following  table.

One  million,  ninety-seven  thousand  dollars  was  given  through  the  of- 
fice of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  for  Benevolences,  and  that  isn't  all.  Giving 
through  the  auxiliaries  and  directly  to  causes  pushed  the  total  1961  giving 
for  Benevolences  to  $1,260,405  to  establish  an  all  time  record.  This  amount 
is  $196,191  or  18.43%  more  than  was  given  by  N.  C.  Synod  Congregations 
in  1960  and  averages  $32.29  per  communing  member.  Benevolence  giving 
in  1961  was  27.97%  of  the  total  expenditures  of  the  congregations  including 
Current  Expenses,  Building,  and  Benevolences. 

The  1961  Benevolence  Response  shows  real  growth  in  Stewardship  and 
establishes  a  record  of  which  to  be  proud.  Individuals  and  congregations 
are  commended  for  their  part  in  this  achievement. 

The  following  table  gives  this  total  picture  of  the  stewardship  of  the 
189  congregations  of  the  synod  for  1961.

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The  total  spent  by  N.  C.  Lutherans  during  1961  for  Current  Expenses, 
Building,  and  Benevolences  was  $4,506,357. 

The  table  points  to  gains  in  expenditures  for  both  Current  Expenses  and 
Benevolences  during  1961.  However,  1960  was  a  peak  year  in  building 
Churches,  Educational  Buildings,  and  Parsonages  in  N.  C.  and  the  1961 
expenditures  for  building  purposes  was  $387,348  less  than  in  1960.  Con- 
sequently, the  per  capita  per  communing  member  fell  from  $122.67  to 
$115.44.  Giving  per  confirmed  member  in  1961  averaged  $87.50.  This  com- 
pares with  a  U.L.C.A.  confirmed  member  average  in  1960  of  $70.86. 

IV.   THE  1962  BENEVOLENCE  OUTLOOK 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  congregations  have  pledged  $819,252.75  for 
the  work  outlined  in  Synod's  1962  Budget.  These  same  congregations  were 
assigned  $898,332.  They  have  pledged  91.19%  of  their  minimum  assign- 
ments. If  the  other  covenants  from  the  remaining  21  congregations  main- 
tain this  percentage,  covenants  would  compare  with  the  budget  as  follows:

These  Covenants  pledge  sufficient  funds  for  Parts  A,  B,  and  C  of  Synod's 
Budget  totaling  $838,991.00  and  would  provide  $27,314  toward  the  Synod's 

$81,000  Dowry  Gift  for  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.    A  special  effort 
for  the  Dowry  Gift  should  be  made  in  1962  to  assure  the  Synod's  full  share. 

Eleven  congregations  have  covenanted  more  than  assigned,  93  the  same 
as  assigned,  and  64  less  than  assigned. 

Covenants  of  the  168  congregations  are  $43,608.77  greater  than  the  1961 
Covenants. 

V.    STEWARDSHIP  PRACTICES 

Questionnaires  returned  recently  by  148  pastors  indicate  trends  and 
practices  in  stewardship. 

The  148  congregations  report  1,746  tithers. 

Sixty-eight  congregations  reached  their  budgets  100%  in  1961.  Twenty- 
four  reported  95%  attainment;  twenty-three  90%;  eleven  85%;  seven  80%; 
and  three  75%. 

The  U.L.C.A.  Stewardship  Plan,  "Parish  Life  Advance  Now"  was  used 
in  26  of  the  148  congregations  last  fall.  In  addition,  six  others  used  parts 
of  P-L-A-N. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-three  church  councils  have  instructed  their 
church  treasurers  to  remit  funds  monthly  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  for 
benevolences. 

One  hundred  eight  congregations  use  the  single  pocket  offering  envel- 
opes and  the  unified  budget.    Thirty-five  use  the  duplex  offering  envelopes. 

In  conducting  programs  of  Stewardship  education  and  to  give  oppor- 
tunity for  members  to  pledge,  47  of  the  148  congregations  conducted  an 
Every  Member  Visit,  60  had  a  Budget  Pledge  Sunday,  47  report  a   con- 
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gregational  Stewardship  Dinner,  2  a  Cottage  Meeting  Plan.    Only  six  of  the 
148  congregations  do  not  ask  their  members  to  pledge. 

VI.    ANALYSIS   OF  SYNOD'S    STEWARDSHIP   STATUS 

1.  All  previous  records  in  giving  for  Benevolences  were  broken  during 
1961. 

a.  $752,901.98  in  Covenant  Receipts  for  budgeted  causes  was  the 
most  ever  given. 

b.  $353,128.98  for  the  U.L.C.A.  was  the  most  ever  provided  by  the 
N.  C.  Synod. 

c.  $1,260,405.00  for  total  Benevolences,  apportioned  and  unappor- 
tioned  was  18.43%  ahead  of  any  previous  year. 

d.  A  greater  percent  of  our  congregations  total  giving  in  1961  went 
for  Benevolences  27.97%. 

2.  In  spite  of  this  excellent  achievement,  North  Carolina  ranked  19th 
among  the  Synods  in  percentage  of  U.L.C.A.  apportionment  given, 
with  81.7%. 

a.  Regardless  of  any  ratio  of  division  of  funds  the  Synod  might 
adopt,  under  present  budget  procedures,  100%  of  quotas  for  the 
Institutions  and  the  U.L.C.A.  can  be  provided  only  if  most  con- 
gregations give  100%  of  their  Assignments. 

b.  Last  year  86  churches  gave  100%  or  more.     103  gave  less. 

c.  Since  a  time  element  is  involved  in  bringing  all  congregations  to 
the  100%  level,  it  would  appear  that  an  adequate  item  for 
"Venture  and  Emergency  Purposes"  should  be  added  to  the 
budget  which  would  be  assigned  to  the  congregations  as  a  part 
of  their  minimum  assignment. 

d.  This  procedure  would  help  the  synod  to  provide  the  various 
causes  with  100%  of  their  quotas  even  if  the  budget  were  not 
reached  in  full.  If  the  full  amount  were  realized  funds  would 
be  available  for  Venture  and  Emergency  Purposes. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  That  congregations  make  diligent  use  of  the  calendar  of  causes  to 
keep  church  members  informed  as  to  our  mission  together. 

2.  That  in  their  stewardship  programs  congregations  emphasize  pro- 
portionate giving  with  Christian  Tithing  as  a  reasonable  first  step. 

3.  That  congregations  consider  dividing  the  minimum  assignment  by 
11  and  beginning  in  January  of  each  year  send  in  11  monthly  payments 
so  that  by  the  end  of  November  the  assignment  will  be  given  in  full  and 
December  can  be  used  as  a  month  for  "second  mile"  giving. 

4.  That  every  congregation  make  good  use  of  the  new  Stewardship 
Materials  provided  by  the  Lutheran  Laymen's  Movement  with  particular 
attention  given  to  the  new  manual,  "5  Steps  in  the  Every  Member  Visit." 

5.  That  every  congregation  participate  in  the  special  offering  for  the 
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"Dowry  Gift"  scheduled  throughout  the  U.L.C.A.  for  Trinity  Sunday,  June 
17. 

6.  That  the  Stewardship  Committee  plan  and  conduct  training  insti- 
tutes in  1962  to  assist  congregations  in  laying  plans  for  programs  of  Stew- 
ardship Education. 

7.  That  every  congregation  strive  to  give  at  least  its  minimum  assign- 
ment for  Benevolences  in  1962.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Stewardship  was  presented  in  the 
form  of  a  dramatic  skit,  entitled,  "Let  us  examine  our  Stewardship," 
prepared  by  the  Rev.  Ernest  Misenheimer,  D.D.,  Chairman  of  the  Stew- 
ardship Committee,  and  Synod's  Director  of  Stewardship. 

The  scene  was  laid  in  a  doctor's  office  to  which  the  various  causes 
and  agencies  of  the  church  came  for  annual  examination.  Those  ap- 
pearing on  the  program  were  as  follows:  Narrator,  the  Rev.  J.  Daniel 
Brown;  Mr.  N.  C.  Synod,  Mr.  Grover  Seamon;  Mr.  192  Congregations,  the 
Rev.  John  K.  Lasley;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Six  Institutions,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  L. 
Norris;  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Rev.  C.  A.  Misenheimer;  Southern  Semi- 
nary, Rev.  George  W.  Lingle;  Lutheridge,  Mr.  Dolan  Calhoun;  Children's 
Home,  Mr.  Milton  Tallardy;  Mr.  ULCA,  the  Rev.  Harry  Hawthorne;  Mr. 
Dowry  Gift,  the  Rev.  David  Wise;  Doctor,  Dr.  Misenheimer;  Nurse,  Mrs. 
Ernest  Misenheimer. 

The  novel  skit  accented  all  phases  of  stewardship,  picturing  what 
was  given  last  year  and  challenging  the  congregations  of  the  synod  to 
meet  their  minimum  assignments  and  a  special  offering  for  the  Dowry 
Gift. 

The  Report  of  the  Stewardship  Committee  as  appearing  in  the  Bul- 
letin was  adopted.

The 
topic,  "Busy  About  What"  was  based  on  Hosea  10:12,  and  the  words  of 
Jesus,  "I  must  be  about  My  Father's  Business." 

On  Reference  and  Counsel 

The  Rev.  Earl  Loadholdt,  Chairman,  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Reference  and  Counsel  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Reference  and  Counsel  would  like  to  recommend 
that  in  view  of  the  necessary  agenda  for  the  day,  the  Little  J.C.L.U.  be 
given  one  hour  for  their  report,  and  that  immediately  following  their 
report,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Social  Missions  be  continued,  and  after 
this,  the  following  reports  be  heard  in  this  order:

Report  of  Committee  on  Pensions 

Report  of  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education 

Report  of  Committee  on  Parish  Education

Report  of  Committee  on  Conference  Presidents 

After  these  reports  have  been  completed,  we  recommend  that  the 
agenda  for  the  day  be  followed. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Little  JCLU  Continued— The  Rev.  John  Yost,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  Little 
JCLU,  took  the  convention  floor,  and  explained  the  reason  for  the  lunch- 
eon meeting  he  had  called  on  Wednesday.  He  said  that  there  was  no 
attempt  to  have  a  meeting  of  the  Little  JCLU,  but  that  the  whole  intent 
was  to  invite  those  who  had  taken  the  other  view  than  that  which  had 
been  recommended  by  the  Little  JCLU,  and  discuss  with  them  the  mat- 
ter of  procedure. 

Chairman  Yost  stated  that  the  procedure  as  outlined  previously  is 
to  give  an  opportunity  to  convention  delegates  to  offer  amendments  so 
that  the  proposed  constitution  can  be  put  in  the  best  possible  form  to 
serve  notice  for  action  at  the  September  constituting  convention. 

Dr.  J.  White  Iddings  offered  as  a  substitute,  Article  One,  Section  II, 
Status,  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America,  for  Article  One,  Section  II,  Status,  as  recommended  in  the 
Proposed  Adaptation  for  Constitution  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Frank  Efird  asked  for  a  point  of  clarification.  He  asked  whether 
the  resolution  authorizing  charter  amendments,  as  approved  by  the 
convention  at  a  previous  session,  could  be  reconciled  with  either  "status" 
section.  In  answer  to  that  question,  Attorney  B.  S.  Brown,  Jr.,  replied 
that  under  the  charter  which  the  synod  adopted  at  a  previous  session 
of  the  convention,  that  either  "status"  section  would  fit  the  charter. 
However,  he  qualified  the  statement  by  saying  that  we  can   limit  the 
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Charter  by  the  constitution  which  the  synod  adopts,  and  that  the  sub- 
stitute by  Dr.  Iddings  would  limit  the  Charter. 

Dr.  Albert  Keck,  Jr.,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  substitute  on  two  counts. 
He  stated  that  due  to  previous  action  by  the  convention  in  adopting  the 
Agreement  of  Consolidation,  an  action  taken  at  the  1961  Convention,  that 
the  synod  was  morally  obligated  to  approve  that  which  is  stated  in  the 
substitute,  and  said  further  that  the  delegates  knew  what  they  were 
doing  when  they  approved  the  above  named  document.  Referring  to 
the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America 
that  the  church  is  made  up  of  congregations  and  that  synods  receive 
their  privileges  and  benefits  from  the  church,  he  said  that  we  should 
think  more  of  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  merger.  The  church  is  one, 
and  this  idea,  he  said,  "best  fits  my  understanding  of  the  church." 

According  to  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  President  Conrad  ruled  that  the 
convention  delegates  limit  their  discussion  to  five  minutes. 

Pastor  Harry  Robinson  entered  the  discussion  by  asking  in  what 
ways  the  substitute  would  limit  the  Charter.  In  answer  to  that  question, 
Attorney  Brown  said  that  he  could  not  cite  the  particular  case,  but  in  a 
general  way  he  said  that  it  would  be  limited  in  each  place  where  the 
LCA  limited  it. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour  rose  to  his  feet  to  say  that  the  substitute  makes 
no  provision  of  powers  conferred  upon  it  by  its  Charter. 

An  amendment  by  addition  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Norman, 
that  the  words  "by  its  Charter"  be  added  after  the  words  "conferred 
upon  it." 

The  amendment  was  discussed  pro  and  con.  While  there  were  those 
favoring  it,  there  were  still  others  who  felt  that  the  amendment  was 
limiting  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  synod  instead  of  liberalizing 
them. 

The  previous  question  was  called.  The  vote  was  taken,  and  the 
amendment  to  the  substitute  was   lost. 

Speaking  on  the  substitute,  Pastor  Ernest  Ridenhour  said  that  it 
was  necessary  to  accept  the  substitute  if  the  synod  wanted  to  be  a  part 
of  the  LCA.  To  do  otherwise,  he  continued,  "would  be  declaring  our- 
selves independent." 

Pastor  Karl  Dunn  moved  the  previous  question  and  it  prevailed.  The 
vote  was  taken  on  the  substitute  as  follows,  171  for  and  54  against.  The 
substitute  was  adopted. 

An  amendment  was  offered  to  Article  One,  Section  IV,  Confession 
of  Faith,  Item  8,  by  striking  the  words  "canonical  scriptures"  in  line  1, 
and  substituting  the  words  "prophetic  and  apostolic  writings."  It  was 
stated  that  the  words  "canonical  scriptures"  do  not  appear  in  the  Con- 
fessions of  the  church. 

Pastor  George  Whittecar  stated  that  this  Section  on  doctrinal  basis 
cannot  be  amended  by  the  present  constitution,  and  other  delegates 
agreed. 

The  suggested  amendment  was  defeated. 

Pastor  Olin  Swicegood  then  offered  an  amendment  to  Article  One, 
Section  IV,  to  delete  Item  8  above,  and  supported  the  amendment  by 
adding  that  every  church  body  must  have  a  confession  of  faith,  and  be- 
lieved that  the  constitutional  basis  should  remain  uniform. 
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There  was  discussion  pro  and  con.  Dr.  H.  E.  Isenhour  was  opposed 
to  what  he  called  a  "watered  down"  statement  which  the  amendment 
seemed  to  imply.  Pastor  John  Yost  said  that  he  could  not  imagine  any- 
body finding  fault  with  that  section.  Pastor  Walter  Yount  was  opposed 
to  striking  "so  long  as  it  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  recommended  con- 
stitutional basis  for  LCA  congregations." 

A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment.  The  amendment  was  defeated 
by  a  count  of  109  for,  and  131  against. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Social  Missions  Continued 

III — Sipe's  Orchard  Home — In  the  absence  of  Mr.  John  G.  Odem, 
superintendent  of  the  Home,  the  Rev.  Robert  N.  Peery,  a  director  of  the 
Home,  spoke  in  behalf  of  this  institution  and  its  work  with  the  under- 
privileged boys.  Director  Peery  paid  tribute  to  the  fine  work  of  Superin- 
tendent Odem,  and  said  that  the  report  speaks  for  itself. 

Recommendations  1  and  2  were  adopted. 

IV — North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes:  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Norris,  D.D., 
Executive  Director,  presented  the  full  report  of  synod's  youngest  in- 
stitution, North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  A.  W. 
Lippard,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  A  few  changes  were  made 
in  the  report.  In  making  corrections,  Dr.  Norris  called  attention  to  an 
item  of  $1,060  which  had  been  restored  to  the  general  contract. 

Dr.  Norris  described  this  ministry  to  the  aging  as  a  "work  of  love." 
He  commented  on  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  congregations  and 
friends  had  contributed  to  the  Home,  as  shown  in  the  financial  part  of 
the  report,  and  expressed  profound  gratitude  for  the  support  given.  He 
recognized  the  generous  gifts  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  C.  Bost  adding  up  to 
over  $29,000.00. 

Dr.  Norris  gave  a  progress  report  of  the  first  unit  under  construc- 
tion, and  informed  the  convention  that  43  applications  had  already  been 
signed.  The  unit  will  accommodate  46  residents.  He  spoke  of  the  need 
for  equipment  and  furnishings,  and  commended  the  Mother's  Day  ap- 
peal to  the  synod  expressing  the  hope  that  every  Sunday  school  and 
congregation  would  use  this  designated  Sunday  to  promote  "this  merci- 
ful cause."  He  spoke  of  the  contributions  of  the  ULCW  in  furnishing 
the  lounge,  and  the  Luther  League  in  providing  a  small  chapel  for  pri- 
vate devotions. 

Recommendations  1  and  2  of  the  Committee's  report  were  adopted. 

Recommendations  1,  2,  and  3  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
appearing  in  the  Bulletin,  were  adopted. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Pensions 

Your  Committee  on  Pensions  reports  as  follows: 

Some   pertinent  facts  and   timely  information  from  the  Executive 
Secretary  is  brought  to  your  attention: 

1.  Contributions  to  the  Contributory  Pension  Plan  and  the  Lay  Pen- 
sion Plan  for  the  year  1961  amounted  to  $2,755,792.  The  assets 
of  the  plans  now  total  $24,661,781. 

2.  An  "extra  dividend"  of  one  per  cent  on  combined  accumulations 
was  credited  to  the  accounts  of  members  of  both  the  Contributory 
Pension  Plan  and  the  Lay  Pension  Plan  as  of  December  31,  1961. 
The  "dividend"  was  possible  because  of  favorable  investment  ex- 
perience. The  total  amount  of  the  "dividend"  credited  was  $198,- 
509. 

3.  A  total  of  293  members  joined  the  Contributory  Pension  Plan  in 
1961.    The  active  membership  now  totals  3,897. 

4.  A  total  of  387  ordained  ministers  and  73  seminarians  joined  the 
Family  Protection  Plan  in  1961.  The  active  membership  totals 
4,251. 

5.  There  are  455  active  members  in  the  Lay  Pension  Plan. 

6.  Benefits  totaling  $52,100  were  paid  to  18  beneficiaries  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Family  Protection  Plan  in  1961.  To  date  benefits 
totaling  $350,800  have  been  paid  to  beneficiaries  of  129  mem- 
bers. 

7.  A  total  of  55  ministers  retired  from  the  active  service  in  1961. 
The  average  age  of  retirement  was  69  years  and  one  month. 

8.  As  of  December  31,  1961  the  number  on  the  pension  roll  in- 
cluded: 

Retired  Ministers  517 

Retired  Missionaries  19 

Disabled  Ministers  82 

Widows  826 

Children    108 

TOTAL   1,552 

1.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Synod  at  the  Merger  Meet- 
ing through  its  officers  and  delegates  call  attention  to  the  shame- 
ful and  inadequate  provision  for  ministers,  missionaries,  and  their 
widows  in  their  declining  years. 

2.  That  this  Synod  go  on  record  as  favoring  $1,500  as  a  minimum 
for  retired  and  disabled  ministers  and  that  $900  be  the  minimum 
for  widows  in  the  new  Lutheran  Church  in  America.

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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions  was  presented  by  the  Rev. 
C.  R.  Patterson,  Chairman.  In  a  consideration  of  the  report,  Pastor  John 
Pless  asked  for  information  on  the  maximum  pension  now  being  paid. 
In  reply,  President  Conrad  answered  that  the  amount  of  the  pension  de- 
pends upon  the  time  of  retirement  and  the  status  of  one's  pension  at 
the  time  of  retirement.  By  action  of  the  ULCA  (1958  Convention),  those 
who  were  enrolled  in  the  pension  plan  as  of  June  30,  1956,  shall  receive 
$l,200-$600,  that  is,  $1,200  for  ministers  and  $600  for  their  wives;  and 
those  who  were  enrolled  in  the  pension  plan  after  June  30,  1956,  shall 
receive  $900-$450  upon  retirement,  including  basic  non-contributory  and 
contributory  pensions.  President  Conrad  stated  also  that  social  security 
benefits  are  considered  in  pension  payments.  He  added  that  this  is  a 
field  in  which  there  is  misunderstanding  and  disappointment,  and  ad- 
vised any  minister  planning  to  retire  to  keep  his  pension  regular.  Dr. 
Conrad  paid  tribute  to  Dr.  George  H.  Berkheimer,  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Pensions,  and  said  that  Dr.  Berkheimer  would  not  be  re- 
turned to  the  new  Board  of  Pensions. 

Recommendations  1  and  2  were  adopted. 

These  recommendations  were  understood  to  be  reminders  and  not 
memorials. 

Dr.  Harold  Haas  was  asked  whether  the  present  rate  of  pensions 
would  apply  in  the  new  church,  and  in  reply  he  said  that  the  same  rate 
would  apply.  Dr.  Haas  added  that  every  person  enrolled  in  the  pension 
plan  would  be  covered  by  the  health  benefit  plan.  He  said  that  the 
family  protection  plan  would  be  called  the  lump  sum  death  benefit  plan, 
at  the  rate  of  $40.00  per  year. 

In  answer  to  Pastor  Karl  Dunn's  question  as  to  whether  the  new 
church  would  honor  another  plan  if  carried  by  the  pastor,  Dr.  Haas 
answered  that  there  is  no  plan  to  make  a  minister's  inclusion  in  the 
pension  plan  mandatory. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Ministerial  Education 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  has  held  four  meetings  since 
the  1961  annual  convention  of  synod.  Meetings  were  held  on  June  23,  1961 
at  synodical  headquarters;  on  November  21,  1961  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College; 
on  December  6.  1961  at  the  Lutheran  Theological  Southern  Seminary;  and 
on  February  10,  1962.  The  committee  received  applications  for  certification; 
reviewed  the  academic  progress  of  all  certified  students;  and  considered  ap- 
plications for  beneficiary  aid.

Marine  Corps,  stationed  at  Cherry  Point,  N.  C. 

The  Committee  interviewed  additional  students  who  have  not  yet 
qualified  for  certification  and  ones  who  have  not  yet  made  definite  voca- 
tional decisions.  Those  students  in  these  categories  with  academic  poten- 
ital,  personal  motivation,  and  Christian  commitment  have  been  encouraged 
by  the  Committee  to  give  further  consideration  to  the  ministry. 

Members  of  the  Committee  met  with  representatives  of  the  administra- 
tive staffs  and  faculties  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  Southern  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminary  for  consultation  on  proposed  revisions  in  the  cur- 
riculum for  pre-theological  students  and  the  curriculum  for  parish  work- 
ers and  directors  of  Christian  Education.  The  Committee  expressed  gen- 
eral approval  of  the  objective  of  achieving  more  adequate  preparation  of 
pre-theological  students  in  their  undergraduate  education  and  of  the  pro- 
posed curriculum  outline  presented  by  the  Head  of  the  Department  of  Re- 
ligious Studies  at  the  college. 

The  following  persons  have  given  valuable  assistance  to  the  Committee 
in  making  student  evaluations  and  in  working  out  solutions  to  special  prob- 
lem situations:  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer;  Dr.  F.  Eppling  Reinartz;  Dr.  George 
F.  Schott;  Dr.  Reuben  Swanson;  Dr.  Roy  R.  Ullman;  and  Chaplain  Rob- 
ert G.  Walker. 

Two  members  of  the  committee  and  five  faculty  and  staff  members  of 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College  and  Southern  Lutheran  Theological  Seminary  at- 
tended a  Regional  Conference  on  Church  Occupations  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  November  8-10,  1961.

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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ministerial  Education  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Wilford  Lyerly,  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Wade  F.  Hook. 
Secretary  Lyerly  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  certifications  of  ministerial  students  and  amounts  of  beneficiary 
aid  as  listed  in  the  report  had  already  been  approved  in  Section  III  of 
the  Executive  Committee's  Report,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  re- 
port carried  no  recommendations. 

The  Rev.  Gilbert  Goodman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Deacon- 
ess Work,  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  convention  an  item  from  his 
report  concerning  the  certification  of  Miss  Virginia  Lee  Lewis  for  full 
time  Christian  service.  The  matter  was  received  as  information  and  ac- 
tion was  deferred  until  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work 
was  heard. 

President  Conrad  informed  the  delegates  that  there  are  greater  de- 
mands for  beneficiary  aid  every  year,  and  thanked  the  ULCW  and  the 
ULCM  for  the  cooperation  and  grants  of  beneficiary  aid. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education 

The  on-going  program  of  Parish  Education  has  not  had  as  much  at- 
tention recently  as  in  the  past.  This  is  due  to  the  tremendous  amount  of 
work  going  into  the  Long  Range  Program. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  continued  our  promotional  work  of  the 
different  phases  of  our  interests.  However  much  time  has  been  given  to 
the  twenty-eight  Area  Leadership  Conferences  which  we  have  just  com- 
pleted. Sister  Gertrude  Hill  of  the  Augustana  Church,  working  with  our 
board  on  LRP,  conducted  these  conferences  very  effectively. 

We  are  all  aware  by  this  time  of  the  new  program  of  Christian  edu- 
cation being  adopted  for  use  in  all  Lutheran  Church  of  America  congrega- 
tions. Class  materials  will  be  put  into  use  in  October,  1964,  but  leadership 
materials  are  being  produced  now  and  some  are  ready.  The  new  curri- 
culum, a  quiet  revolution  transforming  Christian  education  in  six  thousand 
congregations,  will  provide  your  congregation  with  the  best  possible  mate- 
rials and  methods  for  Christian  education  if  it  is  used  with  effective  lead- 
ership. We  hope  each  congregation  will  get  started  as  soon  as  possible  on 
these  Leadership  Training  courses.  Many  are  planning  to  have  a  class 
this  spring  and  one  or  two  in  the  fall.  We  urge  you  not  to  leave  it  until 
next  year. 

WORKSHOPS 

We  again  conducted  our  Vacation  Church  School  Training  Institute 
which  was  followed  with  workshops  in  each  of  our  conferences.  These 
have  been  very  popular  through  the  years  and  are  always  well  attended. 
This  year's  VCS  materials  should  appeal  to  all  our  people.  We  now  have 
work  kits  which  we  have  not  had  before  and  which  seem  to  appeal  to  many 
people.     We  urge  you  to  examine  the  materials  and  attend  workshops. 

CHILDREN'S  WORK 

Mrs.  C.  P.  Fisher  has  moved  out  of  the  state  and  we  are  without  a  sec- 
retary at  the  present  time.  Mrs.  Fisher  and  her  conference  secretaries 
have  done  a  good  job  in  promoting  the  work  of  the  children  throughout  the 
Synod. 

The  future  of  children's  work  is  not  too  clear  now.  However,  we  can 
say  that  the  children's  secretary  in  the  new  program  will  be  called  the 
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children's  adviser,  and  she  will  be  a  member  of  the  Christian  education 
committee.  In  addition,  there  will  be  also  a  youth  and  an  adult  adviser. 
These  three  people  will  be  voting  members  of  CCE,  which  gives  them  more 
authority  than  the  children's  secretary  has  had  in  our  present  program. 

We  are  not  clear  as  to  whether  we  shall  have  Synodical  and  conference 
secretaries  in  LRP.  This  presents  a  dilemma.  We  will  go  along  until 
something  definite  comes  to  us  from  LRP  and  will  continue  our  promo- 
tional work  as  in  the  past. 

FILM  LIBRARY 

The  Film  Library  continues  to  be  used  greatly,  and  continues  to  be  a 
problem.  We  are  pleased  that  our  congregations  are  using  it  and  want  to 
build  it  up  more  and  more.  The  committee  has  set  up  some  new  rules  which 
we  hope  will  bring  about  more  efficiency.  Fines  will  be  imposed  for  keep- 
ing films  over  time  and  no  films  will  be  sent  by  bus  in  the  future.  This 
entails  too  much  work  and  expense. 

NEW  MATERIALS 

The  new  Sunday  Church  School  materials  will  be  ready  for  use  in 
October  1964.  The  new  Weekday  materials  will  be  ready  at  the  same  time. 
There  will  be  some  change  here.  Materials  will  go  through  the  seventh 
grade,  then  from  that  point  we  will  have  the  School  of  Religion  for  grades 
10-12  and  adults.  This  will  include  short-term  courses  of  six  to  ten  ses- 
sions. The  Christian  Family  Program  will  be  new  which  includes  ma- 
terials for  six  sessions  with  parents  of  most  of  the  grades. 

We  urge  all  congregations  to  keep  their  present  work  going  and  at  the 
same  time  start  your  preparations  for  the  new  program.  It  is  most  im- 
portant that  you  inform  and  prepare  your  people  for  this  change. 

Your  committee  is  ready  at  all  times  to  help  you  with  your  parish 
education  program  as  well  as  your  problems.

Parish  Education  Committee 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Parish  Education  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  L.  C.  Bumgarner,  Chairman,  who  began  his  report  by  remarking 
that  this  is  a  period  of  transition,  as  he  referred  to  the  long  range  pro- 
gram in  parish  education  and  the  28  area  workshops  completed  which 
had  as  their  purpose  to  acquaint  congregations  with  the  new  coming 
materials.     He   urged   the   convention   to   use  the   series   of   leadership 
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courses,  three  of  which  are  now  available,  designed  to  pave  the  way 
for  the  merger  and  the  change-over,  and  advised  the  congregations  not 
to  get  behind  in  the  long  range  program  planning.  In  the  weekday 
church  school  set  up,  he  noted  changes,  such  as  the  school  of  religion, 
short  term  courses,  for  high  school  students. 

Chairman  Bumgarner  said  that  at  present  the  synod  has  no  chil- 
dren's secretary  due  to  the  transfer  of  Mrs.  C.  P.  Fisher,  Jr.,  to  the  South 
Carolina  Synod,  and  stated  that  he  was  not  sure  if  there  would  be  a  chil- 
dren's secretary  under  the  new  set  up.  He  also  called  attention  to  the 
vacation  church  school  workshops  planned  for  the  month  of  May. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

At  this  point  in  the  convention  proceedings,  President  Conrad  de- 
clared a  five  minute  break. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  United 
Lutheran  Church  Men's  Work 

The  work  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  Men  of  the  United  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  in  the  year  of  1961  was  certainly  a 
work  of  devotion  and  consecration  to  the  cause  of  Christ. 

This  work  was  reflected  in  their  Thirty-Ninth  Annual  Convention  con- 
ducted November  1,  1961,  at  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church,  Hickory,  N.  C. 
The  theme  of  the  Convention  was:  "Frontiers  of  Churchmanship."  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  was  host  for  the  banquet  on  Friday  evening  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

The  officers  elected  for  the  coming  year  are :

There  are  certain  facets  of  the  U.L.C.M.  and  their  work  which  this 
committee  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Synod: 

1.  Membership  reports  indicate  a  "dedicated  band  of  Men"  working 
in  the  cause  of  Christ,  but  there  are  at  least  15,000  potential  members  and 
only  3,000  active  members  of  the  U.L.C.M. 

2.  The  budget  of  the  U.L.C.M.  reflects  a  consecrated,  forward  moving 
program. 

3.  With   home  mission   opportunities   unlimited   the  convention   again 
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was  challenged  with  and  accepted  a  minimum  goal  of  $60,000.00  for  the 
Loan  and  Gift  Fund.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  as  this  goal  was  adopted  it  was 
emphasized  that  the  U.L.C.M.  has  as  its  aim  the  purpose  of  undergirding 
the  total  program  of  the  Church  and  that  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  giving  is  a 
second  mile  challenge  for  the  men  of  our  synod. 

4.  The  report  of  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  work  shows  that  $22,681.94 
was  contributed  as  "second  mile  giving"  by  the  men  of  our  synod  to  help 
advance  the  Mission  expansion  of  our  Lutheran  Church. 

5.  The  Home  Mission  Foundation  reflects  in  its  report  that  we  now 
have  $417,983.46  in  the  revolving  loan  fund  of  the  Home  Mission  Foundation. 
All  of  this  money  is  on  loan  as  first  mortgage  loans  "interest  free"  to  the 
mission  congregations  of  our  synod.  This  means  that  this  fund,  being  "in- 
terest free"  is  actually  saving  our  mission  congregations  more  than  $25,- 
000.00  per  year  in  interest  charges. 

6.  The  by-laws  of  the  U.L.C.M.  permit  the  use  of  up  to  10%  of  the  un- 
designated Loan  and  Gift  contributions  to  be  used  for  emergency  grants  to 
persons  preparing  for  full-time  Christian  service  and  find  themselves  in  a 
"hardship  situation."  Three  thousand  one  hundred  eighty  dollars  ($3,180) 
was  used  for  this  purpose  in  1961  and  over  $4,000.00  is  already  requested 
for  1962. 

A  few  remarks  of  thankfulness  concerning  this  program  are  as  follows : 

"The  grant  of  the  U.L.C.M.  has  removed  a  major  obstacle  and  will  al- 
low me  to  remain  in  the  Seminary  .   .  ." 

"I  thank  God  for  the  continual  blessings  of  God  that  have  come  to  me 
through  the  men's  organization  of  His  Church  .  .   ." 

These  short  quotations  are  from  men  who  have  made  their  decision  to 
enter  the  ministry  later  in  life  and  are  making  a  real  sacrifice  in  their 
preparation  for  the  ministry. 

The  Committee  on  U.L.C.M.  Work  has  been  represented  with  voice,  but 
not  vote  at  all  meetings  of  the  Synodical  U.L.C.M.  and  we  offer  the  follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1.  That  the  pastors  and  congregations  of  our  synod  encourage  the  or- 
ganization of  U.L.C.M.  groups  in  each  congregation. 

2.  That  congregations  presently  having  U.L.C.M.  organizations  give 
strong  support  to  the  total  enlistment  of  all  their  men  in  the  U.L.C.M.  pro- 
gram of  the  congregation. 

3.  That  all  pastors  consider  anew  the  potential  "working  right  arm" 
that  is  available  for  the  total  program  of  the  church  through  this  men's 
organization  and  that  they  strive  at  every  point  to  encourage  this  work 
and  be  actively  engaged  in  its  program. 

4.  That  the  U.L.C.M.  be  commended  for  their  support  of  the  total  pro- 
gram of  the  church,  for  their  concern  in  the  support  of  the  total  Steward- 
ship efforts  of  our  church,  and  that  we  as  pastors  and  congregations  lend

our  support  to  the  efforts  of  the  U.L.C.M.  in  striving  to  achieve  a  goal  of 
$60,000.00  in  second  mile  giving  for  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund. 

5.  That  we  recognize  the  splendid  work  of  this  organization  by  extend- 
ing the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  the  president  of  the  Synodical  United  Luth- 
eran Church  Men.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  United  Lutheran  Church  Men's 
Work  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  David  F.  Johnson,  Chairman,  and  rep- 
resentative of  synod  to  the  ULCM.  Pastor  Johnson  made  mention  of 
the  fact  that  there  are  15,000  potential  men,  but  only  3,000  ULCM  mem- 
bers. He  called  attention  to  the  amount  contributed  to  the  Loan  and 
Gift  Fund,  and  said  that  $180,000  is  needed  now  for  the  six  mission  con- 
gregations that  are  waiting  for  loans.  To  borrow  from  commercial 
sources,  he  said,  would  be  a  tremendous  interest  burden,  and  added  that 
the  Home  Mission  Foundation  is  saving  our  missions  some  $25,000  each 
year  in  interest  charges.  He  also  stated  that  emergency  grants  up  to 
10  per  cent  of  Loan  and  Gift  receipts  are  allowed  to  those  preparing  for 
full  time  Christian  service  who  need  assistance.  Pastor  Johnson  paid 
tribute  to  the  devotion  and  dedication  of  the  men  who  are  willing  to  pay 
their  own  expenses  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  church. 

Mr.  Paul  Ritchie,  President  of  the  ULCM  of  North  Carolina,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  convention.  Mr.  Ritchie  expressed  appreciation  to  those 
who  have  supported  the  ULCM  work.  "We  are  growing,"  he  said,  "but 
are  not  setting  any  pace  records."  Addressing  those  congregations  that 
have  no  ULCM  unit,  Mr.  Ritchie  told  them  that  they  are  denying  their 
congregations  a  right  working  arm.  He  admonished  the  convention  dele- 
gates to  lend  their  support  to  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund,  and  listed  other 
projects  such  as  youth  work,  Scout  units,  and  Christian  fellowship.  He 
announced  that  the  constituting  convention  of  the  new  LCM  would  be 
held  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  Hickory,  August  30-September  1,  and  added 
that  it  is  a  privilege  to  have  the  constituting  convention  to  meet  here 
at  home.  However,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  delegates  would  bear 
their  own  expenses.     Pastors,  he  said,  could  be  delegates. 

Pastor  Brady  Faggart  asked  for  a  restatement  concerning  the  future 
of  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund.  In  reply,  Mr.  Ritchie  expressed  a  belief 
that  the  Loan  and  Gift  Fund  would  continue  as  such  because  he  felt 
that  no  earthly  power  would  "strike  down  on  something  so  nobly  good 
and  great." 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Lutheran  Literature 

Your  Committee  on  Lutheran  Literature  met  at  the  synodical  office  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  summer  with  the  circulation  manager  of  The  Luth- 
eran, Mr.  Joseph  E.  Knapp.  Plans  and  ideas  were  discussed  that  were  to 
be  carried  forward  in  the  promotion  of  our  church  paper  and  other  mate- 
rials. Following  the  appearance  of  the  promotional  material  in  the  Desk 
Book  with  an  order  card,  a  letter  was  sent  to  all  parishes — to  the  pastor  or 
a  layman  in  case  of  vacancy — strongly  urging  that  an  effort  be  made  to 
place  the  Church  Paper  and  other  religious  material  into  all  homes.  The 
services  of  the  Chairman  or  a  member  of  the  Committee  v/ere  offered  on 
request.     Various  members  promoted  the  work  in  their  respective  areas. 

Reports  in  hand  as  this  is  prepared  indicate  that  considerable  number 
of  our  Parishes  have  either  neglected  to  make  The  Lutheran  available  to 
their  people  or  have  deferred  their  campaign  until  a  later  date;  we  hope 
the  latter  is  true.  The  latest  circulation  figures  available  for  our  state 
show  6,295  individual  copies  of  The  Lutheran  being  received  in  N.  C.  with 
an  additional  297  copies  in  bulk  being  received  in  this  state.  This  seems 
to  your  Committee  to  be  a  very  low  number  in  the  face  of  this  being  MER- 
GER YEAR  when  everyone  should  be  informed  about  what  is  taking  place 
in  our  church. 

Realizing  that  the  time  is  NOW  if  our  people  are  to  be  the  "best  pos- 
sibly" informed  concerning  the  developments  and  work  in  the  New  Church, 
we  urge  each  parish  to  see  that  its  leaders  have  the  new  materials  avail- 
able in  Resources,  the  Youth,  Men  and  Women's  publications  and  the  new 
study  text  on  Our  New  Church  by  one  of  the  editors  of  The  Lutheran. 

We  are  appending  several  items  from  the  Board  of  Publication  which 
should  be  both  informative  and  helpful  to  the  membership  of  our  congrega- 
tions : 

1.  Occasional  Service  Book  will  be  ready  late  Spring,  1962. 

2.  Altar  Service  Book  with  intonation  is  available  in  Red  Morocco 
binding. 

3.  The  Lectionary  Series  has  really  come  a  long  way  toward  establish- 
ing itself.  (These  sheets  are  for  insertion  in  weekly  bulletins  giving  the 
Lessons.) 

4.  Journal  of  Church  Music  is  steadily  moving  along.  We  cannot  urge 
too  strongly  subscriptions  for  organists,  choirmasters  and  music  committees. 

5.  "The  Little  'O'  with  No  Place  to  Go,"  the  promotional  filmstrip 
with  33%  rpm  record  is  available  free  on  a  loan  basis  from  the  Branch 
Lutheran  Church  Supply  Store. 

6.  The  1962  vacation  Church  School  Series  of  Muhlenberg  Press: 
KNOWING  JESUS  is  greatly  improved  with  the  addition  of  correlated 
Activity  Kits.     SEE  THIS  KIT. 

7.  The  Lutheran  Reader's  Club  continues  to  offer  good  popular  litera- 
ture to  a  basic  number  of  readers.  For  additional  information,  contact  a 
Lutheran  Church  Supply  Store. 

8.  Book  Corners  are  offered  during  the  Lenten  and  Christmas  seasons 
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as  a  special  service  to  the  churches  that  they  may  put  good  Christian  lit- 
erature into  the  hands  of  the  lay  people  of  the  church. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  a  representative  of  The  Lutheran 
and  from  the  Publication  House  be  heard  in  connection  with  this  report.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work 

The  Committee  on  Historical  Work  held  only  one  general  meeting 
during  the  year,  on  Tuesday,  June  20,  1961,  in  the  Church  House  at  115 
South  Ellis  Street,  Salisbury,  N.  C.  Other  meetings  of  sub-committees 
were  held  as  occasions  arose.  At  the  general  meeting  Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad, 
President  of  Synod,  reported  that  he  had  appointed  a  special  committee  to 
make  a  survey  of  historical  material  now  stored  in  the  archives  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College  and  at  other  places  in  the  synod,  and  plan  for  and  supervise 
the  transferring  of  all  material  to  the  historical  room  in  the  new  Synodical 
Headquarters  in  Salisbury  when  completed  and  also  suggest  furnishings  and 
equipment  for  properly  arranging  and  displaying  the  material.  This  com- 
mittee consists  of  the  following:  Rev.  John  L.  Morgan,  D.D.,  Chairman; 
Miss  Aileen  Aderholdt,  Librarian  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College;  Rev.  Wade  F. 
Hook,  Ph.D.;  and  Rev.  B.  S.  Brown,  D.D.  Chairman  Morgan  gave  assurance 
that  this  special  committee  would  perform  the  duties  assigned  to  it,  but 
stated  that  most  of  the  work  could  be  done  only  after  the  new  Synodical 
Headquarters  was  ready  for  occupancy. 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  new  Synodical  Headquarters  has  been 
completed,  and  that  adequate  provision  has  been  made  for  storing,  filing 
and  cataloging  all  historical  material  of  value  to  the  synod.  The  special 
committee  referred  to  above  has  already  transferred  large  quantities  of 
material  from  the  places  where  it  has  temporarily  been  stored  to  the  his- 
torical room  in  the  new  headquarters.  But  it  will  not  proceed  with  the 
purchasing  of  anything  more  than  the  absolute  necessities  in  the  way  of 
equipment  until  the  person  who  will  have  charge  of  the  archives  has  been 
selected. 

Your  committee  has  continued  with  plans  for  the  publication  of  the 
proposed  book  on  biographical  sketches  of  ministers  of  the  original  North 
Carolina  Synod,  the  Tennessee  Synod,  and  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina.  We  have  come  to  the  place  where  it  is  now  pos- 
sible to  begin  compiling  and  editing  information  for  publication;  and  would 
like  to  state  that  if  the  synod  expects  such  a  publication  to  be  completed 
in  the  near  future,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  adequate  funds  to  meet  expenses  incident  to  its  editing  and  printing. 

We  call  attention  again  to  the  fact  that  around  450  copies  of  the  His- 
tory of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Carolina  are  still  on  hand,  and  they 
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can  be  secured  from  the  Synodical  Headquarters.  We  would  respectfully 
ask  church  councils,  auxiliaries,  and  individuals  to  assist  in  promoting  ad- 
ditional sales  where  possible.  The  price  remains  the  same,  which  is  $3.00. 
All  remittance  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Chas.  S.  Heilig,  Treasurer,  Salisbury, 
North  Carolina. 

We  have  no  recommendations,  but  call  attention  to  recommendation  5 
in  the  report  of  last  year  "that  synod  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  cover  expenses  for  preparation  of  material  for  the 
biographical  history  proposed  for  publication  in  1963."  In  this  connection 
we  make  a  request  that  we  do  not  bind  ourselves  strictly  to  the  1963  date 
for  publication  due  to  the  many  matters  of  historical  interest  connected 
with  the  change  over  from  the  present  order  in  the  synod  to  the  new  order 
in  the  framework  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Work  was  presented  by 
Dr.  B.  S.  Brown,  a  member  of  the  committee.  In  making  a  correction, 
Dr.  Brown  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  large  quantities  of  materials 
have  already  been  transferred  from  the  archives  and  other  places  to  the 
new  Lutheran  Church  House  for  permanent  storage  and  filing. 

He  informed  the  convention  that  copies  of  the  "History  of  the  Luth- 
eran Church  in  North  Carolina"  were  still  available,  and  that  wrapped 
copies  had  been  placed  in  the  main  corridor  of  the  convention  church. 

Dr.  Brown  expressed  appreciation  to  the  convention  for  guaranteeing 
the  cost  of  expenses  for  the  preparation  of  materials  for  the  publication 
of  the  biographical  data  for  ministers,  as  adopted  in  Section  I-E  of  the 
Executive  Committee's  report. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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Report  of  the  Conference  Presidents 

The  conference  meetings  for  the  fall  of  1961  had  been  scheduled 
originally  for  the  week  of  October  30-November  3.  Due  to  a  conflict  faced 
by  the  President  of  Synod,  upon  the  advice  of  the  Assistant  to  the  President, 
a  vote  was  taken  by  mail  among  the  presidents  of  conferences  in  favor  of 
holding  the  meetings  in  the  week  of  November  13-17.  The  dates  and  places 
for  the  meetings  were  re-scheduled  as  follows: 

November  13 — Eastern,  Good  Shepherd,  Goldsboro 

November  14 — Northern,  Coble's,  Julian 

November  15 — Central,  Organ,  Salisbury 

November  16 — Southern,   St.   Matthew's,   Kings  Mountain

The  program  theme  was  to  be  the  Foreign  Missions  emphasis,  the 
speaker  to  be  engaged  by  the  Foreign  Missions  Committee  of  Synod. 

The  dates  for  the  1962  spring  meetings  of  conferences  were  also  set 
by  correspondence  between  the  office  of  synod  and  the  presidents  of  con- 
ferences.    The  dates  as  scheduled:

The  topic,  "Christian  Social  Responsibility,"  proposed  by  the  Social 
Missions  Committee  of  Synod,  was  to  be  discussed  by  a  member  of,  or  a 
speaker  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Social  Missions. 

On  February  7,  1962,  the  constituting  presidents  of  conferences  met  at 
the  Church  House,  Klumac  Road,  Salisbury.  Those  present :  the  Rev.  F.  L. 
Conrad,  D.D.,  President  of  Synod;  the  Rev.  Ernest  L.  Misenheimer,  Assist- 
ant to  the  President;  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Cobb,  President  Eastern  Conference; 
the  Rev.  Glenn  S.  Eckard,  President  Northern  Conference;  the  Rev.  Albert 
Keck,  D.D.,  President  Western  Conference;  the  Rev.  Jacob  L.  Lackey,  M.A., 
President  Southern  Conference;  and  the  Rev.  Floyd  Trexler,  President 
Central  Conference.    Dr.  Conrad  presided. 

The  place  of  the  district  in  the  new  church  was  considered.  Conclu- 
sions were  drawn  and  agreed  upon  from  the  basis  of  Article  Four — The 
District,  from  the  proposed  constitution  for  synod. 

Favored  giving  membership  status  to  officials  of  synod  in  the  district  of 
their  choice,  and  to  non-parish  and  retired  ministers  within  their  respective 
district  areas. 

Favored  a  six  district  arrangement  in  place  of  the  present  five  con- 
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ference  division.     The  names  and  congregational  allocation  in  the  districts 
would  appear  as  follows:

The  Assistant  to  the  President  was  asked  to  prepare  maps  in  quantity 
and  present  the  plan  to  the  upcoming  meetings  of  conferences,  and  to  bring 
it  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  Synod  for  implementation. 

Agreed  that  the  1962  fall  meetings  would  be  the  constituting  meetings 
of  the  districts.    Elections  would  be  held  at  that  time. 

Agreed  that  a  Nominating  Committee  should  be  appointed  in  each  con- 
ference at  the  spring  meeting  to  report  at  the  fall  meeting  nominees  for 
the  district  cabinet.  Recommended  that  World  Missions  be  added  to  cabi- 
net membership,  and  Christian  vocations  be  changed  to  church  vocations. 

Since  the  district  will  not  operate  under  a  constitution  of  its  own  it  was 
agreed  that  collaboration  was  advisable  in  the  formulation  of  the  necessary 
rules  and  regulations.

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Report  of  Committee  on  North 
Carolina  Lutheran 

The  Committee  on  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  met  February  6,  1962 
in  the  Church  House  with  the  following  committee  members  present:  Rev. 
Glenn  L.  Barger,  Rev.  C.  E.  Bernhardt,  Rev.  Paul  Rimmer,  Mr.  Banks  Mc- 
Arver,  and  Mr.  Fred  Trice.  Editor  Jeff  Norris  and  Circulation-Business 
Manager  Rev.  B.  D.  Castor  were  also  present. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  items  of  business  transacted  at  this 
meeting: 

The  Rev.  C.  E.  Bernhardt  was  re-elected  secretary  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  editor  was  received.  Editor  Norris  was  commended 
by  the  committee  for  the  high  rating  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  and 
his  efficient  service. 

The  Rev.  B.  D.  Castor,  Business-Circulation  Manager,  presented  his  re- 
port on  the  financial  status  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  as  of  Dec.  31, 
1961.  He  also  reported  that  the  circulation  had  increased  almost  a 
thousand  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  circulation  to  more  than 
14,000. 

Following  a  study  of  the  financial  status  of  the  North  Carolina  Lu- 
theran, the  following  action  was  taken:  "That  the  committee  request  from 
the  synod  a  supplement  of  $5,600.00  for  the  year  1963." 

The  Committee  reminds  the  convention  that  the  expiration  date  of 
subscriptions  to  the  paper  is  now  June  30,  and  that  renewals  and  new  sub- 
scriptions should  be  sent  to  the  business-circulation  manager  around  the 
first  of  June.  The  cost  is  60c  per  year  for  individual  subscriptions  and  50c 
per  year  for  congregational  subscriptions.

The  editorial  staff  is  indebted  to  Rev.  A.  James  Laughlin  for  editing 
the  monthly  column,  "Worship  Corner,"  during  the  year.  This  addition  to 
the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  has  been  read  with  interest  by  subscribers 
and,  in  several  instances,  has  been  reprinted  in  other  publications.  We 
appreciate  the  contributions  of  Pastor  Laughlin  and  the  Worship  Commit- 
tee which  he  represents;  in  addition  to  helping  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran 
serve  its  subscribers,  his  work  is  aiding  his  committee  to  interpret  its  work 
and  its  interests  to  Lutherans  in  the  state.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  NORTH  CAROLINA  LUTHERAN  was 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Glenn  L.  Barger,  Chairman. 

Mr.  Jeff  Norris,  Editor,  was  heard  in  connection  with  this  report. 
Editor  Norris  expressed  appreciation  to  the  synod  for  its  support  and  to 
the  contribuating  editors  for  their  columns.  He  acknowledged  the  ser- 
vices of  Pastor  A.  James  Laughlin  for  the  "Worship  Corner"  appearing 
monthly  in  the  paper.

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The  Committee  on  College  and  University  Student  Work  was  requested 
to  clarity  the  policies  ana  procedures  relative  to  the  use  of  funds  allocated 
by  synod  for  student  work. 

The  Committee  took  the  following  action  with  regard  to  the  resolution 
of  the  1961  Convention  of  Synod  as  follows:  That  funds  provided  by  the 
Synod,  and  or  the  National  Lutheran  Council.  Division  of  College  and 
University  Student  Work,  be  administered  by  the  official  board  of  the 
recognized  campus  work  agency  in  said  location  in  the  total  interest  of  min- 
istering  to   the  students. 

On  the  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  committee  recommended 
that  the  funds  be  used  only  for  personnel,  facilities  and  programs  in  con- 
nection  with  student  work,  and  that  accounting  be  made  quarterly  to  the 
committee  of  the  Synod  on  College  and  University  Student  Work  on  forms 
to  be  furnished  by  the  committee,  and  that  the  Church  Council  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  accounting  for  funds  received  and  proper  admin- 
istration thereof. 

The  committee  made  the  following  recommendations  in  connection 
with  Chapel  Hill 

•Whereas  the  congregation  at  Chapel  Hill  is  in  need  of  additional 
facilities  and. 

Whereas,  the  congregation  has  proposed  as  a  first  step  in  a  realiza- 
tion of  these  needs  the  remodeling  of  the  present  parsonage  as  a  student 
center  ana  the  purchase  of  a  new  parsonage,  and 

Whereas  the  Division  of  College  ana  University  Work  of  the  National 
Lutheran  Council  is  in  the  position  to  allocate  S20.000.00  from  the  third 
phase  of  the  Student  Center  Fund  ana. 

"Whereas,  the  S20.000.00  allocated  is  based  on  the  assumption  that 
forty  per  cent  of  the  amount  will  be  provided  in  the  territory  where  the 
institution  is   located: 

"Therefore,  he  it  resolved  that  the  North  Carolina  Synod  give  its  ap- 
prove.! -;  this  allocation  and  commit  itself  to  providing  its  share  of  the 
S20.000.00.' 

After  lengthy  discuss' on.  the  committee,  upon  motion  duly  made  and 
seconded  passed  the  following  resolution: 

"That  Synod  be  requested  to  grant  S10.000.00  from  funds  earmarked 
for  Home  Missions  in  Synod  to  provide  additional  facilities  for  student  work 
at  Greenville." 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  committee  recommended  that 
a  reguest  be  made  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  to  schedule  a  capital  funds 
campaign  of  §500,000.00  in  1964  for  student  ministry  facilities  on  non-Lu- 
theran college  campuses  in  North  Carolina. 

The  committee  further  recommended  that  the  North  Carolina  Synod 
give  special  attention  to  the  work  among  students  on  non-Lutheran  college 
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campuses  in  an  effort  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  Lutheran  boys  and 
girls  attending  colleges  away  from  home.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches 

The  committee  met  at  Burlington,  N.  C,  January  31,  1962,  following 
the  annual  assembly  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches.  Members 
of  the  committee  constitute  the  synod's  delegation  to  this  assembly. 

The  committee  believes  that  the  Council  is  meeting  a  real  need  in  the 
church  life  of  our  state  and  commends  it  to  the  synod  and  its  congregation 
for  continued  and  enlarged  support.  The  committee  has  confidence  in  the 
leadership  of  the  Council  as  it  is  constituted. 

The  program  of  the  Council  has  not  been  changed  in  any  large  measure 
for  several  years.  The  ministry  to  migrant  farm  workers  during  the  sum- 
mer months  continues  to  be  the  largest  single  program  activity  of  the  Coun- 
cil. Other  significant  contributions  have  been  made  through  various  pro- 
gram units,  such  as  local  sponsorship  of  the  ministry  in  the  camp  areas  of 
the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway,  conferences  on  World  Affairs  at  Chapel  Hill  and 
Blue  Ridge  Assembly,  a  conference  on  Human  Relations  at  Boiling  Springs, 
a  conference  on  Family  Life  at  Chapel  Hill,  an  institute  on  Alcoholism  and 
related  programs  in  various  institutions.  Through  the  leadership  of  the 
committee  on  Ministry  in  Institutions,  a  chaplain  has  been  established  in 
the  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital  at  Chapel  Hill  and  the  committee 
is  working  on  similar  chaplaincies  for  the  Wake  County  Hospital  at  Ra- 
leigh and  the  state  Schools  of  Correction  and  Training. 

An  enlarged  and  strengthened  Committee  on  Public  Relations  gives 
promise  of  making  a  strong  contribution  in  publicizing  and  interpreting 
significant  religious  developments  through  press,  radio  and  television. 

The  Department  of  United  Church  Women  continues  to  grow  and  to 
carry  on  worthy  ecumenical  programs  through  their  World  Day  of  Prayer, 
World  Community  Day,  and  May  Fellowship  Day.  The  Department  of 
Youth  (United  Christian  Youth  Movement)  is  much  more  limited  in  its  pro- 
gram and  outreach  but  continues  to  be  a  channel  for  expression  of  the 
ecumenical  concern  through  the  young  people. 

The  twenty-fifth  year  of  the  Council's  life  was  recognized  at  a  special 
convocation  at  Greensboro  in  May,  1961,  which  provided  a  rich  and  stimu- 
lating program  for  the  several  hundred  persons  who  attended.  Leaders 
included  Dr.  Frank  Graham,  Dr.  Guion  Johnson,  Dr.  Rufus  Clement,  Dr. 
Billy  Graham,  Dr.  Eugene  Carson  Blake,  Dr.  Liston  Pope,  and  Dr.  Shelton 
Smith. 

Members  of  this  synod  who  carried  responsibilities  of  leadership  in  the 
Council  during  1961  were:  The  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb,  chairman  of  legislative 
affairs  committee  and  a  member  of  the  nominating  committee;  Dr.  Frank 
K.  Efird,  chairman,  committee  on  evangelism;  the  Rev.  Glenn  Barger,  mem- 
ber the  migrant  committee;  Dr.  E.  L.  Misenheimer,  member  of  the  com- 
mittee on  business  and  finance;  Mr.  Jeff  Norris,  Jr.,  member  of  the  com- 
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mittee  on  public  relations;  the  Rev.  Brady  Faggart,  member  of  the  youth 
committee;   and  the  Rev.  George  R.  Whittecar,   first  vice  president. 

Synod  members  elected  to  the  Executive  Board  for  1962  are :  George  R. 
Whittecar,  one-year  term;  Mrs.  G.  R.  Patterson  and  Dr.  John  R.  Brokhoff, 
three-year  terms. 

The  Committee  is  in  agreement  with  the  statement  of  the  Rev.  Morton 
R.  Kurtz,  in  his  report  as  Executive  Director  of  the  Council  for  1961: 
".  .  .  Our  growth  in  income  has  been  much  too  slow.  Our  present  budget 
($33,845  for  1962)  is  less  than  half  what  it  should  be  if  we  were  going  to 
be  meeting  our  full  responsibility  for  an  ecumenical  ministry  in  North 
Carolina."  The  Executive  Board  of  the  Council  has  estimated  that  a  fair 
and  reasonable  level  of  contributions  to  the  Council  on  the  part  of  the 
communions  that  comprise  its  membership  would  be  approximately  three 
cents  per  member  (confirmed  members  in  our  terminology),  as  a  minimum; 
six  cents  to  provide  for  an  expanded  program.  On  this  basis,  our  50,000 
members  would  indicate  $1,500  as  a  fair  level  for  our  synod,  as  a  minimum. 
The  committee  is  recommending  that  the  synod  increase  its  contribution  to 
the  Council  to  this  amount  for  1963. 

Recommendations : 

1.  That  the  synod  include  $1,500  in  its  budget  for  the  North  Carolina 
Council  of  Churches  for  1963. 

2.  That  the  synod  hear  the  Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  Executive  Director 
of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches,  in  connection  with  this  report.

By  previous  action  of  the  convention,  the  Report  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Council  of  Churches  was  presented  at  this  time  by  the  Rev.  George 
R.  Whittecar,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  first  vice  president  of  the 
Council. 

First  vice  president  Whittecar  began  the  report  by  saying  that  the 
Council  is  "reaching  a  state  of  maturity,"  calling  special  attention  to  the 
Council's  twenty  fifth  year  which  was  celebrated  at  a  special  convoca- 
tion at  Greensboro  last  year. 

Speaking  on  synod's  proportionate  part  in  support  of  the  Council, 
First  vice  president  Whittecar  said  that  on  the  basis  of  3c  per  confirmed 
member,  synod's  fair  share  would  be  $1,500,  the  amount  recommended  by 
the  committee  for  1963. 

The  Council's  Executive  Director,  the  Rev.  Morton  R.  Kurtz,  was 
presented  to  the  convention,  and  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  Council's  work. 

Director  Kurtz  recognized  those  of  the  synod  who  are  members  of 
the  Executive  Board  of  the  Council,  and  acknowledged  the  services  of 
those  of  the  synod  who  are  serving  in  various  other  phases  of  the  Coun- 
cil's program,  the  names  of  whom  appear  in  the  report.  He  also  recog- 
nized the  religious  news  program  conducted  by  the  Rev.  John  W.  Cobb. 
He  informed  the  convention  that  radio  station  WPTF,  Raleigh,  had  been 
recognized  for  outstanding  services  upon  receiving  the  special  communi- 
cations  award   by   the   Council.     He  outlined   the  various  facets  of  the 
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Council's  program,  and  said  that  the  committee  on  Scouting,  of  which 
Mr.  Aubrey  Mauney  is  a  member,  would  work  toward  a  stronger  Scout- 
ing program. 

He  announced  the  theme  of  the  1963  meeting,  as  follows:  "The 
Changeless  Christ  for  a  Changing  World,"  to  be  held  in  Winston-Salem 
on  January  29-30,  and  mentioned  the  name  of  Dr.  Ray  R.  Fisher  as  being 
most  interested  and  helpful  in  getting  the  Council  to  Winston-Salem. 

Recommendations  1   and  2  were  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 

Since  the  1961  Convention  of  Synod  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 
of  the  North  Carolina  Synod  has  performed  its  assigned  task  of  relating 
the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  to  the  churches  within  the  Synod.  Carrying 
out  planning  initiated  in  1960,  the  Committee  met  in  September  of  1961, 
making  final  arrangements  to  bring  the  Latin  American  theme  to  the  Fall 
Conferences  of  the  Synod. 

The  Reverend  N.  Earl  Townsend,  missionary  to  Argentina,  was  elected 
to  make  the  presentation  to  the  Conferences  and  met  with  the  Committee. 
In  November  1961,  at  each  of  the  five  Conference  meetings,  this  assign- 
ment was  carried  out.  The  program  was  two-fold  in  form.  Introductions 
by  members  of  the  Committee  focused  attention  on  "Missions  in  the  Merged 
Church."  Missionary  Townsend  gave  the  challenge  in  Latin  America  in 
descriptive  word  and  with  revealing  pictures.  His  presentation  was  ably 
done  and  well  received. 

One  additional  Committee  meeting  was  scheduled  for  February  of 
1962,  but  was  postponed  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 
The  postponement  was  a  logical  one  in  that  the  merger  will,  very  shortly, 
extend  the  horizons  and  present  new  challenges.  As  these  come  the  new 
Committee  will  be  able  to  proceed  with  its  task  in  a  more  enlightened  way. 

The  impact  of  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  reached  out  beyond  the 
Conference  level  into  the  local  congregations.  Seventy  copies  of  the  film- 
strip,  "Three  Happy  Boys  of  British  Guiana,"  went  into  that  many  con- 
gregations, plus  10,690  folders,  "Reaching  Out  in  South  America,"  going 
into  58  congregations.

Another  item  of  significant  interest  to  the  Committee  was  the  regional 
Conference  on  Church  Occupations,  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  in  Novem- 
ber of  1961.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  attended 
this  meeting. 

The  primary  concern  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  is  the 
future,  and  the  extent  to  which  our  synod  will  go  in  participation  in  the 
cause  of  World  Missions.  It  is  hoped  that  more  congregations  will  share  in 
this  vital  work  of  the  Church  in  a  most  substantial  way.  It  is  hoped  that 
there  will  be  more  representation  in  the  merged  church.  At  the  present 
time,  Mr.  Aubrey  Mauney  of  Kings  Mountain  is  the  only  N.  C.  member  on 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  For  the  new  Board  of  World  Missions  we 
will  have  only  two  to  represent  the  synod;  the  Reverend  John  L.  Yost,  Jr., 
and  Dr.  Glenn  R.  Frye  of  Hickory. 

There  is  the  need  for  additional  missionary  personnel.  At  the  present 
time  we  are  represented  by  only  five  missionaries,  Rev.  Carl  Fisher  (ap- 
proved candidate),  Malaya;  Miss  Elizabeth  Huddle,  Japan;  Rev.  N.  Earl 
Townsend,  Argentina;  Rev.  G.  Thomas  Weddington,  India;  Miss  Ruth  Zart- 
man,  British  Guiana.  The  far-reaching  causes  of  the  Church  will  always 
be  limited  until  others  are  enabled  to  go  into  all  the  world. 

It  is  noted  that  the  1962-63  Mission  Study  theme  will  be  "The  Rim  of 
East  Asia."  We  urge  every  congregation  to  participate  in  a  meaningful  pe- 
riod of  study,  with  a  resulting  response  to  the  needs  presented. 

In  connection  with  the  presentation  of  this  report,  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  will  be  represented  at  this  Convention. 
We  urge  that  all  will  take  the  opportunity  to  receive  those  who  come  as 
they  present  the  challenges  of  the  merger  and  the  plea  for  personnel.  This 
is  your  challenge  and  your  work.  Accept  it  as  you  represent  Him  Who 
died  that  the  WHOLE  WORLD  might  live.

Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  261 

The  Special  Order  for  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  was  called 
for  at  this  hour.  The  report  was  introduced  by  the  chairman  of  the 
committee,  the  Rev.  George  T.  Moore.  Chairman  Moore  said  that  the 
committee  had  lost  one  of  its  members  in  the  person  of  the  Rev.  Robert 
Lineberger,  who  had  moved  beyond  the  bounds  of  the  synod.  The 
Foreign  Missionary  was  highly  recommended  by  Pastor  Moore. 

Miss  Maud  Powlas,  retired  missionary,  was  recognized  by  the  con- 
vention. Miss  Powlas  came  to  the  front  upon  the  request  of  President 
Conrad  and  thanked  the  convention  for  its  rising  ovation. 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  commissioning  of  the  Rev.  Carl 
Fisher,  a  missionary  under  appointment  to  Malaya,  to  be  held  in  St. 
James  Church,  Rockwell,  on  Sunday,  June  10,  at  4  p.m.  Pastor  Fisher 
was  recognized  and  he  informed  the  convention  that  he  had  been  study- 
ing in  the  school  of  missions  at  the  Chicago  Seminary,  Maywood,  Illinois. 

A  special  feature  of  the  committee's  report  was  the  presence  of  two 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Rev.  David  L.  Vikner,  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  Board  Secretary 
for  East  Asia,  was  presented  to  the  convention. 

Board  Secretary  Vikner  paid  tribute  to  the  synod  in  describing  Miss 
Maud  Powlas  as  a  "living  symbol  of  interest  and  support."  He  said 
that  we  are  Christians  because  of  world  missions.  Speaking  of  Japan, 
he  said  that  there  are  3,000,000  Christians  in  Japan,  and  added  that  more 
Bibles  were  sold  in  Japan  last  year  with  the  exception  of  the  United 
States.  Even  the  autonomous  churches,  he  said,  are  undeveloped,  and 
need  our  assistance.  He  spoke  of  the  "third  state"  of  interdependence, 
and  of  the  cooperation  between  the  ULCA  and  the  Augustana  Church. 

Following  the  presentation,  President  Conrad  asked  for  questions.  A 
question  was  asked  as  to  whether  the  nationals  are  competent,  and  in 
reply,  Secretary  Vikner  said  that  no  missionary  has  nationals  ready  to 
move  in  and  take  over.  President  Conrad  asked  whether  it  is  coming 
to  the  point  that  we  must  get  their  approval  to  get  in.  The  board  secre- 
tary answered  that  if  one  area  is  closed  there  are  other  areas  that  are 
open. 

As  a  church  becomes  involved  in  organization,  it  loses  its  evangelistic 
fervor,  the  speaker  said  as  a  final  word. 

The  Rev.  William  J.  Cox,  missionary  to  British  Guiana  on  leave,  was 
presented  to  the  convention,  who  spoke  on  the  mission  activities  in 
British  Guiana,  and  the  need  for  personnel  in  mission  fields. 

Asking  the  question  as  to  what  kind  of  an  effect  the  political  up- 
heaval is  having  on  the  church,  he  answered  that  an  economic  change 
will  affect  the  life  and  work  of  the  church.  Speaking  on  Argentina,  he 
mentioned  the  work  of  the  seminary.  He  reported  a  new  field  being 
developed  in  Chile.  We  are  not  going  to  organize  a  church,  he  said,  but 
to  work  with  those  who  are  already  working  there. 

Speaking  specifically  of  the  work  in  British  Guiana,  he  said  that 
British  Guiana  is  a  small  colony  of  600,000,  made  up  of  six  different 
peoples,  of  which  there  is  an  African  element  of  35  per  cent  of  the  popu- 
lation. He  reported  50  Lutheran  congregations  in  British  Guiana. 
Speaking  of  the  riots  and  uprisings  in  that  country,  he  said  that  the 
church  is  facing  its  greatest  opportunity  and  challenge.     He  said  that 
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one  often  hears  the  statement  that  missionaries  are  no  longer  needed  in 
view  of  the  rising  spirit  of  nationalism  in  those  places  where  the  church 
exists.     This  too,  he  said,  is  a  part  of  the  challenge. 

He  spoke  of  the  urgent  need  for  more  missionaries.  We  need  64  in 
addition  to  the  64  we  now  have.  To  make  it  more  emphatic,  he  said, 
we  need  64  now,  not  in  '64.  The  only  thing  that  can  stop  us,  he  said,  is 
the  lack  of  men  and  money,  and  deplored  the  condition  that  not  one  out 
of  the  seminary  graduating  classes  is  entering  foreign  mission  service. 
He  closed  his  remarks  by  saying  that  this  ought  to  be  a  concern  of  the 
whole  church. 

President  Conrad  called  for  questions,  and  asked  whether  one 
might  not  feel  that  he  has  a  fence  built  around  him  that  might  ac- 
count for  the  lack  of  men  for  missionary  service.  Missionary  Cox  an- 
swered that  he  had  not  had  that  impression  or  experience.  Asked  by 
Pastor  C.  E.  Norman  whether  the  Peace  Corps  has  had  any  appreciative 
effect,  Missionary  Cox  answered  that  we  are  hoping  that  it  will  provide 
a  stimulus. 

Dr.  Albert  Keck  informed  the  convention  that  a  volunteer  group 
meets  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  because  of  its  concern  fcr  mission  work, 
and  added  that  this  could  be  a  nucleus  for  something  new 

In  closing  the  question  and  answer  period,  Missionary  Cox  said 
that  while  one  may  not  go  as  an  evangelistic  missionary,  there  are  other 
fields  of  service  in  which  one  could  give  a  true  witness  in  his  or  her 
chosen  vocation. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

On  Reference  and  Counsel: 

The  Rev.  Earl  Loadholdt,  reporting  for  the  Committee  on  Reference 
and  Counsel,  recommended  that  Dr.  James  Fry,  the  Rev.  J.  Daniel  Brown, 
and  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  be  granted  the  privilege  to  submit  resolutions. 

The  recommendation  was  adopted  and  the  three  named  above  were 
given  the  privilege  of  the  convention  floor  in  the  order  in  which  their 
names  were  read. 

Re.  Special  Motions: 

Dr.  James  Fry  moved  that  the  personal  statement  prepared  and  read 
by  the  Rev.  Floyd  C.  Trexler  in  connection  with  the  presentation  of  the 
report  of  the  Board  of  Social  Missions  be  printed  in  the  minutes  as  his 
personal  statement. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  Rev.  J.  Daniel  Brown  informed  the  convention  that  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  U.  S.  was  convening  in  the  City  of 
Winston-Salem,  and  moved  that  a  word  of  welcome  and  greeting  be  ex- 
tended to  the  General  Assembly  by  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

President  Conrad  ruled  that  this  motion  was  in  order  since  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  U.  S.  is  affiliated  with  the  National  Council  of  Churches. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  Secretary  Lyerly  was  instructed  to  con- 
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vey  fraternal   greetings   to   the   General   Assembly   through    its   Stated 
Clerk. 

Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  a  member  of  the  JCLU  of  LCA,  prefaced  his 
proposed  resolution  with  a  few  appropriate  remarks.  He  said  that  he 
was  acting  on  the  assumption  that  it  was  unlikely  that  the  convention 
would  return  to  the  proposed  constitution  as  submitted  by  the  Little 
JCLU,  and  he  felt  that  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  return  to  it  at  the  close 
of  the  afternoon  session  when  the  attendance  would  not  justify  the  re- 
sumption of  the  report. 

President  Conrad  stated  that  it  was  very  unlikely  that  the  conven- 
tion would  return  to  the  report  of  the  Little  JCLU. 

Then  Dr.  Cromer  proceeded  to  state  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
convention  would  not  have  the  opportunity  of  making  adjustments  to 
the  remaining  portions  of  the  proposed  adaptations  and  bringing  them 
in  line  with  the  basic  principle  as  stated  in  Article  One,  Section  II,  on 
Status,  as  approved  by  the  convention  at  a  previous  session,  he  was  of- 
fering the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved  that  the  operational  committee  of  the  United  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  for  the  constituting  convention  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such  revisions  in  the  Proposed 
Adaptation  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  submitted  by  the  committee  to  this  convention,  as 
said  committee  may  deem  desirable  in  the  light  of  the  principle  enunci- 
ated in  Article  One,  Section  II,  Status,  accepted  by  this  convention;  that 
the  committee  distribute  copies  of  the  proposed  constitution  and  by- 
laws to  the  ministers  and  congregations  of  the  synod  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible; and  that  the  document,  including  any  such  revisions,  shall  be 
recognized  as  constituting  due  notice  for  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
constitution  and  by-laws  at  the  constituting  convention  of  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  America." 

The  question  was  asked  as  to  what  would  be  the  procedure  for  offer- 
ing amendments  later  at  the  constituting  convention.  In  reply,  Dr. 
Cromer  said  that  the  procedure  would  be  in  line  with  that  suggested  by 
Dr.  Reinartz  earlier  in  the  convention  which  seemed  to  win  the  approval 
of  the  convention. 

It  was  further  asked  whether  any  person  would  be  denied  the  privi- 
lege of  offering  suggested  amendments  between  conventions. 

Pastor  John  Yost,  Jr.,  was  recognized  to  answer  that  question  and  to 
make  further  remarks.  Pastor  Yost  said  that  the  turn  of  the  convention 
in  approving  the  "status"  section  of  the  Approved  Constitution  for  Synods 
of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  would  not  be  felt  immediately,  but 
that  it  would  be  keenly  felt  later  on.  He  stated  further  that  by  virtue  of 
the  synod's  action  the  congregations  of  the  synod  would  of  necessity 
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adopt  their  constitutions  in  line  with  the  basic  principle  adopted  by  the 
synod.  His  personal  opinion  was  that  the  Little  JCLU  would  be  willing 
to  follow  through  provided  the  resolution  as  submitted  by  Dr.  Cromer 
expressed  the  desire  of  the  convention.  Pastor  Yost  also  said  that  there 
are  many  things  in  the  constitution  of  which  the  committee  does  not 
know  the  will  of  the  convention.  But  again,  he  expressed  a  personal 
opinion  that  if  the  convention  gave  to  the  committee  a  vote  of  confidence 
that  the  committee  would  be  willing  to  undertake  the  task.  In  answer 
to  the  question  asked  about  suggested  amendments  to  the  committee,  it 
was  his  belief  that  they  would  be  welcomed  and  considered  in  light  of 
the  basic  principle  adopted  by  the  synod. 

Dr.  B.  S.  Brown  interpreted  the  resolution  as  applying  to  only  those 
Sections  where  a  reconciliation  is  to  be  made  in  respect  to  "status,"  and 
pointed  out  that  there  were  only  some  six  places  where  adjustments 
needed  to  be  made.  Dr.  Cromer  said  that  this  was  a  correct  interpre- 
tation. 

Pastor  Harry  Robinson  remarked  that  he  felt  that  we  are  doing 
something  that  may  be  dangerous  and  risky  by  authorizing  a  committee 
to  make  changes.  In  answer,  President  Conrad  said  that  we  are  not 
"jumping  the  gun,"  that  this  is  standard  procedure,  referring  to  the 
Hickory  Convention  when  a  special  committee  was  authorized  to  study 
desirable  changes  in  the  proposed  constitution. 

Dr.  J.  White  Iddings,  a  member  of  Little  JCLU,  stated  that  it  was  his 
personal  opinion  that  suggestions  would  be  considered  by  the  committee 
pro  and  con,  and  only  asked  that  the  convention  have  faith  in  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  resolution  submitted  by  Dr.  Cromer  was  adopted. 

A  rising  vote  of  appreciation  was  extended  to  the  Little  JCLU  in 
recognition  of  the  arduous  and  faithful  work  which  the  committee  had 
done. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Worship  1961 

During  the  past  year  the  chairman: 

1.  Served  as  over-all  director  of  the  School  of  Church  Music,  Luth- 
eridge. 

2.  Attended  all  sessions  of  the  Second  Conference  on  Worship  held  at 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  October  16-18,   1961. 

3.  Attended  two  meetings  of  the  Consulting  Committee  on  Worship, 
United  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

4.  Addressed  seven  synodical  churches  and  their  organizations  concern- 
ing Worship  and  the  Service  Book  and  Hymnal. 

5.  Directed  five  conferences  on  Worship  held  in  Greensboro,  Charlotte, 
Salisbury,  Hickory  and  Goldsboro,  October  23-27,  1961  with  an  attendance 
of  over  800. 

6.  Edited  a  monthly  article,  "Worship  Corner"  in  the  North  Carolina 
Lutheran. 

During  the  past  year  the  committee  conducted  almost  a  dozen  personal 
interviews  from  congregations  concerning  worship  and  music.  They  also 
ably  assisted  the  chairman  in  each  of  the  five  wo^hip  conferences.  Pastor 
Frank  C.  Perry  attended  the  Second  Conference  on  Worship  for  all  sessions. 

Once  again  we  state  that  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  on  Worship  and 
Church  Music  is  to  promote  and  encourage  throughout  the  synod  the  best 
standards  and  practices  in  church  music  and  worship.  The  committee  is 
eager  to  assist,  upon  request,  any  congregation  with  its  music  program 
as  related  to  the  liturgy,  hymnology,  or  musical  instruments. 

The  committee  strongly  urges  that  every  congregation  be  represented 
by  its  organist,  choirmaster,  choir  members  and  music  committees  at  the 
Lutheridge  School  of  Church  Music,  July  29-August  4,  1962.

He  announced 
the  Church  Music  Week  at  Lutheridge,  July  29-August  4,  and  urged 
congregations  to  send  the  proper  representatives  to  the  Lutheridge 
School.  "This  is  where  the  breakdown  comes"  he  concluded,  "because  we 
fail  to  support  such  a  school." 

The  report  was  adopted.

Our  Committee  on  Manifest  Life  of  the  Church  did  not  meet  or 
act  this  year;  therefore,  there  is  no  report.

Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  President  of  the  College,  promised  to 
use  college  personnel  and  a  truck  to  haul  the  materials. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  archives  will  be  in  their  new  quarters  by 
the  time  synod  next  convenes.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Town  and 
Country  Church 

(Formerly  the  Rural  Work  Committee) 

Cotton  is  going  West,  Industry  is  moving  South,  "Quality  Education"  is 
being  emphasized  throughout  North  Carolina,  people  are  on  the  move,  and 
change  is  evident  everywhere.  All  this  adds  up  to  a  challenge  and  an  op- 
portunity for  the  church  in  the  towns  and  country  places  of  our  synod  to 
perform  a  more  effective  witness  for  her  Lord.  It  means  that  our  congre- 
gations in  the  towns  and  country  places  of  our  synod  must  be  on  the  alert 
to  make  the  best  of  the  Christian  education,  evangelism,  and  mission  op- 
portunities which  are  ours  in  a  changing  world. 

The  Town  and  Country  Church  Committee  therefore  recommends  that 
each  of  our  congregations,  regardless  of  location  and  size,  seek  honestly 
and  earnestly  to  make  the  best  of  the  opportunities  for  service  to  our 
Master  as  they  come  to  us. 

This  Committee  has  had  no  formal  meetings.  The  Chairman  has  been 
in  correspondence  with  the  chairman  of  the  Town  and  Country  Church 
Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Council  of  Churches  concerning  a  Semi- 
nar on  the  Rural  Church  which  was  planned  by  this  committee.  The  Semi 
nar  is  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Raleigh  on  May  21-23  for  Town  and  Country 
Committee  chairmen  of  the  member  churches  and  others  who  work  directly 
with  the  Rural  Church.  Reports  and  findings  from  this  Seminar  will  be  re- 
ported to  the  synod  through  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  or  some  other 
means. 

The  Committee  has  one  formal  recommendation,  that  all  congregations 
of  the  synod  have  some  observance  of  Rogate  Sunday,  May  27,  in  which 
the  blessing  of  God  is  asked  upon  the  seed,  soil,  and  sowers.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Town  and  Country  Church  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  Karl  M.  Park,  Chairman. 

Chairman  Park  urged  the  congregations  to  observe  Rogate  Sunday, 
May  27,  as  a  day  of  invoking  divine  blessings  upon  the  "seed,  soil,  and 
sowers."  He  referred  to  the  rural  church  as  being  more  significant  due  to 
more  of  the  exploding  populations  moving  out  into  suburbia  and  the 
countryside. 

He  also  referred  to  the  seminar  on  the  rural  church  to  be  held  in 
Raleigh  on  May  21-23. 

The  report  was  adopted. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Press, 
Radio  and  Television 

A  total  of  28  news  releases  regarding  the  work  of  the  synod  were  dis- 
tributed during  the  year.  Copies  of  each  release  were  sent  to  the  57  news- 
papers and  two  wire  services  which  serve  North  Carolina  areas  where  Lu- 
theran churches  are  located.  Some  of  the  events  reported  in  the  releases 
were :  meetings  of  the  synodical  executive  committee,  conventions  of  the 
Luther  League  and  the  United  Lutheran  Church  Women,  the  ground-break- 
ing service  for  the  Hickory  unit  of  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Homes,  the 
naming  of  North  Carolina  delegates  to  the  ULCA  Detroit  convention,  the 
synod  convention  and  the  synodical  service  of  ordination. 

In  addition,  the  committee  expects  to  release  news  articles  and  pic- 
tures on  this  convention  to  the  same  addresses  and  also  host  representatives 
of  some  of  the  newspapers  who  will  cover  sessions  of  the  convention  per- 
sonally. 

Pursuant  to  an  action  taken  by  the  1960  convention,  the  committee 
continued  to  study  the  possibilities  of  a  synod-sponsored  radio  program  to 
be  broadcast  on  a  state-wide  network.  Under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Hugh 
Baumgartner,  the  committee  reviewed  problems  of  program  format,  content, 
production  and  distribution.  The  committee  agreed  on  a  general  program 
format  and  produced  several  sample  recordings  for  experimentation  and 
criticism.  Copies  were  distributed  for  evaluation  within  the  radio  industry 
and  to  the  ULCA  Department  of  Press,  Radio  and  Television.  Critics 
agreed  that  the  prepared  material  could  be  effectively  broadcast  if  deliver- 
ed by  experienced  personnel. 

Despite  this  encouragement,  the  committee  was  compelled  to  abandon 
the  project.  The  time  and  the  personnel  required  to  produce  the  sample 
series  indicated  that  the  resources  of  the  synod  at  this  time  are  not  suffi- 
cient to  produce  a  program  of  such  quality  as  to  insure  extensive  airing. 
For  the  present,  it  seems  that  the  better  effort  would  be  to  keep  before 
the  synod  programs  being  produced  by  the  ULCA,  the  Protestant  Radio 
Commission,  and  the  National  Council  of  Churches  and  to  lend  any  possible 
assistance  in  securing  radio  and  TV  time  in  local  areas  for  these  programs. 

The  committee  also  acted  on  two  matters  referred  to  it  by  the  1961 
convention  of  the  synod.  The  first  matter  suggested  that  the  PRT  com- 
mittee use  its  influence  to  schedule  religious  radio  programs  at  a  time  when 
more  of  the  constituency  can  hear  them.  Committee  study  revealed  that 
many  such  programs  are  designed  to  attract  the  unchurched,  and  for  this 
reason  the  programs  should  have  a  desirable  effect  when  broadcast  at  the 
time  when  the  unchurched  are  not  at  church.  The  study  also  emphasized 
that  the  synod  does  not  pay  radio  stations  to  broadcast  the  programs  and 
therefore  is  not  in  a  position  to  suggest  the  time  of  broadcast.  The  com- 
mittee therefore  agreed  not  to  pursue  the  matter  further.  The  second  mat- 
ter suggested  the  committee  to  give  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  pur- 
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chasing  newspaper  space  in  three  or  four  of  the  largest  newspapers  in  the 
state  for  use  of  the  series  of  mats  provided  by  the  ULCA  Department  of 
Press,  Radio  and  Television.  This  possibility  was  explored  by  the  com- 
mittee, but  the  findings  revealed  that  only  a  token  series  of  advertisements 

would  cost  more  than  the  committee  normally  spends  yearly  in  all  other 
areas  of  publicity  combined.    No  further  action  was  taken  by  the  committee.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Press,  Radio,  and  Television,  was 
presented  by  Mr.  Jeff  Norris,  Chairman. 

Chairman  Norris  gave  the  results  of  a  study  made  by  the  committee 
on  the  possibility  of  a  synod-sponsored  radio  program.  He  said  that 
while  there  are  great  merits  to  such  a  program  the  committee  was  forced 
to  decide  against  the  project  at  this  time  due  to  the  limited  resources  of 
the  synod  to  sponsor  the  project.  He  expressed  appreciation  to  Pastor 
Hugh  Baumgartner  for  all  the  preliminaries  in  exploring  the  possibilities 
of  this  project. 

Chairman  Norris  announced  that  copies  of  the  Convention  Summary, 
prepared  by  the  Rev.  Paul  Conrad,  were  available  to  the  delegates.  He 
said  that  those  areas  of  the  synod's  proceedings  which  were  hard  to 
evaluate  were  not  included  in  the  Convention  Summary. 

Chairman  Norris  recommended  to  the  synod  the  new  public  relations 
publication,  "Telling  the  Good  News,"  as  being  suggestive  and  useful. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work 

The  Committee  reports  that  one  young  lady  from  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  is  studying  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in  preparation  for  service  as  a 
Deaconess  in  parish  work.  She  is  Miss  Virginia  Lee  Lewis  from  Christ 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Stanley,  N.  C.  We  would  encourage  our 
pastors  to  place  the  importance  of  this  high  calling  before  the  young  wom- 
en of  their  congregations  for  their  earnest  consideration. 

There  will  be  approximately  234  deaconesses  entering  the  LUTHERAN 
CHURCH  IN  AMERICA.  Of  this  number  162  are  members  of  the  ULCA. 
There  are  32  deaconess  students  in  the  ULCA  and  6  non-diaconate  stu- 
dents preparing  through  the  unified  program  for  church  workers.  The  two 
deaconess  houses  plan  to  merge  their  schools  beginning  with  the  fall  1962 
term,  having  all  the  students  in  residence  temporarily  on  the  Baltimore 
campus. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Parish  Education,  a  summer  school 
for  parish  workers  and  directors  of  parish  education  will  be  conducted  on 
the  Baltimore  campus,  July  22-28,  1962.     Congregations  will  gain  by  en- 
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abling  their  full-time  church  workers  (men  and  women)   to  enroll  for  re- 
fresher courses  in  Bible,  doctrine   and  Christian  education. 

Concerning  Associates  in  Deaconess  Service  (AIDS) :  A  total  of  74 
women  have  enrolled  in  this  program  since  its  inauguration  in  1957.  Many 
have  given  a  second  year  of  service  following  their  one-year  commitment; 
some  have  entered  long-term  service.  Two  orientations  for  AIDS  are 
scheduled  for  1962;  May  13- June  2  and  three  undesignated  weeks  in  August. 
This  is  the  only  full-time  service  program  in  the  church  for  women  of 
all  ages. 

Acting  upon  an  almost  unanimous  vote  of  the  deaconesses,  the  Board 
of  Deaconess  Work  is  proceeding  to  effect  a  merger  of  the  Baltimore  and 
Philadelphia  Motherhouses.  The  Baltimore  institution,  founded  in  1895  by 
the  General  Synod  and  owned  by  the  Board  of  Deaconess  Work,  is  being 
incorporated.  The  Philadelphia  House,  established  in  1884  by  a  prominent 
Lutheran  layman  (John  D.  Lankenau),  is  one  of  two  institutions  owned 
by  the  self-perpetuating  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mary  J.  Drexel  Home 
and  Philadelphia  Motherhouse  of  Deaconesses.  These  two  corporations  will 
enter  into  an  agreement  whereby  the  merged  sisterhood  may  function 
through  one  deaconess  center,  having  a  single  program  of  recruitment,  of 
training,  of  fellowship  and  of  retirement.  The  place  of  relocation  has  not 
been  decided. 

Recommended  reading  in  the  field  of  Deaconess  work  is  the  recently 
published  book,  "On  Call:  Deaconesses  Across  the  World"  by  Catherine 
Herzel.  A  review  of  this  book  was  given  in  the  February  21  issue  of  The 
Lutheran  and  copies  of  the  book  were  sent  to  some,  and  perhaps,  all  of  the 
clerical  members  of  the  synod.  Other  works  on  this  important  calling  are 
available. 

Continued  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  pastors  and  congregations  in  be- 
half of  the  Deaconess  Work  are  urged  by  the  church  at  large.

1.  That  Miss  Virginia  Lee  Lewis,  a  member  o£  Christ  Church  in  Stan- 
ley, and  a  freshman  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  College,  and  already  cer- 
tified by  the  Board  of  Deaconess  Work  as  preparing  for  full  time 
service  in  the  Diaconate  be  placed  on  the  certified  list  of  young 
people  preparing  for  full  time  Christian  service  and  that  this 
certification  be  handled  by  the  proper  committee. 

2.  That  the  speakers  on  Christian  Vocations  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  Col- 
lege give  specific  emphasis  on  the  Diaconate  in  order  that  in- 
terested young  women  may  become  more  informed  on  this  high 
and  noble  calling.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Deaconess  Work  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Gilbert  B.  Goodman,  Chairman. 

Chairman  Goodman  made  an  announcement  of  the  retreat  for  par- 
ish workers  and  directors  of  parish  education  to  be  held  on  the  Balti- 
more campus,  July  22-28,  1962,  and  then  submitted  a  supplementary 
report  carrying  two  recommendations. 

Recommendation  No.  1,  that  Miss  Virginia  Lee  Lewis,  already  cer- 
tified by  the  Board  of  Deaconess  Work  for  full  time  Christian  service, 
be  placed  on  the  certified  list  of  young  people  of  synod  preparing  for 
full  time  Christian  service  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Education,  the  committee  responsible  for  such  certifications. 

Speaking  on  the  second  recommendation,  Chairman  Goodman  stated 
that  the  purpose  of  this  recommendation  is  to  accent  the  work  of  the 
diaconate  a  little  stronger. 

Recommendation  No.  2  was  adopted. 


Report  of  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance 
Of  the  North  Carolina  Synod 

During  the  past  year,  your  committee  on  Group  Insurance  has  held 
two  meetings  and  has  endeavored  to  take  care  of  all  of  the  matters  relating 
to  the  work  of  the  Committee  in  serving  the  pastors  of  synod  and  their 
dependents. 

As  of  February  1,  1962,  there  were  196  pastors  and  2  secretaries  insured 
under  the  Synodical  Group. 

During  the  year  1961,  148  claims  for  surgical  and  hospital  benefits 
have  been  processed  and  paid  amounting  to  $15,413.79  and  two  death  claims 
in  the  amount  of  $500.00,  making  a  total  of  $16,413.79.  The  surgical  and 
hospital  claims  were  divided  as  follows : 

32  claims  were  paid  on  pastors. 

65  claims  were  paid  on  pastors'  wives,  11  of  these  were  for  maternity 
benefits. 
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51  claims  were  paid  on  pastors'  children.  Dependents  accounted  for 
116  of  the  148  claims  during  1961.  78  of  the  148  claims  were  for 
$50.00  or  less. 

All  pastors  coming  into  the  synod  have  been  contacted  and  given  in- 
formation concerning  the  coverage  available  to  them.  18  of  the  incoming 
pastors  have  availed  themselves  of  the  benefits.  Eight  pastors  have  moved 
beyond  the  bounds  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  their  coverage  has  been 
cancelled.  30  changes  in  family  status  have  been  made.  More  than  1,400 
pieces  of  correspondence  has  been  handled  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  over-all  administration  of  the  group. 

A  dividend  check  in  the  amount  of  $5,517.78  has  been  received. 

Our  claim  experience  for  the  year  1961  has  been  so  favorable  that  a 
cash  dividend  has  been  received  and  in  addition,  the  rates  for  1962  have 
been  reduced. 

The  following  rates  will  prevail  throughout  the  rest  of  the  year,  be- 
ginning with  April  1. 

Amount  to  be  paid  by  pastor  or  congregation. 

Minister  alone — $1.31  reduction  of  16c  per  month 

Minister  and  wife — $3.87  reduction  of  44c  per  month 

Minister,  wife  and  children — $5.37.. ..reduction  of  60c  per  month 

The  total  reduction  amounts  to  $2,432.60  per  year. 

We  call  your  attention  again  to  the  importance  of  filling  out  all  forms 
correctly  and  completely — according  to  the  directions  sent  out  with  each 
claim  form.  Mail  all  forms  back  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  for 
completion. 

We  also  remind  you  to  notify  the  chairman  when  new  members  of  the 
family  arrive  and  request  their  addition  to  the  group,  likewise  when  a  de- 
pendent reaches  the  age  of  19,  notify  the  chairman  and  request  information 
as  to  procedure  for  either  cancellation  or  conversion  to  an  individual  policy.

Chairman  Yount  pointed  out  that  in  view  of  the  information  received 
from  the  representative  of  the  ULCA,  Dr.  Harold  Haas,  on  the  new  health 
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benefit  plan  of  the  merged  church,  and  in  view  of  forthcoming  communi- 
cations regarding  it,  the  committee  would  take  under  advisement  all 
phases  of  the  insurance  program.  He  was  pleased  to  report  that  due  to 
the  rebate  check  from  the  insurance  company  that  the  synod  was  con- 
sidered the  "best  advertisement"  of  the  group  insurance  plan. 

Chairman  Yount  informed  the  convention  that  some  of  the  expense 
money  reported  was  used  for  secretarial  services  in  view  of  the  volume 
of  mail  in  connection  with  the  committee's  work. 

Referring  to  the  new  rates  listed  in  the  report,  Chairman  Yount 
said  that  the  old  rates  must  be  paid  through  March,  1962,  and  that  the 
new  rates  took  effect  with  the  April  payment.  In  case  anyone  has  paid 
his  premium  beyond  March,  1962,  he  can  adjust  the  April  check  him- 
self using  the  new  rates  that  show  reduction.  In  the  event  anyone  has 
paid  his  premium  for  the  year,  1962,  he  was  advised  by  Chairman  Yount 
to  notify  the  treasurer  of  synod  and  he  will  refund  whatever  amount  is 
due. 

The  report  was  adopted.
